REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
have  the  honor  to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov. 
30,  1921,  the  thirtieth  annual  report. 

The  Foreign  Cruise. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  resumption 
of  the  foreign  cruise,  which  was  replaced  on  account  of  the 
war  by  a  coasting  cruise  from  1914  to  1920,  inclusive. 

The  "Nantucket,"  sailing  from  Boston  on  May  3,  1921, 
cruised  9,872  nautical  miles,  of  which  2,356  were  under  sail 
alone,  visiting  Plymouth,  England,  Brest,  Lisbon,  Cadiz, 
Gibraltar,  Tangier,  Madeira;  and  returning  to  Norfolk  on 
August  12,  visited  Washington,  D.  C,  Yorktown,  Philadelphia 
and  Nantucket.  The  ship  arrived  in  Boston  on  September  13, 
having  had  no  sickness  during  the  cruise,  and  without  mishap. 
As  the  crew  employed  by  the  Commonwealth  consisted  only  of 
four  seamen,  the  ship  was  operated  both  on  deck  and  in  the 
engine  room  and  fireroom  almost  wholly  by  the  cadets. 

Instruction  in  navigation  and  steam  was  carried  on  during 
the  cruise,  and  at  Philadelphia  the  cadets  spent  four  days  of 
instruction  and  observation  at  the  turbine  works  of  the  West- 
inghouse  Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company  at  the  invitation 
of  that  company,  conveyed  through  Mr.  Norris  R.  Sibley,  a 
graduate  of  the  school. 
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Cadets  admitted  and  graduated. 

During  the  year  70  cadets  have  been  admitted  to  the  school, 
36  in  the  spring  and  34  in  the  fall,  all  selected  by  competitive 
examination  from  191  applicants,  the  sons  of  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth.  There  have  been  diplomas  awarded  after  two 
.years'  instruction  to  52  graduates,  26  in  the  spring  and  26  in 
the  autumn.  Eighteen  have  left  the  school  for  various  causes 
without  completing  the  course.  The  average  number  of  en- 
rolled cadets  in  the  school  has  been  115;  each  term  has  begun 
with  the  capacity  enrollment  of  116  cadets. 

The  graduates  of  the  school  during  the  thirty  years  of  its 
existence  now  number  1,005.  Notwithstanding  the  great  de- 
pression in  ocean  transportation,  nearly  all  of  this  year's  gradu- 
ates have,  obtained  positions  afloat. 

The  school  catalogue,  of  which  4,000  copies  have  been  dis- 
tributed during  the  year,  shows  in  detail  the  conditions  of  ad- 
mission and  the  course  of  study.  The  mark  representing  the 
candidate's  final  average  for  the  entrance  examination  is  made 
up  by  giving  equal  weight  to  the  subjects  of  spelling,  geography, 
grammar,  history,  oral  arithmetic,  letters  of  recommendation, 
aptitude,  physical  qualifications,  and  double  weight  to  written 
arithmetic. 

School  Finances. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  statement  found  on  the  last 
page  of  this  report  that  the  expenses  for  the  year  have  not  ex- 
ceeded the  appropriations.  This  was  only  accomplished  by 
careful  management,  especially  during  the  summer  cruise  when 
the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  under  sail  alone  for  three  weeks, 
thus  effecting  a  considerable  saving  of  fuel. 

In  January  the  Commissioners,  acting  jointly  with  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Washington 
schools,  made  an  effort  to  have  the  act  of  Congress  establishing 
the  marine  schools  amended,  increasing  the  Federal  appropria- 
tion for  nautical  schools  from  $25,000  to  $50,000  per  year. 
When  the  present  legislation  was  passed  by  Congress  ten  years 
ago,  it  was  the  intention  to  reimburse  the  States  for  about  one- 
half  the  expense  of  the  school,  which  at  that  time  was  about 
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$50,000,  whereas  it  is  now  approximately  $100,000.  The  Con- 
gress has  up  to  date  taken  no  action  in  this  matter,  and  has 
now  before  it  a  request  from  the  United  States  Navy  Depart- 
ment for  a  revision  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  4,  1911, 
providing  that  the  Commissioners  shall  make  report  to  the 
Navy  Department  of  the  operations  of  the  school  and  the 
amount  expended  thereon  by  the  Commonwealth,  but  not  pro- 
viding for  an  increase  in  the  appropriation.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  opposed  this  legislation,  believing  the  conduct  of 
the  school  and  its  operation  should  remain  under  the  sole 
control  of  the  Commonwealth  as  now  provided  by  law.  The 
Commission  has  had  again,  together  with  the  other  nautical 
schools,  submitted  to  the  naval  committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  their  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  by 
the  Federal  government. 

Needs  of  the  School. 

The  Commissioners  have  set  forth  in  the  two  preceding 
annual  reports  that  the  space  on  board  ship  is  inadequate  to 
provide  classrooms  and  at  the  same  time  subsist  and  lodge  the 
officers,  crew  and  cadets  during  the  winter  term,  and  the  de- 
sirability of  suitable  classrooms,  laboratory  and  recreation  space 
on  shore,  and  have  again  included  in  their  estimates  a  request 
for  an  appropriation  for  a  suitable  building. 

During  the  past  year  the  Navy  Department  has  added  to 
the  equipment  of  the  ship  from  unused  surplus  material  a 
refrigerating  machine,  a  dough  mixer,  and  one  20-gallon  coffee 
urn.  The  Commonwealth  has  purchased  for  instruction  in 
compass  correction  a  Beall's  deviascope. 

Inspections. 

The  Commissioners  have  made  the  usual  inspections  of  the 
ship  and  school  during  the  year.  The  officers,  cadets  and  crew 
have  been  in  good  health  and  the  ship  and  equipment  in 
excellent  condition,  the  work  being  maintained  at  a  high 
standard. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  Governor  and  Council  took 
place  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  14,  1921,  on  the  return  from  the

cruise.  His  Excellency  Channing  H.  Cox,  Lieutenant-Governor 
Alvan  T.  Fuller,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  with  but 
one  exception,  were  present. 

In  addressing  the  cadets,  Governor  Cox  spoke  as  follows :  — 

We  are  proud  in  Massachusetts  of  the  work  the  Massachusetts  Nautical 
School  is  doing  and  of  what  it  has  done  in  the  past.  I  hope  to  impress  on 
you  in  these  few  words  the  fact  that  Massachusetts  has  made  an  invest- 
ment in  }'ou.  We  hope  to  have,  as  we  have  had  in  the  past,  skilled  navi- 
gators, men  who  can  sail  the  ships  of  our  merchant  marine. 

The  men  who  have  so  largely  gone  from  this  school  into  the  mercantile 
marine  have  been  a  credit  to  the  school  and  to  the  State.  We  all  know, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  your  instructors  have  told  you,  of  the  valuable 
service  the  graduates  rendered  during  the  war.  I  hope  you  will  always 
remember  that  the  men  and  women  of  Massachusetts  have  made  some- 
what of  a  sacrifice  to  make  this  school  possible,  and  when  you  go  forth 
from  here  you  will  live  up  to  the  mark  set  by  your  predecessors. 

At  this  time  shipping,  like  every  other  industry,  is  going  through  a 
period  of  depression.  I  believe  that  Massachusetts  will  again  play  a  large 
part  in  the  commerce  of  the  world  and  carry  our  flag  into  the  seven  seas, 
which  does  much  to  increase  the  prestige  of  the  country.  I  would  urge 
you  to  be  always  loyal  to  the  old  Commonwealth  in  the  service  of  which 
we  are  all  enlisted  and  of  which  we  are  a  part. 

Graduation  Exercises. 

The  spring  graduation  exercises  of  the  school  were  held  on 
March  28,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  presiding.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Dr.  Payson  Smith,  Massachusetts  Commissioner 
of  Education,  and  Rev.  George  P.  O'Conor,  of  the  Cathedral 
Church.  Commissioner  Clarence  E.  Perkins  presented  the 
prizes  awarded  by  the  Alumni  Association  to  Arnold  L.  Franklin 
of  the  seamanship  division  and  John  B.  Smith  of  the  engineer- 
ing division.  Cadet  Arnold  L.  Franklin  responded  for  the 
graduating  class. 

The  fifty-fourth  graduation  exercises  were  held  on  Saturday, 
September  17,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  presiding.  The 
principal  address  was  made  by  Mr.  Winthrop  L.  Marvin,  vice- 
president  and  manager  of  the  American  Steamship  Owners' 
Association,  whose  son  was  a  member  of  the  graduating  class. 
Dr.  Payson  Smith  spoke  briefly  to  the  cadets  before  presenting 
to  them  the  diplomas  and  certificates.  Rev.  J.  Edgar  Park  of 
West  Newton  made  a  notable  address  on  presenting  the  cadets 
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with  the  Bibles  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society.  The 
prizes  awarded  by  the  Alumni  Association  were  delivered  by 
Commissioner  Perkins  to  John  C.  Hennessy  of  West  Medford, 
seamanship  class,  and  George  A.  Vera  of  New  Bedford,  engi- 
neering class.  Cadet  J.  Blaisdell  Wells  responded  for  the 
graduating  class. 

Personnel. 

Mr.  Francis  T.  Bowles,  chairman  of  the  Board  during  the 
past  five  years,  was  reappointed  a  Commissioner  on  July  1, 
1921. 

Capt.  P.  W.  Hourigan,  U.  S.  N.,  superintendent  of  the  school 
from  April  26,  1915,  to  April  30,  1918,  and  from  April  28,  1919, 
to  July  23,  1919,  died  in  Washington  on  March  24,  1920. 

Commander  William  F.  Low,  U.  S.  N.,  superintendent  of  the 
school  from  Oct.  2,  1902,  to  March  31,  1911,  and  from  April 
25,  1918,  to  Aug.  31,  1918,  died  in  Washington  on  March  12, 
1921. 

The  School  Record. 
During  the  past  year  there  have  been  184  students  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school.     They  came  from  80  cities  and  towns  of  the

The   following   are    the   reports   of    Capt.    Armistead    Rust, 
U.  S.  N.,  superintendent:  — ■ 

Winter  Term,  Oct.  IS,  1920,  to  March  28,  1921. 

Instruction  in  Navigation. 

First  and  Second  Classes. 

1.  Definitions,  the  construction  and  care  of  charts  and  symbols  and 
abbreviations  used  on  charts.  Description  of  the  various  instruments 
used  in  navigation  and  piloting.  They  were  instructed  in  the  use  of  the 
three-arm  protractor,  parallel  rulers  and  dividers  in  connection  with 
charts.  About  a  week  was  then  spent  in  the  study  of  tidal  currents  and 
tides  of  the  Atlantic  coast,  using  charts  of  the  various  localities  in  con- 
junction with  the  tide  books  and  diagrams  published  by  the  Coast  Sur- 
vey. In  connection  with  the  subject  of  piloting,  the  cadets  were  in- 
structed in  the  aids  to  navigation,  with  their  characteristics  and  upkeep 
by  the  Lighthouse  Service. 

2.  A  review  of  their  previous  work  in  dead  reckoning  was  given,  in- 
cluding the  sailings  and  correction  of  courses. 

3.  In  nautical  astronomy  the  study  began  with  definitions  and  dia- 
grams of  the  celestial  sphere,  followed  by  instruction  in  the  care  and  use 
of  the  sextant.  Each  cadet  was  examined  in  reading  the  verniers  of 
sextants  graduated  to  10",  15"  and  20"  of  arc. 

4.  Instruction  and  working  problems  in  nautical  astronomy  were  then 
taken  up  in  the  following  order:  — 

Meridian  altitudes  of  the  sun  and  stars. 
Ex-meridian  altitudes  of  the  sun  and  stars. 
Latitude  by  Phi  prime,  Phi  second  method. 
Amplitude  of  the  sun  for  compass  error. 
Time  azimuth  of  the  sun  for  compass  error. 

Lines  of  position:  (1)  Sumner  method  — ■  (a)  chord  method,  (b)  tangent 
method;   (2)  Marcq  Saint  Hilaire  method  of  calculated  altitude. 

5.  Practical  problems  to  illustrate  the  above  methods  and  solutions 
by  computation  and  graphical  methods  were  taught,  and  also  the  prob- 
lems of  great  circle  sailing,  with  the  study  of  the  constellations  and  the 
identification  of  stars. 

6.  The  cadets  were  taken  on  the  pier  and  given  practice  in  taking  hori- 
zontal and  vertical  sextant  angles. 

7.  Practical  instruction  in  the  compensation  of  the  compass,  which 
will  be  given  much  more  thoroughly  next  year  with  the  aid  of  the  devia- 
scope,  now  on  board  this  ship. 
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Third  and  Fourth  Classes. 

1.  Definitions,  instruments  used  in  navigation,  charts,  the  different 
projections,  deviation,  variation  and  leeway. 

2.  The  sailings,  plane,  parallel,  middle  latitude  and  Mercator,  dead 
reckoning,  course  and  distance,  to  find  the  position. 

3.  Current  sailing,  solved  by  inspection  and  the  parallelogram  of  forces, 
laying  courses  and  fixing  positions  by  cross  bearings  of  two  objects,  bear- 
ing and  distance  of  one  object,  and  two  bearings  of  one  object  with  the 
distance  run  between  the  bearings. 

4.  Definitions  relating  to  nautical  astronomy,  instruments  employed 
in  nautical  astronomy,  conversion  of  time,  and  the  use  of  the  nautical 
almanac,  correction  of  the  observed  altitude,  how  to  find  the  error  of 
the  chronometer  and  rate. 

5.  Latitude  by  meridian  altitude  and  time  sight  for  longitude. 

6.  This  is  more  instruction  than  has  been  attempted  heretofore  for  the 
third  and  fourth  classes,  the  idea  being  to  make  the  summer  cruise  more 
profitable  and  interesting  to  these  classes,  and  teach  them  the  practical 
use  of  the  sextant  earlier.  Except  on  the  part  of  one  or  two,  the  ground 
was  easily  covered. 

Instruction  in  Seamanship. 
First  and  Second  Classes. 

1.  Rules  of  the  road:  (a)  international  rules;  (6)  inland  rules;  (c)  pilot 
rules.

—  Nomenclature  of  anchors  and  chains,  and  marking 
same,  carrying  out  anchors  in  boats,  mooring  and  unmooring,  handling 
boats  under  oars  and  sails,  hoisting  boats  in  a  seaway,  boat's  lights  and 
gear. 

Fourth  Class.  —  Name  and  lead  of  all  standing  and  running  rigging; 
nomenclature  of  sails,  yards  and  masts.  Instruction  in  helm,  compass 
and  log. 

Practical  Instruction  in  Seamanship. 

1.  All  classes  assisted  in  unrigging  ship  at  end  of  the  summer  cruise, 
and  also  in  rigging  the  ship  at  the  end  of  the  winter  term. 

2.  Each  member  of  the  first  class  was  required  to  assist  in  making  an 
eye-splice  and  long  splice  in  wire  rope,  and  the  first  class  assisted  in  over- 
hauling the  rigging  and  sails  during  the  winter  and  in  the  general  ship's 
work. 
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3.  The  second  class  was  required  to  lay  up  sennit  for  mats,  make  hand 
and  deck  swabs,  repair  hammocks,  and  to  assist  in  the  ship's  work  gen- 
erally. 

4.  The  third  and  fourth  classes  were  given  frequent  instruction  on  the 
model.  They  were  required  to  make  all  the  knots,  bends,  hitches  and 
splices  in  rope.    They  made  boat  fenders  and  assisted  in  ship's  work. 

Ship  Construction. 
The  first  and  second  classes,  including  the  engineers,  received  elemen- 
tary instruction  in  the  construction  of  ships. 

Instruction  in  Engineering. 
First  and  Second  Classes. 
Properties  of  metals  and  fuels,  boiler  types,  boiler  details  and  methods 
of  construction,  engine  types,  engine  details  and  methods  of  construction, 
lubrication,  condensers,  pumps,  feed-water  heaters  and  other  auxiliary 
equipment,  steam  valves  and  valve  gear,  indicators  and  indicator  dia- 
grams, propulsion  problems,  turbines,  boiler  management  and  corrosion, 
inspection  and  overhaul  and  methods  of  repair,  water  testing  by  sali- 
nometer  and  chemical  means,  steaming  routine  of  engine  room  and  boiler 
room,  and  miscellaneous  engineering  calculations. 

Third  and  Fourth  Classen. 
Transfer  of  heat,  expansion  of  metals,  gases  and  liquids,  laws  of  Charles 
and  Boyle,  action  of  steam  during  expansion,  expansive  work  of  steam  in 
the  cylinder,  expansion  diagrams,  horse-power  calculations,  clearance  and 
condensation,  engine  parts  and  their  functions,  valves  and  valve  gear, 
compound  engines,  boilers. 

Instruction  in  Electricity. 
First  and  Second  Classes. 
Review,  circuits,  fuses,  circuit-breakers,  carrying  capacity  of  wires, 
power  problems,  operating  problems,  details  of  dynamos  and  motors,  dy- 
namo troubles,  and  cost  problems. 

Third  and  Fourth  Classes. 
Units,  magnetism,  simple  circuits,  resistance,  power  calculations  from 
Ohm's  law,  fuses,  switches,  batteries,  bells,  etc.,  short  circuits  and  grounds, 
djmamos  and  motors.

3.  The  solution  of  spherical  triangles. 

The  Summer  Term,  April  25,  1921,  to  Sept.  17,  1921. 
The  Ckuise  of  1921. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Boston  on  May  3,  1921,  and,  after 
swinging  ship  for  compass  deviations  near  the  Boston  Light  Vessel,  pro- 
ceeded to  Provincetown,  Mass.,  where  she  anchored  that  evening.  The 
next  morning  the  ship  proceeded  to  Boston  under  steam  and  sail,  where 
she  arrived  in  the  afternoon.  During  the  trip  to  Provincetown  and 
return,  the  crew  was  stationed  and  exercised  at  fire  quarters,  collision 
drill  and  abandon  ship,  and  the  ship  prepared  for  inspection  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners. 

On  May  5  the  Commissioners  came  on  board  and  inspected  the  ship 
and  personnel.  Coaled  ship  on  the  6th  and  received  sea  stores  and 
fresh  provisions  on  the  7th. 

Boston  to  Plymouth,  England. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Boston  for  Plymouth,  England,  about 
3  p.m.,  May  9,  and  arrived  at  Plymouth  about  1  p.m.,  May  26.  For  six 
days  of  this  passage  head  winds  were  encountered;  for  two  days  only  did 
the  ship  proceed  under  sail  alone,  and  for  the  remaining  time  sail  was 
carried  whenever  it  would  draw. 

Upon  arrival  at  Plymouth  a  boarding  officer  from  the  commander-in- 
chief  visited  the  ship.  The  Commanding  Officer  called  on  Admiral  Sir 
Montague  Browning,  Roj^al  Navy,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Plymouth 
Station,  the  United  States  Consul,  Mr.  William  W.  Masterson,  and  the 
mayor  of  Plymouth,  Mr.  W.  S.  Knight.  These  calls  were  returned. 
Admiral  Browning  inspected  the  cadets,  and  the  mayor  delivered  a  very 
appropriate  address  of  welcome.  The  stay  at  this  port  was  most  agree- 
able. 

Plymouth  to  Brest,  France. 
The  ship  sailed  from  Plymouth  on  June  3  and  proceeded  under  sail 
and  steam  to  Brest,  France,  where  she  arrived  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
4th.  An  officer  from  the  commander-in-chief,  Vice-Admiral  Aubry, 
boarded  the  ship,  and  the  Commanding  Officer  called  on  Admiral  Aubry, 
the  United  States  Consul,  the  commandant  of  the  naval  school,  the  super- 
intendent of  the  dock  yard,  and  the  commanding  officer  of  the  flagship. 
All  of  these  calls  were  returned,  and  the  officials  were  received  with  appro- 
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priate  honors.  The  "Nantucket"  was  given  a  convenient  berth  inside 
the  breakwater,  and  the  cadets  were  exercised  under  sail  and  oars  in  the 
boats,  in  addition  to  the  other  routine  drills  and  instruction.  The  cadets 
were  given  ample  liberty  to  visit  the  city  and  the  points  of  interest  in  the 
neighborhood. 

Brest  to  Lisbon,  Portugal. 
The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Brest,  France,  about  1  p.m.,  June  9, 
and  arrived  at  Lisbon,  Portugal,  about  noon  June  13;  124  miles  were 
made  under  sail  alone,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder  was  made 
under  steam  and  sail,  the  wind  being  too  light  to  proceed  under  sail  only. 
On  approaching  Lisbon  a  heavy  fog  was  encountered,  which  made  it 
necessary  to  anchor  outside  the  harbor  for  several  hours.  Upon  entering 
the  harbor  a  boarding  officer  from  the  senior  officer  called  on  board  and 
extended  the  civilities  of  the  port;  the  same  daj'-  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  "Nantucket"  called  on  Capt.  Francisco  Eduardo  de  Santos,  Por- 
tugal Navy,  commanding  the  cruiser  "  Vasco  de  Gama."  Calls  were  also 
made  on  the  United  States  Consul  General,  Mr.  W.  S.  Hollis,  and  the 
commandant  of  the  dock  yard,  when  arrangements  were  made  with  him 
to  have  the  officers  visit  the  naval  school.  Before  leaving  Lisbon  the 
Captain  called  on  the  United  States  Minister  to  Portugal,  who  was  not 
in  Lisbon  when  the  "Nantucket"  arrived.  The  weather  was  particularly 
fine  during  the  stay  of  the  ship  at  Lisbon,  thus  enabling  the  cadets  to 
visit  many  of  the  places  of  interest  in  and  about  the  city. 

Cadiz,  Gibraltar  and  Madeira. 

On  June  17  the  ship  left  Lisbon  and  arrived  at  Cadiz,  Spain,  during 
the  night  of  the  18th.  The  next  day  officers  representing  the  military 
governor  and  the  captain  of  the  port  called,  and  the  Captain  went  with 
the  United  States  Consul,  Mr.  B.  H.  Carroll,  to  call  on  the  governor  and 
the  captain  of  the  port.    Later  these  officers  came  on  board  the  ship. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Cadiz  on  the  morning  of  June  21  and 
moored  inside  the  breakwater  at  Gibraltar  in  the  afternoon  of  the  22d, 
the  passage  being  lengthened  by  a  strong  east  wind,  with  a  heavy  sea. 
Visits  were  received  from  a  boarding  officer  representing  the  naval  com- 
mander-in-chief, Rear  Admiral  H.  B.  Pelly,  Royal  Navy,  and  from  the 
United  States  Vice-Consul.  The  following  day  the  Captain  called  on  the 
governor  of  Gibraltar,  Admiral  Pelly,  and  the  United  States  Vice-Consul. 
All  of  the  above  calls  were  returned.  One  watch  was  given  liberty  each 
day  while  at  this  port. 

On  June  29  the  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Gibraltar  for  Madeira,  via 
Tangier,  Morocco,  arriving  at  Tangier  about  noon  the  same  day,  and 
sailing  for  Funchal,  Madeira,  about  sunset  June  30.  While  at  Tangier 
both  watches  received  liberty. 

An  officer  from  the  Spanish  cruiser  "Princesa  de  Asturia"  called  on 
board,  and  the  Captain  exchanged  visits  with  the  captain  of  the  Spanish 
ship  and  with  the  United  States  Vice-Consul,  Mr.  F.  E.  Evans,  making 
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arrangements  with  him  to  call  on  the  sultan's  representative  at  Tangier, 
which  was  done  the  next  day. 

At  about  1  p.m.,  July  1,  the  propeller  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  pro- 
ceeded under  sail  alone  for  about  441  miles,  when,  at  about  4  a.m.,  July 
4,  it  was  again  coupled,  and  the  ship  proceeded  to  Funchal,  where  she 
anchored  at  about  9.45  a.m.,  July  4.  The  "Nantucket"  was  full 
dressed  in  honor  of  the  da}',  and  the  cadets  engaged  in  various  athletic 
contests  in  the  forenoon,  such  as.  boat  races,  swimming  and  diving.  In 
the  afternoon  the  United  States  Consul,  Mr.  W.  L.  Jenkins,  held  a  recep- 
tion in  honor  of  the  day  to  which  the  officers  were  invited,  and  which 
was  attended  by  the  governor  of  Madeira.  The  Captain  exchanged  visits 
with  the  governor,  the  Consul  and  the  captain  of  the  port.  The  usual 
liberty  was  given  at  Madeira. 

Madeira  to  Norfolk. 

The  ''Nantucket"  sailed  from  Funchal,  Madeira,  on  July  8,  and  pro- 
ceeded imder  steam  and  sail  until  about  8  p.m.,  July  14,  when  the  pro- 
peller was  uncoupled,  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  s?il  alone  until  about 
midnight,  July  2S;  then  the  propeller  was  coupled  up,  and  the  ship 
proceeded  under  sail  and  steam  until  she  arrived  at  Norfolk.  The  total 
distance  made  from  Madeira  under  sail  alone  was  1,459  miles.  During 
this  period  a  gentle  trade  wind  blew  from  the  E.  N.  E.  with  very  fine 
weather,  giving  an  average  speed  of  about  4  knots.  Lower  and  topmast 
stunsails  were  rigged,  and  as  much  additional  canvas  in  the  way  of 
"catchalls"  as  was  available  whenever  it  would  draw.  In  order  to  save 
coal,  the  dynamo  was  shut  down  during  the  day  when  it  was  not  needed 
to  operate  the  refrigerating  plant,  which  plant  proved  very  useful  and 
not  expensive  to  operate.  On  July  31  the  wind  began  to  increase  until 
during  the  night  of  August  2-3  it  reached  the  force  of  a  moderate  gale 
from  the  W.  S.  W.,  dying  out  during  the  afternoon  of  the  3d  after  a  very 
heavy  thunderstorm  accompanied  by  heavy  rain,  which  was  the  first  rain 
of  any  consequence  experienced  since  the  ship  left  Boston.  On  August 
4  the  ''Nantucket"  arrived  at  Norfolk,  Va. 

This  long  passage  home  from  Madeira  was  of  great  benefit  to  the 
cadets  as  a  body,  the  weather  being  so  fine  all  the  time  that  conditions 
were  perfect  for  the  practice  of  navigation,  and  the  weather  was  not 
uncomfortably  warm. 

Washington,  Hampton  Roads  and  Norfolk. 
The  Superintendent  called  on  the  commandant  of  the  navy  yard,  Nor- 
folk, and  the  visit  was  returned.  After  receiving  coal  and  stores,  the 
ship  sailed  for  Washington,  D.  C,  on  August  11,  where  she  arrived  on 
the  12th.  During  this  passage  the  first  and  second  classes  practiced 
coastwise  navigation  and  piloting.  On  the  17th  these  classes  visited  the 
Hydrographic  Office,  Navy  Department,  on  the  invitation  of  the  hydrog- 
rapher,  and  were  conducted  through  the  various  divisions  of  the  office. 
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On  August  17  the  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  em- 
ployed in  the  Hyclrographic  Office  gave  a  hop  to  the  senior  classes  on 
shore,  which  was  returned  by  the  cadets  with  a  hop  on  board  the  ship 
on  the  evening  of  the  18th. 

The  ship  left  Washington  on  August  20,  and  anchored  at  Mt.  Vernon 
long  enough  to  allow  the  cadets  to  visit  the  place,  and  proceeded  clown 
the  river  the  same  afternoon.  The  ceremonies  prescribed  by  the  Navy 
regulations  were  observed  each  time  when  passing  Mt.  Vernon. 

On  Monday  the  22d,  six  floats  were  anchored  in  line  to  represent 
wharves,  and  the  cadets  of  the  first  and  second  classes  practiced  laying 
the  ship  alongside  them  while  the  engineer  cadets  operated  the  engine. 
While  in  Chesapeake  Bajr  and  the  Potomac  River  the  cadets  were  prac- 
ticed at  piloting,  chart  work,  and  plotting  the  ship's  position  by  using 
various  approved  methods.  On  the  23d  the  vessel  anchored  at  York- 
town,  where  liberty  was  given.  The  next  day  she  proceeded  to  the  naval 
operating  base,  Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  where  the  Superintendent  called 
on  the  commandant,  Rear  Admiral  Hugh  Rodman,  United  States  Navy, 
and  made  arrangements  for  coaling  ship,  then  proceeding  to  Norfolk. 

Essington,  Pa. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Norfolk  for  Philadelphia  on  August  27, 
and  was  delayed  by  a  strong  northeast  wind  and  heavy  sea,  which  was 
followed  by  a  dense  fog  which  continued  until  the  ship  arrived  off  the 
capes  of  the  Delaware.  The  ship  arrived  at  Essington,  Pa.,  during  the 
afternoon  of  August  29,  and  a  representative  of  the  Westinghouse  Elec- 
tric and  Manufacturing  Company  came  on  board,  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  have  all  of  the  engineer  cadets  visit  the  works  the  next  day. 
Four  days  were  spent  at  these  works,  the  cadets  being  given  instruction 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  turbine  engine  and  reduction  gearing 
as  built  for  merchant  vessels.  Various  engineers  of  the  company  gave 
talks  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  in  the  mornings;  in  the  afternoons  the 
cadets  were  shown  through  the  shops  and  saw  those  parts  lectured  on 
previously.  Lunch  was  furnished  by  the  company  in  their  restaurant, 
and  in  every  way  the  treatment  accorded  the  cadets  was  most  thought- 
ful and  courteous.  Notwithstanding  the  short  time  available  for  this 
visit,  the  information  gained  was  very  valuable  to  the  cadets  and  the 
officers  who  went  with  them. 

Nantucket. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Essington,  Pa.,  on  September  4  for  Nantucket, 
encountering  another  dense  fog  after  clearing  the  capes  of  the  Delaware, 
which  continued  until  she  arrived  off  Vmeyard  Haven  during  the  eve- 
ning of  the  6th,  where  she  anchored  for  the  night  and  proceeded  to  Nan- 
tucket the  next  day,  where  the  cadets  were  granted  liberty. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Nantucket  on  September  12  and  arrived 
in  President  Roads  about  midnight  the  same  clay,  and  the  next  morning 
she  anchored  off  Northern  Avenue. 
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Governor's  Inspection. 

At  3  p.m.,  September  14,  His  Excellency  Charming  H.  Cox,  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  attended  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  Council  came  on  board  to  inspect  the  ship.  After  the  in- 
spection His  Excellency  addressed  the  cadets  and  then  left  the  ship. 
The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  President  Roads,  and 
returned  to  the  same  anchorage  at  4.38  p.m.  While  underway  the  cadets 
were  exercised  at  sail,  fire,  abandon  ship  and  man  overboard  drills.  The 
Commissioners  left  the  ship  at  4.45  p.m.  At  11  a.m.  on  the  16th  the 
"  Nantucket  "  made  fast  at  her  winter  berth  alongside  the  pier  at  North 
End  Park. 

Value  of  Cruise. 

The  Superintendent  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  cruise  was  of  great  value 
to  the  cadets,  particularly  the  passage  of  twentj^-six  days  from  Madeira, 
during  which  time  they  continuously  carried  on  their  practical  naviga- 
tion, the  weather  being  perfect  for  this  purpose.  Sail  was  carried  during 
the  entire  cruise  whenever  possible,  which  gave  the  cadets  ample  exer- 
cise aloft  and  on  deck.  When  the  ship  was  under  steam,  the  cadets  did 
all  the  firing,  and  performed  this  duty  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner. 
The  officers,  crew  and  the  cadets  showed  commendable  zeal  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  various  duties,  thus  contributing  largely  towards  making 
the  cruise  both  pleasant  and  instructive. 

There  was  practically  no  sickness  during  the  cruise,  and  there  were  no 
accidents  of  any  importance.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
have  the  honor  to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov. 
30,  1922,  —  the  thirty-first  annual  report. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  a  public  school  which 
provides  a  vocational  education  for  high  school  boys.  The 
course  includes  two  years  of  practical  and  theoretical  instruction 
in  navigation,  seamanship,  marine  engineering  and  electricity, 
to  prepare  young  men,  entering  at  seventeen  to  twenty  years  of 
age,  the  sons  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  for  service  as  officers 
in  the  merchant  marine.  Classes  are  admitted  semiannually 
by  competitive  examination.  The  examinations  take  account 
of  recommendations  of  character,  physical  qualifications  and 
aptitude,  as  well  as  studies.  The  school  is  popular,  as  the 
applications  largely  exceed  the  capacity.  Not  infrequently 
there  are  four  or  five  applicants  for  every  vacancy. 

The  school  is  conducted  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Nantucket," 
a  steam  vessel  with  sail  power  loaned  by  the  navy.  The  com- 
manding officer,  the  superintendent  of  the  school,  has  always 
been  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy,  active 
or  retired,  employed  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  officers  and 
instructors,  with  the  exception  of  the  surgeon  and  paymaster, 
are  either  graduates  of  the  school  or  officers  detailed  by  the 
United  States  Navy. 

The  administration  of  the  school  is  placed  by  law  in  charge 
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of  three  unpaid  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
acting  now  as  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
Many  distinguished  officers  of  the  navy  and  the  merchant 
marine  have  served  on  this  commission. 

The  ship  cruises  at  sea  from  May  until  October,  and  is 
moored  at  North  End  Park,  Boston,  in  the  winter.  The 
capacity  of  the  ship  limits  the  school  to  a  total  complement  of 
116  cadets. 

History  of  the  Nautical  School. 
In  1874  Congress  passed  an  act  to  encourage  the  establish- 
ment of  State  public  marine  schools,  authorizing  the  navy  to 
furnish  on  application  of  a  State  a  suitable  vessel  with  equip- 
ment. New  York  accepted  the  act  and  established  a  school  in 
1876,  and  Pennsylvania  in  1884.  The  Legislature  of  Massachu- 
setts accepted  the  act  in  1891,  and  the  school  was  established  on 
board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Enterprise,"  loaned  by  the  navy,  in  April, 
1893.  In  1909  the  "Enterprise"  was  replaced  by  the  U.  S.  S. 
"Ranger,"  since  renamed  the  "Nantucket."  By  an  act  of 
Congress  of  1911  the  Federal  government  has  since  then  con- 
tributed $25,000  annually  to  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 
Since  the  school  was  established,  thirty  years  ago,  1,055  cadets 
have  been  graduated,  qualified  to  obtain  the  United  States 
license  as  either  third  officer  or  third  assistant  engineer.  At 
present  the  school  graduates  an  average  of  about  52  annually. 
Of  the  graduates  and  those  who  have  attended  the  school,  the 
register  shows  over  1,000  employed  on  board  ship,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  merchant  marine. 


The  Justification  of  a  Nautical  School  for  Massa- 
chusetts. 
Activity  of  its  citizens  upon  the  sea  dates  from  the  earliest 
times  in  the  history  of  Massachusetts.  Its  earnings  from  sea- 
faring have  been  great,  and  its  present  wealth  has  been  derived 
from,  and  its  industries  founded  upon,  capital  acquired  from 
sea  traffic.  The  latest  records  of  the  Custom  House  show  that 
vessels  owned  and  hailing  from  the  district  of  Massachusetts 
may  be  valued  in  excess  of  a  hundred  million  dollars,  and  there 
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is,  no  doubt,  a  considerable  ownership  recorded  in  other  dis- 
tricts. 

During  the  year  1920  there  were  entered  and  cleared  in  the 
district  of  Massachusetts  two  and  one-quarter  million  tons  of 
American  and  foreign  vessels  in  the  deep-sea  trade. 

The  occupation  of  the  mariner  not  only  develops  the  race 
in  the  following  of  a  manly  and  adventurous  occupation,  but 
extends  throughout  the  world  a  knowledge  of  the  industries  of 
Massachusetts,  and  its  value  as  a  place  to  live.  It  is  a  privilege 
of  a  coast  State,  blessed  with  fine  harbors  such  as  Massachu- 
setts, to  encourage  its  citizens  to  follow  the  sea. 

The  Cost. 
For  the  present  year  the  net  cost  of  the  school  to  the  Com- 
monwealth will  be  $64,189,  and  for  the  two  years'  course  of 
each  graduate,  about  $1,280.  In  addition  to  this  expenditure 
by  the  Commonwealth  on  the  maintenance  of  the  school,  the 
students  themselves  contribute  $155  each,  to  cover  the  cost  of 
their  clothing  and  books  for  the  two  years'  course.  The 
Federal  government,  in  addition  to  the  annual  cash  contribu- 
tion of  $25,000,  lends  the  vessel,  whose  replacement  value  is 
$400,000  to  $450,000,  maintains  the  ship  and  its  equipment  in 
repair,  and  also  permits  the  Commonwealth  to  buy  at  cost  from 
navy  stores,  thus  contributing  altogether  more  than  half  the 
cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 

The  Year  1922. 
The  year  has  been  in  many  respects  one  of  the  most  successful 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  summer  cruise  was  an  unusual 
one  in  affording  opportunities  for  practical  work  and  instruc- 
tion. The  school  has  been  filled  to  the  limit  of  its  capacity  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term,  and  there  has  been  the  usual 
waiting  list.  The  graduates  of  the  year  have  all  been  appointed 
to  positions  at  sea.  Never  before  in  its  history  has  the  school 
been  more  useful  to  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  There 
is  no  other  technical  school  maintained  by  the  State  in  which 
the  people  take  greater  satisfaction  or  whose  work  they  are 
more  eager  to  encourage  and  support  than  the  Nautical  School. 
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The  following  letter  recently  received  by  the  Commissioners 
will  demonstrate  the  type  of  young  men  who  find  the  Nautical 
School  most  serviceable:  — 

I  enclose  the  application  of  my  son  for  admission  to  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School.  This  boy  has  a  natural  inclination  for  a  sea  life,  takes 
an  interest  in  everything  that  pertains  to  ships  and  the  sea,  and  has 
spent  his  summer  vacations  for  the  past  few  years  on  the  island  of  Nan- 
tucket, sailing  with  an  old  captain  of  merchant  vessels.  He  is  a  manly, 
straightforward  sort  of  a  chap,  unusually  keen,  quick  to  learn,  and  has 
always  been  successful  in  his  studies. 

The  writer  served  an  apprenticeship  in  the  United  States  Navy  a 
number  of  years  ago,  and  has  spent  two  years  before  the  mast  on  mer- 
chant ships.  This  training  for  me  has  been  of  great  value,  and  I  am 
anxious  that  my  son  follow  his  inclination  and  go  to  sea. 

Cadets  Admitted  and  Graduated. 
During  the  year  74  cadets  have  been  admitted  to  the  school, 
38  in  the  spring  and  36  in  the  fall,  all  selected  by  competitive 
examination  from  156  applicants,  the  sons  of  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Diplomas  were  awarded  after  two  years' 
instruction  to  50  graduates,  23  in  the  spring  and  27  in  the 
autumn.  Twenty-eight  have  left  the  school  for  various  causes 
without  completing  the  course.  The  average  number  of  en- 
rolled cadets  in  the  school  has  been  113;  each  term  has  begun 
with  a  capacity  enrollment  of  116  cadets.  The  graduates  of  the 
school  during  the  thirty  years  of  its  existence  now  number  1,055. 

The  School  Record. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  188  students  on  the  rolls  of 
the  school.     They  came  from  79  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com-

The  Practice  Cruise  of  1922. 
The  "Nantucket's"  practice  cruise  of  1922  was  made  to 
ports  in  the  Mediterranean  covering  a  total  distance  of  10,632 
miles,  sailing  from  Boston  on  May  6.  The  ship  was  twelve 
days  making  2,063  miles  to  Terceira,  in  the  Azores,  about  one- 
third  of  the  time  under  sail  alone.  During  the  passage  from 
Teneriffe  to  Norfolk,  twenty-seven  days,  the  weather  was  ex- 
cellent, and  nearly  half  the  distance,  1,748  miles,  was  made 
under  sail  alone. 
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Cool  and  pleasant  weather  was  experienced  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, health  conditions  in  the  various  ports  visited  were  good, 
and  the  health  of  the  ship's  company  during  the  cruise  was 
excellent.  A  complete  account  of  the  summer  cruise  will  be 
found  in  the  superintendent's  report  on  page  24. 


Governor's  Inspection. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  school  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  was  held  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  19,  1922.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Alvan  T.  Fuller,  and  Councillors  Harry  H.  Williams 
of  Brockton,  John  A.  White  of  North  Brookfield,  William  H. 
Dolben  of  Somerville,  and  Charles  A.  Southworth,  executive 
secretary,  came  on  board  at  the  anchorage  in  Boston  Harbor 
and  conducted  a  careful  inspection  while  the  "Nantucket"  was 
underway,  both  by  steam  and  sail  proceeding  to  the  Boston 
Lightship  and  return. 

Upon  coming  to  anchor  in  the  upper  harbor  the  cadets  were 
formed  on  the  spar  deck,  and  Lieutenant-Governor  Fuller  made 
them  a  short  address. 


The   Fifty-fifth   and   Fifty-sixth   Graduation   Exercises. 

The  fifty-fifth  graduation  exercises  of  the  school  were  held  on 
board  the  "Nantucket,"  at  the  North  End  Park,  Boston,  at  11 
a.m.,  on  March  27,  1922. 

Mr.  Francis  T.  Bowles,  chairman  of  the  Board,  presided. 
The  exercises  taking  place  on  the  spar  deck  were  opened  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  Merritt  A.  Farren,  secretary  of  the  Boston 
Seamen's  Friend  Society.  The  presentation  of  a  new  set  of 
colors  was  made  by  Hon.  Frank  G.  Allen,  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Senate. 

The  Alumni  Association  prizes  were  presented  by  Capt. 
William  E.  McKay  to  the  following  cadets:  Kenneth  C.  Mayo, 
Provincetown,  seamanship  class;  John  D.  Bosler,  Holyoke, 
engineering  class. 

Dr.  Payson  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Education,  presented 
the  diplomas  to  the  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

Bibles,  the  gift  of  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  were  pre- 
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sented  to  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  by  Rev.  Merritt 
A.  Farren. 

The  address  for  the  graduating  class  was  made  by  Cadet 
Herbert  A.  Beaumont. 

The  Alumni  Association  was  represented  at  the  exercises  by 
Capt.  George  F.  Waite,  district  agent,  United  States  Shipping 
Board,  Boston;  Capt.  George  E.  Eaton,  Superintendent,  Second 
District,  United  States  Lighthouse  Service,  Boston;  Capt. 
Herman  T.  Parker,  local  inspector  of  steamboats,  Boston; 
and  W.  Chester  Gray. 

The  fifty-sixth  graduation  exercises  of  the  school  were  held 
at  11  a.m.,  on  Sept.  20,  1922,  on  board  the  "Nantucket,"  at  the 
North  End  Park. 

The  chairman  of  the  Board  presided,  and  introduced  Com- 
missioner William  E.  McKay,  who  offered  prayer  in  the 
absence  of  Rev.  George  H.  Spencer. 

The  chairman  of  the  Board  spoke  briefly  before  introducing 
Capt.  Oscar  C.  Nickerson,  president  of  the  Boston  Marine 
Society.    Captain  Nickerson's  address  was  in  part  as  follows:  — 

I  have  been  asked  to  tell  you  briefly  something  about  the  Boston  Marine 
Society,  of  which  I  am  president  at  the  present  time. 

The  Boston  Marine  Society  is  the  oldest  marine  society  in  the  world, 
organized  in  1742,  and  receiving  its  charter  a  few  years  later,  from  King 
George  the  Second  of  England,  who  then  ruled  these  Provinces.  Since 
that  time  it  has  always  been  vitally  interested  in  the  maritime  affairs  of 
Boston  and  Massachusetts. 

Its  counsel  and  advice  has  often  been  sought  by  both  the  national  and 
State  governments  in  matters  relative  to  marine  affairs,  and  it  has  often 
been  vested  with  signal  powers  and  privileges  by  these  bodies. 

At  present  it  has  a  marine  membership  of  about  300,  composed  of 
most  of  the  prominent  shipmasters  of  New  England,  and  about  100 
honorary  members  composed  of  many  of  the  leading  merchants  of  Boston 
and  vicinity. 

It  donates  about  $20,000  each  year  among  its  needy  members,  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  there  is  hardly  a  town  or  hamlet  from  Narra- 
gansett  Bay  to  Mount  Desert  where  some  home  has  not  been  made 
brighter  or  some  life  happier  by  the  helping  hand  of  the  society. 

During  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  years  of  its  existence,  its  members 
have  carried  the  American  flag  into  every  known  port  on  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  by  their  honesty  and  integrity  have  established  a  reputation 
for  upright  dealing  among  the  natives  and  foreigners,  until  to-day  the 
name  of  a  Yankee  shipmaster  is  honored  and  revered  and  looked  up  to  as 
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a  little  above  the  average  wherever  you  may  go,  from  the  hongs  of  China 
to  the  bazaars  of  farthest  India,  and  in  the  very  near  future,  when  you 
take  command  of  ship  and  engine  room,  it  is  to  be  your  privilege  and 
your  burden  to  support  and  maintain  these  high  standards  that  have 
been  set  for  you  by  your  predecessors. 

You  have  received  a  training  which  pre-eminently  fits  you  above  all 
others  for  this  purpose,  for  the  education  and  discipline  which  you  have 
received  on  board  this  good  old  ship  is  an  asset  invaluable  to  you  and  a 
privilege  enjoyed  by  few.  Although  at  times  the  tasks  may  have  seemed 
hard  and  the  discipline  strict,  in  the  years  to  come,  when  you  yourselves 
are  in  command,  you  will  realize  as  never  before  that  no  one  is  fit  to 
command  until  they  have  first  learned  to  faithfully  obey. 

Now  in  closing  let  me  say  to  you  that  no  matter  whether  you  follow 
the  sea  for  a  livelihood  or  whether  you  stay  on  shore,  the  principles  and 
precepts  which  you  have  been  taught  while  on  this  ship  must  be  the  rule 
and  guide  of  your  conduct  if  you  are  to  succeed  in  this  life.  If  you  make 
up  your  day's  work  and  shape  your  course  through  life  by  the  tenets  which 
have  been  laid  down  for  you  here,  you  cannot  fail  to  succeed,  and  not 
only  will  you  succeed,  but,  what  is  vastly  more  important,  the  world  will 
be  better  because  you  have  lived  in  it. 

Commissioner  Clarence  E.  Perkins,  on  behalf  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  presented  prizes  (gold  watches)  to  the  following 
graduates:  Eliot  Olsen,  Milton,  seamanship  class;  Louis  F.

An  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  school  was  made  in  the 
Girls'  Latin  School  from  July  2  to  July  8,  1922,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  convention  of  the  National  Education  Association  in 
Boston.  The  first  equipment  of  the  school  was  shown  by  a 
model  of  the  U.  S.  S.  "Enterprise,"  which  was  used  as  a  train- 
ing ship  from  1893  to  1909.  The  following  features  of  the  work 
were  exhibited  by  photographs  mounted  on  cardboard:  in- 
spection of  the  school  by  the  Governor  and  Council;  the 
summer  term;  the  winter  term;  instruction  in  turbine  factory; 
graduation  exercises;  ships  commanded  by  graduates;  ships 
officered  by  graduates;  the  graduates  of  the  school.  Large 
photographs  of  the  schoolship  "Ranger"  and  of  the  cadets  were 
also  included  in  the  exhibit. 

Finances. 
The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Nautical  School  for  the 
fiscal  year  1921-22  amounted  to  $89,189,  and  was  less  than  the 
appropriation  by  $3,411.     The  detailed  financial  statement  is 
given  on  page  55. 

Commissioner  Appointed. 
On  July  1,  1922,  Mr.  Clarence  E.  Perkins  of  Winthrop  was 
reappointed  a  Commissioner  of  the  school  for  a  term  of  three 
years.

A  large  selection  of  slides  and 
catalogues,  illustrating  practically  all  common  types  of  marine  equip- 
ment, was  obtained  free  of  charge  from  the  manufacturers  of  the  equip- 
ment, and,  projected  by  the  "Balopticon,"  gave  an  excellent  idea  of  the 
various  machines.  The  opaque  projector  enables  cuts  and  drawings  of 
ordinary  size  to  be  shown  nearly  as  well  as  the  slides.

Instruction  in  Military  Drill  and  Tactics. 

1.  The  winter  term  furnished  less  opportunity  for  military  drill  than 
any  previous  term,  principally  on  account  of  the  inclement  weather,  and 
particularly  the  large  amount  of  snow  and  rain.  Added  to  this  was  the 
fact  that  the  park  was  in  poor  condition  much  of  the  time. 

2.  In  spite  of  the  lack  of  drill,  a  fairly  creditable  battalion  was  organized 
and  appeared  in  the  Evacuation  Day  parade  in  South  Boston,  the  only 
Organization  not  strictly  a  military  unit  to  win  a  place  in  the  military  and 
naval  division.  Their  appearance  in  public  at  this  time  was  particularly 
timety,  considering  the  agitation  regarding  the  future  of  the  school,  and 
reflected  great  credit  upon  the  cadets  and  solicited  many  favorable  com- 
ments in  the  press  arid  on  the  part  of  individuals  who  witnessed  the  parade. 

3.  The  stand  of  dress  colors  provided  by  the  Commissioners  is  an 
important  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  battalion. 

4.  It  is  believed  that  no  fitting  opportunity  for  the  cadet  to  appear  in 
public  should  be  neglected  because  of  the  beneficial  effect  their  appearance 
has  upon  the  cadets,  and  it  enables  the  public  to  become  more  fully 
acquainted  with  the  school  and  its  work. 


The  Summer  Term,  April  26,  1922,  to  Sept.  20,  1922. 

The  Cruise  of  1922. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Boston  on  May  6  and  proceeded  to 
Marblehead,  Mass.,  for  the  purpose  of  "swinging  ship"  for  compass  devia- 
tion. After  anchoring  off  Marblehead  for  a  few  hours  she  returned  to 
Boston  the  same  evening.  During  the  day  the  crew  was  stationed  and 
exercised  at  emergency  drills. 

On  May  8  the  Commissioners  came  on  board  and  inspected  the  ship  and 
personnel;  the  ship  was  coaled  on  the  9th,  and  sea  stores  and  fresh  provi- 
sions received  on  the  10th. 
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Boston  to  Angra,  Terceira  and  Ponta  Delgada,  San  Miguel,  Azores. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Boston  in  the  forenoon  of  May  11  and 
arrived  at  Angra,  Island  of  Terceira,  Azores,  about  noon,  May  23,  after  a 
rather  rough  passage  for  the  season  of  the  year.  About  one-third  of  the 
passage  was  made  under  sail  alone,  one-half  under  sail  and  steam,  and 
about  one-sixth  under  steam  only.  During  the  first  part  of  the  passage  the 
weather  was  cold  and  raw,  but  the  health  of  the  cadets  was  in  general 
very  good,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  colds. 

While  at  Angra  the  United  States  consul  called  on  board  and  went 
with  the  commanding  officer  to  call  on  the  civil  and  military  governors, 
who  returned  the  visits,  being  received  with  appropriate  honors.  On 
May  24  the  ship  sailed  for  Ponta  Delgada,  where  she  arrived  the  next 
morning.  The  consul  of  the  United  States,  Maj.  Drew  Linard,  called, 
and  the  next  day  his  call  was  returned,  and  he  accompanied  the  command- 
ing officer  when  he  called  on  the  governor,  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
military  forces  and  the  captain  of  the  port.  The  last  two  calls  were  re- 
turned the  same  day.  Mr.  G.  F.  Staub,  the  port  representative  of  the 
United  States  Shipping  Board,  also  called  and  tendered  his  services.  The 
cadets  were  given  afternoon  liberty  at  Angra  and  Ponta  Delgada.  The 
stay  at  the  Azores,  though  short,  was  most  enjoyable,  and  no  doubt  all 
the  cadets  felt  amply  repaid  for  the  discomforts  of  the  passage  when  they 
went  ashore  on  these  beautiful  islands. 

Gibraltar,  Malaga  and  Port  Mahon. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Ponta  Delgada,  Azores,  in  the  forenoon  of  May  27, 
and  arrived  at  Gibraltar  about  9  a.m.,  June  1.  The  first  part  of  the 
passage  was  somewhat  rough,  with  a  head  wind  and  a  choppy  sea,  in 
consequence  of  which  about  one-half  of  the  cadets  were  seasick  at  first. 

Upon  arrival  at  Gibraltar  an  officer  sent  by  Vice-Admiral  H.  B.  Pelly, 
Royal  Navy,  the  commander-in-chief  at  Gibraltar,  came  on  board;  the 
commanding  officer  visited  the  Admiral  the  same  day,  which  call  was 
returned  by  the  chief  of  staff  the  next  day.  Visits  were  also  exchanged 
with  the  United  States  consul,  Mr.  R.  L.  Sprague. 

June  3  being  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  His  Britannic  Majesty 
King  George  V,  the  "Nantucket,"  full-dressed  ship,  with  the  British 
ships  in  port,  and  the  commanding  officer,  with  another  officer,  attended 
the  governor's  reception  given  in  honor  of  the  day. 

Both  watches  were  given  liberty  in  the  afternoons,  the  first  and  second 
classes  until  9  p.m.,  and  the  third  and  fourth  classes  until  7.30.  The 
weather  was  cool  and  pleasant  during  this  stay  of  the  ship  at  Gibraltar. 

Admiral  Pelly  furnished  a  tug  to  shift  the  "Nantucket"  to  the  coal 
dock  and  back  to  the  buoy  after  coaling. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Gibraltar  about  noon,  June  6,  and 
arrived  at  Malaga,  Spain,  about  8  p.m.  the  same  day.    The  next  morning 
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a  boarding  officer  from  the  Spanish  battleship  "Alfonso  XIII"  called  on 
board,  and  also  the  United  States  consul,  Mr.  Gaston  Smith.  The  com- 
manding officer  called  on  the  captain  of  the  "Alfonso  XIII,"  and  the  call 
was  returned  the  next  day.  On  June  8  the  consul  accompanied  the  com- 
manding officer  when  he  called  on  the  civil  governor,  the  commandant  of 
the  port,  the  commanding  general  and  the  alcalde,  all  of  which  visits  were 
returned  in  person. 

The  cadets  were  given  liberty  from  1.30  p.m.  until  sunset.  The  health 
of  the  port  was  good  and  the  weather  cool  and  pleasant. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Malaga,  Spain,  on  the  evening  of  June  10,  and 
after  a  smooth  passage  arrived  at  Port  Mahon,  Minorca,  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  13th. 

Upon  arrival  a  boarding  officer  from  the  commandant  of  the  naval 
station  visited  the  ship  and  extended  the  courtesies  of  the  port.  The 
next  day  the  commanding  officer  called  on  the  commandant  of  the  naval 
station,  the  civil  governor,  the  captain  of  the  port,  and  the  governor- 
general  commanding  the  military  forces,  all  of  which  calls  were  returned 
in  person. 

There  is  no  representative  of  the  United  States  consular  service  at 
Port  Mahon,  but  the  French  consular  agent,  M.  Carlos  Moysi,  very 
courteously  rendered  all  necessary  assistance.  It  was  reported  that  no 
vessel  of  the  United  States  Navy  of  any  kind  had  been  in  this  port  for 
twenty-two  years.  The  harbor  and  town  are  unique  and  picturesque,  and 
the  place  is  of  interest  on  account  of  having  been  the  headquarters  during 
the  winter  of  the  United  States  Mediterranean  Squadron  many  years 
ago,  and  was  frequently  visited  by  the  old  frigate  "Constitution;"  many 
of  the  natives  of  the  islands  had  served  on  our  ships. 

Civita-Vecchia  and  Naples. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Port  Mahon  early  on  June  15,  and 
arrived  at  Civita-Vecchia,  Italy,  early  in  the  forenoon  of  the  17th. 

Soon  after  leaving  Port  Mahon  the  ship  encountered  a  fresh  head  wind 
which  increased  in  force  to  a  moderate  to  fresh  gale  from  North  and  N'd 
and  E'd,  with  very  heavy  rain  squalls  and  rough  sea,  but  the  weather 
moderated  before  night  and  was  good  for  the  remainder  of  the  passage. 
On  the  evening  of  the  16th,  about  sunset,  the  ship  passed  through  the 
Strait  of  Bonafacio,  between  Corsica  and  Sardinia,  and  the  ship's  com- 
pany was  favored  with  a  very  striking  view  of  these  rugged  islands. 

The  captain  of  the  port  visited  the  ship  as  soon  as  she  arrived  at  Civita- 
Vecchia;  the  commanding  officer  returned  his  visit  and  also  called  on  the 
prefect,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  military  forces  and  the  mayor,  all 
of  which  visits  were  returned  in  person. 

During  the  stay  at  Civita-Vecchia  the  weather  was  cool  and  pleasant. 
All  of  the  cadets  were  given  three  days'  leave  to  visit  Rome,  one  watch 
at  a  time,  the  executive  officer  making  arrangements  so  that  they  received 
excellent  accommodations  at  hotels  at  very  reasonable  rates. 
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An  audience  was  arranged  with  His  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XI  which  all 
of  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  among  the  officers,  cadets  and 
crew  attended.  His  Holiness  received  them  in  a  most  cordial  manner  and 
presented  each  with  a  medal. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Civita-Vecchia  in  the  afternoon  of  June 
23,  arriving  at  Naples  the  next  afternoon.  A  naval  officer  made  the 
usual  boarding  visit,  and  on  Monday.,  June  26,  the  commanding  officer 
called  on  the  United  States  consul,  Mr.  J.  S.  Byington,  who  sent  one  of 
his  staff  to  accompany  him  when  he  called  on  the  senior  naval  officer, 
Vice-Admiral  Alfred  Acton,  the  commanding  general,  the  prefect,  and  the 
commandant  of  the  naval  base,  Captain  Duca  di  Longano  Monaco.  The 
cadets,  by  watches,  visited  the  ruins  of  Pompeii  and  many  of  the  other 
places  of  interest  in  and  about  Naples,  and  on  leaving  Naples  the  ship 
coasted  so  close  to  Sorrento  and  the  Island  of  Capri,  and  such  a  good 
view  was  obtained  of  these  most  beautiful  places,  that  it  was  almost 
equivalent  to  a  visit  ashore. 

Tunis  and  Algiers. 

The  ship  left  Naples  in  the  forenoon  of  June  30  and  arrived  at  Tunis 
in  the  forenoon  of  July  2,  the  latter  part  of  the  passage  being  rather  rough. 

On  Monday,  July  3,  the  United  States  vice-consul,  Mr.  B.  Boylard, 
called  on  board  and  arranged  for  the  commanding  officer  to  call  on  the 
commanding  general  and  the  French  minister.  These  calls  were  made  the 
next  day,  the  minister  sending  an  officer  to  return  the  call  the  same  day, 
and  the  general  returning  the  visit  the  following  day.  The  vice-consul's 
call  was  also  returned. 

On  July  4  the  ship  was  full  dressed  in  honor  of  the  day,  and  the  cadets 
had  various  athletic  contests,  including  boat  and  swimming  races,  tug- 
of-war  and  diving.  Both  watches  were  given  liberty,  and  some  were 
sufficiently  interested  in  ancient  history  to  visit  the  site  of  Carthage, 
which  is  only  about  eight  miles  distant  and  accessible  by  trolley  car.  There 
is  a  very  interesting  museum  there,  and  considerable  excavation  has  been 
done  which  discloses  ruins  of  the  ancient  city.  The  weather  while  at  Tunis 
was  very  pleasant,  the  highest  temperature  at  noon  being  82  degrees. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Tunis  in  the  forenoon  of  July  5  and 
arrived  at  Algiers  at  about  9  p.m.,  July  7.  At  about  3  p.m.,  July  7,  passed 
and  spoke  the  U.  S.  S.  "Ashville"  bound  to  Malta,  and  about  6.30  p.m. 
passed  the  following  vessels  of  the  United  States  Navy,  which  had  left 
Algiers  that  day:  United  States  destroyers  Nos.  224,  225,  226,  227,  228, 
229,  230,  244,  342,  343,  344,  345  and  347. 

On  July  8  the  United  States  vice-consul  visited  the  ship,  and  the  next 
day  the  consul,  Mr.  E.  A.  Dow,  called,  and  on  the  10th  he  went  with  the 
commanding  officer  to  call  on  the  commandant  of  the  naval  station,  which 
call  was  returned. 

Both  watches  were  given  liberty  here.  The  weather  was  cool  and 
pleasant.    As  there  was  a  band  concert  in  a  park  near  by  every  evening, 
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and  many  interesting  sights  in  and  about  the  city,  the  cadets  enjoyed 
their  stay  at  this  port  very  much.  The  excellent  conduct  and  bearing  of 
the  cadets  while  on  shore  "was  the  subject  of  favorable  comment  in  one 
of  the  newspapers  of  the  city. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Algiers  in  the  forenoon  of  July  11,  and 
arrived  at  Gibraltar  in  the  afternoon  of  July  14  after  a  pleasant  passage 
of  which  about  one-half  was  made  under  sail  alone.  Eight  United  States 
destroyers  were  in  port  and  sailed  the  next  day  for  home,  carrying  mail 
from  this  ship.  Calls  were  exchanged  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Flotilla.  The  commanding  officer  called  also  on  Vice-Admiral  H.  B. 
Pelly,  Royal  Navy,  and  made  arrangements  to  obtain  supplies  from  the 
dock  yard,  and  for  a  tug  to  shift  berth  from  the  buoy  to  the  coal  dock  and 
return  on  the  18th.  Visits  were  also  exchanged  with  the  consul  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  Mr.  R.  L.  Sprague.  The  cadets  of  both  watches 
were  given  liberty. 

Santa  Cruz  de  Teneriffe  to  Norfolk,  Va. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Gibraltar  in  the  afternoon  of  July  19 
and  arrived  at  Santa  Cruz  de  Teneriffe  about  dark  on  July  23  after  a 
pleasant  passage,  the  great  part  of  which  was  made  under  sail  alone. 

On  July  24  and  25  calls  were  exchanged  with  the  United  States  consul, 
Mr.  F.  A.  Henry,  the  captain-general,  civil  and  military  governors,  the 
captain  of  the  port,  and  the  alcalde.  The  consul  accompanied  the  com- 
manding officer  on  these  visits.  The  cadets  were  given  liberty,  and  the 
stay  at  this  port  was  very  pleasant  and  interesting.  From  the  anchorage 
the  high  peak  of  Teneriffe  was  visible. 

The  day  before  leaving  Santa  Cruz,  Seaman  Axel  Carlson  broke  his 
left  leg  which  was  promptly  and  carefully  set  by  the  ship's  surgeon,  Dr. 
Hoffman.  This  was  the  only  accident  that  occurred  to  any  one  during  the 
cruise. 

The  ship  made- sail  from  the  anchorage  at  Santa  Cruz  in  the  afternoon 
of  July  26.  During  the  passage  to  Norfolk  through  the  trades  the  weather 
was  excellent.  Instruction  was  given  to  all  classes  every  afternoon,  and 
great  interest  was  shown  in  navigation  by  the  first  and  second  classes  in 
taking  observations  of  the  stars  morning  and  evening,  in  addition  to  those 
of  the  sun.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  distance  to  Norfolk,  or  1,748  miles, 
was  made  under  sail  alone,  with  enough  coal  remaining  to  proceed  to 
Washington  without  coaling  at  Norfolk,  the  last  coal  having  been  received 
at  Gibraltar. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Norfolk  in  the  afternoon  of  August  22. 
The  next  day  the  commanding  officer  called  on  the  commandant  of  the 
Navy  Yard,  Norfolk,  and  made  arrangements  to  obtain  supplies  from  the 
Navy  Yard.  Arrangements  were  also  made  to  coal  ship  on  returning  from 
Washington.    This  call  was  returned  in  person. 

The  ship's  bottom  was  cleaned  of  all  grass  and  marine  growth  above 
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the  water  line  and  as  far  down  as  could  be  reached;  the  cadets  were 
given  liberty. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Norfolk,  Va.,  in  the  early  morning  of 
August  26  and  arrived  at  Washington,  D.  C,  about  6  p.m.,  August  27. 
While  passing  Mount  Vernon  honors  were  rendered  to  the  memory  of 
Gen.  George  Washington,  as  required  by  the  navy  regulations. 

While  at  Washington  the  commanding  officer  called  on  the  commandant 
of  the  Navy  Yard,  the  chief  of  naval  operations,  the  chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation,  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  the  chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair,  and  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies 
and  Accounts. 

The  cadets  were  given  as  much  liberty  while  at  Washington  as  the 
ship's  work  would  allow,  and  the  navigator  took  the  first  and  second 
classes  out  to  the  Naval  Observatory  to  inspect  the  place. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Washington  at  10  p.m.,  September  5, 
and  arrived  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  about  5.30  p.m.,  on  the  7th. 

As  is  customary  while  in  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the  Potomac  River,  the 
cadets  of  the  first  and  second  classes  were  divided  into  squads  of  four  for 
the  purpose  of  practicing  taking  bearings  and  plotting  the  position  of 
the  ship,  each  squad  taking  a  trick  of  two  hours  on  the  bridge,  when  it 
was  relieved  by  the  next.  This  practice  was  continued  all  the  time  the 
ship  was  in  these  waters. 

After  coaling  ship  and  receiving  provisions  and  stores  on  the  Sth,  the 
cadets  were  given  liberty,  and  on  the  10th,  at  6  a.m.,  the  ship  proceeded 
to  Nantucket  where  she  arrived  about  1  p.m.,  September  12.  On  the 
11th  the  new  life  buoy,  fitted  with  reel  and  wire  designed  to  pick  up  a 
man  without  lowering  a  boat,  was  tested.  Seaman  Karl  J.  Hermanson 
volunteered  to  go  overboard  to  test  the  buoy.  He  jumped  from  the  port 
cathead,  reached  the  buoy  in  fifteen  seconds,  and  was  on  board  ship 
again  in  four  and  one-half  minutes,  the  ship  making  about  8  knots  at  the 
time.    The  crew  was  standing  by  the  lifeboat,  but  it  was  not  lowered. 

On  September  14  the  executive  officer,  Commander  H.  G.  Copeland, 
landed  with  the  cadet  battalion  and  marched  to  the  fair  grounds,  where 
Camp  Bowles  was  established,  permission  to  use  the  grounds  having  been 
obtained  previously  from  the  proper  authority.  While  the  battalion  was 
on  shore,  the  gun  deck  was  painted  by  the- crew  and  a  few  cadets  who 
remained  on  board.  The  landing  party  returned  to  the  ship  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  16th. 

At  8  a.m.,  September  17,  the  "Nantucket"  sailed  for  Boston,  where 
she  arrived  about  11.30  p.m.  the  same  evening. 

In  the  afternoon  of  September  19,  Lieut. -Gov.  Alvan  T.  Fuller,  accom- 
panied by  the  Governor's  Council  and  the  Commissioners,  came  on  board 
to  inspect  the  ship.  The  "Nantucket"  proceeded  down  the  bay  to  the 
vicinity  of  the  Graves  Light,  when  the  ship  was  put  about  and  all  plain 
sail  made,  exercised  at  man  overboard,  and  lowered  life  boat.  Returned 
to  the  anchorage  off  State  Street  under  steam  and  sail  about  3.40  p.m., 
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when  Lieutenant-Governor  Fuller  made  the  cadets  an  appropriate  address. 
About  4.30  the  ship  got  underway  and  went  alongside  the  pier  at  North 
End  Park. 

Value  of  the  Cruise. 

This  cruise  of  the  "Nantucket"  may  have  been  equaled  by  other 
cruises  in  the  past,  but  it  is  the  belief  of  the  superintendent  that  it  has 
never  been  excelled,  when  all  of  the  favorable  conditions  of  the  cruise  are 
taken  into  consideration. 

Nearly  the  whole  time  the  ship  was  in  the  Mediterranean  the  weather 
was  clear,  and  at  no  time  was  it  uncomfortably  warm.  The  passage  from 
Teneriffe  to  Norfolk  was  made  under  perfect  conditions,  no  hot  weather 
being  experienced  until  a  few  days  before  arriving  at  Norfolk.  Aside  from 
the  practical  professional  experience  obtained  by  the  cadets,  the  cruise 
was  a  liberal  education  on  account  of  the  pre-eminence  of  the  places  of 
historical  interest  visited,  and  this  should  stimulate  in  them  a  strong 
desire  to  study  history,  geography  and  modern  languages. 

Over  3,000  miles  of  the  distance  was  made  under  sail  alone,  and  at 
other  times  sail  was  used  whenever  it  would  be  of  assistance.  On  deck, 
besides  the  cadets  in  the  watch,  there  were  only  three  members  of  the 
crew,  one  chief  petty  officer  and  two  seamen,  while  under  steam  the 
cadets  did  all  the  firing  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  health  of  all  on  board  was  excellent  throughout  the  summer.

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1923,  the  thirty-second 
annual  report. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  now  firmly  established  as  an  important  di- 
vision of  the  educational  system  of  the  State.  A  year  or  two  ago  when  the  suggestion 
was  made  to  discontinue  the  work  of  the  school,  the  strong  public  sentiment  which  was 
awakened  in  favor  of  the  school  in  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  clearly  manifested 
the  importance  of  the  work  and  placed  this  institution  on  the  soundest  and  strongest 
basis. 


These  are  the  words  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  on 
the  occasion  of  the  annual  inspection  of  the  school  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
on  board  the  "Nantucket"  in  Boston  Harbor  on  September  25,  1923. 

The  school  has  been  conducted  as  usual  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Nantucket" 
moored  during  the  winter  at  the  Municipal  Pier,  North  End  Park,  Boston;  and 
during  the  summer  the  ship  made  a  cruise  of  about  12,000  miles  from  Boston  to 
the  Mediterranean  and  returning  to  Chesapeake  Bay,  visiting  Norfolk  and  Wash- 
ington. 

On  Sept.  5,  in  Washington,  the  cadets  were  inspected  by  Calvin  Coolidge,  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  who  was  photographed  with  them  as  shown  on  the 
frontispiece.

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REPORT   OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor 
to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1924,  the  thirty-third 
annual  report. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  established  thirty-four  years  ago, 
and  has  been  in  actual  operation  thirty-two  years.  The  act  establishing  the 
school  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1891.  The  U.  S.  S.  "  Enterprise " 
was  loaned  to  the  state  by  the  Navy  Department  in  November,  1892.  In 
April,  1893,  the  first  cadets  were  enrolled  in  the  school  and  the  work  began. 

The  school  is  providing  young  men,  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty  years,  the  sons  of  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  instruction  in 
seamanship,  navigation,  marine  engineering  and  electricity.  After  two  years 
they  are  graduated,  and  upon  passing  an  examination  given  by  the  United 
States  Steamboat  Inspectors,  are  given  a  certificate  as  third  officer  or  third 
assistant  engineer.  Upon  having  a  few  months  practical  experience  at  sea  in 
the  capacity  of  a  junior  officer,  they  are  promoted  to  the  position  of  third 
officer,  in  the  case  of  a  seamanship  graduate,  and  to  the  position  of  third 
assistant  engineer,  in  the  case  of  an  engineer  graduate. 

The  school  is  conducted  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Nantucket "  by  the  Com- 
monwealth in  co-operation  with  the  Federal  government.  The  state  appro- 
priates funds  sufficient  for  the  operation  of  the  school.  The  national  government 
provides  the  ship,  the  replacement  value  of  which  is  $450,000,  most  of  the 
ship's  equipment  and  reimburses  the  state  to  the  extent  of  $25,000  for  the 
expenses  of  maintenance. 

The  course  of  instruction  continues  two  years.  Theoretical  and  practical 
instruction  is  given  during  the  Avinter  when  the  ship  is  berthed  at  a  municipal 
pier  in  Boston.  Practical  instruction  is  given  in  the  summer  months  while 
the  "  Nantucket  "  is  cruising. 

The  school  since  its  establishment  has  enrolled  2,312  cadets,  of  whom  1,142 
have  been  graduated,  and  has  fui'nished  to  one  line  alone,  the  American 
Hawaiian  Steamship  Company,  126  officers.  A  register  of  the  work  of  the 
graduates  is  given  on  the  last  pages  of  this  report. 

The  Year's  Work. 
No  marked  change  has  taken  place  in  the  work  during  the  year.  The 
"  Nantucket  "  was  berthed  at  the  usual  place,  the  North  End  Park,  during 
the  winter  term,  and  a  practical  and  profitable  five  months  cruise  was  made  in 
the  North  Atlantic  during  the  summer  term.  The  demand  for  nautical  edu- 
cation continues  to  tax  the  capacity  of  the  school.  During  recent  years  there 
has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  age  of  applicants.     In  1919,  the  average 
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age  of  the  cadets  admitted  was  17  years  and  6  months,  while  the  average  age 
of  candidates  entered  during  the  past  year  was  18  years  and  6  months. 

Lockers  of  a  larger  and  improved  pattern  have  been  installed  for  the  cadets. 
Other  improvements  have  been  a  new  refrigerator,  an  improved  lighting  system 
for  the  gun  deck,  and  additional  ventilators  for  use  during  the  winter  term. 
A  gymnasium  and  suitable  class  rooms  on  shore  are  urgently  needed  in  order 
that  the  school  may  do  its  best  work. 

Lieut.  John  W.  Thompson,  instructor  in  navigation,  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  during  the  spring  vacation  in  order  to  take  a  course  on  the  Gyro- 
Compass  at  the  Sperry  Plant  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

An  octant  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  navigator's  department, 
the  gift  of  Robert  E.  Taylor  of  Boston,  who  graduated  from  the  school  three 
years  ago,  now  serving  as  second  officer  of  the  S.  S.  "  Derbyline,"  of  the  Texas 
Oil  Company. 

Cadets  Admitted  and  Graduated. 

During  the  year  76  cadets  have  been  admitted  to  the  school,  39  in  the  spring 
and  37  in  the  fall,  all  selected  by  competitive  examination  from  148  applicants, 
the  sons  of  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  Diplomas  were  awarded  after  two 
years'  instruction  to  44  graduates,  26  in  the  spring  and  18  in  the  autumn. 
Twenty-nine  have  left  the  school  for  various  causes  without  completing  the 
course.  The  average  number  of  enrolled  cadets  in  the  school  has  been  111 ; 
each  term  has  begun  with  a  capacity  enrollment  of  116  cadets.

Died  at  sea  from  pneumonia  September  20,  1918,  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Tjiken- 
bang. ' ' 

John  T.  Carr,  Maiden 

A  first  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  Service.  Graduated  April  15, 
1898.  Lost  September  26,  1918,  when  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Tampa  "  was  torpedoed  in 
the  Bristol  Channel. 

John  Erickson,  New  Bedford 

A  third  assistant  engineer.  Graduated  September  18,  1916.  Lost  October  11, 
1917,  when  his  ship,  the  "Lewis  Luckenbaeh,"  was  torpedoed   off   Brest,   France. 

Grant  Gately,  Boston 

An  ensign  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve  Force.  Graduated  October  15, 
1914.  Lost  September  30,  1918,  when  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Ticonderoga  "  was  sunk  by 
the  shell  fire  of  a  German  submarine  in  mid-Atlantic. 

James  A.  McGourty,  Worcester 

A  machinist  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve  Force.  Graduated  September 
13,  1917.  Lost  April  11,  1918,  when  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Lakemoor  "  was  torpedoed 
off  Crossley  Light,  Scotland. 

John  F.  McGourty,  Worcester 

A  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  Service.  Graduated  Octo- 
ber 15,  1900.  Lost  September  26,  1918,  when  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Tampa  "  was  tor- 
pedoed in  the  Bristol  Channel. 

William  A.  Manchester,  Brockton 

A  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve,  serving  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
"  Solace."  Graduated  October  28,  1909.  Died  in  hospital  February  18,  1918, 
while  on  active  duty. 
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Edward  D.  Newell,  Gloucester 

A  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve  Force  and  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
"  Cherokee."  Graduated  October  10,  1913.  Lost  February  26,  1918,  when  the 
"  Cherokee  "  foundered  during  a  storm. 

Emery  Bice,  Brighton 

A  lieutenant-commander  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve  Force  and  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  "  Mongolia."  Graduated  April  3,  1897.  Died  January  4,  1919, 
at  the  United  States  Naval  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  from  pneumonia  invalided  from 
S.  S.  "  Mongolia." 

Charles  B.  Seed,  Worcester 

A  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Naval  Eeserve  Force.     Died  October  8,  1918. 

Military  Drill. 

The  cadet  battalion  has  been  given  regular  instruction  in  infantry  drill 
whenever  possible.  As  the  school  is  not  equipped  with  a  gymnasium,  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  continue  this  instruction  in  stormy  weather.  The  follow- 
ing report  has  been  received  from  Capt.  Walter  M.  Mann,  U.  S.  A. : 

Yesterday  I  had  the  opportunity  of  observing  the  "  Nantucket's  "  company  in 
the  Evacuation  Day  parade.  It  may  interest  you  to  know  the  results  of  my  obser- 
vation. 

A  considerable  part  of  my  present  duties  consists  of  instructing  and  rendering 
reports  on  the  efficiency  of  various  military  units  in  the  First  Corps  Area.  Based 
on  a  standard  adopted  for  these  inspections,  I  would  rate  the  "  Nantucket's  " 
company  in  detail  as  follows:

Intervals  in  Line  and  Distances  in  Column:   Very  good.

U.  S.  N.,  on  the  cruise  of  the  "  Nantucket,"  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
on  the  work  of  the  school.  The  latter  address  was  illustrated  with  stereopticon 
slides.

Sixtieth. 

The  sixtieth  graduation  Avas  held  on  board  the  "  Nantucket  "  at  the  North 
End  Park  at  11  a.m.  on  September  24,  1924.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
Oliver  W.  Bell  of  Sagamore. 

The  opening  remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  Francis  T.  Bowles. 

Alumni  prizes  were  presented  by  Commissioner  Clarence   E.   Perkins. 

Mr.  Harris  Livermore,  President  of  the  CoastAvise  Transportation  Company, 
was  the  principal  speaker.  The  folloAAdng  paragraphs  were  taken  from  his 
address : 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  a  fine  and  fitting  institution.  Its  graduates 
are  actually  engaged  in  sea  going.  The  work  it  is  doing  is  along  the  lines  of 
important  maritime  traditions  of  Massachusetts.  Many  of  the  fortunes  existing  in 
the  State  originated  three  or  four  generations  ago  from  trade  upon  the  sea.  The 
time  will  come  when  Massachusetts  and  New  England  will  once  more  turn  their 
thoughts  and  energies  to  the  sea. 

Remember  that  following  the  sea  is  a  profession  and  not  a  trade.  The  property 
that  will  be  entrusted  to  your  care  is  of  great  value,  and  in  the  use  of  that  property 
competition  is  very  keen.  The  work  of  superior  deck  and  engineer  officers  often 
means  the  difference  betAveen  profit  and  loss. 

The  diplomas  were  presented  by  Dr.  Payson  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation. 

Bibles,  the  gift  of  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  Avere  handed  to  the 
graduates  with  appropriate  remarks  by  Rev.   Oliver  W.  Bell. 

Sydney   Blaekledge   spoke   for  the  graduating   class. 

Commissioner  Appointed. 

On  July  1,  1924,  Mr.  Francis  T.  BoAvles  of  Barnstable  Avas  reappointed  a 
Commissioner  of  the  school  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Resignation  of  Executive  Officer. 

On  October  31,  1924,  Commander  HoAvard  G.  Copeland,  U.  S.  N.  R,,  Execu- 
tive Officer,  Avho  had  been  Avith  the  school  since  1917,  resigned  in  order  to 
accept  an  appointment  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  In  accepting  his 
resignation,  the  Commissioners  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  faithful 
and  efficient  manner  in  AA'hich  he  had  always  seiwed  the  school. 

Lieutenant  Commander  John  J.  McCracken,  U.  S.  N.,  Retired,  Avas  appointed 
Execute  Officer  November  1,  1924.  Lieutenant  Commander  McCracken  has 
had  tAvel\Te  years'  service  in  the  United  States  Navy,  in  various  grades  from 
Ensign  to  Lieutenant  Commander.  He  holds  a  master's  license  and  Avas  for  a 
time  master  of  Shipping  Board  vessels. 

Practical  Instruction. 

The  five  months  cruise  for  the  practical  instruction  of  cadets  in  seamanship 
and  engineering  AA*as  very  satisfactory.  Ports  in  England,  Ireland,  and  France 
Avere  visited,  in  addition  to  calls  at  Gibraltar,  the  Azores  and  Madeira  Islands, 
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and  Bermuda.  Much  stormy  weather  was  encountered,  making  it  difficult  at 
times  to  carry  out  the  regular  routine. 

An  incident  in  connection  with  the  cruise  is  worthy  of  special  notice.  At 
the  request  of  the  United  States  Consul,  Mr.  John  II.  Grout,  the  "  Nantucket  " 
visited  Hull,  England,  on  July  28,  and  three  days  later  took  part  in  ceremonies 
in  honor  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  including  the  laying  of  the  foundation  stone 
of  a  monument  at  Immingham  Creek  on  the  Humber  in  memory  of  the  Pilgrims. 
About  three  thousand  people  were  present. 

The  program  included  addresses  by  Sir  Charles  Wakefield,  Rev.  Atkey 
Brewster,  D.D.,  the  United  States  Consul  Grout,  Capt.  Armistead  Rust,  U.  S.  N., 
and  Commander  Howard  G.  Copeland,  U.  S.  N.  R.  A  laurel  wreath  was  placed 
on  the  stone  by  Cadet  H.  K.  Bradford. 

Two  cablegrams  were  received,  one  from  His  Excellency  Channing  H.  Cox, 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  sending  his  congratulations  to  the  Hull  Anglo- 
American  Society  on  the  fine  spirit  which  had  prompted  the  erection  of  the 
monument  to  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  and  one  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Pilgrim 
Tercentenary  Commission,  stating  that  the  memorial  would  emphasize  the 
abiding  friendship  of  the  Anglo-American  peoples. 

The  Destroyer  "  Dale  "  of  the  United  States  Navy  was  present. 

The  inscription  on  the  monument  is  as  follows : 

From  this  creek  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  first  left  England  in  1609  in  search  of 
religious  liberty.  The  granite  top  stone  was  taken  from  Plymouth  Eock,  Mass.,  and 
presented  by  the  Sulgrave  Institution  of  U.  S.  A.  This  memorial  was  erected  by  the 
Anglo-American  Society  of  Hull,  1924. 

In  commenting  on  the  part  taken  by  the  cadets  in  this  historical  incident, 
the  American  Consul  expressed  himself  as  follows : 

On  behalf  of  the  Anglo-American  Association  of  Hull,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for 
having  assisted  us  to  the  extent  of  sending  the  ' '  Nantucket  ' '  to  Hull  during 
the  celebration  of  our  Pilgrim  monument  affair.  The  boys  proved  a  credit  to  our 
Old  Bay  State.  People  here  were  very  much  impressed  by  the  superior  type  of 
young  man,  and  I  was  often  asked  if  they  were  a  fair  sample  of  what  Massachu- 
setts produces.  You  may  well  understand  that  I  answered  in  the  affirmative.  The 
boys  carried  away  with  them  information  and  a  lesson  which  I  believe  will  remain 
with  them  always  and  make  them  firm  supporters  of  a  good  understanding  between 
our  country  and  England. 

Progress  of  American  Shipping. 

The  total  tonnage  of  the  United  States  on  June  30,  1924  reached  the  gigantic 
total  of  26,575  vessels  of  17,740,557  gross  tons,  an  increase  of  100  per  cent 
since  1917. 

The  tonnage  in  the  foreign  trade  on  June  30,  1924,  amounted  to  8,976,821 
gross  tons,  over  seven-eighths  of  this  total  having  been  developed  since  1914. 

During  the  past  thirty  years,  American  shipping  has  increased  from  4,684,000 
tons  to  17,740,000  gross  tons.  During  this  time  the  tonnage  in  the  foreign 
trade  has  increased  from  916,000  gross  tons  to  8,769,000  gross  tons. 

In  1894,  considerable  more  than  one-half  of  our  merchant  fleet  Avas  com- 
prised of  sailing  vessels.  About  one-eighth  of  American  shipping  at  the  present 
time  is  sail  tonnage. 

Ten  years  ago,  American  flag  ocean  going  passenger  ships  were  seldom, 
if  ever,  seen  in  foreign  ports.  American  sea-going  passenger  vessels  now 
number  193,  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  1,200,000,  and  are  engaged  in  a  world- 
wide trade. 

A  new  liner,  an  around  the  world  liner,  has  taken  its  place  in  American 
shipping.  On  February  7,  1924,  the  S.  S.  "  President  Adams  "  sailed  from 
New  York  for  a  cruise  around  the  world.  This  sailing  inaugurated  a  world 
steamship  line  with  regular  scheduled  sailings.  The  "  President  Adams " 
called  at  21  ports  in  12  countries,  completing  the  trip  in  112  days.  The  Dollar 
Steamship  Company  has  guaranteed  to  maintain  this  world  service  for  five 
years. 

The  United  States  Shipping  Board  Fleet  Corporation  is  now  operating 
hventy-five  lines  of  modern  freight  steamers  in  the  foreign  trade. 
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Superintendent's  Report. 

The  following  is  the  Superintendent's  report  on  the  summer  term  from 
April  23,  1924,  to  September  24,  1924: 

The  "  Nantucket  "  sailed  from  Boston  on  May  13,  1924,  and  arrived  at  Wash- 
ington on  May  17. 

A  heavy  swell  was  encountered  as  soon  as  the  ship  cleared  the  harbor,  the  weather 
was  raw  and  disagreeable  with  occasional  rain  until  the  Virginia  capes  were  reached, 
after  which  there  was  fine  weather  up  the  Bay  and  the  Potomac  Kiver. 

The  "  Nantucket  "  sailed  from  Washington  on  May  23  and  arrived  at  the  Navy 
Tard,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  on  May  24. 

The  refrigerating  machine  was  overhauled  by  the  Navy  Yard  force  and  204.5 
tons  of  coal  were  received  on  board. 

The  ship  left  the  Navy  Yard,  Norfolk,  on  May  29  and  arrived  at  Ponta  Delgada, 
Azores,  on  June  11.  A  rough  sea  with  squally  weather  was  encountered  during 
the  entire  passage. 

About  noon,  June  2,  the  wind,  then  being  at  S.  by  E.  began  to  increase  from  a 
fresh  breeze  to  a  moderate  gale  and  then  to  a  fresh  gale,  shifting  from  S.  by  E. 
to  S.W.  about  6  p.m.,  and  later  to  N.W.,  then  to  N.E.,  increasing  in  force  to  a 
strong  gale,  with  a  falling  barometer,  30,  at  4  a.m.,  June  2,  and  29.51  at  6  p.m. 

At  10.30  p.m.,  June  2,  hove  to  on  starboard  tack,  on  account  of  heavy  wind  and 
sea,  with  only  storm  sail  set,  the  ship  rolling  and  pitching  very  heavily  at  times 
in  heavy  cross  sea.  By  9  a.m.,  June  3,  the  wind  and  sea  had  so  moderated  that 
the  ship  was  put  on  her  course  and  sail  made. 

At  4  a.m.,  June  4,  the  barometer  read  30.18  and  again  began  to  fall  until  4  a.m., 
June  5,  when  it  read  29.35.  During  this  time  the  wind  increased  from  a  moderate 
breeze  to  a  strong  gale,  the  wind  shifting  from  S.W.  to  West,  N.W.  and  N.N.E., 
with  heavy  rain  squalls  at  times.  Ban  before  the  gale  under  two  boilers  and  close- 
reefed  foresail  with  oil  bags  out,  and  no  seas  came  on  board  after  oil  was  used, 
but  as  it  was  found  necessary  to  use  more  oil  than  advisable  to  prevent  the  sea 
breaking  on  board,  the  ship  was  finally  hove  to  to  wait  for  the  sea  to  moderate 
which  it  did  about  7.30  a.m.,  June  5,  when  the  ship  was  put  on  her  course. 

No  material  damage  was  done  by  either  of  these  gales,  except  the  jib  boom 
was  carried  away  due  to  the  ship  plunging  into  a  big  sea,  and  two  old  sails  were 
damaged  beyond  repair.  Enough  small  repairs  were  needed  to  keep  the  crew  busy 
for  some  days. 

The  weather  was  too  rough  during  this  passage  to  carry  out  the  study  schedule. 

The  "  Nantucket  "  sailed  from  Ponta  Delgada  on  June  15,  and  arrived  atj 
Queenstown,  Ireland,  on  June  22,  after  a  rather  rough  passage  due  to  a  head  sea 
and  rainy,  squally  weather.  The  school  routine  could  not  properly  be  carried  out 
until  the  last  two  days. 

Both  watches  were  given  liberty  at  this  port,  the  weather  being  generally  good 
during  our  stay. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Queenstown  on  June  26  and  arrived  at  Falmouth,  England, 
on  June  27. 

To  a  sailor  the  most  interesting  things  about  Falmouth  are  the  three  old  ships 
now  moored  there,  H.  M.  S.  "  Implacable,"  the  Frigate  "  Foudroyant, "  and  the 
famous  tea  clipper  ship  "  Cutty  Sark. " 

The  "  Implacable  "  was  formerly  the  French  ship  "  Duguay-Trouin  "  which 
took  part  in  the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  escaped,  but  was  later  captured  by  the  British 
and  renamed.  She  served  40  years  as  a  training  ship  and  is  the  last  of  the  two- 
deckers  of  the  Old  Navy,  as  the  "  Victory  "  is  the  last  of  the  three-deckers  and 
the  "  Foudroyant  "  is  the  last  frigate.  The  Admiralty  has  turned  the  "  Impla- 
cable "  over  to  Mr.  G.  Wheatley  Cobb  to  save  from  the  scrap  heap  by  private 
subscription  for  the  use  of  the  Sea  Scouts.  Mr.  Cobb  saved  the  "  Foudroyant  " 
from  the  junk  man  and  he  now  operates  her  as  a  training  ship  for  poor  boys  at 
his  own  expense.  At  the  present  time  he  has  only  about  25  boys  on  board.  I 
visited  the  "  Foudroyant  "  and  Mr.  Cobb  showed  me  over  the  ship  which  costs 
him  about  $20,000  per  annum  to  operate.  He  has  been  engaged  in  this  or  a 
similar  enterprise  for  30  years.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  Great  Britain  main- 
tains her  maritime  supremacy  when  she  has  private  citizens  who  take  the  interest 
in  shipping  that  this  gentleman  does  and  that  his  father  took  before  him  and  who 
left  money  to  conduct  this  enterprise. 

The  "  Cutty  Sark  "  was  recently  purchased  from  some  Portuguese  and  the 
owner  is  now  fitting  her  up  as  she  was  originally.  She  was  built  in  1869  and  it  is 
said  that  she  has  made  YlVi  knots,  her  greatest  day's  run  being  353  miles. 

Leaving  Falmouth  on  July  2,  the   "  Nantucket  "   arrived  at  Bouen,   France,   at 
6  p.m.,  July  3. 
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The  "  Nantucket  "  sailed  from  Rouen,  France,  on  July  12,  and  moored  just  below 
the  Tower  Bridge,  London,  on  July  15. 

While  at  London  all  quarantined  cadets  were  given  liberty  on  the  same  footing 
as  the  rest.  Mr.  L.  B.  Claircourt  of  the  American  Y.  M.  C.  A.  made  arrangements 
for  the  cadets  to  see  the  principal  objects  of  interest  in  the  city.  The  cadets  also 
visited  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  where  the  machinery  building  afforded 
opportunity  for  acquiring  much  information  of  particular  value  to  the  engineers. 

While  at  London  I  was  invited  by  Philip  H.  Levitt,  Esq.,  to  visit  the  Nautical 
College,  Pangbourne,  about  25  miles  above  London  on  the  Thames,  of  which  school 
Messrs.  Levitt  and  Moore,  84  Leadenhall  Street,  London,  E.  C.  3,  are  Managers,  and 
Commander  A.  F.  G.  Tracy,  B.  N.,  Superintendent.  I  visited  this  school  on  June  21. 
These  gentlemen  have  a  very  efficient  plant,  operated  by  private  enterprise,  but  at 
the  present  time  they  have  no  schoolship.  In  1921,  they  had  a  schoolship,  the 
"  St.  George,"  which  was  at  Plymouth,  England,  during  the  visit  of  the  "  Nan- 
tucket. ' '  This  vessel  had  formerly  been  a  large  auxiliary  yacht  and  was  not 
suitable  for  the  purpose  besides  being  very  expensive  to  operate  with  accommo- 
dations for  only  about  half  of  the  cadets. 

The  "Nantucket  "  sailed  from  London  on  July  26  and  arrived  at  Hull  the  next 
afternoon. 

Mr.  John  H.  Grout,  U.  S.  Consul  at  Hull,  called  on  board  as  did  also  a  Committee 
of  Arrangements.  It  was  decided  that  at  9  a.m.,  July  31,  the  "  Nantucket  "  would 
proceed  down  the  river  to  Immingham  Creek  to  take  part  in  the  ceremony  of 
laying  the  cornerstone  of  the  monument  which  is  to  commemorate  the  original  place 
and  time   of  departure  of  the  Pilgrim   Fathers   from   Hull   for   Holland   in   1609. 

On  July  30,  the  U.  S.  S.  "  Bale,"  Commander  W.  F.  Halsey,  U.  S.  Navy, 
arrived  in  the  same  dock  as  the  ' '  Nantucket. ' '  Calls  were  exchanged  and  it  was 
arranged  that  the  party  from  the  "  Bale  "  would  take  passage  in  the  "  Nantucket  " 
for  Immingham  Creek. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  by  the  Committee  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
cadets  by  giving  them  passes  to  the  theaters  and  by  giving  them  a  tea  and  dance 
following  a  baseball  game  between  two  teams  from  the  ' '  Nantucket  ' '  on  July  30. 

On  July  31,  the  "  Nantucket  "  proceeded  to  Immingham  with  members  of  the 
Committee  and  a  large  party  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  Hull  on  board.  A 
band  of  small  lads  from  the  Sailors'  Orphans  Homes  at  Hull  enlivened  the  occa- 
sion. Our  reception  at  the  City  Hall  in  Hull  the  same  evening  was  most  cordial 
and  all  that  could  be  desired.  Our  Consul,  Mr.  John  H.  Grout,  made  an  address 
and  read  a  cable  message  from  His  Excellency  Governor  Charming  H.  Cox  expressing 
regret  that  he  could  not  be  present  on  this  occasion. 

The  "  Nantucket  "  proceeded  from  Hull  on  August  1,  to  Gibraltar  where  she 
arrived  in  the  afternoon,  August  9.  A  strong  head  wind  was  encountered  coming 
down  the  English  Channel,  which  was  followed  by  a  fog,  then  light  head  winds, 
but  finally  it  came  out  fair  and  strong  until  in  the  vicinity  of  Cape  St.  Vincent 
in  the  forenoon  of  the  8th  when  the  wind  shifted  and  was  soon  blowing  very  strong 
from  E.  by  S.,  nearly  ahead,  and  soon  increased  to  half  a  gale  with  a  heavy  sea 
which  reduced  the  speed  of  the  ship  from  9  to  2.5  knots.  At  about  10  p.m.,  August 
8,  anchored  at  Jeramia's  Anchorage  in  the  lee  of  Cape  Spartel  to  await  a  favorable 
change  in  the  weather.  At  9  a.m.,  August  9,  proceeded  to  Gibraltar,  conditions 
being  unfavorable  for  touching  at  Tangier. 

The  "  Nantucket  "  left  Gibraltar  on  August  16,  and  arrived  at  Funchal,  Madeira, 
on  August  19. 

The  "  Nantucket  "  sailed  from  Funchal  on  August  23,  and  anchored  at  St. 
George's  Bermuda,  at  8  a.m.,  September  7. 

Buring  the  passage  from  Funchal  to  Bermuda,  the  study  schedule  was  carried 
out  morning  and  afternoon,  the  weather  being  very  suitable  for  this  purpose. 
Approaching  Bermuda,  squally  weather  with  rain  showed  the  proximity  of  storms, 
reports  of  which  had  been  received  by  radio,  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  touch 
at  Bermuda  for  coal. 

The  ship  left  Bermuda  on  September  9,  and  arrived  at  Provincetown,  Mass., 
about  1.30  a.m.,  September   13,   1924. 

At  8  a.m.,  September  20,  the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  from  Provincetown  to 
Boston  where  she  anchored  at  1.30  p.m. 

Seamanship. 

During  the  summer  the  cadets  of  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  were  given  in- 
struction in  making  bends,  hitches,  knotting  and  splicing;  in  the  names  of  the 
parts  of  the  ship,  her  tackle,  gear  and  equipment,  such  as  spars,  sails,  anchors, 
chains ;  they  had  work  aloft,  loosing,  furling,  making  and  taking  in  sail ;  the 
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practical  use  of  the  lead,  standing  lookout  on  deck  and  aloft,  swimming',  rowing 
and  sailing  in  the  ship's  boats,  besides  the  routine  work  of  chipping,  scraping 
and  painting  for  the  preservation  of  the  ship's  hull  and  fittings. 

The  cadets  of  the  1st  and  2nd  classes,  in  addition  to  the  above,  were  given 
instruction  in  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  watch  officers  and  petty  officers, 
standing  watch  as  officer  of  the  Watch,  carrying  out  the  ship's  routine  at  sea 
and  in  port,  duty  as  quartermasters  and  as  boatswain's  mates. 

Navigation. 

The  cadets  of  the  1st  and  2nd  classes  commenced  their  course  of  instruction 
in  practical  navigation  on  the  way  to  Washington  with  practice  in  laying 
courses,  taking  bearings  and  plotting  the  positions  on  the  chart,  which  practice 
was  continued  throughout  the  cruise. 

After  the  ship  left  Norfolk  work  was  begun  on  Nautical  Astronomy,  the 
cadets  working  out  their  own  sights  and  turning  them  in  for  correction. 

In  the  morning  watch  and  in  the  first  dog  watch  the  Officer  of  the  Watch 
was  required  to  take  an  azimuth  which  was  compared  with  the  Navigator's 
observation.  In  inland  waters  and  Avhile  coasting,  instruction  was  given  in 
taking  horizontal  sextant  angles  and  plotting  with  Three-Arm  Protractor, 
plotting  the  ship's  position  with  vertical  sextant  angles  and  the  bearing  of  a 
known  "object,  using  Captain  Lecky's  Off  Shore  Distance  Tables,  and  by  two 
bearings  of  the  same  object  and  the  run  in  the  interval.  Instruction  Avas  also 
given  in  the  use  of  the  sounding  machine. 

The  2nd  class  cadets  required  additional  instruction  in  all  subjects  as  they 
had  not  had  the  theory  during  the  winter  term  as  the  1st  class  had. 

Steam. 

Cadets  of  the  1st  and  2nd  Engineer  Classes  were  instructed  in  the  principles 
of  internal  combustion  engines,  including  Diesel  types,  practical  engineering 
calculations,  the  use  of  the  indicator,  and  the  means  of  handling  various  possible 
disarrangements  of  machinery  and  other  emergency  measures. 

Practical  instruction  consisted  in  doing  all  the  work  of  the  engine  department 
while  in  port  and  under  way  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer,  Officers  and 
Petty  Officers,  involving  firing,  watertending,  oiling  and  throttle  watch  while 
under  way,  and  firing  and  evaporator  operation  in  port,  in  addition  to  doing 
the  routine  work  on  boilers  and  machinery  and  assisting  at  or  doing  all  repair 
work,  which  was  considerable.  During  the  fall  recess  they  laid  up  all  ma- 
chinery. 

Cadets  of  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  Avere  instructed  in  the  general  layout  of 
marine  steam  plants  of  simple  types,  and  the  functions  of  all  the  necessary 
appliances.  Their  practical  Avork  consisted  of  passing  coal  and  assisting 
with  the  routine  Avork  in  port.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1925,  the  thirty-fourth 
annual  report. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School,  created  under  an  act  of  the  General  Court 
of  1891,  is  now  in  its  thirty-fifth  year  of  active  service.  Two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  sons  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts  have  entered  the  school, 
1,190  have  completed  the  course  and  received  diplomas,  and  of  these  about  95  per 
cent  have  served  at  sea  in  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States  or  are  em- 
ployed in  connection  with  shipping. 

The  ship  upon  which  the  school  is  conducted  is  loaned  by  the  United  States 
Navy,  and  maintained  in  repair  by  the  Navy.  The  Federal  Government  con- 
tributes annually  under  an  act  of  Congress,  the  sum  of  $25,000  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  school.  The  Commonwealth  appropriates  the  balance  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance,  about  $65,000  each  year. 

The  present  ship,  formerly  the  U.S.S.  "Ranger,"  now  the  U.S.S.  "Nantucket," 
has  been  in  our  service  since  1909.  The  vessel,  while  in  excellent  sea- worthy  con- 
dition and  having  this  summer  made  a  cruise  of  12,600  miles,  is  admirably  adapted 
to  the  purposes  of  the  school,  and  would  be  good  for  another  thirty  years'  service, 
if  supplied  with  new  boilers  and  motive  machinery.  The  present  equipment  is 
obsolete  and  uneconomical,  not  the  best  adapted  for  instruction.  The  boilers 
must  necessarily  be  renewed  shortly. 

The  Commissioners  last  year  brought  this  matter  to  your  attention  and  to  that 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  asking  that  the  Navy  Department  be  requested 
to  provide  a  new  installation  of  boilers  and  engines.  The  Navy  Department  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  vessel  ^  as  worthy  of  this  improvement  and  directed 
the  estimates  of  cost  to  be  prepared  at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard.  The  cost  being 
beyond  the  limit  set  by  law  for  repairs  under  general  appropriations  for  that  pur- 
pose, special  authority  of  Congress  is  necessary,  therefore,  the  subject  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  Congress  through  the  cooperation  of  Hon.  William  M.  Butler, 
Senator  from  Massachusetts,  and  who  will  again  hi  the  current  session  of  Congress 
ask  for  the  authority  of  the  law  and  an  appropriation  of  about  the  sum  of  $250,000 
for  the  purpose.  As  the  Navy  Department  has  no  other  ship  suitable  for  the  use 
of  the  school  which  could  be  loaned  to  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  of  the  first  im- 
portance in  the  maintenance  of  the  school  and  its  efficiency  that  this  matter  should 
have  the  cooperation  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  members  of  the 
General  Court. 

Graduates  of  1925. 

During  the  past  year,  the  school  has  graduated  48  sons  of  the  citizens  of  Massa- 
chusetts, all  of  whom  obtained  from  the  United  States  Steamboat  Inspection 
Service,  licenses  as  either  third  officers  or  third  assistant  engineers,  qualifying  them 
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for  service  on  United  States  vessels.     Below  will  be  found  the  names  of  these 
graduates,  their  home  town,  and  the  vessels  upon  which  they  are  now  serving:

Prizes. 

Public  interest  in  the  careers  of  these  young  men  has  been  shown  by  the  prizes 
offered  and  awarded  to  them  on  graduation. 

The  Maritime  Association  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  presented  a 
prize  to  the  graduate  in  the  Seamanship  Class  and  the  graduate  in  the  Engineering 
Class  having  the  highest  standing  in  professional  studies  for  the  whole  course.  A 
pair  of  binoculars  was  given  to  the  seamanship  graduate  and  a  wrist  watch  to  the 
engineer  graduate. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Nautical  School  presented  a  prize  to  the  graduate 
in  the  Seamanship  Class,  and  the  graduate  in  the  Engineering  Class,  having  the 
best  all  round  record  for  the  two  years'  course.  The  prize  for  the  Seamanship 
graduate  was  the  following  reference  books:  "Wharf  Management,"  and  "Steve- 
doring and  Storage."  The  prize  for  the  Engineer  graduate  was  the  following 
books:    "Marine  Engineers  Handbook"  and  "Modern  Marine  Engineering." 

The  Wood-Whitman  Memorial  Prize. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Irving  Wood  of  Boston,  there  was  left  in  trust  to 
the  United  States  Trust  Company,  the  sum  of  $5,000,  the  net  income  of  which  is 
to  be  paid  each  year  to  the  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  who  has 
the  highest  standing  in  Seamanship  and  Navigation  at  the  conclusion  of  his  course 
of  study  and  training.  This  bequest  is  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Capt.  James 
Thompson  Whitman,  master  of  the  Boston  ship  "Gertrude"  in  which  Mr.  Wood 
served  as  a  boy  in  the  early  sixties  on  a  voyage  to  South  America,  China  and  the 
East  Indies. 
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Mr.  Wood  believed  that  his  success  in  life  as  a  merchant  was  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  training  and  discipline  he  received  under  Captain  Whitman.  This  prize 
which  will  become  available  in  1927  is  highly  appreciated  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Nautical  School  and  worthy  of  the  emulation  and  interest  of  coming  classes. 

Mr.  Wood  was  born  in  Canterbury,  Connecticut,  September  10,  1844,  and  died 
in  Boston  on  June  21,  1925. 

The  General  Electric  Company  gives  the  honor  graduate  in  engineering  special 
employment,  with  the  opportunity  for  practical  and  theoretical  instruction  in 
marine  and  electrical  apparatus  prior  to  service  at  sea. 

Admissions. 

Admissions  to  the  Nautical  School  are  made  as  the  result  of  competitive  examina- 
tions held  in  Boston  and  Springfield  after  due  advertisement,  and  the  number  of 
applicants  is  from  two  to  three  times  the  number  of  vacancies  available.  Those 
who  are  appointed  make  a  deposit  of  $130  the  first  year  and  $25  the  second  year, 
a  total  of  $155  which  covers  the  cost  of  uniforms  and  books,  and  such  other  items 
of  clothing  as  they  may  wish  to  purchase  from  the  ship's  stores.  Otherwise  in- 
struction and  subsistence  on  the  ship  is  free  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

It  has  been  frequently  suggested  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  appointees  should 
pay  in  addition  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  their  subsistence,  say  $50  annually.  Such 
an  additional  fee,  if  imposed,  would  raise  a  sum  of  $3,500  annually,  and  constitute 
about  14  per  cent  of  the  total  annual  cost  of  subsistence  of  $25,3S0. 

It  has  been  stated  that  this  is  customary  at  other  similar  institutions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  establishment  of  such  fees  might  be 
accompanied  with  the  authority  to  disburse  perhaps  20  per  cent  of  the  amount  so 
raised  in  the  distribution  of  scholarships  and  prizes  to  deserving  cadets. 

The  Commissioners  have  given  this  subject  careful  consideration  and  have  de- 
cided that  the  proposed  fees  are  inadvisable  and  unwarranted  in  the  Nautical 
School.  We  believe  that  the  additional  fees  would  deter  a  considerable  proportion 
of  our  present  applicants  from  attempting  to  secure  the  advantages  of  the  school. 
We  believe  they  are  unwarranted  in  the  Nautical  School  because  of  the  unusual  con- 
dition in  a  public  institution  of  this  kind  that  the  cadets  themselves  do  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  actual  work  of  maintenance  and  operation.  They  serve  as  mess 
cooks  and  strikers  in  the  serving  of  meals,  the  handling  of  mess  stores,  the  cleanliness 
of  the  mess  deck,  the  washing  of  dishes.  They  serve  as  officers  of  the  deck,  as 
orderlies  and  sentries  while  the  ship  is  in  port,  taking  the  place  of  additional  officers 
and  watchmen.  During  the  winter,  they  overhaul  all  the  ship's  running  gear,  and 
prepare  it  for  the  cruise.  During  the  cruise  they  actually  perform  the  daily  duties 
of  the  subordinate  officers  and  crew  for  the  operation  of  the  ship  either  in  port  or 
under  sail  or  steam,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  firemen  and  oilers.  The  em- 
ployed crew  of  the  ship  is  thus  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  consists  of  4  seamen, 
employed  the  year  round,  and  3  firemen,  employed  only  when  in  port  during  the 
winter  term.  The  value  of  the  service  which  they  perform  is  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately $18,000  annually. 

The  Commissioners  feel  that  the  facts  stated  above  are  little  appreciated,  and 
believe  that  the  services  which  our  cadets  supply  in  the  operation  of  the  school  are 
a  very  desirable  and  necessary  part  of  their  actual  instruction,  and  contribute  largely 
to  the  well  known  efficiency  of  our  graduates  in  actual  service  afloat. 

The  1925  Cruise. 
The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Boston  on  May  7  and  after  calling  at  Province- 
town,  proceeded  to  Ponta  Delgada  in  the  Azores,  thence  to  Madeira  for  coal  and 
St.  Vincent,  Cape  Verde  Islands,  thence  on  its  long  leg  principally  under  sail  alone 
to  Rio  Janeiro.  After  an  interesting  visit  in  Rio,  the  ship  proceeded  to  Bahia, 
and  thence  to  Port  of  Spain,  Trinidad;  Bridgetown,  Barbadoes;  Fort  de  France, 
Martinique;  Fredericksted,  St.  Croix;  Hamilton,  Bermuda;  Nantucket  and  Prov- 
incetown,  arriving  at  Boston  on  September  20,  making  a  total  of  12,600  miles. 

Commissioner  Appointed. 
On  July  1,  1925,  Mr.  Clarence  E.  Perkins,  of  Winthrop,  was  reappointed  a  Com- 
missioner of  the  school  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
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Resignation  of  Navigator. 


Mr.  John  W.  Thompson,  a  graduate  of  the  Nautical  School  in  the  class  of  1912, 
resigned  as  Navigator  and  Instructor  in  Navigation,  on  April  30,  1925,  after  eight 
years  service  with  the  school.     His  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1926,  the  thirty-fifth  annual 
report. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  has  been  maintained  at  its  maximum 
capacity  throughout  the  year.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  science  and  practice 
of  navigation  and  marine  engineering.  The  applications  have  numbered  193, 
and  80  have  been  appointed  to  fill  existing  vacancies  as  the  result  of  competitive 
examinations  held  in  Boston  and  Springfield.  Two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
sixty-five  sons  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts  have  entered  the  school  since  its  organi- 
zation in  1893,  1,231  have  completed  the  course  and  received  diplomas.  For  the 
last  twelve  years  90%  or  more  of  the  graduates  have  taken  employment  at  sea  in 
the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States. 

On  May  10,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Hon.  Curtis  D.  Wilbur,  made  an  official 
inspection  of  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  inspection  he  spoke  briefly  to  the  cadets. 

Graduates  of  1926. 

During  the  year  the  school  has  graduated  41  sons  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts. 
Below  will  be  found  the  names  of  these  graduates,  their  home  towns,  and  the  vessel 
on  which  they  are  now  serving.

Practice  Cruise. 


During  the  summer  the  Schoolship,  the  U.S.S.  "Nantucket,"  made  a  cruise 
of  about  11,000  miles  at  sea,  1,500  miles  under  sail  alone,  visiting  Provincetown, 
Ponta  Delgada,  Plymouth,  Amsterdam,  Hamburg,  Oslo  (Christiania),  Bergen, 
Emden,  London,  Gibraltar,  Madeira,  Bermuda  and  Gloucester.  The  officers  and 
cadets  were  especially  received  and  given  instructive  visits  to  all  merchant  marine 
activities  by  the  port  authorities  in  Hamburg. 

The  Commissioners  deeply  regret  that  Cadet  George  H.  Guy  of  Saugus,  a 
member  of  the  1st  class,  was  lost  overboard  on  May  17  while  the  ship  was  in 
latitude  40°  18'  north  and  longitude  59°  28'  west.  The  "Nantucket"  was  three 
days  out  of  Provincetown  on  the  way  to  the  Azores.  At  the  time  there  was  a 
moderate  gale  with  an  increasing  sea.  Every  effort  was  made  to  save  him  including 
the  launching  of  the  lifeboat  which  was  done  at  considerable  risk.  The  sad  loss 
of  the  cadet  at  sea,  the  first  one  in  the  thirty-five  years'  history  of  the  school,  was 
in  no  way  attributable  to  any  defect  in  the  ship's  equipment  or  any  neglect  on  the 
part  of  officers  or  crew. 
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European  Nautical  Schools. 

During  the  cruise,  visits  were  made  to  the  following  European  nautical  schools : 
Thames  Nautical  Training  College,  Kent,  England;  Nautical  Training  College, 
Amsterdam,  Holland;  Oslo  Nautical  School,  Oslo,  Norway;  Bergen  Nautical 
School,  Bergen,  Norway;   Hamburg  Nautical  School. 

Thames  Nautical  Training  College. 

This  private  school  trains  and  educates  officers  for  the  British  mercantile  marine. 
It  was  established  in  1862  and  is  conducted  on  board  the  "H.M.S.  Worcester," 
4,725  tons,  a  stationary  training  ship  anchored  off  Greenthwaite,  Kent,  port  of 
London.  Boys  are  received  between  the  ages  of  11  and  16  and  the  enrollment  is 
about  130  cadets.  The  ordinary  course  is  two  years,  but  the  length  varies  with  the 
the  ability  of  the  cadet  and  the  age.  The  tuition  is  about  $600  per  year.  The  two 
years  served  on  board  the  "Worcester"  count  as  one  year's  sea  service  and  the 
cadet  must  serve  three  years  at  sea  before  he  is  qualified  for  examination  for  a 
second  officer's  license. 

Amsterdam  Nautical  Training  College. 

This  public  school  prepares  for  officers  and  captains  in  the  mercantile  marine 
and  in  the  Government  Navy  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  It  was  established  in 
1785  with  40  pupils.  Applicants  must  have  had  three  years  in  high  school  or  its 
equivalent,  and  for  these  applicants  the  course  is  two  years.  Applicants  who  can 
show  that  they  have  had  five-years  course  in  high  school  with  satisfactory  marks 
are  admitted  to  the  one-year  course.     The  cost  to  the  student  is  $240  per  year. 

After  having  successfully  passed  two  years  in  the  school,  the  students  spend 
the  last  year  of  the  course  at  sea  as  mates'  pupils  with  one  of  the  steamship  lines. 
After  completing  a  year  at  sea  with  a  good  record,  they  are  granted  a  certificate  as 
third  mate.  Third  mates  are  eligible  to  a  course  in  the  school  for  a  second  or  first 
mate's  license. 

In  1785  the  school  was  presented  with  a  ship  built  on  the  grounds  of  the  school. 
The  Amsterdam  Admiralty  provided  the  rigging  for  a  full  rigged  ship.  The  stu- 
dents on  the  grounds  of  the  school  each  year  rig  and  re-rig  the  vessel,  and  make  any 
necessary  repairs.  Occasionally  small  vessels  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
school,  making  it  possible  for  the  cadets  to  make  short  practice  cruises. 

Norwegian  Nautical  Schools. 

Norway  has  fifteen  public  nautical  schools  located  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
and  three  nautical  training  ships  which  make  a  cruise  of  five  months  each  year. 
About  300  cadets  a  year  are  trained  on  board  the  schoolships.  One  of  the  school- 
ships  is  a  full  rigged  sailing  vessel  carrying  200  apprentices. 

The  Oslo  Nautical  School  with  about  130  students  is  provided  with  a  modern 
four-story  brick  building  occupying  a  commanding  position  overlooking  the  harbor. 

In  addition  to  many  and  roomy  classrooms,  there  is  a  room  fitted  up  for  compass 
adjustment  containing,  besides  magnetic  compasses  and  models  for  adjusting  them, 
a  Sperry  gyroscope  and  repeater  and  also  an  Anschutz  gyro-compass  and  repeater. 
There  is  also  a  room  containing  models  of  ships  and  one  fitted  as  an  engineering 
laboratory  with  models  of  engines  of  various  kinds. 

The  Bergen  Nautical  School  is  provided  with  a  modern  up-to-date  building 
with  observatory,  and  the  school  is  surrounded  by  attractive  grounds. 

Belgium  Nautical  School. 

The  Belgium  Nautical  School  is"  conducted  by  the  Belgian  Maritime  Associa- 
tion on  board  the  stationary  training  ship  "Comte  de  Smet  de  Naeyer,"  and  the 
cruising  schoolship  "L'Avenir,"  both  being  full  rigged  sailing  ships.  The  latter  is 
used  as  a  cargo  carrier  and  accommodates  about  50  cadets.  The  school  has  an 
enrollment  of  about  100  cadets,  50  being  under  instruction  on  the  stationary 
schoolship  and  50  on  the  cruiser.  The  "L'Avenir"  has  recently  made  a  cruise  to 
Melbourne,  Australia. 

The  school  receives  aid  from  the  Belgium  Government  and  the  Province  of 
Antwerp. 
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Hamburg  Nautical  School. 

The  school  has  a  fine  building  with  accommodations  for  over  300  students. 
The  students  at  the  school  have  served  at  least  50  months  at  sea,  of  which  36 
months  have  been  spent  on  sailing  vessels.  Upon  completing  the  course  students 
are  examined  for  a  chief  mate's  license.  It  is  necessary  to  take  another  course  in 
the  school  before  one  can  be  examined  for  a  master's  license. 

The  school  has  laboratories  fully  equipped  with  working  models  of  the  most 
modern  type  for  instruction  in  physics  and  mechanics.  At  least  50  per  cent  of 
the  school  work  is  handled  in  laboratories  where,  with  their  excellent  equipment, 
everything  may  be  demonstrated  with  working  models  or  graphically. 

A  thorough  course  is  given  in  the  operation  of  the  gyro-compass,  automatic 
steering  device,  and  radio  direction  finder,  in  a  laboratory  provided  for  the  purpose. 
There  is  a  thorough  course  in  ship  construction  with  complete  equipment  for  han- 
dling the  subject. 

The  curriculum  includes  instruction  in  radio  telegraph,  as  deck  officers  on  board 
German  freight  ships  must  act  as  radio  operators. 

Commissioner  Appointed. 

On  July  1,  1926,  Capt.  William  E.  McKay  was  reappointed  a  Commissioner  of 
the  school  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Death  of  Former  Commissioner. 

Lieut.  Comdr.  John  C.  Soley,  U.  S.  N.,  who  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Nautical  School  Commissioners  from  August  7,  1891,  to  July  7,  1894, 
and  who  was  active  in  the  work  of  establishing  the  school,  died  in  New  Orleans  in 
August.  He  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Navy  Hydrographic  Office  in  New  Orleans 
for  22  years  prior  to  his  death.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1927,  the  thirty-sixth  annual 
report. 

School  Calendar.

Origin  of  the  School. 

The  inception  of  the  school  was  in  1872,  when  the  late  Rear  Admiral  S.  B. 
Luce,  U.  S.  N.,  wrote  and  spoke  concerning  the  enlisted  men  in  the  navy  and  those 
who  served  in  the  merchant  marine,  advocating  that  something  should  be  done 
to  improve  their  condition,  and  as  a  result  the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport 
was  established,  and  Congress  passed  an  act  on  June  20,  1874,  entitled  "An  Act 
for  the  Establishment  of  Marine  Schools  and  for  Other  Purposes." 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  organized  under  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature passed  June  11,  1891,  and  went  into  active  operation  on  board  the  U.  S.  S. 
"Enterprise,"  loaned  by  the  United  States  Navy,  on  April  13,  1893.  The  school 
was  conducted  on  board  the  "Enterprise"  until  1909;  since  that  date  it  has  been 
conducted  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Nantucket."  The  "Nantucket"  is  an  iron 
steamship  of  1,261  tons  displacement,  single  screw,  barkentine  rigged,  length  244 
feet,  beam  32  feet,  and  draft  15  feet.  The  Navy  Department  estimates  the  re- 
placement value  of  the  ship  as  $450,000.  The  ship  is  moored  in  Boston  during 
the  winter  term  and  during  the  summer  makes  a  five  months'  cruise  in  foreign 
waters.  The  "Nantucket"  is  in  command  of  a  captain  in  the  regular  navy  on 
the  retired  list,  who  is  the  superintendent  of  the  school. 

The  course  of  study  extends  over  two  years  and  includes  seamanship,  navigation, 
marine  engineering,  electricity,  ship  construction  and  law  of  the  sea.  Applicants 
for  admission  must  be  between  seventeen  and  twenty  years  of  age.  Parents  or 
guardians  are  required  to  be  residents  of  Massachusetts  and  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  entrance  examinations,  held  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  are  com- 
petitive, and  the  applicants  with  the  highest  standing  are  selected  to  fill  the  existing 
vacancies. 
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Increased  Applications. 

The  school  has  had  one  of  the  most  successful  years  in  its  history.  The  number 
of  applicants  for  admission  has  exceeded  that  of  any  year  since  the  World  War, 
there  being  260  applicants  for  the  75  vacancies  in  the  school. 

During  the  year  1927,  the  cadets  in  the  school  represented  homes  in  79  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  showing  the  widespread  interest  in  the  school 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Since  its  establishment  36  years  ago,  the  school 
has  been  maintained  at  its  capacity.  During  the  past  ten  years,  there  has  been  a 
waiting  list. 

These  conditions  are  in  line  with  the  maritime  traditions  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  which  has  always  maintained  a  prominent  place  in  the  maritime 
history  of  our  nation.  The  story  of  the  American  merchant  marine  is  largely 
a  story  of  Massachusetts  shipping,  —  the  packet  ships  of  Salem,  Medford,  New- 
buryport  and  Boston,  the  clipper  ships  of  Boston,  the  whaling  ships  of  New  Bedford 
and  Nantucket,  and  the  fishermen  of  Boston,  Gloucester  and  Provincetown. 
Massachusetts  has  been  the  greatest  nursery  for  American  seamen  in  the  country. 
It  has  furnished  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  serving  on  board  the  ships  of  our 
navy  and  our  merchant  marine.  The  young  men  of  the  State  have  always  re- 
sponded to  the  call  of  the  sea  in  large  numbers,  both  in  time  of  peace  and  in  time 
of  war. 

Repairs. 

In  the  spring  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  "Nantucket"  by  the  Navy 
Department,  at  a  cost  of  $35,000,  substantially  improving  the  condition  of  the 
equipment. 

"Nantucket''  at  Navy  Yard. 

On  June  1,  1927,  while  the  "Nantucket"  was  on  the  summer  cruise,  fire  destroyed 
the  Floating  Hospital  ship  and  damaged  the  municipal  pier  at  the  North  End 
Park,  and  it  was  not  possible  therefore  to  berth  the  ship  at  the  usual  location  on 
her  return  from  the  summer  cruise.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Rear  Admiral 
Philip  Andrews,  U.  S.  N.,  Commandant  of  the  First  Naval  District,  berthing  space 
and  classrooms  were  provided  for  the  school  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown, 
Mass. 

Information  Furnished  Other  States. 

Requests  have  been  received  from  New  Jersey,  Virginia  and  California  for 
information  regarding  the  establishment  and  operation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School.  Information  has  also  been  furnished  Belgium,  which  desires 
to  improve  its  school  for  the  training  of  young  men  for  the  merchant  marine. 

Canada  and  New  Zealand  are  considering  the  establishment  of  merchant  marine 
training  ships. 

Graduates  of  1927. 

There  is  a  good  demand  for  the  graduates  of  the  school.  The  possibilities  of 
rapid  promotion  from  third  officer  to  captain  were  evidenced  recently  when  a 
graduate  in  the  class  of  1923  was  appointed  captain  of  a  steamer  of  5,000  tons, 
owned  and  operated  by  a  well-known  New  York  corporation.  This  graduate  is 
24  years  of  age,  and  is  therefore  one  of  the  youngest  captains  in  American  shipping. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  register  of  graduates,  given  on  the  last  pages  of  this  report, 
that  the  school  is  fulfilling  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  established  thirty-six  years 
ago.  A  large  percent  of  the  graduates  follow  the  vocation  for  which  they  were 
educated.

Mr.  Harris  Livermore,  president  of  the  Coastwise 
Transporation  Company,  presented  the  Maritime  Association  prizes  to  Christian 
Simonsen,  Jr.,  and  W.  Duncan  Brimner.  The  Alumni  Association  prizes  were 
presented  to  Prescott  L.  Dixon  and  W.  Duncan  Brimner  by  Commissioner 
Clarence  E.  Perkins.  The  diplomas  were  presented  by  Capt.  Armistead  Rust, 
U.  S.  N.,  superintendent  of  the  school. 

The  66th  graduation  exercises  were  held  at  11  a.m.,  on  Tuesday,  October  4, 
1927,  on  board  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown. 
Mr.  Clarence  E.  Perkins,  commissioner  of  the  Nautical  School,  presided.  Rev. 
Samuel  A.  Eliot  of  Boston  offered  prayer  and  presented  the  Bibles.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Rear  Admiral  Philip  Andrews,  U.  S.  N.,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Gwinn  of 
San  Francisco,  president  of  the  Department  of  Superintendence,  National  Edu- 
cation Association. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  prizes  were  presented  to  graduates  Allen  P.  Rounds 
and  Charles  V.  Rowe,  by  Joseph  W.  Powell,  president  of  the  Maritime  Association. 
The  Alumni  Association  prizes  were  presented  to  graduates  Allen  P.  Rounds  and 
Charles  V.  Rowe,  by  Mr.  Frank  L.  Downey,  president  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

The  Wood  Memorial  Prize  amounting  to  $160.67  was  presented  to  graduate 
Allen  P.  Rounds  by  Professor  Zelotes  Wood  Coombs  of  the  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute,  a  cousin  of  the  donor.  The  diplomas  were  presented  to  the  graduates 
by  Dr.  Payson  Smith,  commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
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Death  of  Francis  T.  Bowles. 


The  Commissioners  suffered  the  loss  of  their  chairman  on  August  3.  As  chair- 
man of  the  board  for  eleven  years,  Admiral  Bowles  rendered  distinguished  service 
to  the  Commonwealth.  On  August  17,  the  Commissioners  adopted  the  following 
resolution : 

"Resolved:  In  the  death  of  Francis  T.  Bowles  on  August  3,  1927,  the 
Commonwealth  has  lost  one  of  its  leading  public  spirited  citizens,  and 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  a  faithful, 
practical,  and  painstaking  co-worker.  Admiral  Bowles  was  appointed  a 
Commissioner  of  the  school  by  Governor  Samuel  W.  McCall,  on  July  5, 
1916,  and  on  July  7,  1916,  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  a 
position  which  he  held  until  his  death.  During  the  eleven  years  he  served 
the  Commonwealth  he  gave  abundantly  of  his  time  and  thought  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  school.  Always  earnest  and  attentive  to 
details,  discerning  and  just,  yet  ever  sympathetic  with  the  problems 
of  young  men,  his  administration  was  entirely  successful  and  notably 
popular.  The  Commonwealth  was  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
draft  the  services  of  one  who  was  so  eminently  qualified  by  education 
and  experience  to  direct  the  training  of  nautical  cadets."

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FEDERAL  LEGISLATION. 
H.  R.  24145.    Approved  March  4,  1911. 
(Original  Act  passed  June  20,  1874.) 

An  Act  for  the  Establishment  of  Marine  Schools,  and  for  Other  Purposes. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  promote  nautical  education,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  furnish,  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  the  governor 
of  a  State,  a  suitable  vessel  of  the  navy,  with  all  her  apparel,  charts,  books,  and 
instruments  of  navigation,  provided  the  same  can  be  spared  without  detriment  to 
the  naval  service,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  nautical  school,  or  school  or 
college  having  a  nautical  branch,  established  at  each  of  the  following  ports  of  the 
United  States:  Boston,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Seattle,  San  Francisco,  Baltimore, 
Detroit,  Saginaw  (Michigan),  Norfolk,  and  Corpus  Christi,  upon  the  condition 
that  there  shall  be  maintained  at  such  port  a  school  or  branch  of  a  school  for  the 
instruction  of  youths  in  navigation,  steamship-marine  engineering,  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  proper  construction,  equipment,  and  sailing  of  vessels  or  any 
particular  branch  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  annually  appropriated  by  any 
State  or  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such  a  marine  school  or 
schools  or  the  nautical  branch  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  school  or  schools: 
provided,  however,  that  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  one  school  in  any  port 
heretofore  named  in  section  one  and  that  the  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  school. 

Section  3.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized,  when 
in  his  opinion  the  same  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  public  service,  to 
detail  proper  officers  of  the  navy  as  superintendents  of  or  instructors  in  such  schools : 
provided,  that  if  any  such  school  shall  be  discontinued,  or  the  good  of  the  naval 
service  shall  require,  such  vessel  shall  be  immediately  restored  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  and  the  officers  so  detailed  recalled:  and  provided  further,  that  no 
person  shall  be  sentenced  to  or  received  at  such  schools  as  a  punishment  or  com- 
mutation of  punishment  for  crime. 
Section  4.    That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

STATE  LEGISLATION. 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  1921. 
Chapter  15. 
Department  of  Education. 
Section  22.     There  shall  be  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical 
School  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  three  citizens  of  the  common- 
wealth, one  of  whom  shall  annually  before  July  1st  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  three  years  from  said  day. 
Section  23.     The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  actually  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

Chapter  74. 
Vocational  Education. 
Section  49.     The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
shall  provide  and  maintain  a  nautical  school  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  the 
science  and  practice  of  navigation,  accommodations  therefor  on  board  a  proper 
vessel,  books,  stationery,  apparatus  and  supplies  needed  in  the  work  thereof, 
and  appoint  and  remove  necessary  instructors  and  other  employees,  determine 
their  compensation,  fix  the  terms  upon  which  students  shall  be  received  and  in- 
structed therein  and  discharged  therefrom,  make  all  regulations  necessary  for  its 
management  and  provide  from  time  to  time  for  cruises  in  or  from  Boston  Harbor. 
Section  50.     The  board  may  receive  from  the  federal  government  and  use  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  school,  vessels  detailed  by  the  secretary  of  the  Navy. 
Section  51.     In  addition  to  the  advances  authorized  by  section  twenty-three  of 
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chapter  twenty-nine,  the  state  treasurer  shall,  upon  requisition  by  the  board  to 
the  state  comptroller,  make  an  advance  for  said  cruises  of  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  six  months  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  vessel  detailed 
therefor,  who  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  its  proper  disbursment.  Said  advance 
shall  be  accounted  for  by  properly  approved  vouchers  within  thirty  days  after 
the  termination  of  said  cruises. 

Section  53.  The  commissioner  shall  make  an  annual  report  relative  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Nautical  School.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the 
honor  to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1928, 
the  thirty-seventh  annual  report.

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School,  a  division  of  the  Department 
of  Education,  provides  a  two  years'  course  of  instruction  in  seaman- 
ship, navigation,  marine  engineering  and  electricity  to  residents  of  the 
State.  The  age  limit  of  applicants  is  from  seventeen  years  to  the  twen- 
tieth birthday. 

The  school  is  conducted  on  board  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  which 
is  berthed  for  the  winter  term  at  the  North  End  Park,  Boston.  During 
the  summer  term  of  five  months,  practical  instruction  is  given  while 
cruising  under  sail  and  steam. 

The  "Nantucket"  is  a  barkentine  rigged  iron  sailing  vessel  of  about 
1,300  tons  with  steam  power.  The  replacement  value  of  the  "Nan- 
tucket" as  estimated  by  the  Navy  Department  is  $450,000. 

The  entrance  examinations  are  held  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  usu- 
ally the  latter  part  of  March  and  the  latter  part  of  September.  Two 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  applications  were  received  for  the  entrance 
examinations  held  the  past  year.  The  seventy-two  applicants  standing 
highest  were  admitted  to  the  school.  The  examination  is  competitive, 
those  obtaining  the  highest  marks  being  admitted  to  fill  the  existing 
vacancies. 

The  graduates  of  the  school  are  qualified  to  obtain  a  United  States 
Steamboat  Inspector's  certificate  as  third  officer  or  third  assistant  en- 
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gineer.  The  demand  for  the  graduates  of  the  school  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  supply.  A  register  of  the  graduates,  showing  the  positions  to 
which  they  have  attained  and  the  lines  with  which  they  are  associated,  is 
printed  on  the  last  pages  of  this  report. 

The  school  offers  an  opportunity  for  young  men  to  enter  upon  a 
course  of  study  under  most  favorable  conditions.  The  outdoor  life, 
regular  routine,  and  sea  experience  make  for  good  health  and  physical 
perfection;,  and  promotion  from  third  officer  to  first  officer  is  prac- 
ticable within  a  few  years,  and  from  first  officer  to  captain  in  due 
course.  On  account  of  the  limited  number  of  trained  and  reliable  offi- 
cers for  American  ships,  there  is  a  real  opportunity  for  rapid  promo- 
tion. 

Deposits  and  Tuition. 

Applicants  entering  the  school  make  a  clothing  fund  deposit  of  $150,  a 
graduation  deposit  of  $50,  and  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $50.  The  graduation 
deposit  is  returned  to  the  cadet  upon  graduation;  if  he  fails  to  graduate 
for  any  reason,  it  is  forfeited  to  the  State.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second 
year  there  is  required  a  clothing  fund  deposit  of  $50  and  a  tuition  fee 
of  $50. 

Spanish-American  War  Tablet. 

A  bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  the  graduates  and  ex-cadets  who 
served  in  the  Spanish-American  War  was  dedicated  on  board  the  "Nan- 
tucket" on  May  7.  The  memorial  was  unveiled  in  the  presence  of  the 
cadets  and  Spanish-War  veterans,  by  Hon.  Roger  Wolcott,  whose  father 
was  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  Spanish  War. 

The  inscription  on  the  tablet  is  as  follows:

In  recent  years,  the  personnel  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  has 
experienced  a  large  increase,  and  the  school  has  been  of  material  as- 
sistance to  the  government  in  supplying  trained  and  competent  officers 
for  this  service.  About  thirty  graduates  have  accepted  appointment  in 
that  branch  of  the  government  marine  service. 

The  United  States  Steamboat  Inspectors  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  one  of  the  members  of  the  class  graduated  in  the  autumn  passed 
a  perfect  examination,  receiving  100  per  cent.

The  school  has  received,  as  the  gift  of  Mr.  Walter  Gilman  Page,  a 
copy  of  a  painting  of  Admiral  Sir  Isaac  Coffin,  Baronet,  who  at  his  own 
expense  established  the  first  nautical  school  on  this  continent  at  Nan- 
tucket in  1816.  It  is  a  copy  of  an  original  portrait  in  oil  painted  from 
life  in  1808  by  Sir  William  Beechey,  R.  A.,  and  now  hanging  in  the 
library  of  the  Coffin  School,  Nantucket. 

Repairs. 

The  Navy  Department  loans  the  "Nantucket"  to  the  Commonwealth, 
and  keeps  the  ship  in  repair;  and  in  1928  expended  for  this  purpose 
and  for  equipment  $27,000. 

Wood-Whitman  Memorial  Prize. 

The  Wood-Whitman  Memorial  Prize  was  provided  by  the  late 
Mr.  Irving  Wood,  a  Boston  merchant,  in  memory  of  Capt.  James 
Thompson  Whitman  of  the  Boston  bark  "Gertrude."  The  prize  con- 
sists of  the  income  on  $5,000  and  is  awarded  annually  to  the  graduate 
of  the  year  standing  highest  in  seamanship  and  navigation.     The  fol-

Detailed  Report  on  the  Practice  Cruise. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Boston  on  May  9,  and  arrived  at  Prov- 
incetown  on  the  same  day.  The  ship  sailed  from  Provincetown  at  2  P.  M. 
on  May  12,  and  arrived  at  Ponta  Delgada,  Azores,  at  6.30  A.  M.,  on 
May  24.  The  passage  to  the  Azores  was  attended  with  much  southwest- 
erly weather  with  fresh  breezes,  rain  squalls,  and  a  rough  sea  most  of 
the  time. 

The  schoolship  left  Ponta  Delgada  at  10.40  A.  M.,  on  May  28,  and  ar- 
rived at  Plymouth,  England,  at  6  A.  M.,  on  June  4.  The  U.  S.  S.  Detroit 
flying  the  flag  of  Vice  Admiral  T.  H.  Burrage,  U.  S.N.,  was  in  port  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  "Nantucket"  in  Plymouth. 

The  first  part  of  the  passage  between  Ponta  Delgada  and  Plymouth  was 
pleasant,  but  the  last  part  was  rough  with  fresh  head  wind  and  sea  which 
reduced  the  speed  from  nine  to  three  knots. 

Sailed  from  Plymouth  at  9  A.  M.,  June  8,  and  arrived  at  Belfast,  Ire- 
land, at  4  P.  M.,  June  10.  Head  wind  and  sea  was  encountered  until 
rounding  the  Lizard  Head  when  fore  and  aft  sail  were  set  until  passing 
Wolf  Rock  Light,  when  the  course  was  changed  and  square  sails  were 
set  and  carried  up  the  Irish  Sea.  At  2  P.  M.,  picked  up  the  Pilot  and 
proceeded  into  the  harbor.  The  ship  passed  Carrickfergus,  off  which 
place  Capt.  John  Paul  Jones  with  the  "Ranger"  captured  the  British  ship 
"Drake." 

Arrangements  were  made  to  take  the  cadets  on  motor  trips  in  the  coun- 
try. 

Left  Belfast,  Ireland,  at  6  A.  M.,  June  15,  and  arrived  at  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  at  7  P.  M.,  on  the  same  day. 

The  Superintendent  visited  the  Navigation  School  at  Glasgow  main- 
tained in  connection  with  the  Royal  Technical  College.     The  school  has 
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a  most  adequate  equipment  with  modern  apparatus  for  the  instruction 
of  its  students,  who  have  the  use  of  large  classrooms  and  lecture  halls 
in  the  Royal  College. 

The  departure  from  Glasgow  was  made  at  noon,  June  21,  and  at  8.40 
A.  M.,  June  26,  the  ship  arrived  at  Reikiavik,  Iceland.  On  June  22,  the 
wind  increased  in  force  to  half  a  gale  with  a  heavy  sea  and  then  hauled 
to  the  west  N.  N.  W.,  bringing  the  wind  and  sea  nearly  ahead,  but  the 
wind  moderated  to  fresh  to  strong  breeze  until  the  morning  of  the  24th, 
after  which  time  the  wind  and  sea  went  down  and  good  progress  was 
made.  While  in  the  port  of  Reikiavik,  Iceland,  the  weather  was  mild  and 
pleasant. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Reikiavik  at  9  A.  M.,  June  30,  and  ar- 
rived at  Bergen,  Norway,  at  9.30  A.  M.,  July  5,  where  were  found  two 
German  naval  vessels,  the  cruiser  "Nymphe"  and  the  battleship  "Elsass." 
An  interesting  and  instructive  Exposition  was  in  progress  at  Bergen 
to  which  the  cadets  had  access.  The  passage  from  Iceland  to  Bergen 
was  pleasant  with  very  little  rain. 

At  this  port,  Captain  Thomas  Drake  of  the  Schooner  "Pilgrim"  ad- 
dressed the  cadets  on  his  experiences  in  sailing  the  "Pilgrim,"  single 
handed,  from  Seattle,  Washington,  via  the  Panama  Canal  and  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  to  Bergen.  The  schooner  is  35  feet  long,  11  feet 
beam,  and  draws  3%  feet,  having  been  built  by  Captain  Drake. 

Sailed  from  Bergen,  Norway,  at  11.40  A.  M.,  July  12,  and  arrived  at 
Edinburgh,  (Leith  Roads),  at  4.30  A.  M.,  July  15.  Pleasant  weather  was 
experienced  at  Edinburgh  and  the  cadets  had  excellent  opportunities  to 
visit  the  places  of  historical  interest. 

Leaving  Leith  Roads  at  6  P.  M.,  July  19,  the  ship  was  berthed  at  the 
Sir  William  Wright  Dock,  Hull,  at  9.20  A.  M.,  July  21.  As  during  the 
previous  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Hull,  in  July,  1924,  the  city  officials 
and  people  generally  were  most  hospitable  and  cordial  in  the  reception 
given  to  the  ship. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Hull  at  2.50  P.  M.,  July  28,  and  arrived 
at  Gibraltar  at  12.40  P.  M.,  August  5.  The  pasage  to  Gibraltar  was  un- 
eventful, high  winds  in  the  English  Channel,  but  the  sea  was  smooth 
across  the  Bay  of  Biscay  with  light  variable  breezes  until  1  A.  M., 
August  3,  when  the  wind  came  out  fair  moderate  to  fresh  from  N.  N.  W. 
until  5  A.  M.,  August  5. 

Sailed  from  Gibraltar  at  10.20  A.  M.,  August  10,  and  anchored  at 
Funchal,  Madeira,  at  7.50  P.  M.,  August  13,  after  a  pleasant  voyage. 

At  10.10  A.  M.,  on  August  18,  left  Funchal,  Madeira,  and  dropped 
anchor  at  St.  Georges,  Bermuda,  at  11.25  A.  M.,  September  5.  Pleasant 
weather  was  experienced  during  the  whole  passage  except  during  the  last 
few  days  when  the  weather  was  hot.  The  weather  at  Bermuda  was  very 
hot  notwithstanding  there  was  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  east  all  the 
while.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  wind  to  give  the  cadets  a  great  deal 
of  practice  in  boats  under  sail. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Bermuda  on  September  9  and  arrived  at  Boston 
on  September  14.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1929,  the  thirty-eighth 
annual  report.

In  his  inaugural  message  on  January  3,  1929,  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
Frank  G.  Allen,  said:  "The  continued  prosperity  and  well-being  of  Massachusetts 
depends  largely  upon  the  ability  of  our  young  people  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
advancing  and  progressive  age.  Educational  standards  must  keep  pace  with  the 
times.  I  believe  every  student  should  have  as  good  an  educational  groundwork  as 
possible,  suited  so  far  as  feasible  in  each  case  to  his  special  interests  and  capabilities." 

The  function  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  to  provide  an  education 
for  the  young  men  of  the  State  whose  special  interests  and  capabilities  are  on  the 
sea.  It  is  providing  a  vocational  education  for  qualified  young  men  who  cannot 
otherwise  afford  a  technical  training.  The  course  includes  two  years  of  practical 
and  theoretical  instruction  in  seamanship,  navigation,  and  marine  engineering. 
The  regulations  require  candidates  to  be  between  seventeen  and  twenty  years  of 
age  and  sons  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts.  Classes  are  admitted  semi-annually  by 
competitive  examination  in  April  and  October.  The  school  is  conducted  on  board 
the  U.  S.  S.  "Nantucket,"  a  steam  vessel  with  sail  power,  which  cruises  at  sea 
from  May  until  September,  and  in  the  winter  is  moored  at  the  North  End  Park, 
Boston. 

Applicants  entering  the  school  make  a  clothing  fund  deposit  of  $150,  a  graduation 
deposit  of  $50,  and  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $50.  The  graduation  deposit  is  returned 
to  the  cadet  upon  graduation;  if  he  fails  to  graduate  for  any  reason,  it  is  forfeited 
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to  the  State.   At  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  of  the  course,  there  is  required  a 
clothing  fund  deposit  of  $50  and  a  tuition  fee  of  $50. 

Since  its  establishment  thirty-eight  years  ago,  the  school  has  been  remarkably 
successful.  It  has  been  filled  to  its  capacity,  with  a  waiting  list  from  which  to  fill 
any  vacancies  occurring  during  the  first  weeks  of  the  course.  It  is  providing  officers 
for  the  merchant  marine  and  a  naval  reserve  ready  for  instant  use  whenever  needed. 
Few  if  any  State  technical  schools  have  so  large  a  per  cent  of  graduates  engaged 
in  the  special  work  for  which  they  were  educated  and  trained.  The  record  of  the 
graduates  as  operating  managers,  marine  superintendents,  superintending  engi- 
neers, port  captains,  captains,  chief  engineers,  and  in  other  important  positions 
is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. 

The  year  1929  has  been  a  normal  one.  There  has  been  a  sustained  demand  for 
the  education  which  the  school  provides.  The  summer  practise  cruise  to  southern 
Europe  of  11,257  miles  was  satisfactory,  affording  excellent  opportunities  for  pro- 
fessional training  not  only  at  sea  but  in  port.  The  demand  for  the  graduates  from 
prominent  ship  owners  continues  to  be  in  excess  of  the  supply. 

In  the  spring,  the  Federal  Government  made  extensive  repairs  to  the  hull  and 
machinery  of  the  "Nantucket,"  placing  the  ship  in  good  condition  for  the  work 
of  the  school. 

Saving  Life  and  Property  at  Sea. 

The  graduates  of  the  school  have  from  time  to  time  performed  notable  work  in 
saving  life  and  property  at  sea.  During  the  past  year  their  record  in  this  regard 
has  been  an  unusually  brilliant  one. 

On  December  6,  1929,  Harold  L.  Winslow,  of  Canton,  class  of  1912,  Chief  Officer 
of  the  trans- Atlantic  liner  "Republic,"  rescued  the  crew  of  eleven  men  from  the 
Schooner  "Gander  Deal,"  which  foundered  550  miles  off  the  coast  of  Newfoundland. 
Graduate  Winslow  was  in  charge  of  the  life-boat  with  a  volunteer  crew,  the  con- 
ditions of  wind  and  sea  making  the  rescue  a  difficult  and  hazardous  one. 

Sydney  L.  MacLaughlin,  of  Lexington,  class  of  1917,  Captain  of  the  yacht 
"Amida,"  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  ocean-going  yachts  afloat,  rescued 
the  crew  of  the  four-masted  schooner  "James  E.  Coburn,"  which  foundered  in  the 
Atlantic  on  April  17,  1929.  The  exhausted  crew  of  ten  men  were  picked  up  on 
April  25,  after  being  in  an  open  boat  eight  and  one-half  days. 

In  February,  Carroll  P.  Burgess  of  Plymouth,  class  of  1922,  First  Officer  of  the 
"S.  S.  Swiftscout,"  was  in  charge  of  the  boat's  crew  that  rescued  the  crew  of  the 
schooner  "H.  D.  MacLean,"  just  before  the  ship  sank  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  off 
the  Virginia  Capes. 

The  steamer  "Silver  Maple,"  disabled  in  a  storm  by  the  loss  of  her  rudder  on 
January  29,  1929,  was  towed  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Coast  Guard  steamers  "Tampa"  and 
"Mojave"  450  miles  to  Bermuda.  Angus  S.  Maclntyre,  class  of  1922,  was  Navi- 
gating Officer  of  the  "Tampa"  and  Julius  F.  Jacot,  class  of  1923,  was  a  Lieutenant 
on  board  the  "Mojave." 

Henry  K.  Bradford  of  Saugus,  class  of  1925,  an  officer  on  board  the 
"S.  S.  West  Honaker"  of  the  Roosevelt  Steamship  Company,  jumped  overboard 
in  a  heavy  sea  and  rescued  seaman  Harvey  Johnson,  who  had  been  swept  from  the 
deck  of  the  ship.  The  rescue  took  place  in  the  Indian  Ocean  on  July  9, 1929,  while 
the  "West  Honaker"  was  proceeding  to  New  York  from  Calcutta.  Mr.  Bradford 
has  been  awarded  a  gold  medal  and  $100  by  the  New  York  Board  of  Underwriters. 

California  Nautical  School. 

The  development  of  American  shipping  and  the  enlarged  interest  in  maritime 
matters  have  resulted  in  a  demand  for  additional  State  nautical  schools.  California 
has  established  a  nautical  school  along  similar  lines  to  the  Massachusetts  school. 
It  is  to  be  maintained  at  the  port  of  San  Francisco.    The  states  of  Florida,  Vir- 
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ginia,  Louisiana  and  Texas  are  considering  the  establishment  of  State  nautical 
schools. 

New  Tonnage. 

It  is  expected  that  during  the  next  five  years  the  American  merchant  marine 
will  experience  a  large  increase.  As  a  result  of  the  enactment  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  Act  of  1928,  many  ships  are  being  constructed  in  American  shipyards  for 
the  coastwise  and  foreign  trade.  Contracts  for  new  tonnage  have  been  awarded 
by  the  Export  Steamship  Corp.,  Roosevelt  Steamship  Co.,  the  Oceanic  Steamship 
Co.,  the  Dollar  Line,  the  Ward  Line,  and  other  lines.  The  Inter-Departmental 
committee  on  mail  contracts  has  approved  the  building  of  twenty-nine  ocean  mail 
steamers  at  a  cost  of  about  $160,000,000  during  the  next  five  years.  Three  of  these 
ships  must  register  45,000  tons,  two  with  a  speed  of  28  knots,  and  one  with  a  speed 
of  24  knots.

Detailed  Report  on  the  Practice  Cruise. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Provincetown  on  May  25,  1929,  and  arrived  at 
Ponta  Delgada,  Azores,  on  June  7;  during  the  passage  1,200  miles  were  made 
under  sail,  610  miles  under  sail  and  steam,  and  384  miles  under  steam. 

The  ship  left  Ponta  Delgada  on  June  11,  arriving  at  Seville,  Spain,  on  June  17. 
The  Ibero-American  Exposition  was  being  held  in  Seville  and  the  cadets  had  every 
opportunity  to  visit  it.  A  full  size  model  of  the  "Santa  Maria,"  the  flagship  of 
Christopher  Columbus,  was  anchored  in  the  river  not  far  from  the  "Nantucket." 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Seville  on  June  21  and  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on 
June  22.  Off  Cape  Trafalgar,  three  battleships  from  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy,  the  "Arkansas,"  "Florida"  and  "Utah,"  passed  bound  for  Barcelona. 

Leaving  Gibraltar  on  June  29,  the  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Naples  on  July  5, 
where  the  battleships  "Arkansas,"  "Florida"  and  "Utah"  were  found  at  anchor. 
The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Naples  on  July  9  and  arrived  at  Corfu,  Greece,  on 
July  12.  On  July  10  a  moderate  gale  with  a  rough  choppy  sea  was  experienced, 
which  occasioned  much  seasickness  among  the  new  cadets  and  some  of  the  others. 

Sailing  from  Corfu  on  July  14,  the  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Venice,  Italy,  on 
July  17.  At  Venice,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Manager  of  the  British 
Institute  for  Seamen  for  the  cadets  to  visit  a  number  of  places  of  historic  interest. 
The  ship  sailed  from  Venice  on  July  23  and  arrived  at  Pola,  Italy,  on  the  same  day. 

Left  Pola  on  July  27  and  arrived  at  Spalato,  Dalmatia,  on  July  28.  At  Spalato 
a  committee  visited  the  ship  with  an  interpreter  to  inspect  the  school  and  obtain 
information  regarding  its  work  preliminary  to  purchasing  a  schoolship.  Sailing 
from  Spalato  on  July  31,  Ragusa,  Dalmatia,  was  reached  on  August  1. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Ragusa  on  August  4  and  arrived  at  Cattaro  the 
same  day.  Topla,  Teodo,  and  Cattaro  Bays,  surrounded  by  mountains  from  3,000 
to  5,000  feet  high,  afforded  excellent  opportunities  for  boat  work.  Cattaro  was  left 
behind  on  August  7  and  Valetta,  Malta,  was  reached  on  August  10. 

Sailing  from  Malta  on  August  14,  Gibraltar  was  sighted  on  August  20.  At 
Gibraltar  it  was  necessary  to  remove  a  growth  of  barnacles  which  had  accumulated 
on  the  ship's  hull  by  listing  the  ship  first  to  one  side  and  then  to  the  other.  The 
"Nantucket"  sailed  from  Gibraltar  August  24  and  arrived  at  Funchal  on  August  28. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Funchal,  Madeira,  on  September  1  and  arrived 
at  St.  Georges,  Bermuda,  on  September  17.  The  wind  in  the  trades  was  very 
light,  making  it  necessary  to  call  at  Bermuda  for  coal.  The  distances  made  good 
from  Funchal  to  Bermuda:  under  steam,  854  miles;  under  steam  and  sail,  1,536 
miles;  and  under  sail,  449  miles. 

Sailed  from  St.  Georges  on  September  17  and  arrived  at  Provincetown  on  Sep- 
tember 21,  via  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  Distances  made  good  from  Bermuda  to 
Provincetown:  under  steam,  166  miles;  under  steam  and  sail,  524  miles.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1930,  the  thirty-ninth  annual 
report. 

School  Calendar,  1930.

The  Educational  Opportunity. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  offers  instruction  to  the  young  men  of  the 
state  desiring  to  fit  themselves  for  a  seafaring  life  as  deck  and  engineer  officers. 
The  course  of  study  occupies  two  years,  and  includes  seamanship,  navigation, 
marine  engineering,  marine  law,  ship  construction,  mathematics  and  English. 
During  the  winter  term,  studies  are  conducted  on  board  the  Schoolship  Nantucket 
while  berthed  in  Boston.  Practical  instruction  is  given  while  the  ship  is  cruising 
from  May  until  September.  Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  seventeen 
and  twenty  years.  The  following  deposits  are  made  when  entering  the  school: 
a  clothing  deposit  of  $150,  a  graduation  deposit  of  $50,  and  a  tuition  fee  of  $50. 
The  graduation  deposit  is  returned  to  the  cadet  upon  graduation;  if  he  fails  to 
graduate  for  any  reason,  it  is  forfeited  to  the  state.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second 
year  there  is  required  a  clothing  deposit  of  $50  and  a  tuition  fee  of  $50.  Students 
are  enrolled  in  the  school  in  March  and  September  by  competitive  examination. 

The  work  of  the  school  has  been  marked  by  the  large  proportion  of  its  graduates 
who  continue  in  the  vocation  for  which  they  are  trained  (about  85%),  by  the 
rapid  progress  made  by  the  graduates  in  the  merchant  marine,  and  by  the  creditable 
performance  of  its  graduates  in  times  of  national  emergency. 

The  graduates  of  the  school  are  employed  as  officers  in  all  the  principal  steamship 
lines  of  the  country  both  in  the  foreign  trade  and  in  the  domestic  trade.     A  large

number  have  attained  to  the  highest  rank  as  captains  and  chief  engineers,  and 
many  are  holding  executive  positions  in  various  steamship  lines  as  President, 
Operating  Manager,  Marine  Superintendent,  Port  Captain  and  Port  Engineer. 

The  School  and  American  Shipping. 

"The  Nation  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  existence  of  the  State  training  ships, 
whose  value  is  coming  more  and  more  to  be  appreciated  by  national  and  state 
governments,  and  by  all  who  have  to  do  with  the  great  business  of  the  sea.  They 
are  not  new  institutions.  For  many  years  they  have  been  producing  trained  sea 
officers  for  the  United  States,  but  with  the  vast  increase  of  the  merchant  marine 
which  the  Great  War  wrought,  the  schoolships  have  taken  on  a  new  importance. 
They  are  main  sources  of  technical  education  for  the  leaders  of  our  personnel 
afloat,  and  representing  as  they  do  the  three  great  characteristic  maritime  states 
of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  they  are  calculated  to  bring  to  the 
merchant  service  the  most  carefully  chosen  and  efficient  young  Americans." —

The  Work  of  the  Year. 

At  the  autumn  entrance  examination  algebra  and  geometry,  as  required  sub- 
jects, were  included  in  the  examination  for  the  first  time.  This  requirement 
places  a  greater  emphasis  upon  the  fact  that  a  good  knowledge  of  mathematics  is 
necessary  lor  anyone  desiring  to  take  the  course  in  the  school. 

Among  the  improvements  made  to  the  equipment  was  the  installation  in  the 
spring  of  an  electric  refrigerating  plant  of  the  most  modern  type. 

An  exhibit  of  the  work  was  made  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  from  Septem- 
ber 14  to  September  20,  and  at  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Tercentenary  Exhibition 
held  in  the  Commonwealth  Armory  from  September  29  to  October  11. 

On  February  IS  the  Alumni  Association  presented  the  school  with  a  State  Flag. 
The  presentation  was  made  in  the  Hall  of  Flags,  State  House,  by  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Frank  G.  Allen,  on  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  gift  being 
received  by  Capt.  Armistead  Rust,  U.S.N.,  the  Superintendent  of  the  school.  A 
company  of  cadets  was  present. 

The  Boston  Marine  Society,  the  oldest  marine  society  in  the  world,  has  voted 
to  award  a  gold  watch  to  an  honor  graduate.  This  prize  was  awarded  for  the  first 
time  on  October  8.  This  helpful  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  Marine 
Society  is  much  appreciated. 

During  the  summer  the  schoolship  Nantucket  sailed  or  steamed  10,S00  miles, 
having  on  board  115  cadets.  Practical  instruction  and  study  periods  were  com- 
bined with  good  effect.  The  itinerary  included  ports  in  the  Azores,  Wales,  Ire- 
land, England,  Scotland,  Norway,  Holland,  Morocco  and  the  Madeira  Islands. 

California  Nautical  School. 

The  California  Nautical  School  established  in  1929  will  begin  operations  on 
February  2,  1931.     The  capacity  of  the  school  will  be  120. 

The  school  will  be  conducted  on  board  the  S.S.  California  State,  a  United  States 
Shipping  Board  vessel  of  2,592  tons,  and  will  be  located  at  Tiburon,  California, 
where  a  large  tract  of  land  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  school.  The 
schoolship  will  be  in  port  for  about  seven  months  and  make  a  practice  cruise  of 
five  months. 

Historical  Review. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  had  its  inception  in  an  Act  of  Congress 
passed  on  June  20,  1S74.  The  purpose  of  this  act  was  to  encourage  the  establish- 
ment of  nautical  schools  in  seacoast  states.  The  legislation  authorized  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  to  furnish,  upon  application  by  the  Governor  ol  the  State,  a 
suitable  vessel  with  all  equipment,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  nautical  school 
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established  at  a  port  specified  in  the  Act.  The  ports  named  were  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia, New  York,  Seattle,  San  Francisco,  Baltimore,  Detroit,  Saginaw,  Norfolk 
and  Corpus  Christi.  The  Massachusetts  school  was  established  by  the  Legisla- 
ture on  June  11,  1891.  On  October  28,  1892,  the  Navy  Department  loaned  the 
U.S.S.  Enterprise  to  the  State. 

The  first  entrance  examination  of  the  candidates  for  admission  to  the  school 
was  held  at  the  State  House  on  February  25,  1893.  The  first  cadets  were  enrolled 
and  received  on  board  on  April  5,  1893.  After  a  short  cruise  in  Massachusetts 
Bay,  the  Enterprise  sailed  for  New  York  on  April  22  to  participate  in  the  Naval 
Review,  returning  to  Boston  on  May  1.  A  short  cruise  was  then  made  to  New 
England  ports.  The  ship  sailed  on  the  first  foreign  cruise  on  July  1,  1893.  The 
first  class  was  graduated  on  April  13,  1895.  The  work  was  conducted  on  board 
the  Enterprise  for  sixteen  years,  from  April  5, 1893,  until  April  26,  1909,  when  the 
Enterprise  was  returned  to  the  Navy  Department  and  replaced  by  the  U.S.S. 
Ranger.  Nine  years  later,  in  1918,  the  Navy  Department  changed  the  name  of 
the  ship  from  Ranger  to  Nantucket,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  as  the  name 
Ranger  was  given  to  one  of  the  new  naval  vessels. 

Two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  young  men  have  received  instruc- 
tion in  the  theory  and  practise  of  seamanship  and  marine  engineering. 

The  school  functioned  as  a  separate  State  department  for  many  years.  On 
July  13,  1919,  it  was  incorporated  in  the  Department  of  Education.  As  a  Division 
of  that  Department,  the  work  is  administered  by  three  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Governor. 

An  exhibit  has  been  made  at  the  following  expositions:  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition,  held  in  St.  Louis  in  1904;  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition,  Portland, 
Oregon,  held  in  1905;  the  Jamestown  Tercentenary  Exposition,  held  at  Hampton 
Roads,  Va.,  in  1907;  the  Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition,  held  in  San 
Francisco,  California,  in  1915;  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Tercentenary  Exhibition 
held  in  Commonwealth  Armory,  Boston,  from  September  29  to  October  11,  1930. 
The  school  has  been  awarded  three  gold  medals  and  one  silver  medal. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Spanish-American  War  in  1898,  the  school  had  been  in 
operation  only  five  years,  yet  about  one  hundred  graduates  and  ex-cadets  engaged 
in  War  service  in  various  capacities  from  yeoman  to  ensign.  On  May  7,  1928,  a 
bronze  tablet,  in  memory  of  the  graduates  and  former  cadets  who  served  in  the 
Spanish-American  War,  was  unveiled  on  board  the  Schoolship  by  Hon.  Roger 
Wolcott,  whose  father  was  Governor  of  Massachusetts  during  that  war. 

The  record  of  the  graduates  in  the  Great  War  of  1917-18  is  highly  creditable. 
About  300  graduates  served  as  officers  in  the  Navy,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  auxiliary  services,  with  commissions  ranging  from  ensign  to 
commander.  In  addition,  150  graduates  served  as  officers  in  the  American  mer- 
chant marine,  of  whom  25  were  in  command  of  ships.  Eleven  graduates  lost 
their  lives  during  war  service;  a  bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  these  graduates  was 
placed  on  board  the  Schoolship  Nantucket  in  September,  1924.

Detailed  Report  on  the  Practise  Cruise. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Provincetown  on  May  31  and  arrived  at  Ponta  Del- 
gada,  Azores,  on  June  12.  During  this  passage  the  ship  steamed  862  miles,  was 
under  steam  and  sail  739  miles,  and  under  sail  alone  551  miles. 

The  ship  left  Ponta  Delgada  on  June  16  and  arrived  at  Cardiff,  Wales,  on  June  24. 

Leaving  Cardiff  on  June  29,  the  Nantucket  arrived  at  Kingstown,  near  Dublin, 
Ireland,  on  June  30.  On  July  4,  the  ship  was  full  dressed,  and  in  the  forenoon  the 
cadets  had  boat  races  under  oars  and  sail,  tug  of  war,  and  a  race  over  the  masthead, 
all  between  the  starboard  and  port  watches. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Kingstown,  Ireland,  on  July  5,  and  arrived  at  the  Albert 
Dock,  Liverpool,  on  July  6.  At  this  port  the  officers  and  cadets  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  H.  M.  S.  "Conway,"  the  British  Schoolship,  anchored  off  Birken- 
head. 
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On  July  10,  the  Nantucket  sailed  from  Liverpool  and  arrived  at  the  Queen's 
Dock,  Glasgow,  on  July  11.  The  Lord  Provost  invited  the  cadets  to  visit  the 
municipal  building  and  provided  a  guide. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Glasgow  on  July  17  and  arrived  at  Bergen,  Norway, 
on  July  21.  Strong  head  winds,  increasing  at  times  to  a  moderate  gale  with  a 
heavy  head  sea  were  experienced,  and  the  speed  of  the  ship  was  reduced  to  less 
than  two  knots  at  times. 

The  ship  sailed  out  of  the  port  of  Bergen  on  July  26  and  arrived  at  Amsterdam 
on  July  29.  The  Harbormaster  at  Amsterdam  placed  a  tug  at  the  disposal  of  the 
ship  and  took  the  cadets  around  the  harbor. 

On  August  4  the  Nantucket  sailed  from  Amsterdam  and  arrived  at  Gibraltar 
on  August  13. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Gibraltar  on  August  16  and  arrived  at  Casa  Blanca,  Morocco, 
on  the  17th.  The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Casa  Blanca  on  August  19  and  arrived  at 
Funchal,  Madeira,  on  August  21. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Funchal,  Madeira,  on  August  24,  and  arrived  at  Orient 
Harbor,  Long  Island,  New  York,  on  September  13.  The  weather  was  generally 
good  during  the  passage  home,  affording  excellent  opportunity  for  work  in  practical 
navigation.     Only  five  vessels  were  sighted  during  the  passage  of  twenty  days.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1931,  the  fortieth  annual 
report.

The  School  and  Its  Purpose. 

This  year  marks  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Nautical 
School.  The  act  establishing  the  school  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  on  June  11, 
1891.  The  school  was  conducted  on  board  the  U.S.S.  Enterprise,  a  vessel  loaned 
to  the  State  by  the  Navy  Department,  from  1891  until  1909.  Since  1909  the  school 
has  been  conducted  on  board  the  U.S.S.  Nantucket. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  offers  instruction  in  navigation,  seamanship, 
ship  construction,  law  of  the  sea,  marine  engineering  and  electricity,  to  prepare 
young  men  for  service  as  officers  in  the  merchant  marine.  The  two-year  course 
usually  includes  two  practise  cruises  in  European  waters,  of  from  four  to  five 
months  duration  each. 

Only  youths  of  good  character  who  will  avail  themselves  of  the  instruction  are 
admitted.  Cadets  will  not  be  retained  in  the  school  unless  they  yield  prompt  and 
willing  obedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory 
marks  in  their  studies.  Youths  who  are  not  rugged  in  physique,  and  resolute  and 
ambitious  in  spirit,  or  who  are  not  willing  to  accept  the  restrictions  that  may 
accompany  a  seafaring  life  are  not  fitted  to  become  nautical  cadets. 

Candidates  for  admission,  who  must  be  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty  years,  are  admitted  by  competitive  examination.  They  must  be  of  normal 
size,  free  from  physical  defects,  residents  of  the  State,  and  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  residents  of  Massachusetts. 

Applicants  entering  the  school  make  a  clothing  deposit  of  $150,  a  graduation 
deposit  of  $50,  and  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $50.  The  graduation  deposit  is  returned 
upon  graduation.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  year,  there  is  required  a  clothing 
fund  deposit  of  $50  and  a  tuition  fee  of  $50. 
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The  Nantucket  has  both  steam  and  sail  power,  is  barkentine  rigged,  and  built 
of  iron.  The  ship  is  equipped  with  many  of  the  modern  appliances  at  present 
used  in  handling  ships  at  sea;  it  has  a  complete  outfit  of  Navy  regulation  boats, 
including  two  motor  launches. 

A  graduate  of  the  school  who  has  reached  the  age  of  nineteen  years  is  eligible 
for  examination  for  a  marine  officer's  license. 

A  catalogue  and  blank  applications  can  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioners, 14  Beacon  St.,  Boston. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. 
The  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  shows  steady  progress.  The 
number  of  cadets  continues  to  be  limited  only  by  the  accommodations  of  the  school- 
ship.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  recently.  The 
number  of  graduates  for  the  year  is  57,  the  largest  number  graduated  in  any  one 
year.     The  total  number  of  graduates  is  1,483. 

The  Schoolship  Nantucket  has  been  berthed  the  past  year  at  the  Navy  Yard, 
Charlestown,  to  which  place  it  was  necessary  to  move  the  ship  on  January  24  for 
the  annual  repairs.  Upon  the  return  of  the  Nantucket  from  the  annual  practise 
cruise  in  September,  it  was  not  possible  to  use  the  usual  berth  at  the  North  End 
Park  on  account  of  the  construction  work  going  on  at  that  place.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  Rear  Admiral  Louis  M.  Nulton,  U.S.N. ,  Commandant,  First  Naval 
District,  the  third  floor  of  a  building  at  the  Navy  Yard  has  been  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  school. 

During  the  annual  practise  cruise,  the  ship  steamed  or  sailed  11,390  miles, 
calling  at  the  following  ports:  Provincetown;  Gibraltar;  Palermo,  Italy;  Athens, 
Greece;  Istanbul,  Turkey;  Milos,  Greece;  Malta;  Algiers,  Algeria;  Madeira; 
Hamilton,  Bermuda  (for  coal);  and  Orient,  Long  Island.  The  Nantucket  left 
Boston  on  May  18  and  returned  to  Boston  on  September  18.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  scarcity  of  competent  men  to  operate  square  rigged  sailing  vessels  has  been 
a  subject  of  public  comment  in  recent  months,  it  is  interesting  to  note  at  this  time 
that  during  the  practise  cruise,  the  Nantucket  voyaged  2,565  miles  under  sail  only. 

Physics  and  Mechanical  Drawing  have  been  substituted  for  English  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  school.  English  will  be  given  double  weight  in  the  entrance 
examination. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  letter  from  Rear  Admiral  Louis  M.  Nulton, 
U.S.N. ,  dated  May  27,  the  course  of  training  enabled  the  cadets  to  take  part  in 
the  actual  work  of  reconstructing  the  Frigate  Constitution:  — 

"Subject:  U.  S.  Frigate  Constitution  —  sails  —  manufacture  of,  by  Massa- 
chusetts Nautical  Training  Ship  Nantucket. 
1.  There  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  the  very  fine  workmanship  of  the 
Nantucket  in  the  manufacture  of  the  Main  Royal,  Mizzen  Royal,  and  Mizzen 
Topgallant  Sails  of  the  Frigate  Constitution.  The  manufacture  of  these  sails 
as  a  voluntary  contribution  has  saved  several  hundred  dollars  in  the  cost  of 
restoration.  I  want  the  Commanding  Officer  and  the  others  responsible  for 
the  execution  of  this  difficult  task  to  know  that  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  them 
for  their  extraordinary  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Constitution."

Detailed  Report  on  the  Practise  Cruise. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  on  May  18,  and  arrived  at 
Provincetown  the  same  day.  During  the  passage,  the  cadets  and  crew  were  exercised 
at  the  emergency  drills  and  sail  drill.  A  boat  was  lowered  and  motion  pictures 
were  made  of  the  ship  under  sail,  and  of  various  drills  and  exercises.  On  May  20, 
the  ship  proceeded  out  into  the  bay  to  "swing  ship,"  and  the  cadets  were  exercised 
at  emergency,  fire  and  abandon  ship  drills. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Provincetown  on  May  23,  and  arrived  at  Gibraltar 
on  June  9.  During  the  voyage  —  a  distance  of  3,197  miles  —  the  ship  proceeded 
as  follows:  under  steam  only  924  miles;  under  sail  only  1,347  miles;  under  sail  and 
steam  926  miles.  Favorable  winds  were  experienced  until  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar 
was  reached  when  there  was  a  strong  levanter  from  the  east  for  about  twelve  hours. 

The  ship  sailed  from  Gibraltar  on  June  15  and  arrived  at  Palermo,  Italy,  on 
June  20.  During  this  passage  favorable  weather  made  it  possible  to  carry  out 
the  instruction  as  per  schedule. 

Leaving  Palermo  on  June  25,  the  ship  arrived  at  Athens  on  June  28.  The  passage 
was  made  via  the  Corinth  Canal.  Phalerum  Bay  afforded  excellent  opportunities 
for  instruction  in  handling  boats  under  oars  and  under  sail. 

Departure  from  Athens  was  made  on  July  2  and  the  ship  anchored  in  Marathon 
Bay  the  same  day.  A  large  party  of  officers  and  cadets  went  ashore  to  visit  the 
grave  of  the  Athenian  soldiers  of  Miltiades  who  were  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Mara- 
thon 490  B.  C.     The  ship  arrived  at  Istanbul,  Turkey,  on  July  4. 

Sailing  from  Istanbul  on  July  10,  Milos  was  reached  on  July  12,  where  a  flotilla 
of  British  destroyers  were  anchored.  The  ship  sailed  for  Malta  on  July  13  arriving 
there  on  the  16th. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Valetta,  Malta,  on  July  20,  arriving  at  Algiers  on 
July  24.  A  strong  head  wind  and  a  heavy  sea  were  encountered  in  the  Malta 
Channel  on  account  of  which  only  91  miles  were  made  in  24  hours,  the  speed  at 
times  being  reduced  from  7.5  to  2.0  knots. 

After  a  three  days  voyage  from  Algiers,  the  ship  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on  July  31. 
The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Gibraltar  on  August  6,  and  on  August  10  arrived  at 
Funchal,  Madeira.  The  Greek  naval  training  ship,  the  Ares,  about  the  size  of  the 
Nantucket,  anchored  at  Funchal,  on  August  12.  The  Ares  is  a  new  ship,  barkentine 
rigged,  and  uses  fuel  oil  for  the  boilers. 

On  August  16,  the  ship  sailed  from  Funchal,  Madeira.  On  September  2,  the 
Nantucket  arrived  at  Hamilton,  Bermuda,  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer 
the  ship's  assistant  cook  to  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital  for  treatment  for  an 
infected  hand. 

Sailing  from  Bermuda  on  September  3,  the  Nantucket  arrived  at  New  London, 
Connecticut,  on  September  7,  where  coal  was  taken  on  board;  and  arrived  at 
Orient,  Long  Island,  on  the  same  day.  During  the  voyage  from  Madeira  to  Orient, 
a  distance  of  3,642  miles,  the  ship  proceeded  as  follows:  under  steam  1,024  miles; 
under  sail  765  miles;  under  sail  and  steam  1,853  miles. 

The  Schoolship  left  Orient,  Long  Island,  on  September  17,  for  Boston,  via  the 
Cape  Cod  Canal,  where  she  arrived  on  September  18.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1932,  the  forty-first 
annual  report.

The  Object  of  the  School 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  a  vocational  school,  teaching  seaman- 
ship, navigation,  marine  engineering  and  allied  subjects,  and  educating  young 
men  for  officers  in  the  merchant  marine.  The  work  is  maintained  on  board  the 
U.S.S.  Nantucket,  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown.  Applicants  must 
be  residents  of  Massachusetts,  between  seventeen  years  and  their  twentieth 
birthday,  and  certified  as  to  good  character  and  standing.  Competitive  examina- 
tions are  held  twice  a  year  in  March  and  September;  the  applicants  receiving 
the  highest  averages  fill  the  existing  vacancies  in  the  school.  Candidates  are 
required  to  pass  a  rigid  physical  examination.  Deposits  amounting  to  $300  are 
required  upon  entering  the  school  and  another  deposit  of  $150  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  year. 

During  the  past  forty  years  the  school  has  been  doing  an  important  work  in 
providing  an  educational  opportunity  for  the  young  men  of  the  State  whose 
special  interests  and  capabilities  are  on  the  sea.  There  has  been  a  steadily 
increasing  demand  for  the  instruction  offered  by  this  school.  The  number  of 
applications  during  the  past  year  has  exceeded  that  of  any  year  since  the  War. 
In  normal  times,  the  demand  for  graduates  from  steamship  owners  and  operators 
is  greater  than  the  supply. 

The  new  American  merchant  marine  requires  well  trained  officers.  With 
ships  of  increased  size  and  costliness  has  come  a  demand  for  officers  of  high 
attainment.  The  need  for  technical  schools  for  young  men  who  are  ambitious 
to  succeed  along  special  lines  on  shore  is  recognized,  and  the  State  Nautical 
Schools  were  established  to  fill  a  similar  need  for  those  desiring  to  enter  upon  a 
seafaring  career. 
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The  Work  of  the  Year 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  ship  by  the  Navy  Department  at  a  cost  of 
$29,180,  divided  as  follows:  repairs  to  the  hull,  $19,507;  repairs  to  the  engines 
and  boilers,  $9,271;  replacement  and  repairs  to  navigational  instruments,  $402. 

Several  of  the  seacoast  States,  in  preparation  for  the  establishment  of  nautical 
schools,  have  requested  detailed  information  regarding  the  work  of  the  Nantucket. 
On  May  31,  1932,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  passed  an  Act  establishing 
a  nautical  school,  to  be  maintained  in  connection  with  the  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute.  The  United  States  Shipping  Board  has  recently  authorized  the 
transfer  of  a  vessel  to  the  Navy  Department;  this  ship  will  be  loaned  to  the  State 
of  Louisiana  for  use  as  a  training  ship.  Two  of  the  maritime  nations  of  Europe, 
desiring  to  perfect  the  work  of  their  training  ships,  have  made  a  study  of  the 
operation  and  management  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School,  one  country 
sending  a  representative  to  observe  the  practical  instruction  during  the  summer 
cruise. 

Captain  Armistead  Rust,  U.S.N.,  after  giving  twelve  years  of  faithful  and 
efficient  service  as  superintendent,  reached  the  compulsory  retiring  age  of 
seventy  years  on  July  12,  and  was  succeeded  by  Captain  Clarence  A.  Abele, 
U.S.N.,  on  April  30.  Captain  Abele's  long  experience  in  the  Navy,  during  which 
time  he  had  many  and  varied  duties,  including  command  of  a  battleship,  com- 
manding a  squadron  of  destroyers,  instructor  in  schools,  and  handling  thousands 
of  men  and  young  men,  has  particularly  fitted  him  for  the  responsible  duties  of 
Superintendent. 

The  Wiggin  Prize 

At  the  graduation  exercises  held  on  September  27,  1932,  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Wiggin 
of  Boston  presented  a  prize  to  the  graduate  in  each  division  making  the  greatest 
improvement  during  the  year.  A  stop  watch  was  awarded  to  the  Seamanship 
graduate,  and  a  kit  of  tools  was  given  to  the  engineer  graduate.  These  prizes 
were  much  appreciated. 

The  Schoolship  Nantucket 

The  Nantucket  is  well  suited  for  the  work  of  training  and  educating  young  men 
for  marine  officers.  The  ship  has  the  great  advantage  of  being  economical  to 
operate.  The  hull  being  constructed  of  iron  requires  little  attention  from  year 
to  year.  The  plates  are  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation  showing  little  deterioration 
since  the  ship  was  launched.  Previous  to  this  year,  the  Nantucket  was  barkentine 
rigged.  During  the  year,  yards  have  been  placed  on  the  mainmast  making  the 
ship  bark  rigged,  and  100  tons  of  ballast  added.  The  sailing  qualities  of  the  ship 
under  its  new  rig  are  excellent.  The  vessel  stands  up  well  under  all  plain  sails, 
and  with  wind  nearly  abeam  showed  little  list. 

The  suggestion  is  made  occasionally  that  square  rigged  sailing  vessels  are 
obsolete,  and  that  time  spent  in  teaching  students  to  handle  vessels  under  sail 
is  wasted.  The  Commissioners  believe  that  training  on  a  square  rigged  sailing 
vessel  is  abundantly  justified. 

The  seamanship  required  on  board  a  sailing  vessel  is  far  more  comprehensive 
and  valuable  than  would  be  obtained  on  a  training  vessel  equipped  only  with 
steam. 

A  sailing  vessel  is  more  advantageous  in  the  physical  development  of  the 
cadets;  and  alertness,  self-reliance  and  courage  are  developed  to  a  larger  extent 
on  board  a  vessel  which  is  dependent  on  sail  power. 

One  who  is  trained  under  conditions  obtaining  on  a  vessel  like  the  Nantucket 
should  have  little  difficulty  in  handling  any  vessel,  and  in  time  of  emergency, 
the  knowledge  gained  by  his  training  in  a  square  rigger  might  prove  invaluable. 

The  following  countries  have  adhered  to  the  policy  of  using  sailing  ships  for 
training  young  men  for  the  sea:  Great  Britain,  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Japan, 
Spain,  Greece,  Norway,  Sweden,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Holland,  Portugal,  Jugo 
Slavia,  Argentine,  Chili,  Brazil,  Finland,  Poland. 
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The  Practice  Cruise 

The  summer  cruise  of  the  Schoolship  Nantucket  was  very  successful,  not  only 
in  giving  the  cadets  an  opportunity  to  work  out  in  practice  the  theoretical  studies 
of  the  winter  term,  but  also  in  developing  their  sense  of  responsibility  and  self- 
reliance  under  conditions  of  actual  service.  Although  the  usual  run  of  weather 
was  encountered  including  squalls  and  gales,  most  of  the  time  the  ship  sailed 
under  excellent  weather  conditions,  and  such  bad  weather  as  was  experienced 
afforded  opportunities  for  handling  the  ship  under  difficult  conditions. 

On  September  8  when  the  ship  was  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from 
Montauk  Point,  Long  Island,  a  storm  of  hurricane  proportions  was  encountered. 
It  was  the  most  difficult  test  that  the  Nantucket  has  ever  had  to  stand,  but  the 
vessel  stood  the  test  well,  and  was  thoroughly  staunch  and  seaworthy.  No 
water  of  any  amount  was  shipped  on  board  and  there  was  little  damage  to  the 
sails  or  spars.  Some  of  the  boats  were  lost,  and  there  were  a  few  minor  breaks 
in  deck  fittings,  but  the  hull  of  the  ship  came  through  the  storm  in  good  condi- 
tion. Other  than  the  replacement  of  the  boats,  which  will  be  done  by  the  Navy 
Department,  no  repairs  of  any  consequence  will  be  required  on  account  of  the 
hurricane. 

During  the  homeward  passage  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  ship  passed 
through  the  zone  of  the  total  eclipse  of  the  sun.  Photographs  were  taken  of  the 
eclipse  and  ten  reports  on  different  phases  of  the  eclipse,  observed  on  August  31 
by  the  officers,  cadets  and  members  of  the  crew,  were  sent  to  the  Hydrographer, 
Hydrographic  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.  A  letter  of  commendation  was  received 
from  the  Navy  Department  for  the  able  manner  in  which  the  observations  were 
reported.

During  the  cruise  the  Nantucket  made  mileage  as  follows:  under  steam,  5,107; 
under  steam  and  sail,  5,069;  under  sail,  1,283;  total,  11,459. 

The  general  health  of  the  cadets  was  excellent.  Routine  drills  and  studies 
were  carried  out  according  to  schedule,  except  as  interrupted  by  weather  condi- 
tions and  unavoidable  ship's  work.  Regular  instruction  in  First  Aid  was  given 
by  the  Medical  Officer.  Sail  was  carried  whenever  practicable.  During  the 
shakedown  at  Provincetown  at  the  beginning  of  the  cruise,  sail  drills  were  held 
twice  daily,  loosing  and  furling  twice  each  time,  and,  when  calm,  setting  sail; 
at  these  exercises  the  cadets  were  alert  and  executed  the  drills  well. 

Pulling  boats  were  generally  used  as  running  boats;  usually  under  oars,  but, 
when  conditions  were  favorable,  also  under  sail.  Man  overboard  drill  was  held 
frequently.     The  following  typical  examples  are  cited: 

On  June  1,  while  ship  was  under  steam,  the  life  boat  was  in  the  water  in  0 
minutes,  20  seconds;  the  buoy  was  picked  up  in  2  minutes,  20  seconds;  and  the 
lifeboat  was  hoisted  and  secured  in  9  minutes. 

On  June  9,  while  the  ship  was  under  steam  and  all  plain  sail  except  topgallant 
sails,  the  lifeboat  was  in  the  water  in  0  minutes,  45  seconds;  the  buoy  was  picked 
up  in  3  minutes;  and  the  boat  was  hoisted  and  secured  in  13  minutes. 
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During  the  stay  at  Plymouth,  many  visitors  were  received  on  board.  The 
Mayor  of  Plymouth  and  Commander  Cartwright,  R.N.,  connected  with  the 
Board  of  Trade,  were  especially  interested  in  the  system  of  training  on  board 
the  Nantucket.  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Cook,  United  States  Consul,  and  the  Mayor  of 
Plymouth,  extended  many  courtesies  to  the  officers  and  cadets. 

At  Amsterdam,  ninety  cadets  visited  the  Island  of  Marken,  and  its  unique 
fishing  village.  Members  of  the  first  class  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  harbor  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Harbor  Master.  The  three  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  National  Museum  was  being  held  at  Amster- 
dam while  the  ship  was  there. 

In  proceeding  to  Amsterdam  from  Copenhagen,  the  Nantucket  passed  through 
the  Kiel  Canal.  At  Copenhagen,  marked  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  officers 
and  cadets  by  the  United  States  Charge  D'Affaires,  Mr.  North  Winship,  and  by 
the  American  Club. 

The  city  of  Hull  was  most  generous  in  its  hospitality,  numerous  moving  picture 
houses  being  open  to  the  cadets  without  charge  at  specified  times.  Parties  of 
cadets  visited  the  Municipal  Nautical  School  and  Beverly  Cathedral;  and  a 
large  party  was  entertained  by  the  Lord  Mayor  at  the  Guild  House.  The  Hull 
Corporation  Open  Air  Swimming  Baths  were  open  free  to  the  cadets. 

The  Nantucket  sailed  from  Hull  on  July  26.  On  the  night  of  August  3,  a  strong 
levanter  was  encountered,  against  which  little  headway  could  be  made,  and  it 
was,  therefore,  decided  to  make  Cadiz  instead  of  proceeding  to  Gibraltar,  as 
scheduled.    The  ship  left  Cadiz  on  August  8  and  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on  August  9. 

The  Italian  sail  training  ships,  the  Amerigo  Vespucci  and  the  Christoforo 
Columbo,  the  training  squadron  of  the  Italian  Navy,  were  in  the  harbor  of 
Funchal  at  the  same  time  the  Nantucket  was  there.  Cadets  were  entertained  at 
the  Sailors  Rest,  Funchal,  by  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Smart,  an  English  clergyman. 

The  Hurricane 

The  Nantucket  was  overtaken  by  a  hurricane  on  September  8  when  149  miles 
113  degrees  from  Montauk  Point.  Reports  of  the  hurricane  had  been  received 
from  its  first  appearance  in  the  West  Indies  and  the  positions  given  were  plotted. 
At  noon,  September  6,  the  ship  was  468  miles  116  degrees  from  Montauk  Point. 
The  storm  centre  at  10  A.  M.  that  day  was  in  latitude  28  N,  longitude  78  W, 
moving  north  at  ten  miles  an  hour.  The  September  pilot  chart  showed  the 
general  course  of  hurricanes  in  September  as  passing  out  to  sea  south  of  Cape 
Hatteras.  It  was  decided  that  the  best  course  was  to  make  speed  to  the  westward 
to  keep  on  the  navigable  side  of  the  storm  centre.  Accordingly  a  third  boiler 
was  cut  in.  On  the  8th  the  ship  was  caught  in  the  hurricane.  While  the  ship 
rolled  heavily,  she  rode  well  and  comparatively  little  water  was  taken  on  board 
other  than  spray.  The  second  cutter  and  the  whale  boat  were  carried  away  and 
were  cut  adrift.  The  dinghy  was  also  carried  away  and  was  cut  adrift.  The 
motor  boat  was  badly  damaged.  The  gaskets  of  the  storm  spanker  carried  away 
and  the  sail  was  taken  in.  It  was  finally  decided  to  get  out  the  sea  anchor  and 
lie  to,  which  was  done,  and  the  engine  was  at  the  same  time  stopped.  The  ship 
fell  off  ten  to  fifteen  degrees  and  rolled  as  much  as  before,  but  seemed  to  ride  a 
little  more  easily.  Oil  bags  were  put  over  the  side  but  did  not  seem  particularly 
effective.  All  hatches  had  been  battened  down  early,  only  the  waist  hatch  being 
kept  for  use,  with  its  hatch  cover  snugly  secured,  and  the  skylight  covers  were 
battened  in  place.  The  head  of  both  the  spanker  and  the  trysail  were  somewhat 
slatted  by  the  wind,  although  the  former  was  furled  and  the  latter  was  brailed 
in.  The  starboard  foretopmast  studdingsail,  secured  in  the  starboard  lower 
rigging,  lashed  adrift  and  was  cut  away. 

From  later  reports  of  the  storm's  course,  it  appears  that  the  centre  passed 
about  eighty  miles  to  the  eastward  of  the  ship  at  about  10  p.  m.,  September  8. 
The  wind  blew  from  the  northeast  continuously  from  3  p.  m.  on  the  7th  until 
4  A.  M.  on  the  9th.  It  reached  hurricane  proportions  shortly  after  noon  on  the 
8th  and  continued  until  4  a.  m.  on  the  9th,  when  it  shifted  to  north  and  diminished 
in  force. 

The  main  radio  set  was  put  out  of  commission  by  salt  water  spray,  but  the 
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short  wave  set  remained  operative.  The  cadets  behaved  excellently  throughout 
the  storm.  The  engineer  cadets  and  the  coal  passers  carried  through  also  in  an 
excellent  manner.

Federal  Legislation 

Authority  of  the  United  States 

H.R.  24145.  Approved  March  4,  1911. 

(Original  Act  passed  June  20,  1874.) 

An  Act  for  the  Establishment  of  Marine  Schools,  and  for 
Other  Purposes 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  promote  nautical  education,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish,  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  the 
governor  of  a  State,  a  suitable  vessel  of  the  navy,  with  all  her  apparel,  charts, 
books,  and  instruments  of  navigation,  provided  the  same  can  be  spared  without 
detriment  to  the  naval  service,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  nautical  school, 
or  school  or  college  having  a  nautical  branch,  established  at  each  of  the  following 
ports   of   the   United   States:  Boston,    Philadelphia,    New   York,    Seattle,    San 
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Francisco,  Baltimore,  Detroit,  Saginaw  (Michigan),  Norfolk,  and  Corpus  Christi, 
upon  the  condition  that  there  shall  be  maintained  at  such  port  a  school  or  branch 
of  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  youths  in  navigation,  steamship-marine  engi- 
neering, and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  proper  construction,  equipment,  and 
sailing  of  vessels  or  any  particular  branch  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  annually  appropriated  by 
any  State  or  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such  a  marine  school 
or  schools  or  the  nautical  branch  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  school  or 
schools:  provided,  however,  that  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  one  school  in 
any  port  heretofore  named  in  section  one  and  that  the  appropriation  for  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  school. 

Section  3.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized, 
when  in  his  opinion  the  same  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  public 
service,  to  detail  proper  officers  of  the  navy  as  superintendents  of  or  instructors 
in  such  schools:  provided,  that  if  any  such  school  shall  be  discontinued,  or  the 
good  of  the  naval  service  shall  require,  such  vessel  shall  be  immediately  restored 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  officers  so  detailed  recalled:  and  provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  be  sentenced  to  or  received  at  such  schools  as  a 
punishment  or  commutation  of  punishment  for  crime. 

Section  4.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

State  Legislation 

General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  1932 

Chapter  15 

Department  of  Education 

Section  22.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts 
nautical  school  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  three  citizens  of  the 
commonwealth,  one  of  whom  shall  annually  before  July  1st  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  three  years  from  said 
day. 

Section  23.  The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  expenses  actually  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
duties. 

Chapter  74 

Vocational  Education 

Section  49.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  nautical  school 
shall  provide  and  maintain  a  nautical  school  for  the  instruction  of  students  in 
the  science  and  practice  of  navigation,  accommodations  therefor  on  board  a 
proper  vessel,  books,  stationery,  apparatus  and  supplies  needed  in  the  work 
thereof,  and  appoint  and  remove  necessary  instructors  and  other  employees, 
determine  their  compensation,  fix  the  terms  upon  which  students  shall  be  received 
and  instructed  therein  and  discharged  therefrom,  make  all  regulations  necessary 
for  its  management  and  provide  from  time  to  time  for  cruises  in  or  from  Boston 
harbor. 

Section  50.  The  board  may  receive  from  the  federal  government,  and  use 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  vessels  detailed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
navy. 

Section  51.  In  addition  to  the  advances  authorized  by  section  twenty-three 
of  chapter  twenty-nine,  the  state  treasurer  shall,  upon  requisition  by  the  board 
to  the  comptroller,  make  an  advance  for  said  cruises  of  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  six  months  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  vessel  detailed  therefor, 
who  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council,  for  its  proper  disbursement.  Said  advance  shall 
be  accounted  for  by  properly  approved  vouchers  within  thirty  days  after  the 
termination  of  said  cruises. 

Section  53.  The  commissioner  shall  make  an  annual  report  relative  to  the 
Massachusetts  nautical  school.

A  Unique  School 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  unique  among  the  educational  activities  of  the 
State.  Its  classes  are  held  on  the  decks  of  a  former  naval  vessel.  The  course  of  study 
continues  throughout  the  year,  there  being  two  entering  classes  and  two  graduations  a  year. 
The  school  provides  a  technical  education,  and  the  annual  practice  cruise  establishes  con- 
tact and  experience  with  foreign  ports.  The  school  is  doing  its  part  in  maintaining  the 
fine  traditions  of  Massachusetts  on  the  sea. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Seamanship  and  Marine  Engineering;  and  the  school,  established 
in  1891,  provides  for  the  needs  of  the  young  men  of  the  State  who  desire  to  prepare  for  a 
seafaring  life. 

The  course  of  study  occupies  two  years.  The  age  limit  of  applicants  is  .from  seventeen 
to  the  twentieth  birthday.  All  applicants,  together  with  their  parents,  must  be  residents 
of  Massachusetts.  Admission  to  the  school  is  by  competitive  examination,  the  entrance 
examinations  being  held  in  March  and  in  September. 

The  first  year  deposits  amount  to  $300,  and  the  second  year  deposits  to  $150.  During 
the  winter  term,  from  October  to  May,  the  ship  is  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charles- 
town.  During  the  summer  term,  from  May  until  October,  the  ship  is  cruising  in  European 
waters. 

On  March  23,  1933,  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  passed  the  following  resolution: 
The  United  States  Shipping  Board  in  the  interest  of  an  efficiently  manned  American  mer- 
chant marine  hereb}'  declares  that  as  a  matter  of  policy,  it  endorses  the  maintenance  of 
schools  for  nautical  education  by  the  respective  States,  and  urges  the  continuance  of  the 
present  State  nautical  schools ;  and  will  take  whatever  action  is  within  its  power  to  encour- 
age other  State  educational  systems  to  adopt  some  form  of  nautical  instruction  in  their 
schools. 
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Work  of  the  Year 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Rear  Admiral  Louis  M.  Nulton,  U.  S.  N.,  and  his  successor, 
Rear  Admiral  Henry  H.  Hough,  U.  S.  N.,  Commandants  of  the  First  Naval  District,  the 
ship  was  berthed  during  the  winter  term  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown,  and  space  in  one 
of  the  buildings  in  the  Yard  has  been  assigned  to  the  school  for  classrooms. 

In  January,  the  tuition  fee  was  increased  from  $60  to  S100  per  year,  applicable  to  all 
cadets  who  had  not  completed  their  payments  for  tuition. 

During  the  spring  overhaul,  the  Navy  Department  made  repairs  to  the  Nantucket 
amounting  to  $22,476.  and  supplied  the  school  with  a  range  finder  and  a  direction  finder. 

While  the  annual  practice  cruise  covered  the  usual  period  of  time,  fewer  ports  were  vis- 
ited and  the  mileage  was  reduced  about  fifteen  per  cent.  A  detailed  report  of  the  cruise 
is  given  below.  During  the  cruise  3,326  miles  were  made  under  sail  alone.  Although 
occasionally  rough  weather  was  encountered,  the  weather  on  the  whole  was  favorable,  and 
the  extensive  mileage  under  sail  alone  afforded  exceptional  opportunity  for  practical  sea- 
manship, and  the  consumption  of  coal  was  reduced. 

The  Commissioners  have  on  previous  occasions  emphasized  the  advantages  of  training 
young  men  in  a  vessel  equipped  with  both  sail  and  steam  power.  The  seamanship  and 
training  thus  acquired  is  far  more  comprehensive  and  valuable  than  could  be  obtained  in  a 
steam  vessel  of  a  commercial  type.  In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  July 
of  this  year,  the  new  English  training  ship  Arethsua  was  opened  for  service  with  impressive 
ceremonies  at  which  Prince  George  was  the  principal  figure.  The  Arethusa  is  a  four 
masted  bark,  formerly  called  the  Peking,  and  this  indicates  the  opinion  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment as  to  the  value  of  training  in  sailing  vessels  even  though  the  future  career  of  these 
young  officers  may  be  entirely  in  steam  vessels. 

On  March  IS  William  E.  McKay  of  Boston  was  reappointed  a  Commissioner  of  the 
school,  and  on  October  11  Theodore  L.  Storer  of  Cambridge  was  reappointed  a  Commis- 
sioner.

During  the  cruise  the  Nantucket  made  mileage  as  follows:  under  steam,  3,572  miles; 
under  steam  and  sail,  2,397  miles;  under  sail  alone,  3,326  miles;  total,  9,205  miles  . 

While  in  Gloucester  Harbor  much  was  accomplished  in  the  way  of  shaking  down.  Sail 
and  boat  drills  were  held  and  the  boating  was  done  entirely  by  pulling  boats. 

On  the  voyage  from  Gloucester  to  Ponta  Delgada,  studies  and  routine  drills  were  held 
except  as  interrupted  by  adverse  weather  and  necessary  ship's  work.  First  Aid  instruction 
was  given  by  the  Surgeon.  There  was  much  handling  of  sail,  and  life  boat  drills  were 
held  as  follows:  May  24,  the  buoy  was  picked  up  in  six  minutes,  and  the  boat  hoisted  in 
eleven  minutes;  May  25,  the  buoy  was  picked  up  in  six  minutes  thirty  seconds,  and  the 
boat  was  hoisted  in  twelve  minutes;  May  26,  the  buoy  was  picked  up  in  six  minutes.,  and 
the  boat  hoisted  in  nineteen  minutes. 

May  30  was  observed  as  a  holiday.  All  hands  were  assembled  aft,  and  the  Superinten- 
dent addressed  them  on  the  significance  of  the  day.  At  noon  the  colors  were  half-masted 
and  a  minute  of  silence  was  observed,  after  which  a  cadet  guard  fired  three  volleys  and 
the  bugler  sounded  taps. 

Among  the  ships  in  the  harbor  at  Ponta  Delgada  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the 
Nantucket,  was  the  Portuguese  Naval  Training  Ship  Sagres,  a  full  rigged  ship  built  of 
steel,  which  operates  mainly  under  sail. 
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En  route  from  Ponta  Delgada  to  Southampton,  lift  boat  drills  were  held  as  follows: 
June  9,  boat  lowered  in  one  minute,  buoy  picked  up  in  three  minutes,  boat  hoisted  in  nine 
minutes;  June  IS,  boat  lowered  in  one  minute,  buoy  picked  up  in  four  minutes,  boat 
hoisted  in  nine  minutes. 

On  Sunday,  June  18,  in  Southampton,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Nightingale  from  the  Missions  to 
Seamen  conducted  divine  service  on  board.  At  three  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  the  Mayor  of  Southampton,  accompanied  by  the  Sheriff,  called  on  board  the 
Nantucket  in  the  r,obes  of  their  offices,  preceded  by  a  bearer  carrying  mace  and  paddle. 
The  Corporation  of  Southampton  extended  to  the  cadets  one  hundred  and  fifty  free  passes 
on  trams  and  busses  of  the  town.  The  Mayor  also  opened  the  town  baths  to  the  cadets 
free  of  charge. 

Passes  were  received  to  inspect  the  Canadian  Pacific  Liner  Empress  of  Britain,  the  latest 
of  the  British  transatlantic  ships,  and  officers  and  first  class  cadets  visited  the  ship. 
Three  cutters  were  entered  in  a  water  carnival  with  Mr.  Merrill,  Mr.  Gray  and  Mr.  Siv- 
ertsen  in  charge  of  the  boats. 

The  stay  of  the  Nantucket  at  Rouen  was  most  satisfactory.  The  Commissioner  of  Police 
placed  two  guards  on  the  dock  alongside  for  ship's  assistance,  and  a  plain  clothes  man 
with  a  knowledge  of  English  assigned  to  the  ship,  was  of  great  help  as  interpreter  and 
guide.  On  Saturday,  July  1,  the  Mayor  of  Rouen  held  a  reception  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville 
in  honor  of  officers  and  cadets.  Five  officers  and  twenty-five  cadets  attended.  After  an 
address  of  welcome  by  the  Mayor,  the  party  was  shown  through  the  City  Hall.  Every- 
one present  was  given  a  handsome  booklet  of  Rouen  commemorative  of  the  five  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  Jeanne  d'Arc,  and  one  copy  for  each  remaining  member  of 
the  entire  ships'  company  was  sent  on  board  the  Nantucket. 

The  cadets  attended  Church  services  on  shore.  Right  Reverend  Donohue  of  Notre 
Dame  University,  Indiana,  and  the  Chaplain  of  the  English  Chapel  visited  the  ship. 
Moored  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  there  were  many  people  on  the  dock  at  all  times  during 
daylight;  and  each  afternoon  the  ship  was  opened  to  visitors,  many  hundreds  coming  on- 
board including  many  Americans. 

July  4  was  observed  as  a  holiday  at  sea  off  the  coast  of  France.  At  quarters  in  the 
morning,  the  pewter  mugs,  presented  by  the  Mayor  and  Sheriff  of  Southampton,  were 
awarded  to  the  winning  and  the  second  crews  in  the  boat  races  at  Southampton. 

Shortly  before  the  Nantucket  left  Lisbon,  an  Italian  squadron  of  four  ships  anchored  in 
the  harbor. 

The  ship  was  in  company  of  the  Pennsylvania  Nautical  Schoolship  Annapolis  for  a 
short  time  during  the  stay  in  Gibraltar.  Captain  John  F.  Hines,  U.  S.  N,  of  the 
Annapolis  requesting  that  a  radio  operator  be  sent  on  board  his  ship  to  see  if  anything 
could  be  done  to  improve  the  sending  of  the  Annapolis  transmitter,  a  relay  coil  was  re- 
newed, after  which  normal  radiation  was  obtained 

On  the  evening  of  August  S,  when  about  240  miles  off  Madeira,  the  Nantucket  was  in 
communication  with  the  New  York  State  Schoolship  Empire  State,  which  was  en  route  to 
Gibraltar. 

On  August  5  life  boat  drills  were  held  while  the  ship  was  under  steam.  The  time  was 
as  follows:  boat  in  water,  zero  minutes,  fifty  seconds,  buoy  picked  up  in  four  minutes 
fifteen  seconds,  boat  hoisted  in  twelve  minutes  twenty  seconds. 

At  Funchal,  Madeira,  the  usual  watch  and  watch  liberty  was  granted.  Routine  drills 
were  held.  There  was  swimming  over  the  side  two  or  three  times  daily.  Boats  were  sent 
out  under  sail  daily.  A  cutter  race  under  oars  between  cadets  of  the  third  and  fourth 
classes  was  warmly  contested  and  created  much  interest.  The  third  class  crew  won  by  a 
narrow  margin.  The  Reverend  W.  G.  Smart  of  the  Sailors  Rest  entertained  thirty  cadets 
of  each  watch  on  successive  days. 

A  few  hours  after  leaving  Funchal  on  August  IS,  the  wind  came  out  favorably,  the  en- 
gine was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  sail  until  the  evening  of  August  18,  when 
the  wind  died  out  and  the  engine  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  again  proceeded  under  sail 
until  August  30,  making  a  total  of  1,811  miles  under  sail  alone  for  the  Madeira-New  Bed- 
ford leg  of  the  cruise. 
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The  radio  was  very  efficiently  handled.  Three  or  four  pages  of  press  news  from  home 
were  received  daily,  generally  from  Tuckerton,  New  Jersey,  but  occasionally  when  that 
station  was  interrupted,  from  San  Francisco.  Full  weather  reports  were  received  daily 
from  the  most  appropriate  stations. 

Routine  studies  and  drills  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  except  that 
during  the  sailing,  life  boat  drills  were  omitted.  Life  boat  drill  was  held  on  September  1 
while  the  ship  was  under  steam  and  the  time  was  as  follows:  boat  in  water  in  two  min- 
utes thirty  seconds,  buoy  picked  up  in  five  minutes,  boat  hoisted  in  ten  minutes  thirty 
seconds. 

Examinations  were  conducted  and  finished  in  the  week  of  August  28. 

During  the  cruise  divine  services  were  held  each  Sunday  conducted  by  the  Executive  Of- 
ficer.    They  were  largely  attended  by  members  of  all  the  classes. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  while  the  ship  was  anchored  in  New  Bedford  Harbor,  it  was 
estimated  that  more  than  five  hundred  visitors  came  on  board  the  Nantucket. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  inspections  by  the  Commissioners,  an  official  inspection  of  the 
ship  and  school  was  made  by  Commissioner  Storer,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Dimick,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  duirng  the  passage  of  the  ship  from  Vineyard  Haven  to  Boston, 
via  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1934,  the  forty-third  annual 
report.

General  Information 

What  is  the  purpose  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School? 

The  school  prepares  young  men  for  service  as  deck  and  engineer  officers  in  the 
American  merchant  marine.  A  register  of  the  work  of  the  graduates  is  printed 
in  the  school  catalogue. 

Where  is  the  school  located? 

The  school  is  maintained  on  board  the  Schoolship  Nantucket,  a  bark  rigged  sailing 
vessel  with  steam  power,  of  about  1300  tons,  berthed  during  the  winter  term  at 
the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown.  During  the  summer  term  the  ship  is  on  a  practice 
cruise  in  European  waters. 

How  long  is  the  course? 

The  course  of  study  and  practical  work  occupies  two  years. 

What  is  the  age  limit  for  applicants? 

Applicants  must  be  between  seventeen  years  and  their  twentieth  birthday. 

What  is  the  entire  cost? 

A  clothing  deposit  of  $150,  a  tuition  fee  of  $100,  and  a  graduation  deposit  of  $50, 
is  paid  on  entering  the  school;  a  clothing  deposit  of  $50,  and  a  tuition  fee  of  $100 
is  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year. 
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How  arc  applicants  admitted? 

Qualified  candidates,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  are  residents  of  Massa- 
chusetts, are  admitted  by  competitive  examinations  held  twice  a  year  in  March 
and  September. 

What  are  the  physical  requirements? 

Applicants  must  be  of  normal  size,  and  free  from  any  physical  defects,  especially 
those  of  sight,  speech  and  hearing;  and  pass  the  examination  made  by  the  school's 
medical  officer. 

Where  are  the  examinations  held? 

The  physical  examination  is  held  on  board  the  Schoolship. 

The  mental  examination  is  held  in  the  Federal  Building,  or  in  a  high  school  in 

Boston,  and  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  Springfield.

The  Work  of  the  Year 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  equipment  or  the  work  during  the  past 
year.  During  the  winter  term  the  Nantucket  was  berthed  as  usual  at  the  Navy 
Yard,  Charlestown,  Mass.  The  berth  is  a  superior  one  as  there  is  adequate 
space  for  drills,  classrooms,  and  storage,  and  privacy  is  assured  in  the  Navy  Yard. 

The  mileage  on  the  practice  cruise  was  9,740;  about  one  third  of  this  mileage 
was  made  under  sail  alone.  Good  weather  was  for  the  most  part  experienced, 
making  ideal  conditions  for  practical  work. 

Mr.  Nicolai  S.  Sivertsen,  Senior  Watch  Officer,  resigned  on  May  4,  anticipat- 
ing reaching  the  retiring  age  of  seventy  in  July.  Mr.  Sivertsen  had  fifty-six  years 
of  sea  service,  twenty-six  years  having  been  spent  in  the  service  of  the  school. 
He  served  on  sailing  vessels  of  the  last  century,  and  on  the  modern  steamers  of 
the  present  century.  His  work  as  an  officer  and  instructor  was  highly  satisfac- 
tory, and  his  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret. 

At  the  spring  graduation  exercises,  a  prize  was  awarded  for  the  first  time  by 
the  Society  of  the  War  of  1812  to  an  engineer  graduate.  This  prize  is  to  be 
awarded  at  each  graduation,  and  we  heartily  appreciate  this  interest  of  the  Society 
in  the  work  of  the  Nautical  School. 

The  economic  depression  has  not  to  any  serious  extent  affected  the  work  of  the 
graduates.  The  graduates  of  the  past  year  have  been  placed  practically  one 
hundred  percent  on  board  American  ships,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  tabulation  on 
the  following  page. 

Very  recently,  wide-spread  attention  has  been  called  to  the  good  work  of  one 
of  the  graduates,  Ivan  Freeman,  of  East  Orleans,  who  graduated  in  1917.  He 
was  Acting  First  Officer  on  board  the  Mono  Castle  when  that  ship  caught  fire 
off  the  New  Jersey  coast,  on  September  8,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  many  lives. 
The  Board  of  Inquiry  exonerated  Mr.  Freeman  from  any  blame  in  connection  with 
the  tragedy.  His  work  throughout  was  creditable  and  elicited  commendation.  He 
was  among  the  last  to  leave  the  burning  ship. 

Commissioner  Clarence  E.  Perkins  was  re-appointed  a  Commissioner  of  the 
school  for  three  years  from  July  1,  1934. 

Removal  of  Office 

On  February  24  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  was  moved  from  14  Beacon 
Street  to  the  State  Office  Building,  known  as  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
Building,  100  Nashua  Street,  Boston.

The  Nantucket  left  Boston  on  May  14.  After  passing  Boston  Lightship,  the 
Nantucket  was  swung  for  calibration  of  the  direction  finder,  after  which  man- 
overboard  drill  was  held.  The  time  required  for  the  drill  was  as  follows:  boat 
in  water  one  and  a  half  minutes,  buoy  picked  up  four  minutes,  boat  hoisted  eight 
and  a  half  minutes. 

The  stay  at  Provincetown  was  advantageously  utilized  in  sail  and  general  drills. 
Upon  departure  from  Provincetown,  the  ship  was  swung  for  compass  deviation. 
Anti-typhoid  inoculations  were  made.  Weather  charts  were  made  daily  by  the 
cadets  with  good  results.  On  Maritime  Day,  May  22,  the  radio  greeting  of  the 
Navy  Department  to  the  American  Merchant  Marine  was  published  to  the  ship's 
company.     Life  boat  drills  were  continued. 
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Much  fog  was  encountered  in  the  approach  to  Ireland,  at  which  time  the  radio 
direction  finder  proved  most  useful.     Dublin  was  the  port  of  call. 

While  in  Liverpool,  the  cadets  were  taken  on  a  visit  to  the  new  Gladstone  Dock 
(White  Star  ships'  berth),  as  guests  of  the  Dock  and  Harbor  Board.  On  July  4, 
the  American  residents,  through  the  Consul  General,  were  invited  on  board  the 
ship;  fifteen  attended;  the  ship  was  full  dressed  for  the  day  and  holiday  routine 
was  observed. 

During  the  stay  in  Liverpool,  the  ship's  personnel  was  called  upon  for  aid  in 
the  work  of  rescuing  four  men  from  asphyxiation.  The  men  were  working  on  a 
light  buoy, — a  sea  buoy  in  the  form  of  a  boat  about  twenty  feet  long  by  eight  feet 
beam,  with  a  light  structure  about  thirty  feet  high, — and  were  overcome  by  gas, 
probably  acetylene.  The  boat  was  moored  close  astern  of  the  Nantucket.  When 
help  was  called  for,  the  Officer  of  the  Deck  immediately  sent  help  including 
the  Pharmacist,  who  directed  the  resuscitation  work  and  personally  worked  on  a 
man  who  was  most  seriously  affected,  and  it  was  only  through  prompt  and  efficient 
work  that  his  life  was  saved.  An  oxygen  tank  was  rushed  to  the  spot,  and  the 
Stokes  Stretcher  was  sent  over  and  used  to  hoist  the  man  to  the  dock.  Later  in 
the  day  a  delegation  of  workmen  came  on  board  to  express  their  thanks  for  the 
service  rendered.  The  Mersey  Dock  and  Harbor  Board  presented  the  Pharmacist 
with  a  handsome  leather  case,  suitably  inscribed. 

Mr.  Norman  E.  Merrill,  the  Executive  Officer,  found  it  necessary  to  go  to  the 
Northern  Hospital,  Liverpool,  for  treatment  and  an  intestinal  operation,  neces- 
sitating a  leave  of  absence  during  the  remainder  of  the  cruise. 

At  Antwerp,  the  museums,  zoological  gardens,  and  other  points  of  interest  were 
open  free  to  the  cadets,  and  the  British  Mission  to  Seamen  held  a  reception  for 
the  cadets  on  the  evening  of  arrival. 

A  most  interesting  Colonial  Exposition  was  being  held  in  Oporto  to  which  admis- 
sion was  nominal.  Villages  of  the  peoples  of  the  Portuguese  colonies  were  to  be 
seen  as  well  as  products  and  models  of  engineering  and  harbor  works. 

At  Gibraltar  visits  to  the  Water  Works  were  arranged  for  each  watch  by  the 
Chaplain  of  the  British  Mission  to  Seamen.  The  Vice-Consul  arranged  for  visits 
of  each  watch  to  the  Galleries  of  the  Rock. 

Many  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  cadets  by  the  British  Mission  to  Seamen 
in  Funchal.  Swimming  was  held  from  the  ship  twice  daily;  and  there  was  some 
sailing.     Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  for  working  purposes. 

On  the  morning  after  leaving  Madeira,  the  ship  was  put  under  sail,  but  after  two 
and  a  half  days,  the  wind  fell  light,  and  the  engine  was  coupled  up.  The  ship  was 
put  under  sail  two  days  later,  the  morning  of  the  eighteenth  of  August,  and  so 
continued  until  the  evening  of  the  twenty-seventh  when  the  ship  ran  out  of  the 
trades.  Sailing  was  had  again  on  the  thirtieth  and  the  thirty-first.  The  weather 
then  was  squally  and  there  was  much  handling  of  sail.  The  best  day's  run  under 
sail  was  159  miles. 

During  the  cruise  routine  drills  and  studies  were  continued  except  when  occasion- 
ally prevented  by  inclement  weather.     Divine  services  were  conducted  on  Sunday.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  C ommissioner  of  Education: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1935,  the  forty-fourth 
annual  report.

State  Nautical  Schools 

On  June  20,  1874,  Congress  passed  an  Act  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  public  marine  schools.  The  legislation  authorized  and  empowered  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  to  loan  a  suitable  vessel  with  her  equipment  to  certain 
States  desiring  to  establish  a  nautical  school  for  the  instruction  of  youths  in 
seamanship,  navigation  and  marine  engineering. 
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The  New  York  Nautical  School  was  established  in  1876  on  board  the 
U.  S.  S.  "St.  Mary's";  the  Pennsylvania  Nautical  School  was  established  in 
1889  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  "Saratoga";  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
commenced  in  1891  when  the  U.  S.  S.  "Enterprise"  was  loaned  to  the  State  by 
the  Navy  Department;  and  the  California  Nautical  School  had  its  inception  in 
1929  on  board  the  "California  State."  Since  1876,  the  work  of  nautical  educa- 
tion has  been  carried  on  in  this  country  as  a  State  activity.  The  graduates  of 
these  State  nautical  schools  form  a  large  part  of  the  deck  and  engineer  officers 
now  serving  on  board  American  vessels.  In  one  line,  the  American  Hawaiian 
Line,  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  school  are  employed  as  follows:  one 
marine  superintendent,  two  assistant  operating  managers,  five  captains,  eight 
first  officers,  ten  second  officers,  nineteen  third  officers,  one  chief  engineer,  one 
first  assistant  engineer,  four  second  assistant  engineers,  and  five  third  assistant 
engineers. 

The  system  of  state  nautical  schools,  in  operation  with  good  success  during 
the  past  sixty  years,  is  generally  believed  the  most  economical  and  efficient 
method  of  carrying  on  nautical  education 

The  Maritime  Traditions  of  Massachusetts 

The  citizens  of  Massachusetts  from  the  earliest  colonial  days  have  been 
interested  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  sea  and  ships.  The  "Blessing  of  the 
Bay,"  built  by  Governor  Winthrop  in  Medford  in  1631,  was  one  of  the  first 
vessels  to  be  built  in  this  country,  and  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  ship- 
building and  sea  going  occupied  in  large  measure  the  attention  of  the  State. 
The  first  schooner  was  built  in  Gloucester  in  1714.  The  ship  "Dreadnaught", 
launched  in  Newburyport  in  1853,  was  noted  for  her  quick  passages  between 
New  York  and  Liverpool,  and  was  the  most  outstanding  packet  ship  of  her 
time.  The  fleet  of  clipper  ships  built  in  East  Boston,  seventy-five  and  one 
hundred  years  ago,  for  speed  and  beauty  of  design,  were  unequalled  anywhere 
in  the  world.  Many  of  the  pioneers  in  establishing  trade  routes  to  distant 
parts  of  the  world  were  from  Salem  and  Boston.  In  1788,  Capt.  Robert  Gray, 
of  Boston,  in  the  "Lady  Washington",  and  Capt.  John  Kendrick,  of  Wareham, 
in  the  "Columbia",  were  the  first  American  captains  to  visit  the  northwest  coast. 
Capt.  Gray  in  the  "Columbia"  was  the  first  American  to  sail  around  the  world. 

The  Boston  Marine  Society,  established  in  1742,  is  the  oldest  marine  society 
in  the  world. 

The  history  of  the  American  merchant  marine  is  largely  a  history  of  Massa- 
chusetts shipping, — the  hundreds  of  small  craft  built  in  the  colonial  period, 
in  Salem,  Medford,  Marblehead  and  Boston,  the  incomparable  clipper  ships  of 
the  last  century,  the  packet  ships,  the  whaling  vessels  of  Fairhaven,  New  Bedford 
and  Nantucket,  and  the  fishing  vessels  of  Boston,  Gloucester  and  Provineetown. 
Massachusetts  has  furnished  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  who  have  manned 
the  ships  of  our  merchant  marine  and  of  our  Navy  in  times  of  peace  and  in 
times  of  war,  and  has  been  aptly  called  the  premier  maritime  State  of  the 
country. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  during  the  past  forty-two  years  has  been 
doing  its  full  share  in  maintaining  the  sea  traditions  of  the  State  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  register  of  graduates  printed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  school. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  established  by  Act  of  the  Legislature 
in  1891  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  young  men  for  service  as  officers  in  the 
American  mercantile  marine.  The  school  offers  theoretical  and  practical  in- 
struction in  seamanship,  navigation,  marine  engineering  and  electricity.  The 
school  is  conducted  on  board  the  School  ship  "Nantucket",  a  vessel  of  1261 
tons,  of  iron  construction,  accommodating  118  cadets.  The  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  "Nantucket"  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  is  a  retired  officer 
of  the  United  States  Navy.     The  course  of  study  and  practical  work  occupies 
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two  years.  The  year  is  divided  into  a  winter  and  summer  term.  During  the 
winter  term,  which  includes  practical  and  theoretical  instruction,  the  ship  is 
berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown.  The  summer  term  is  occupied  with 
the  practise  cruise,  usually  to  European  ports. 

A  deposit  of  $300  is  required  before  an  applicant  enters  the  school,  and 
another  deposit  of  $150  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year.  The  entrance 
examinations,  which  are  strictly  competitive,  are  held  in  Boston  and  Springfield 
in  March  and  September.  The  age  limit  of  candidates,  who  must  be  sons  of 
residents  and  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  is  from  seventeen  years  to  the  twentieth 
birthday.  A  graduate  of  the  school  is  eligible  for  examination  for  a  United 
States  certificate  as  third  officer  or  third  assistant  engineer. 

The  Work  of  the  Year 

The  work  of  the  school  has  continued  along  the  usual  lines.  During  the 
winter  months  the  ship  was  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  and  the  customary  prac- 
tise cruise  in  the  North-Atlantic  was  made  during  the  summer  months.  About 
one-third  of  the  total  mileage  of  the  cruise, — 10,627 — was  made  under  sail  alone. 

During  the  spring  overhaul  substantial  repairs  were  made  by  the  Navy  De- 
partment, and  a  Fathometer  equipment  of  the  Standard  480  type,  the  latest  and 
most  accurate  method  of  deep  sea  sounding,  was  installed  on  board  the  "Nan- 
tucket" on  a  rental  basis.  Emergency  repairs  were  necessary  at  Ponta  Delgada 
and  at  Plymouth,  England.  The  Commissioners  greatly  appreciate  the  courtesy 
extended  by  the  British  Admiralty  in  permitting  repairs  to  the  main  engine 
to  be  made  at  the  British  Royal  Naval  Dockyard,  Plymouth. 

A  new  edition  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school  was  compiled  by  the 
Superintendent  and  printed,  a  copy  being  given  to  every  cadet  before  reporting 
on  board  the  "Nantucket." 

The  following  prizes  are  awarded  to  graduates :  The  Boston  Marine  Society, 
to  the  graduate  excelling  in  those  qualities  making  for  the  best  shipmaster, 
including  aptitude,  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience  to  his  superior  officers, 
devotion  to  duty,  integrity,  force  of  character,  and  ability  to  attain  and  main- 
tain leadership ;  the  Wood  Whitman  Memorial  Prize,  to  the  graduate  having  the 
highest  mark  in  seamanship  and  navigation  for  the  year;  the  Society  of  the 
War  of  1812,  to  the  engineer  graduate  having  excellence  in  studies,  good  conduct, 
and  the  possession  of  those  qualities  of  leadership,  and  willingness  to  assume 
responsibility  which  have  ever  characterized  the  Navy  and  merchant  marine  of 
the  United  States;  the  Arthur  M.  Wiggin  Prizes,  to  the  graduate  in  the  sea- 
manship class  and  to  the  graduate  in  the  engineer  class  making  the  greatest 
improvement  in  all  around  work  during  the  year;  the  Massachusetts  Society  of 
the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812,  to  the  graduate  standing  highest  in  en- 
gineering and  electricity.  The  latter  prize  was  awarded  for  the  first  time  on 
April  2,  1935.  The  Commissioners  heartily  appreciate  this  helpful  and  sub- 
stantial cooperation  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  the  school. 

Capt.  William  E.  McKay,  who  had  been  a  Commissioner  of  the  school  since 
July  22,  1908,  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  since  1927,  passed  away  on  March 
2.  Captain  McKay  rendered  faithful  and  devoted  service  to  the  State.  He 
brought  to  the  work  unusual  qualifications, — education  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  graduating  at  the  head  of  his  class;  executive  work  in  connec- 
tion with  large  corporations ;  and  a  judicial  temperament. 

Lieut.  Comdr.  Walter  K.  Queen,  U.  S.  N.  R,,  of  Needham,  an  alumnus  of  the 
school,  was  appointed  a  Commissioner  of  the  school  on  March  13,  1935.  Comdr. 
Queen  served  many  years  as  an  engineer  in  the  American  merchant  marine.  He 
was  chief  engineer  of  the  Byrd  Antarctic  Expedition  II.  He  is  a  lieutenant-com- 
mander in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  force.  For  twenty  years,  he  was 
engaged  in  engineering  work  for  large  corporations,  and  is  now  President  of 
the  Q  P  Signal  Company,  Needham. 
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On  May  1,  Mr.  Norman  E.  Merrill,  of  the  class  of  1912,  who  had  been  an 
officer  and  instructor  in  the  school  for  fifteen  years,  resigned  as  Executive 
Officer  to  accept  a  position  in  the  United  States  Steamboat  Inspection  Service. 
Capt.  Robert  M.  Gray  of  the  class  of  1912,  Navigating-  Officer,  was  promoted 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  John  W.  Thompson,  of  the  class  of  1912,  was  appointed 
Navigator. 

On  August  10,  the  school  suffered  the  loss  of  Mr.  Edward  F.  Corcoran,  the 
Schoolship  Pharmacist  and  Nurse.  Mr.  Corcoran  rendered  valuable  service  in 
his  division.  He  died  in  a  hospital  in  Gibraltar  from  myocarditis  and  cerebral 
embolus,  after  an  illness  of  about  two  weeks.  His  body  was  sent  to  his  home 
in  Boston.

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  at  2.30  P.  M.  on  May 
11.  Many  parents  and  friends  of  cadets  came  to  see  the  ship  sail.  Off  Boston 
Light  Vessel,  the  "Nantucket"  was  swung  for  compass  deviation,  and  for  calibra- 
tion of  the  radio  direction  finder.  These  operations  took  until  sundown,  after 
which  the  course  was  set  for  Cape  Ann  Whistling  Buoy.  The  "Nantucket" 
anchored  in  Gloucester  Harbor  at  9.27  A.  M.  on  May  12.  All  machinery 
functioned  satisfactorily.  Mr.  Simon  C.  Swing  of  the  Submarine  Signal  Com- 
pany took  passage  to  Gloucester  to  test  out  the  newly  installed  Fathometer. 
The  instrument  functioned  perfectly. 

Gloucester 
The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  Gloucester  was  utilized  to  good  advantage  in 
"shaking  down."  Sail  drills  and  general  drills  were  held,  although  as  many  sail 
drills  as  desired  could  not  be  held  on  account  of  strong  wind  from  ahead  making 
furling  a  difficult  task.  Pulling  boats  were  used  almost  entirely  as  running 
boats,  the  motor  launch  being  used  for  some  special  trips.  Several  boat  drills 
under  sail  were  held.  Numerous  visitors  came  on  board  during  our  stay  in  port, 
and  in  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  many  parents  of  cadets  were  in  Gloucester.  On 
Monday  afternoon,  the  cadets'  baseball  team  played  a  game  of  baseball  with 
the  team  of  the  Gloucester  High  School,  which  game  was  won  by  Gloucester  by 
the  score  of  14  to  0.  The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Gloucester  at  11  A.  M. 
on  the  16th.  When  nearing  Boston  Light  Vessel,  a  vessel  on  fire  was  observed 
to  the  southwestward.  It  was  found  to  be  the  Steamship  "Van"  being  inten- 
tionally burned. 

En  Route  to  Washington 

On  the  18th  the  wind  came  fair  for  sailing.  The  engine  was  uncoupled  and 
the  ship  proceeded  for  six  hours  under  sail,  but  the  wind  fell  light  and  the 
engine  was  again  coupled  up.  During  the  run  to  the  Chesapeake,  the  cadets 
were  exercised  at  general  drills.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows : 
May  16,  boat  in  water,  2  minutes ;  buoy  picked  up,  4  minutes ;  boat  hoisted,  10 
minutes.  May  17,  boat  in  water,  1  minute  20  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up,  4  minutes ; 
boat  hoisted,  13  minutes. 

The  ship  anchored  off  Old  Point  Comfort  at  4.45  P.  M.  On  the  morning  of 
the  20th,  the  ship  got  underway,  anchoring  for  the  night  off  Windmill  Point. 
On  the  morning  of  the  21st,  the  ship  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the 
Potomac  River,  anchoring  for  the  night  off  Mount  Vernon.  Off  Indian  Head, 
28  miles  below  Washington,  the  Argentine  Naval  Training  Ship,  "President 
Sarmiento,"  was  passed.  Honors  were  rendered.  The  ship  was  berthed  at  the 
Mayflower  Dock  at  the  Washington  Navy  Yard. 
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Washington 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Washington  was  very  beneficial  from  several 
points  of  view.  The  conduct  of  the  cadets  in  Washington  was  excellent,  and 
many  complimentary  things  were  said  about  them  by  guests  and  visitors  to  the 
ship,  and  the  Naval  officers  who  observed  them.  The  ship  left  the  Navy  Yard 
at  8.30  A.  M.  Monday,  May  27.  The  range  finder  was  of  the  greatest  value  in 
operating  in  the  Potomac.  Lighthouse  Bureau  officials  were  greatly  interested 
in  our  use  of  the  range  finder  and  made  a  second  visit  to  the  ship  to  try  it  and 
to  discuss  its  possible  use  in  their  service  in  connection  with  locating  aids  to 
navigation.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  the  Norfolk  Naval  Base  at  12.45  P.  M., 
May  28. 

Norfolk 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  as  a  holiday.  Mr.  Cox,  Director  of  the  Norfolk 
Port  Authority,  Mr.  H.  G.  Barbee,  Treasurer  of  the  Norfolk  Port  Authority, 
and  Mr.  H.  J.  Wagner,  of  the  Norfolk  Port  Traffic  Commission,  called  on  board 
the  ship.  They  are  all  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  Virginia  nautical 
school. 

En  Route  to  Newport 

The  "Nantucket"  left  the  dock  under  two  boilers,  assisted  by  the  station  tug, 
at  3  P.  M.  on  the  31st,  and  proceeded  to  sea.  The  engineers  did  excellent 
steaming.  For  the  boiler  power  in  use  a  higher  average  of  revolutions  was 
maintained  than  customary.  The  rebuilding  of  the  uptakes  is  largely  responsi- 
ble, but  the  cadets  seemed  to  take  hold  of  their  jobs  better  than  usual  at 
this  stage  of  the  cruise.  A  surprise  lifeboat  drill  was  held  on  Saturday  after 
noon.  Times  were  as  follows:  boat  in  water,  1  minute  30  seconds;  box  picked 
up,  5  minutes  30  seconds ;  boat  hoisted,  13  minutes.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived 
and  moored  to  a  buoy  off  the  Training  Station,  Newport,  at  6  P.  M.,  June  2. 

Newport 
The  usual  watch  liberty  was  granted  the  cadets  while  at  Newport.     Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely  during  the  stay,  the  motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out. 
Some  boat  sailing  was  had. 

En  Route  to  Ponta  Delgada 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  from  Newport  at  10  A.  M.  on  June  5  under 
two  boilers.  Routine  drills  and  studies  were  at  once  started.  When  setting 
sail  on  the  afternoon  of  June  8,  the  hook  of  the  tye  block  on  the  foretopsail 
halliards  earned  away.  The  yard  landed  on  the  cap  heavily,  breaking  in  the 
starboard  quarter.  The  yard  was  sent  down  on  deck  and  stripped  ready  to  be 
repaired  upon  arrival  at  Ponta  Delgada.  Square  sail  (less  foretopsail)  was 
carried  throughout  daylight  hours  on  the  9th,  but  the  wind  falling  light  towards 
sundown,  was  taken  in.  With  fore  and  aft  sail  good  progress  was  made.  It 
was  deemed  advisable  to  arrive  at  Ponta  Delgada  as  early  as  possible  to  afford 
ample  time  for  the  repair  to  the  topsail  yard.  Weather  throughout  the  passage 
was  good  with  the  exception  of  fog  at  the  outset.  Studies  and  drills  were 
carried  out  according  to  schedule.  Church  services  were  held  on  Sunday  by 
the  Executive  Officer. 

Lifeboat  drills  were  held  as  follows :  June  6,  boat  in  water,  2  minutes ;  buoy 
picked  up,  6  minutes;  boat  hoisted,  15  minutes.  June  11,  boat  in  water,  1 
minute  3  seconds;  buoy  picked  up,  3  minutes  30  seconds;  boat  hoisted,  13 
minutes.  June  12,  boat  in  water,  2  minutes;  buoy  picked  up,  5  minutes;  boat 
hoisted,  11  minutes. 

Ponta  Delgada 

The  foretopsail  yard  was  sent  ashore  at  Ponta  Delgada  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  day  of  arrival,  June  17.  It  was  returned  on  board  on  the  21st  and  hoisted 
in  place.     An  excellent  job  of  repairs  was  done. 

The  cadets'  basketball  team  played  the  team  of  the  Club  Michaelensi  on 
the  20th,  winning  by  a  score  of  25  to  12;  and  the  team  of  the  Lyceum  High 
School  on  the  21st,  losing  by  a  score  of  20  to  11. 
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Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely,  the  motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out. 
Considerable  boat  sailing  was  held. 

En  Route  to  Plymouth 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  for  Falmouth  at  11.40  A.  M.  on  the  22nd, 
with  fine  weather  conditions.  Upon  rounding  the  eastern  end  of  San  Miguel 
a  northwesterly  swell  was  encountered,  and  for  the  next  three  days  the  ship 
did  considerable  rolling  (as  high  as  28°  being  recorded),  until  the  wind  fresh- 
ened and  the  fore  and  aft  sails  became  effective. 

On  the  evening  of  the  26th,  at  9.03  P.  M.,  the  main  engine  stopped  due  to 
broken  HP  valve  gear  rocker  arm.  The  ship  was  put  under  sail,  and  so  con- 
tinued until  8.10  A.  M.  of  the  28th  when  temporary  repairs  having  been  made, 
the  engine  was  coupled  up.  The  ship  at  that  time  was  practically  becalmed. 
The  broken  rocker  arm  indicated  a  very  old  fracture  or,  more  likely  an  original 
flaw,  to  the  extent  that  less  than  half  of  the  metal  was  holding.  The  member 
is  of  wrought  iron.  Repairs  were  effected  by  slotting  the  rocker  arm  to  a  depth 
of  1  %  "  and  inserting  a  piece  of  1  %  x5xl0,  cut  from  the  emergency  tiller.  This 
patch  was  held  in  place  by  two  1"  tap  and  through  bolts  in  the  shaft  end  and 
rocker  arm  respectively.  Then  a  strap  V2  x3xl5  was  bolted  on  edge  of  rocker 
arm  across  break  with  5  %  "  tap  bolts  extending  into  the  patch  piece.  By  con- 
tinuous work  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants  repairs  were  completed 
by  midnight  of  the  27th  and  the  engine  turned  over  disconnected.  The 
wind  was  dying  out  at  midnight  and  the  ship  was  practically  becalmed  when 
the  engine  was  coupled  up  at  8.10  A.  M.  on  the  28th.  The  ship  then  proceeded 
at  low  speed,  about  38  revolutions,  which  was  later  worked  up  to  about  45 
revolutions.  Examination  on  the  evening  of  the  28th  showed  the  patch  holding 
well. 

A  request  was  sent  to  the  American  Consul,  Plymouth,  for  information  as 
to  repair  facilities  at  Falmouth.  Reply  was  received  that  repairs  could  not 
be  made  there,  and  that  the  only  facilities  at  Plymouth  were  at  the  Royal  Naval 
Dockyard.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  was  advised  and  his  ap- 
proval of  repairs  requested. 

Drills  and  studies  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  schedule.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  modify  the  schedule  of  studies  of  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  to  the 
extent  of  substituting  ship's  work  for  afternoon  periods  as  ship's  work  was 
being  neglected.  Man  overboard  drill  was  held  on  the  24th  as  follows:  boat 
in  water,  1  minute  10  seconds;  box  picked  up,  3  minutes  40  seconds;  boat 
hoisted,  10  minutes  30  seconds. 

A  despatch  was  received  from  the  Naval  Attache,  London,  saying  that  the 
British  Admiralty  authorized  "Nantucket"  main  engine  repairs  at  Plymouth 
Dockyard. 

Plymouth 

At  Plymouth  the  "Nantucket"  was  berthed  well  out,  more  than  a  mile  from 
the  boat  landing.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  yachts  were 
in  for  the  Regatta.  The  American  yachts  "Yankee"  and  "Atlantic"  were  in 
port.  On  July  3  the  Regatta  was  held.  The  "Nantucket's"  three  cutters  raced 
as  one  event.  The  starboard  watch,  Cadet  Coxswain  Terry,  won;  with  port 
watch,  Cadet  Senior  Officer  Ludden,  a  close  second;  and  engineer  Cadet 
Coxswain  Morgan  third. 

A  boat  from  Royal  Dockyard  came  alongside  on  July  1  for  the  broken  rocker- 
arm.  The  new  rocker-arm  was  delivered  on  board  on  July  4  and  was  at  once 
installed. 

July  4  was  observed  in  the  usual  manner.  The  "Nantucket"  dressed  ship 
and  the  British  ships  in  port  did  likewise.  Usual  watch  liberty  was  granted 
except  that  on  the  3rd  a  quarter  watch  was  sent  and  on  the  4th,  three-quarters 
was  sent.     Cadets  had  much  sailing  while  at  Plymouth. 

En  Route  to  London 

No  drills  or  studies  were  held  during  the  passage  to  London.  The  5th  was 
utilized  as  a  Field  Day,  and  the  6th  for  painting. 
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London 
In  London  regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  except  on  the  11th  and  12th. 
A  handsome  silver  trophy  cup,  the  Drake  Trophy,  was  received  from  Plymouth 
for  the  winning  crew  of  our  event  in  the  Regatta.     The  cadets  played  a  game 
of  baseball  with  the  Anglo-American  team. 

En  Route  to  Cadiz 

The  run  down  the  channel  was  uneventful  except  that  in  the  evening  of  the 
16th,  we  passed  the  New  York  Schoolship,  the  "Empire  State"  close  aboard, 
bound  from  Queenstown  to  London,  and  exchanged  signals  with  her. 

Upon  clearing  the  English  Channel  on  the  18th,  a  moderate  WSW  wind 
was  encountered  and  the  ship  was  put  under  sail  but,  as  the  course  made  good 
was  leading  into  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  sail  was  furled  at  night  and  steaming  was 
resumed.  The  following  day  the  same  procedure  was  followed,  and  in  the 
morning  of  the  20th  the  ship  was  again  under  sail.  This  day  the  wind  hauled 
to  the  northward,  and  the  ship  continued  under  sail  until  the  evening  of  the 
22nd,  when,  the  wind  dying  out,  the  engine  was  again  coupled  up.  The  ship 
was  again  put  under  sail  in  the  evening  of  the  23rd  and  thus  proceeded  until 
the  morning  of  the  24th  when,  the  wind  falling  light,  steaming  was  resumed; 
later,  however,  the  wind  freshened  and,  after  rounding  Cape  St.  Vincent,  about 
noon,  the  engine  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  sail  to  within 
about  40  miles  of  Cadiz.  Studies  and  drills  were  conducted  in  accordance  with 
schedule. 

Lifeboat  drills  were  held  as  follows :  July  16,  boat  in  water,  1  minute ;  box 
picked  up,  4  minutes  20  seconds;  boat  hoisted,  9  minutes.  July  18,  boat  in 
water,  1  minute  10  seconds;  box  picked  up,  3  minutes  50  seconds;  boat  hoisted, 
9  minutes  30  seconds;  July  23,  boat  in  water,  1  minute;  box  picked  up,  3 
minutes  40  seconds;  boat     hoisted,  7  minutes. 

Cadiz 

The  boat  was  berthed  at  Cadiz  immediately  off  the  inner  harbor,  a  little  more 
than  a  mile  from  the  boat  landing.  Owing  to  the  distance  off,  the  motor  launch 
was  used  for  liberty  trips  and  late  running  trips.  Pulling  boats  were  used  for 
other  trips.  Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted.  The  Catholic  cadets  attended 
Mass  at  the  Cathedral.  Swimming  over  the  side  was  held  daily.  Boating  under 
sail  was  held  on  Friday. 

En  Route  to  Gibraltar 

The  run  to  Gibraltar  was  uneventful  except  for  the  fog  which  shut  in  as 
Tarafa  Point  was  passed. 

Gibraltar 

The  H.  M.  S.  "Arethusa,"  a  new  5,000  ton  cruiser,  was  in  port,  and  on 
August  2,  a  division  of  six  destroyers  arrived.  The  athletic  fields  were  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  cadets.  They  were  not  used,  however,  as  those  on  liberty 
spent  their  time  in  sightseeing  and  shopping,  and  those  on  board  were  engaged 
in  ship's  work.     A  number  of  cadets  visited  the  Galleries  of  the  Rock. 

En  Route  to  Casa  Blanca 

On  entering  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar,  a  message  was  received  from  the  French 
vessel  "Pim"-22,  Lidou,  Master,  asking  if  the  "Nantucket"  could  give  a  medical 
consultation  in  French.  Upon  replying  in  the  affirmative,  the  case  was  stated 
and  Dr.  Wilkins  diagnosed  the  case  and  gave  his  advice. 

In  the  morning  of  the  5th  a  ten  foot  shark  was  caught  and  hoisted  aboard. 
In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  large  schools  of  what  appeared  to  be  Spanish 
mackerel  swam  around  the  ship. 

Casa  Blanca 

The  port  of  Casa  Blanca  is  a  splendid  modern  development,  and  is  particu- 
larly well  equipped.  Vessels  were  coming  and  going  all  the  time.  On  one  day 
on  one  watch,  thirteen  steamers  departed.  While  the  harbor  is  well  protected 
by  jetties,  in  the  winter  storms  it  is  sometimes  necessary  for  the  vessels  to  quit 
the  harbor. 
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A  considerable  number  of  cadets  took  advantage  of  the  splendid  bathing 
pools  of  the  city.  Swimming  on  the  beaches  is  very  dangerous  due  to  the 
heavy  undertow.  But  the  city  is  well  equipped  with  pools  both  for  Europeans 
and  for  natives. 

Santa  Cruz,  Teneriffe 

Santa  Cruz  is  a  port  of  call  of  vessels  plying  between  European  ports  and 
West  African  and  eastern  South  American  ports.  The  jetty  was  fully  occupied 
at  all  times,  and  numerous  vessels  were  generally  anchored  outside  awaiting 
a  berth. 

The  usual  liberty  by  watches  was  granted.  The  cadets'  baseball  team  played 
the  Teneriffe  Baseball  team,  being  beaten  by  a  score  of  20  to  12.  There  were 
about  500  or  600  people  present  at  the  game.  Privileges  of  the  Casino  De 
Teneriffe  were  extended  to  officers  and  cadets. 

En  Route  to  Bermuda 
Drills  and  studies  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  except  that 
no  drills  were  held  during  the  examination  period.  Unusual  interest  has  been 
shown  in  signalling  of  which  much  has  been  going  on  about  the  deck  during 
cadets'  spare  time.  Church  services  were  conducted  by  the  Executive  Officer 
as  usual.     Unusually  strong  trade  winds  were  encountered. 

St.  George,  Bermuda 

The  Corporation  Secretary  invited  the  officers  and  cadets  to  visit  the  caves 
and  Government  Aquarium.  A  special  car  was  provided  and  all  who  Avent  had 
a  very  enjoyable  time.  The  Bermuda  Sailors  Home  placed  its  facilities  at  the 
disposal  of  the  cadets. 

The  anchorage  at  St.  George  was  convenient  to  the  boat  landing.  Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely.     Boat  crews  were  also  exercised  under  sail. 

The  passage  to  Mattapoisett  was  without  incident.  On  the  second  day  out 
there  was  a  rather  heavy  confused  sea  and  the  ship  rolled  up  to  25°,  which  com- 
bined with  a  considerable  pitch  shook  a  good  many  cadets  off  their  sea  legs.  From 
noon  of  the  8th  to.  noon  of  the  9th  a  distance  of  232  miles  was  made  good. 
No  Man's  Land  was  sighted  at  6.30  P.  M.  On  passing  Vineyard  Lightvessel, 
a  driving  rain  occurred  and  visibility  was  reduced  to  nearly  zero.  Preparations 
were  made  for  anchoring  at  once,  but  it  was  merely  a  passing  squall  and  course 
was  continued.  The  "Nantucket"  anchored  in  Buzzards  Bay  off  Mattapoisett 
at  three  minutes  past  midnight  on  September  10.  At  6.30  A.  M.  the  ship  pro- 
ceeded to  selected  anchorage  in  the  harbor  of  Mattapoisett.

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Federal  Legislation 

Authority  of  the  United  States 
H.  R.  24145.    Approved  March  4,  1911. 

(Original    Act    passed    June    20,    1874.) 

An  Act  for  the  Establishment  op  Marine  Schools,  and  for 
Other  Purposes 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  promote  nautical  education,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish,  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  the 
governor  of  a  State,  a  suitable  vessel  of  the  navy,  with  all  her  apparel,  charts, 
books,  and  instruments  of  navigation,  provided  the  same  can  be  spared  without 
detriment  to  the  naval  service,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  nautical  school, 
or  school  or  college  having  a  nautical  branch,  established  at  each  of  the  following 
ports  of  the  United  States :  Boston,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Seattle,  San 
Francisco,  Baltimore,  Detroit,  Saginaw  (Michigan),  Norfolk  and  Corpus  Christi, 
upon  the  condition  that  there  shall  be  maintained  at  such  port  a  school  or  branch 
of  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  youths  in  navigation,  steamship-marine  engi- 
neering, and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  proper  construction,  equipment,  and 
sailing  of  vessels  or  any  particular  branch  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  annually  appropriated  by 
any  State  or  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such  a  marine  school 
or  schools  or  the  nautical  branch  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  school  or 
schools:  provided,  however,  that  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  one  school  in 
any  port  heretofore  named  in  section  one  and  that  the  appropriation  for  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  school. 

Section  3.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized, 
when  in  his  opinion  the  same  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  public 
service,  to  detail  proper  officers  of  the  navy  as  superintendents  of  or  instructors 
in  such  schools:  provided,  that  if  any  such  school  shall  be  discontinued,  or  the 
good  of  the  naval  service  shall  require,  such  vessel  shall  be  immediately  restored 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  officers  so  detailed  recalled :  and  provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  be  sentenced  to  or  received  at  such  schools  as  a 
punishment  or  commutation  of  punishment  for  crime. 

Section  4.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

State  Legislation 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  1932 

Chapter  15 
Department  of  Education 

Section  22.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts 
nautical  school  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  three  citizens  of  the 
commonwealth,  one  of  whom  shall  annually  before  July  1st  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  three  years  from  said 
day. 

Section  23.  The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  expenses  actually  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
duties. 

Chapter  74 

Vocational  Education 

Section  49.    The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  nautical  school 

shall  provide  and  maintain  a  nautical  school  for  the  instruction  of  students  in 

the  science  and   practice  of  navigation,   accommodations  therefor  on   board   a 
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proper  vessel,  books,  stationery,  apparatus  and  supplies  needed  in  the  work 
thereof,  and  appoint  and  remove  necessary  instructors  and  other  employees, 
determine  their  compensation,  fix  the  terms  upon  which  students  shall  be  received 
and  instructed  therein  and  discharged  therefrom,  make  all  regulations  necessary 
for  its  management  and  provide  from  time  to  time  for  cruises  in  or  from  Boston 
harbor. 

Section  50.  The  board  may  receive  from  the  federal  government,  and  use 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  vessels  detailed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
navy. 

Section  51.  In  addition  to  the  advances  authorized  by  section  twenty-three 
of  chapter  twenty-nine,  the  state  treasurer  shall,  upon  requisition  by  the  board 
to  the  comptroller,  make  an  advance  for  said  cruises  of  not  exceeding  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  for  six  months  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  vessel  detailed  there- 
for, who  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  its  proper  disbursement.  Said  advance 
shall  be  accounted  for  by  properly  approved  vouchers  within  thirty  days  after 
the  termination  of  said  cruises. 

Section  53.  The  commissioner  shall  make  an  annual  report  relative  to  the 
Massachusetts  nautical  school.

The  Appeal  of  the  Sea 

The  call  of  the  sea  has  been  an  especially  alluring  one  to  the  sons  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Since  colonial  days,  the  State  has  been  well  represented  in  the  American 
merchant  marine  and  in  the  Navy.  The  rugged  coast  of  Massachusetts  has  been 
the  recruiting  ground  for  many  of  the  men  who  have  made  our  nation  great  for 
heroic  achievement  upon  the  sea.  Many  young  men  in  all  parts  of  the  State  find 
the  call  of  the  sea  an  irresistible  one;  they  have  not  failed  to  answer  the  call  in 
the  past,  and  they  will  not  in  the  future.  In  the  days  of  sail  "few  could  grow  up 
in  a  seaport  town  and  resist  the  lure  of  the  sea.  For  boys  in  the  inland  towns, 
seafaring  afforded  the  only  alternative  to  clodhopping,  the  sole  means  of  foreign 
travel,  and  the  opportunity  to  gather  wealth." 

At  the  present  time  a  seafaring  life  does  not  fascinate  in  the  same  manner  as 
it  did  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  years  ago.  The  element  of  excitement  and 
adventure  is  not  present  as  it  was  in  the  early  days.  There  are  no  unknown 
regions  to  incite  and  stir  the  imagination,  there  are  no  pirates  in  the  far  east  to 
contend  with,  and  travel  in  distant  lands  is  not  so  rare.    Much  of  the  romance 
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and  dangers  of  the  sea  departed   with  the  disappearance  of  the  white   winged 
sailing  vessels.     . 

The  new  merchant  marine,  however,  with  its  larger  and  faster  ships  and 
improved  equipment  and  conditions,  is  not  failing  to  attract  lads  who  have  an 
inclination  for  the  sea,  and  who  look  upon  the  calling  as  one  worthy  of  their 
highest  efforts.  The  mariner  is  more  safely  guarded  against  the  dangers  of  the 
sea.  Many  improvements  and  inventions  have  minimized  the  dangers  of  ocean 
travel ;  water  tight  compartments,  the  wireless  telegraph,  radio  compass,  sub- 
marine signal  apparatus,  the  fathometer,  and  other  navigational  aids,  have  con- 
tributed to  the  element  of  safety  at  sea.  Modern  ships  are  better  equipped  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  both  passengers  and  ci'ew. 

The  Purpose  of  the  Nautical  School 

The  work  of  the  school  is  twofold.  First  and  foremost,  it  is  preparing  young 
men  of  the  State  between  seventeen  and  twenty  years  of  age  for  officers'  posi- 
tions on  board  American  ships.  It  is  a  public  vocational  school  offering  instruc- 
tion in  seamanship  and  marine  engineering.  A  large  percentage  of  the  1,745 
graduates  are  following  the  vocation  for  which  they  were  trained,  as  officers  in 
the  merchant  marine,  United  States  Coast  Guard,  United  States  Navy,  and  the 
Lighthouse  Service.  Sixty  graduates  are  serving  as  officers  in  the  American 
Hawaiian  Line,  nine  of  whom  are  in  command  of  ships;  the  commodore  captain 
of  the  line  is  a  graduate  of  this  school.  Fifty  graduates  are  officers  in  the  United 
Fruit  Line.  Second,  the  school  is  indirectly  providing  qualified  men  for  service 
as  officers  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force.  During  the  Spanish 
American  War  and  again  in  the  Great  War,  the  graduates  constituted  an  impor- 
tant element  in  the  military  organization,  contributing  to  the  successful  operation 
of  the  Navy,  the  transports  and  merchant  shipping. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  during  the  past  forty-three  years  has  been 
doing  its  full  share  in  maintaining  the  sea  traditions  of  the  State  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  register  of  graduates  printed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  school. 

The  school  was.  established  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  1891,  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  young  men  for  service  as  officers  in  the  American  mercantile 
marine.  The  school  offers  theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  seamanship, 
navigation,  marine  engineering  and  electricity.  The  school  is  conducted  on  board 
the  Schoolship  "Nantucket",  a  vessel  of  1261  tons,  of  iron  construction,  accom- 
modating 118  cadets.  The  Commanding  Officer  of  the  "Nantucket"  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  school,  is  a  retired  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy. 
The  course  of  study  and  practical  work  occupies  two  years.  The  year  is  divided 
into  a  winter  and  summer  term.  During  the  winter  term,  which  includes  practical 
and  theoretical  instruction,  the  ship  is  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown. 
The  Summer  term  is  occupied  with  the  practise  cruise,  usually  to  European  ports. 

A  deposit  of  $300  is  required  before  an  applicant  enters  the  school,  and  another 
deposit  of  $150  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year.  The  entrance  examinations, 
which  are  strictly  competitive,  are  held  in  Boston  and  Springfield  in  March 
and  September.  The  age  limit  of  candidates,  who  must  be  sons  of  residents  and 
citizens  of  Massachusetts,  is  from  seventeen  years  to  the  twentieth  birthday.  A 
graduate  of  the  school  is  eligible  for  examination  for  a  United  States  certificate 
as  third  officer  or  third  assistant  engineer. 

There  is  always  a  good  demand  for  competent  officers  on  board  American  ships, 
and  the  young  men  leaving  the  school  are  absorbed  in  the  merchant  service 
shortly  after  graduating.

Report  and  Statistics  for  the  Year 

The  work  continues  to  be  maintained  at  a  high  standard.  Under  an  efficient 
corps  of  officers  and  instructors,  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress.    During  the 
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winter  term,  through  the  courtesy  of  Rear  Admiral  Walter  R.  Gherardi,  IT. S.N. , 
Commandant  of  the  First  Naval  District,  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  was 
berthed  as  usual  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown,  and  class  rooms  in  a  building 
in  the  Yard  were  assigned  to  the  school. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  practise  cruise  will  be  found  on  the  following  pages 
of  this  report.  On  account  of  the  war  in  Spain,  it  was  not  advisable  to  carry 
out  the  itinerary  in  all  its  details;  Vigo  was  omitted  and  a  stay  of  two  days  was 
made  in  Gibraltar  instead  of  the  usual  six  days. 

On  February  26,  the  "Nantucket"  was  towed  into  the  dry  dock  at  the  Navy 
Yard  for  the  annual  overhaul.  The  Federal  government  expended  $16,262  on 
repairs ;  $13,  733  on  hull  and  rigging,  and  $2,529  in  the  engineering  department. 
In  addition  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  navigational  instruments  at  the  Naval 
Observatory. 

Just  before  the  ship  sailed  on  the  practise  cruise,  the  radio  set  on  board  was 
replaced  with  a  more  powerful  equipment.  The  present  set  includes  a  high 
frequency  transmitter,  an  all  wave  marine  receiver,  and  all  the  latest  improve- 
ments. This  replacement  was  necessary  in  order  to  conform  to  the  new  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

The  Commissioners  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  bequest  of  nautical 
books  belonging  to  the  late  Capt.  George  V.  Williams  of  Wellfleet.  A  sextant 
left  by  Captain  Williams  to  the  Boston  Marine  Society  was  awarded  as  a  prize 
to  the  graduate  in  the  September  class  who  possessed  the  most  qualities  making 
for  the  best  shipmaster.

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  at  3  P.M.,  on  May  9, 
in  accordance  with  schedule.  The  ship  was  swung  for  radio  compass  calibration 
off  Boston  lightship,  but  conditions  were  not  favorable  for  swinging  for  mag- 
netic compass  deviation.  At  7.30  P.M.,  course  was  set  for  Cape  Cod.  The  wind 
had  been  freshening  while  off  the  lightship,  and  by  the  time  Race  Point  was 
reached  the  ship  had  considerable  motion.  However,  the  motion  subsided  when 
the  lee  of  Cape  Cod  was  made.  Speed  was  then  reduced  to  %,  and  the  ship  stood 
back  and  forth  until  daylight.  As  conditions  again  were  unfavorable  for  swinging 
for  magnetic  compass  deviation,  course  was  set  for  anchorage,  and  the  ship 
anchored  in  Provincetown  Harbor  at  7.20  A.M.,  on  Sunday,  May  10. 

Provincetown 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  in  Provineetown  was  utilized  to  good  advantage 
with  sail  and  general  drills.  The  drills  went  off  smoothly,  and  the  cadets  were 
quick  in  learning  their  stations  and  duties.  On  May  13  all  boats  were  provisioned 
for  abandon  ship,  manned,  and  away  from  the  ship  in  nine  minutes,  only  neces- 
sary watch  details  remaining  on  board. 

Pulling  boats  were  used  for  all  scheduled  trips.  The  motor  launch  was  hoisted 
out  for  tuning  up  of  engine  and  for  instruction  of  crews.  Boats  were  sent  out 
under  sail  daily. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  10  A.M.  on  May  14.  Ship  was  swung  for 
compass  deviation  off  Provincetown  and  then  proceeded.  In  the  afternoon  fore 
and  aft  sail  was  set  and  carried  until  nearing  Pollock  Rip.  Stonehorse  Channel 
was  entered  at  10  P.M.   Weather  was  fine  and  visibility  was  excellent. 

First  year  cadets  were  vaccinated  and  administered  first  inocculation  for  anti- 
typhoid, while  at  Provincetown. 

Greenport,  Long  Island 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Greenport,  Long  Island,  at  6.56  P.M.  on  May  15. 
Routine  drills  and  sail  drills  were  held.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely,  the 
motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out.  Considerable  boat  sailing  was  had.  Swim- 
ming off  the  ship  was  had  once,  the  water  temperature  being  60°F. 

Greenport  is  an  excellent  port  for  our  purposes.  At  the  time  of  our  visit 
yachts  were  still  little  in  evidence  and  we  had  the  harbor  much  to  ourselves.  We 
were  anchored  half  a  mile  from  a  good  boat  landing.  Our  boat  crews  are  de- 
veloping well. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Greenport  at  11.26  A.M.  on  May  19.  Visi- 
bility was  rather  low  and  became  worse  as  we  neared  Montauk  so  that  we  rounded 
the  Point  without  seeing  it.  The  wind  then  was  dead  ahead  and  the  ship  pitched 
considerably.  Speed  was  greatly  reduced  so  that  for  one  hour  we  logged  but  0.6 
knots. 
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On  May  20th  the  wind  came  fair  for  sailing  and  we  sailed  from  6.57  A.M.  to 
4.32  P.M.  On  the  21st  life  boat  drills  were  held  as  follows:  Starboard  watch; 
boat  in  water  1  minute,  30  seconds;  buoy  picked  up  4  minutes;  boat  hoisted 
9  minutes,  40  seconds;  port  watch;  boat  in  water,  1  minute;  buoy  picked  up 
3  minutes,  30  seconds;  boat  hoisted  8  minutes. 

During  the  passage  classes  were  conducted  according  to  routine.  The  second 
anti-typhoid  inocculation  was  administered  to  the  first  year  men. 

Chesapeake  Bay  was  entered  at  7.30  P.M.  on  May  21,  and  the  "Nantucket" 
anchored  off  the  entrance  to  the  York  River  at  9  P.M.  The  ship  was  got  underway 
at  6.30  A.M.  and  proceeded  up  the  River,  anchoring  at  8.49  A.M.,  May  22. 

Yorktown,  Virginia 

The  "Nantucket"  anchored  at  Yorktown,  at  8.49  A.M.,  on  May  22.  Regular 
routine  was  carried  out  except  that  the  22nd  was  given  over  to  field  day.  Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely.  On  account  of  the  strong  current  there  was  no  boat 
sailing.  Swimming  over  the  side  was  had  at  slack  water  when  the  time  was 
convenient. 

There  was  not  much  for  cadets  to  do  at  Yorktown  other  than  visit  the  battle- 
field and  the  points  of  historical  interest.  Quite  a  number  of  cadets  visited 
Williamsburg. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  6  P.M.  on  May  25.  The  run  to  Norfolk  was 
without  incident. 

Norfolk,  Virginia 

The  "Nantucket"  anchored  off  the  Naval  Operating  Base  at  9.22  P.M.,  on 
May  25.  At  10.03  A.M.  the  next  day,  the  ship  got  underway  and  proceeded  into 
the  Submarine  Basin,  berthing  at  Pier  7. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  tons  of  coal  Avere  taken,  of  which  27  tons  were 
bagged  on  deck.  The  cadets  handled  the  coal  expeditiously.  The  job  was  finished 
two  hours  earlier  than  estimated. 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted,  and  a  few  special  liberties  were  granted 
for  cadets  to  visit  relatives  in  accordance  with  requests  of  parents.  Routine 
morning  drills  were  held  on  the  27th  and  the  28th. 

The  "Nantucket"  cast  off  from  the  dock  and  proceeded  on  voyage  at  6.04  A.M. 
on  May  30.  Fine  weather  conditions  prevailed.  Soon  after  departure  the  third 
anti-typhoid  inocculation  was  administered  to  cadets  of  the  third  and  fourth 
classes.  The  last  of  the  deckload  of  coal  was  struck  down  in  the  morning  of 
June  3. 

Generally  fine  weather  prevailed  throughoiit  the  voyage,  but  winds  were  light 
and  generally  easterly.  There  was  very  little  sailing  and  that  in  the  early  part 
of  the  passage.  Numerous  vessels  were  sighted  and  on  the  morning  of  June  11, 
the  "Vulcania"  passed  and  radioed  that  she  had  a  bag  of  mail  for  us  addressed 
to  Horta. 

Drills  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  routine  and  studies  as  per  schedule. 
The  spirit  of  the  cadets  has  been  excellent.  Drills  have  been  very  satisfactorily 
performed.  Life  boat  drills  were  conducted  as  follows :  June  1,  boat  in  water, 
1  minute  25  seconds;  buoy  picked  up  6  minutes  20  seconds;  boat  hoisted  15 
minutes,  15  seconds;  June  3,  boat  in  water  1  minute;  buoy  picked  up  3  minutes 
35  seconds ;  boat  hoisted  9  minutes  50  seconds ;  June  5,  boat  in  water  50  seconds ; 
buoy  picked  up  4  minutes  6  seconds;  boat  hoisted  9  minutes  10  seconds;  June  8, 
boat  in  water,  58  seconds;  buoy  picked  up  3  minutes  51  seconds;  boat  hoisted 
8  minutes  10  seconds;  June  11,  boat  in  Avater  45  seconds;  buoy  picked  up  3 
minutes;  boat  hoisted  8  minutes  15  seconds. 

Church  services  Avere  held  on  Sundays  by  the  Executive  Officer  and  they  Avere 
well  attended  by  the  cadets.  Instructions  AArere  given  by  the  Surgeon  to  Cadets 
relative  to  conduct  on  shore. 

The  Island  of  Flores  Avas  sighted  at  dawn  on  June  12,  and  the  "Nantucket" 
anchored  in  the  harbor  of  Horta,  Avith  stern  to  a  mooring  buoy,  at  6.47  A.M., 
June  13.    Upon  arrival  there  remained  on  board  54  tons  of  coal. 
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Horta,  Azores 

Upon  arrival  at  Horta,  a  boarding1  officer  came  on  board  from  the  Naval 
Training1  Ship  "Sag-res".  Calls  were  exchanged  with  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  "Sagres",  and  the  usual  calls  were  made  on  the  Civil  Governor,  the  Military 
Commandant  and  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  which  calls  were  returned  and  the 
usual  honors  rendered. 

On  June  16  in  the  evening,  the  cadets  played  basketball  with  a  local  team  and 
were  defeated  in  a  warmly  contested  game.  On  June  17  in  the  evening,  the 
cadets  put  on  a  boxing  bout  and  a  wrestling  bout  at  a  charity  benefit  entertain- 
ment which  were  much  appreciated  and  well  applauded. 

Pulling  boats  were  used  for  scheduled  trips.  There  was  some  boat  sailing ; 
and  some  swimming  was  had  from  the  ship.  Noonday  temperatures  were  as 
follows:  June  13th,  70;  14th,  71;  15th,  80;  16th,  68;  17th,  64;  18th,  64. 

While  at  Horta  it  was  necessary  to  employ  a  diver  to  recover  one  of  the  torches 
of  the  starboard  Franklin  lifebuoy  which  had  been  dropped  overboard  while 
being  cleaned.  The  diver  had  the  torch  within  five  minutes  of  going  down.  The 
depth  was  between  7  and  8  fathoms.  The  ship  coaled  on  the  18th,  taking  85  tons 
of  Welch  coal. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Horta  at  12.45,  June  18.  Upon  departure 
head  winds  were  met  and  carried  until  Graciosa  Island  Avas  rounded,  about 
midnight.  The  following  morning  the  engine  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  pro- 
ceeded under  sail.  The  wind  became  strong,  the  sea  rough.  At  11  P.M.,  the 
engine  was  coupled  up  as  the  wind  had  fallen  light,  but  the  following  morning 
the  ship  was  again  put  under  sail  and  continued  to  the  afternoon  of  the  21st. 
Then  again  in  the  early  morning  of  the  22nd  the  ship  was  again  put  under  sail 
and  so  continued  to  the  evening  of  the  23rd.  From  noon  of  the  22nd  to  noon  of 
the  23rd  the  ship  made  good  181  miles  under  sail. 

Considerable  fog  was  encountered  in  the  English  Channel.  On  the  27th  the 
American  steamers  "West  Heron"  and  the  "American  Trader"  were  passed 
close  aboard. 

As  it  appeared  that  the  ship  would  arrive  off  Rotterdam  at  about  10  P.M.  on 
June  28,  it  was  decided  to  put  on  a  third  boiler  so  as  to  arrive  before  dark,  and 
also  to  make  better  progress  through  the  strong  currents  and  traffic  of  Dover 
Strait.  The  third  boiler  was  cut  in  at  7.10  P.M.  on  the  27th.  Fine  weather  pre- 
vailed after  sighting  Beechy  Head. 

Maas  lightship  was  reached  at  3.50  P.M.,  June  28,  a  river  pilot  taken  on  board, 
and  the  ship  proceeded  up  the  Maas.  Off  the  city  a  harbor  pilot  came  on  board, 
and  the  ship  berthed  alongside  a  quay  at  a  city  park  (Park  Kade)  at  7.19  P.M. 

Rotterdam,  Holland 

The  visit  to  Rotterdam  was  much  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  the  cadets.  They 
were  made  welcome  and  treated  cordially.  Much  interest  was  shown  in  the  ship 
and  many  visitors  came  on  board.  The  berth  assigned  by  the  Harbor  Master  was 
an  excellent  one.  Two  police  officers  were  on  the  dock  at  all  times.  The  crowds 
were  always  orderly. 

Liberty  was  granted  by  watches  from  1.30  P.M.  to  10  P.M.  daily.  On  the 
morning  of  June  30,  sail  drill  was  held  for  a  moving  picture  company  to  photo- 
graph. The  National  Museum  Avas  open  to  cadets  gratis  and  all  had  opportunity 
to  visit  it.  The  first  and  second  classes  Avere  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  harbor  on  a 
tug  provided  by  courtesy  of  the  Harbor  Master.  While  sail  drill  was  being  held 
the  Airship  "Hindenberg"  sailed  close  overhead.  Many  cadets  rented  bicycles 
and  some  got  to  outlying  districts.  Three  cadets  Avere  granted  special  leave  to 
visit  friends. 

During  our  stay  at  Rotterdam  a  band  played  nightly  in  the  park  close  aboard. 
On  our  arrival  and  again  on  our  departure  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  Avas 
rendered.    On  the  night  of  July  3  a  half  hour  of  fire  Avorks  Avas  displayed  from  a 
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barge  anchored  in  the  river  not  far  from  the  ship.  Prior  to  departure  the  Consul 
and  the  Harbor  Master  came  on  board  to  bid  us  good-bye  and  to  wish  us  Bon 
Voyage. 

Noon  day  temperatures  were  as  follows :  June  29,  76 ;  30th,  66 ;  July  1,  6S ; 
2nd,  65;  3rd,  62. 

To  Rotterdam  the  cruise  was  made  as  follows:  Voyage  to  Rotterdam,  under 
steam  2,343  miles;  under  steam  and  sail  1,403  miles;  under  sail  alone  831  miles. 
Voyage  from  Horta  to  Rotterdam,  under  steam  514  miles;  under  steam  and 
sail  524  miles;  under  sail  alone  580  miles. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Rotterdam  at  4.12  P.M.  on  July  3,  under 
two  boilers,  assisted  from  the  dock  by  a  tug  furnished  by  courtesy  of  the  Harbor 
Master.  As  the  direct  route  from  the  Maas  to  the  Humber  would  have  involved 
considerable  night  pilotage  inside  the  Humber  Shoals  it  was  decided  to  take  the 
longer  outside  route  and  pass  to  the  northward  of  the  shoals.  Even  at  that  it 
was  necessary  to  run  at  reduced  speed.  Opportunity  Avas  taken  of  a  favorable 
gentle  breeze  to  put  the  ship  under  sail  in  the  afternoon  of  the  4th.  This  per- 
mitted of  drying  out  the  sails.  The  passage  to  the  Humber  was  made  without 
incident.  The  pilot  was  picked  up  on  the  evening  of  the  5th  at  9.30  P.M.  and 
at  10.45  P.M.,  the  ship  was  anchored  inside  Spurn  Point  for  the  night.  The  ship 
got  under  way  under  three  boilers  at  4.10  A.M.  and  proceeded  to  berth  at  Albert 
Dock,  Hull,  England,  securing  at  8.01  A.M.   Two  tugs  were  required  in  berthing. 

It  was  necessary  to  have  a  field  day  the  morning  of  the  4th.  At  noon  the  De- 
claration of  Independence  was  published.  In  the  evening  the  cadets  had  an 
impromptu  celebration, — parading  about  the  deck  behind  drum  and  bugle  corps, 
armed  Avith  SAvabs  and  brooms,  and  going  through  the  motions  of  setting  off  and 
admiring  imaginary  fireworks.    Usual  divine  service  was  held  on  Sunday. 

Hull,  England 

Parties  of  cadets  visited  the  Nautical  School,  Trinity  House ;  a  party  of  twenty 
was  entertained  at  an  outing  at  the  harbor  defenses,  guests  of  the  Commanding 
Officer ;  a  party  of  twenty  with  Mr.  Gray  attended  a  military  pageant  at  Ravens- 
Avorth  Castle,  Gateshead,  (on  the  Tyne,  150  miles  from  Hull),  guests  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  dined  with  him.  They  met  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  Avho  Avas  present.  Some  36,000  spectators  were  in  attendance.  The  moving 
picture  houses  of  Hull  were  open  to  the  cadets  free  of  charge. 

The  study  schedule  Avas  resumed  on  July  13,  and  continued  on  the  14th,  liberty 
being  granted  from  3  P.M.   It  Avas  not  practical  to  conduct  drills  in  Hull. 

The  Aveather  during  our  stay  was  quite  unsettled  Avith  much  rain.  Noonday 
temperatures  were  as  f  oIIoavs  :  July  6,  65 ;  7th,  68 ;  8th,  68 ;  9th,  60 ;  10th,  58 ; 
11th,  59;  12th,  64;  13th,  66;  14th,  65. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Hull  with  the  first  tide  on  July  15,  at 
2.58  A.M.,  under  tAvo  boilers.  When  east  of  GoodAvin  Sands  a  strong  head  Avind 
came  up  and  with  a  head  tide,  the  ship  made  five  knots  in  four  hours.  In  the 
early  morning  of  the  17th,  the  Airship  "Hindenberg"  Avas  sighted  off  the  Nab, 
entrance  to  the  Solent.  She  contacted  the  "S.  S.  Europa"  and  circled  round  her, 
coming  within  less  than  a  mile  of  the  "Nantucket".  Numerous  British  Avar  ships 
Avere  sighted,  one  of  them  apparently  of  the  Nelson  class. 

Departure  was  taken  from  Start  Point  at  8.38  P.M.  on  July  17,  and  at  that 
time  a  fresh  breeze  sprang  up  from  the  south  west  which  rapidly  increased  in 
force  to  a  gale.  The  following  morning,  when  it  was  found  that  only  about  20 
miles  had  been  made  good  during  the  night  and  that  the  ship  had  been  set  con- 
siderably inshore,  it  was  determined  to  seek  shelter  and  conserve  fuel.  The  ship 
Avas  put  about  and  proceeded  to  Tor  Bay,  anchoring  at  2  P.M.  A  number  of 
freighters  were  also  anchored  there. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Tor  Bay  at  8  P.M.  on  July  19.  The  weather 
had  moderated  and  good  weather  prevailed.  It  was  expected  to  make  Vigo, 
Spain,  in  the  forenoon  of  July  23.  After  receiving  radio  instructions  from  the 
Commissioners,  and  a  communication  from  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations, 
Washington,  it  was  decided  on  account  of  the  economic  conditions  in  Spain  to 
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omit  calling  at  Vigo,  and  to  stay  in  Gibraltar  only  long  enough  to  obtain  neces- 
sary supplies. 

The  passage  to  Gibraltar  was  uneventful  except  that  numerous  war  vessels 
were  sighted.  In  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar  three  Spanish  submarines  were  on 
patrol.  Routine  drills  and  studies  were  conducted.  Life  boat  drills  were  held  as 
f  ollows :  July  17,  boat  in  water  1  minute,  2  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  4  minutes, 
25  seconds ;  boat  hoisted  11  minutes,  20  seconds ;  July  20,  boat  in  water  1  minute, 
10  seconds;  buoy  picked  up  2  minutes,  58  seconds:  boat  hoisted  7  minutes,  30 
seconds ;  July  23,  boat  in  water  50  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  5  minutes  5  seconds ; 
boat  hoisted  11  minutes  40  seconds.  It  was  not  practical  to  sail  during  the 
passage  as  the  winds  were  generally  south  westerly. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  Gibraltar  and  proceeded  to  the  eoal  pier  at 
10.15  A.M.,  July  26,  preparatory  to  coaling.  The  battleship  "Repulse",  num- 
erous destroyers,  and  three  big  bombing  planes  lay  in  the  harbor. 

Gibraltar 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  Gibraltar  was  curtailed  to  two  days  on  account 
of  conditions  existing  there.  The  city  was  full  of  refugees  with  the  prospects 
of  more  (except  Spaniards)  coming  in.  The  day  before  the  arrival  of  the 
"Nantucket",  3000  Spanish  refugees  were  sent  to  La  Linea  as  that  city  was 
then  quiet  and  conditions  among  the  refugees  were  intolerable. 

On  Sunday  night  and  Monday  forenoon,  a  battle  was  raging  in  the  direction 
of  San  Roque,  a  railroad  junction  not  far  from  La  Linea.  A  P  &  0  liner  arrived 
Monday  morning  but  its  passengers  Avere  not  permitted  to  visit  the  city;  and 
a  tour  ship  was  diverted  by  radio. 

The  U.  S.  S.  "Quincy"  arrived  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  "Nantucket", 
took  oil  and  departed  early  the  following  morning  for  Malaga. 

The  cadets  were  granted  liberty  by  watches,  all  cadets  having  one  liberty — on 
Sunday,  the  usual  time,  and  on  Monday  from  7  A.M.  to  noon.  The  Consul  had 
planned  for  visits  to  the  Galleries  of  the  Rock  and  for  a  party,  but  these  had  to 
be  omitted. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  tons  of  coal  were  taken,  of  which  35  tons  Avere  taken 
on  deck.  Provisions  were  scarce  but  our  requirements  were  met.  The  weather  at 
Gibraltar  during  the  short  stay  was  fine.  The  noonday  temperatures  were  July 
26,  72 ;  and  on  the  27th,  74. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Gibraltar  at  6  P.M.  on  July  27,  under  two 
boilers.  In  the  Strait  a  strong  head  wind  and  an  adverse  current  kept  us  abreast 
of  Apes  Hill  for  nearly  four  hours.  Finally  a  third  boiler  Avas  ordered  and 
Avhen  it  Avas  cut  in  at  2  A.M.  on  July  28,  the  Avind  had  moderated  and  the  inshore 
current  had  turned.    We  passed  Cape  Spartel  at  4.30  A.M. 

Approaching  the  Strait  we  saw  rebel  planes  crossing  from  Algerciras  to  Ceuta. 
In  the  vicinity  of  Tangier  Ave  saw  a  number  of  Spanish  destroyers  and  sub- 
marines. A  destroyer  cut  close  across  our  boAV  so  that  Ave  had  to  stop  to  avoid 
collision.  After  daylight,  off  Cape  Spartel,  a  destroyer  and  a  submarine  cut  in 
close  under  our  stern  to  investigate  us. 

Upon  passing  Cape  Spartel  the  third  boiler  Avas  cut,  and  the  Avind  becoming 
favorable,  the  engine  was  uncoupled  at  9.30  A.M.,  and  the  ship  put  under  sail. 

When  75  miles  off  Cape  Spartel  the  Airship'  "Hindenberg"  approached  from 
the  southward  to  within  about  2  miles  and  asked  our  position.  She  then  headed 
off  toAvards  the  Strait.  This  was  the  fourth  time  during  the  cruise  that  the 
"Hindenberg"  has  been  seen  from  the  ship.  When  first  putting  the  ship  under 
sail  Ave  could  not  quite  make  our  course  and  had  to  sail  full  and  by,  but  before 
midnight,  the  Avind  hauled  around  so  that  Ave  could  make  the  course  good. 

Studies  Avere  held  on  Wednesday,  but  drills  Avere  not  practical  nor  were  studies 
or  drills  practical  on  Thursday.  The  ship  Avas  very  active  and  considerable  spray 
was  being  shipped.  On  those  tAvo  days  Ave  made  223  and  224  miles  respectively 
under  sail. 
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Sail  was  taken  in  and  the  engines  coupled  up  a  few  miles  off  Funehal,  and 
the  ship  lay  to  off  the  port  until  morning,  coming  to  anchor  at  9.11  A.M.  The 
Portuguese  Training  Ship  "Sagres"  lay  at  anchor  in  the  port. 

The  cruise  to  date  has  been  made  as  follows :  For  the  voyage,  under  steam 
3364  miles;  steam  and  sail  2302  miles;  sail  alone  1395  miles.  From  Gibraltar, 
under  steam  71  miles ;  steam  and  sail  8  miles ;  sail  alone  553  miles.    . 

Funehal,  Madeira 

At  Funehal,  pulling  boats  were  used  entirely;  the  motor  launch  was  not 
hoisted  out.  Boat  crews  this  summer  were  the  best  for  four  years.  Swimming 
was  had  off  the  ship  twice  and  occasionally  three  times  daily.  Boats  were  exer- 
cised under  sail  on  several  days.  A  mountain  motor  trip  for  each  watch  was 
arranged  for,  18  cadets  going  on  each  occasion.  It  was  found  that  the  Reverend 
Smart  of  the  Seamen's  Rest,  who  has  heretofore  on  occasion  of  our  visits  to 
Funehal  entertained  the  cadets,  died  last  May,  and  that  the  Seamen's  Rest  was 
closed. 

On  August  4,  the  Polish  Naval  Training  Ship  "Sikra",  and  auxiliaiw  (Diesel) 
three  masted  schooner,  arrived  in  port. 

On  August  7,  a  number  of  cadets  from  the  "Sikra"  visited  the  ship.  The 
"Sikra"  is  a  small  vessel  with  a  total  crew  of  56  and  only  20  cadets.  On  this  day 
boat  races  were  held  between  the  starboard  and  port  watches,  the  first  and 
second  classes,  and  between  the  deck  and  engineer  forces.  The  winnei-s  were 
respectively  the  starboard  watch,  the  second  class,  and  the  engineer  force. 

The  weather  during  the  stay  at  Funehal  was  excellent.  Noonday  temperatures 
were  as  follows:  July  31,  74;  August  1,  70;  2nd,  73;  3rd,  74;  4th,  75;  5th,  74; 
6th,  74;  7th,  74;  8th,  73. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  under  way  at  11.52  A.M.  on  August  8  under  two  boilers. 
When  anchor  was  aweigh  the  "homewardbound  pennant"  was  broken.  The 
"Sikra"  signalled  "Pleasant  Voyage."  At  6.30  P.M.,  the  wind  came  fair  and  the 
ship  was  put  under  sail.  The  ship  continued  under  sail  until  noon  of  the  20th 
when,  the  wind  falling  light,  the  engine  was  coupled  up.  The  Trades  were  par- 
ticularly strong  and  good  day's  runs  were  made ;  the  best  being  190  miles  from 
noon  the  9th  to  noon  the  10th.  The  average  speed  under  sail  was  156.7  for  11.8 
days.  The  weather  was  generally  cloudy  until  towards  the  end  of  the  sailing 
period  when  ordinary  trade  wind  weather  prevailed  and  as  the  Trades  were 
dropped  light  squalls  were  encountered.  Very  high  barometer  prevailed  through- 
out the  passage.   No  vessel  was  sighted  until  the  early  morning  of  the  21st. 

The  cruise  was  without  incident.  It  was  quite  hot  from  the  time  the  Trades 
Avere  lost  until  well  into  the  Gulf  Stream.  On  the  27th  northeast  winds  of  nearly 
gale  strength  Avere  encountered.  As  the  fore  and  aft  sails  could  be  carried  our 
progress  was  materially  assisted,  and  by  evening  it  was  found  that  Ave  Avould 
arrive  at  NeAvport  Friday  night  instead  of  Saturday  morning  as  reported  by 
radio.  The  third  boiler,  Avhich  had  been  put  on  auxiliaries  on  the  23rd  clue  to 
difficult  steaming  conditions,  Avas  hoav  connected  up  on  the  main  line  in  order  to 
arrive  at  NeAvport  before  dark. 

Drills  and  studies  were  conducted  according  to  schedule.  No  drills  were  held 
during  examination  week.  Lifeboat  drills  Avere  held  as  f oIIoavs  :  August  21  Star- 
board Watch :  boat  in  Avater  45  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  5  minutes  40  seconds ; 
boat  hoisted  13  minutes  20  seconds.  Port  Watch:  boat  in  Avater  57  seconds;  buoy 
picked  up  4  minutes  4  seconds;  boat  hoisted  10  minutes  10  seconds.  The  "Nan- 
tucket" arrived  at  Brenton  Reef  lightship  at  4  P.M.,  August  29,  and  picked  up 
the  pilot.  The  ship  arrived  at  Providence  and  berthed  at  the  pier  of  the  Dutton 
Lumber  Company  at  7.14  P.M. 

The  cruise  to  date  has  been  made  as  f  oIIoavs  :  For  the  voyage,  under  steam 
3,888  miles;  under  steam  and  sail  3,257  miles;  under  sail  alone  3,246  miles. 
From  Madeira:  under  steam  524  miles;  under  steam  and  sail  955  miles;  under 
sail  alone  1,851  miles. 
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Providence,  Rhode  Island 
The  visit  to  Providence  was  evidently  much  appreciated  locally.  It  was 
announced  that  the  ship  would  be  open  to  visitors  from  1.30  P.M.  to  4.30  P.M. 
daily.  During  those  hours  the  gun  deck  was  open  to  visitors  as  well  as  the 
main  deck.  There  were  so  many  people  down  to  see  the  ship  in  the  evenings 
that  the  main  deck  was  opened  to  visitors  until  8.30  P.M.  It  was  estimated  that 
upwards  of  2000  people  came  on  board  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Many  cars  were 
on  the  dock  when  the  "Nantucket"  arrived,  and  many  parents  of  cadets  visited 
during  the  stay  at  Providence. 

New  Bedford 

The  ship  arrived  at  New  Bedford  and  anchored  in  the  inner  harbor  at  4.37 
P.M.  on  September  2.  Visitors  were  received  on  board  afternoons  from  1.30  P.M. 
to  4.30  P.M.  On  Sunday  visiting  had  to  be  stopped  on  account  of  moving  the 
ship.  Regular  liberty  was  granted  by  watches  and  the  port  watch  was  granted 
week-end  liberty  as  the  starboard  had  been  at  Providence. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  9.57  A.M.  on  September  8  under  three 
boilers  and  anchored  at  Cataumet  at  12.18  M,  on  the  same  day. 

The  ship  left  Cataumet  on  September  14  and  arrived  in  Boston  the  same  day, 
at  4.16  P.M. 

Commissioners'  Cruise  Inspections 

At  the  beginning  of  the  cruise,  Commissioner  Walter  K.  Queen,  representing 
the  Commissioners,  made  the  trip  from  Boston  to  Provincetown.  A  rough  sea 
and  unfavorable  conditions  existed.  The  cadets  were  exercised  at  the  various 
drills,  including  sail  drill,  and  did  creditable  work.  The  ship  was  in  excellent 
condition  and  in  every  respect  ready  for  sea. 

The  three  Commissioners,  accompanied  by  the  Secretary,  boarded  the 
"Nantucket"  on  Sunday  afternoon,  September  13,  at  Cataumet,  for  the  purpose 
of  sailing  with  the  ship  the  next  day  to  Boston  on  an  inspection  trip.  The  ship 
left  Cataumet  at  about  6  A.M.  on  Monday,  September  14,  and  arrived  in  Boston 
at  4.16  P.M.  the  same  day.  Having  a  good  opportunity  to  observe  their  work,  the 
Commissioners  were  pleased  to  note  the  fine  spirit  and  capable  manner  in  which 
the  cadets  handled  their  work  both  on  deck  and  in  the  engineering  department. 
The  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  cadets  since  the  spring  inspection  was  very 
marked.  All  departments  of  the  ship  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  and 
the  health  of  the  cadets  excellent.  During  the  24  hours  of  the  inspection  the 
cadets  were  exercised  at  abandon  ship  drill,  collision  drill,  and  fire  drill.  Locker 
and  hammock  inspections  were  held.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education  : 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1937,  the  forty-sixth  annual 
report.

A  Maritime  State 

In  a  monograph  issued  by  the  marine  committee  of  the  Tercentenary  Com- 
mission, in  1930,  entitled  "Massachusetts  on  the  Sea,"  it  was  stated  that  Massa- 
chusetts is  "the  premier  maritime  Commonwealth  of  the  United  States." 

The  supremacy  of  Massachusetts  on  the  sea  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
fact  that  the  early  colonists  were  descended  from  a  seafaring  race.  The  men  who 
landed  at  Plymouth  and  at  other  points  along  the  Massachusetts  coast  had  the 
salt  of  the  sea  in  their  veins,  and  this  seafaring  instinct  has  been  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation.  This  sympathetic  interest  in  the  sea  and  ships 
is  not  limited  to  any  section  of  the  State,  but  is  found  from  Cape  Cod  to  the 
Berkshire  Hills. 

The  geographical  position  of  Massachusetts,  with  its  750  miles  of  coast  line, 
has  had  its  effect  upon  the  habits  of  the  people.  A  young  man  born  and  brought 
up  within  sight  of  the  ocean  naturally  turns  to  the  sea.  Mr.  Henry  C.  Kittredge 
in  his  volume  "Shipmasters  of  Cape  Cod,"  writes  as  follows : — "No  man  can  live 
month  after  month,  and  year  after  year,  with  the  sea  at  his  very  door,  its  surf 
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pounding  in  his  ears  in  winter,  and  its  sunny  surface  dancing  before  his  eyes  in 
summer,  without  at  last  accepting  its  invitation, — or  taking  up  its  challenge." 

The  building  and  operation  of  ships  have  been  most  important  industries  of 
the  State.  From  the  time  the  first  vessel  was  built  in  Medford  in  1631,  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  sea  going  vessels  were  being  constructed  at  various 
points  along  the  coast,  especially  at  Newburyport,  Gloucester,  Salem,  Medford, 
Boston,  Quincy  and  New  Bedford.  It  is  recorded  that  forty-five  years  after  the 
first  vessel  was  built  in  Massachusetts,  citizens  of  the  State  owned  430  ships 
ranging  in  size  from  30  to  250  tons.  The  shipping  industry  continues  to  be  one 
of  the  major  industries  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  during  the  past  forty  years  in 
training  and  educating  young  men  to  be  competent  deck  and  engineer  officers  has 
done  much  to  promote  and  maintain  the  maritime  interests  of  the  state  and  nation. 

Prepares  For  Sea  Service 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School,  established  in  1891,  prepai'es  young  men 
between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty  years  for  service  as  deck  and  engineer 
officers  in  the  American  merchant  marine.  The  work  of  the  school  is  conducted 
on  board  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  berthed  during  the  winter  months  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  Charlestown.  The  summer  months  are  occupied  with  a  European 
cruise. 

The  course  of  study  lasts  two  years ;  in  the  first  year  of  the  course  instruction 
is  given  in  both  seamanship  and  marine  engineering.  At  the  close  of  the  first 
year,  the  class  is  divided  into  Seamanship  and  Engineer  branches  according  to  the 
aptitude  of  the  cadet  for  one  branch  or  the  other. 

Applicants  must  be  residents  of  Massachusetts  and  parents  must  be  residents 
of  the  State  and  citizens  of  the  country.  Admission  to  the  school  is  by  com- 
petitive examination.  Entrance  examinations  are  held  twice  a  year,  usually  the 
latter  part  of  March  and  the  latter  part  of  September.  A  deposit  of  $300  is 
required  upon  entering  the  school,  and  an  additional  deposit  of  $150  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  year  of  the  course.  Fifty  dollars  of  the  amount  deposited 
is  returned  to  the  cadet  upon  graduation. 

Seamanship  graduates  are  eligible  for  examination  for  a  third  officer's  certifi- 
cate, and  engineer  graduates  are  eligible  for  a  third  assistant  engineer's  certifi- 
cate. The  graduates  have  had  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  employment  on  board 
American  ships. 

The  Work  of  the  Year 

Upon  completion  of  each  summer  cruise,  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  is  berthed 
at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown,  and  preparations  are  made  for  the  winter  term, 
including  the  construction  of  a  house  over  the  spar  deck  transforming  the  ship 
into  a  combined  schoolhouse  and  ship.  Classes  are  held  on  board  the  ship  and  in 
a  building  at  the  Yard. 

Before  leaving  on  the  annual  cruise,  the  "Nantucket"  was  thoroughly  over- 
hauled by  the  Navy  Department  at  an  expense  of  $15,823.  A  new  radio  direction 
finder  was  installed. 

The  Cruise 

The  ship  made  the  regular  practise  cruise  in  the  north- Atlantic  and  Euro- 
pean waters  visiting  the  ports  of  Gloucester,  Washington,  Norfolk,  Ponta  Del- 
gada,  Southampton,  Amsterdam,  Rouen,  Funchal,  Bermuda,  New  Bedford,  Fall 
River  and  Mattapoisett.  Gibraltar  was  omitted  from  the  itinerary  on  account  of 
the  war  in  Spain.  The  total  mileage  was  10,424.  The  ship  proceeding  under  sail 
alone  whenever  possible,  sailed  2200  miles,  or  about  one-fifth  of  the  mileage  in 
this  manner.  Lifeboat  drills  were  held  on  May  21,  22,  June  4,  7,  8,  11,  14,  17,  24, 
July  7,  14,  26,  27,  29,  30,  and  on  August  17  and  18.  An  interesting  feature  of 
the  cruise  was  the  opportunity  given  the  cadets  to  visit  the  Exposition  at  Paris. 
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Amendment  to  Seaman's  Act 

Early  in  the  year,  it  was  learned  that  Section  13  of  the  Amendment  to  the  Sea- 
man's Act,  approved  June  25,  1936,  was  interpreted  by  the  Bureau  of  Marine 
Inspection  and  Navigation  to  require  the  graduates  of  the  State  nautical  schools  to 
have  twelve  months  service  at  sea  after  graduation,  before  being  rated  as  able 
seaman.  In  order  to  remedy  this  injustice  to  the  State  Nautical  School  graduates, 
the  following  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  David  I.  Walsh  on 
March  11,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners : 

"To  provide  that  graduates  of  approved  school  ships  may  be  rated  as 
able  seamen  upon  graduation : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  13  of  the  Act  entitled 
'An  Act  to  promote  the  welfare  of  American  seamen  in  the  merchant  marine 
of  the  United  States;  to  abolish  arrest  and  imprisonment  as  a  penalty  for 
desertion  and  to  secure  the  abrogation  of  treaty  provisions  in  relation  thereto ; 
and  to  promote  safety  at  sea/  approved  March  4,  1915,  as  amended,  is 
amended  by  striking  out  'after  twelve  months'  service  at  sea  after  gradua- 
tion' and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  'upon  graduation  in  good  standing  from 
said  school  ships.'  " 

The  bill  was  passed  by  Congress,  and  approved  by  the  President  on  May  22. 

The  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  especially  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  and  the  welfare  of  its  graduates, 
are  indebted  to  Senator  Walsh  and  Hon.  John  W.  McCormack  for  their  prompt 
and  effective  work  in  securing  the  passage  of  this  remedial  legislation,  and  the 
Commissioners  desire  to  express  their  earnest  appreciation  of  their  hearty  interest 
and  cooperation  at  all  times. 

Miscellaneous  Items 

The  number  of  withdrawals  during  the  year  was  the  smallest  in  the  history  of 
the  school.  The  one  cadet  who  left  the  school  was  withdrawn  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  a  course  in  Naval  Architecture  in  the  Webb  Institute  of  New  York. 

Since  the  school  was  established,  many  graduates  have  performed  noteworthy 
work  in  saving  life  or  property  at  sea.  On  November  13,  1937,  Graduate  Lloyd 
MacLean  of  Fall  River,  third  officer  on  board  the  tank  steamer  "Swiftsure," 
had  a  part  in  the  rescue  of  six  greatly  exhausted  sailors  adrift  in  an  open  boat. 
The  sailors  were  from  the  Greek  freighter  "Chandris"  which  foundered  off  Dia- 
mond Shoals  Lightship  during  a  violent  storm.  Graduate  MacLean  was  in 
charge  of  the  bridge  at  the  time  of  the  rescue. 

The  thanks  of  the  Commissioners  are  extended  to  Mr.  N.  Sivertsen,  a  former 
instructor  in  the  school,  for  the  generous  gift  of  a  very  fine  model  of  the  School- 
ship  "Nantucket,"  and  a  glass  case.

Made  on  a  scale  of  1/8  inch  to  a  foot,  the  model  is  two  feet 
and  a  half  over  all.

Detailed  Eeport  on  the  Practice  Cruise 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  at  3  P.M.  on  May  15, 
for  Gloucester.  Many  relatives  and  friends  of  cadets  were  present  to  see  the 
ship  sail.  Upon  clearing  North  Channel,  the  ship  was  swung  for  compass  devia- 
tion. After  swinging  ship,  the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  at  reduced  speed  as  far 
as  Thatcher's  Island,  and  then  steamed  back  and  forth  between  that  point  and 
Newcomb's  Ledge,  at  about  three  miles  off  shore,  until  5  A.M.  May  16,  when 
the  course  was  set  for  Gloucester  Harbor.  The  ship  was  brought  to  anchor  in 
Western  Harbor  at  6.30  A.M.  The  new  direction  finder  proved  very  satisfac- 
tory; distant  stations  were  heard  and  showed  a  clear  maximum.

Gloucester 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  Gloucester  was  utilized  to  good  advantage 
with  sail  drills  and  general  drills.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  except  on 
the  nineteenth  when  on  account  of  rain,  the  motor  launch  was  used.  Boats  were 
sent  out  daily  under  sail  as  weather  permitted.  Liberty  was  granted  daily  by 
watches  from  four  to  nine  P.M.  Many  visitors  came  on  board  the  "Nantucket" 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  A  cadet  baseball  team  played  the  team  of  the  local  high 
school  on  Tuesday  afternoon. 

En  Route  to   Washington 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Gloucester  at  10  A.M.  on  May  20  for  Washington,  and 
at  12.30  P.M.  met  the  U.S.S.  "Wandank"  four  miles  east  of  Boston  lightship 
for  calibration  of  the  new  direction  finder.  The  radio  engineer  at  the  Navy  Yard 
and  assistant  were  taken  on  board  for  the  work.  The  work  being  completed, 
the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  for  Washington.  The  first  year  cadets  were  vacci- 
nated and  were  administered  the  first  anti-typhoid  inoculation.  Pollock  Rip  light 
vessel  was  made  at  12.25  A.M.  on  May  21.  Vineyard  Sound  was  cleared  at 
11.03  A.M.,  and  the  course  was  set  for  the  Chesapeake.  General  drills  were  held 
on  May  21,  and  a  field  day  on  the  22nd.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held  on  both 
days.  Inspection  was  held  on  the  22nd,  and  a  church  service  was  conducted  by 
the  Executive  Officer.  Chesapeake  Bay  was  entered  at  6  P.M.  on  the  23rd,  and 
the  ship  continued  up  the  Bay,  entering  the  Potomac  river  at  2  A.M.  on  Monday, 
anchoring  at  Mount  Vernon  at  2.25  P.M.  Cadets  of  the  first  class  were  allowed 
to  visit  the  home  of  Washington.  They  were  admitted  without  charge.  The 
"Nantucket"  got  underway  at  6  A.M.,  May  24,  and  proceeded  to  the  Navy  Yard, 
Washington.  A  Yard  pilot  came  on  board  at  the  mouth  of  the  Anacostia  river, 
and  the  ship  berthed  at  7.45  A.M. 

Washington,  D.  C. 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Washington  was  very  satisfactory.  The  con- 
duct of  the  cadets  was  excellent,  and  their  good  conduct,  appearance,  and  bearing 
were  favorably  commented  upon  by  many.  Regular  liberty  was  granted  by 
watches  from  1.30  to  10  P.M.  Boat  drills  under  oars  and  sail  drills  were  each 
held  on  two  days.  Many  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  officers  and  cadets  by 
the  Massachusetts  Schoolship  Club  of  Washington,  Capt.  Howard  G.  Copeland, 
U.S.N.R.,  class  of  1906  President.  Seamanship  cadets  were  taken  through  the 
Hydrographic  Office  of  the  Navy  Department  to  witness  chart  making. 
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Washington  to  Norfolk,  Virginia 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  at  6  A.M.  on  May  31,  under  three  boilers,  being 
assisted  from  the  dock  by  a  Yard  tug.  On  passing  Mount  Vernon,  the  usual 
ceremony  was  observed.  May  31  was  observed  as  a  holiday.  The  "Nantucket" 
anchored  for  the  night  off  the  Wicomico  river.  The  ship  got  underway  at  6  A.M. 
on  June  1  and  after  swinging  for  compass  deviation,  proceeded  to  the  Naval 
Operating  Base,  Norfolk,  arriving  at  1.45  P.M. 

Norfolk,  Virginia 

The  "Nantucket"  was  conveniently  berthed  in  the  submarine  basin  at  the  Naval 
Operating  Base.  The  U.S.S.  "New  York"  just  returned  from  the  British  corona- 
tion was  berthed  across  the  dock.  Boat  crews  were  exercised  under  oars  on  the 
2nd.    The  ship  was  coaled  on  the  3rd,  taking  on  board  134  long  tons. 

Norfolk  to  Ponta  Delgada,  Azores 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  at  11.30  A.M.  on  June  4,  and  cleared  Chesapeake 
lightship  at  5.15  P.M.  Routine  drills  and  studies  were  carried  out.  The  gen- 
erally fine  weather  prevailing  and  the  fact  that  vaccinations  and  anti-typhoid 
inoculations  were  completed  early  in  the  cruise  tended  to  make  this  leg  of  the 
cruise  particularly  satisfactory.  Church  services  were  held  on  Sundays  by  the 
Executive  Officer.  Numerous  steamers  were  sighted  during  the  passage.  Sailing 
was  had  on  the  5th,  but  the  wind  died  down  after  about  six  hours.  It  came 
favorable  again  on  June  9,  and  the  ship  was  then  under  sail  for  two  days.  From 
noon  on  the  9th  to  noon  on  the  10th  (23  hours),  176  miles  were  made  good.  The 
wind  came  from  the  northeast  on  the  14th  and  on  the  15th,  in  order  to  delay 
arrival  at  port,  the  ship  was  again  put  under  sail.  While  sixty-two  miles  were 
made  in  eleven  hours,  not  much  distance  was  made  along  the  course.  At  day- 
light on  the  17th,  the  island  of  Fayal  was  sighted,  and  the  ship  passed  to  the 
southward  of  Pico  at  a  distance  of  17  miles.  Lifeboat  drills  were  held  on  June  4, 
7,  8,  11,  14  and  17.  Cape  Ferraria  on  the  west  end  of  San  Miguel  Island  was 
sighted  at  3  A.M.  on  June  18  and  the  "Nantucket"  anchored  in  the  harbor  of 
Ponta  Delgada  at  9.10  A.M. 

Ponta  Delgada,  Azores 

At  Ponta  Delgada  sail  and  boat  drills  were  conducted  in  the  mornings  and 
the  usual  watch  liberty  was  granted  in  the  afternoons.  Pulling  boats  were  used 
entirely.  The  motor  boat  was  hoisted  out  one  day  for  training  of  crew.  A  cadet 
basketball  team  played  a  local  team  and  won  a  well  contested  game  by  a  score 
of  18  to  16.  The  ship  was  coaled  on  the  day  of  sailing,  taking  sixty  tons  of 
Welsh  coal.  The  ship  sailed  from  Ponta  Delgada  on  June  23  and  proceeded 
on  the  passage  to  Southampton. 

Ponta   Delgada   to   Southampton,  England 

Generally  good  weather  was  had  to  the  Channel,  with  little  chance  for  sailing. 
The  wind  finally  came  favorable  on  the  morning  of  June  28,  and  at  6.30  A.M., 
the  ship  was  put  under  sail  and  continued  until  6  P.M.  on  July  1,  at  which  time, 
the  ship  was  eastward  of  Start  Point.  Routine  drills  and  studies  were  held.  A 
lifeboat  drill  was  held  on  June  24  as  follows :  boat  in  water  zero  minutes,  forty 
seconds;  buoy  picked  up  two  minutes  fifty-five  seconds;  boat  hoisted  seven 
minutes  fifty  seconds.  It  was  expected  to  make  land  fall  at  Start  Point,  but 
it  was  not  sighted  due  to  the  low  visibility  although  only  ten  miles  distant.  The 
position  of  the  ship  was  readily  checked  with  radio  direction  finder  and  fath- 
ometer. Nab  lighthouse  was  located  by  radio  beacon  and  made  dead  ahead, 
although  St.  Catherine's  Head  was  neither  seen  nor  heard.  The  sea  pilot  was 
picked  up  near  the  Nab,  and  the  dock  pilot  came  on  board  near  the  city.  The 
"Nantucket"  docked  at  12.25  A.M.  at  the  new  quay  of  the  port  by  courtesy  of 
the  Southern  Railway.  The  steamship  "Manhattan"  lay  at  a  quay  further  up 
the  stream.

Southampton 

The  courtesy  of  free  tram  transportation,  access  to  the  public  museums,  and 
to  the  municipal  baths,  was  extended  to  the  cadets.  Twenty  cadets  were  given 
special  leave  to  visit  relatives  and  friends  at  the  request  of  parents.  Two  parties 
of  cadets  visited  London.  On  July  5,  the  ship  was  dressed  and  holiday  routine 
was  observed. 

Southampton  to  Amsterdam,  Holland 

On  the  passage  to  Amsterdam,  much  traffic  was  encountered,  and  particu- 
larly when  passing  through  the  Strait  of  Dover.  Favorable  current  was  carried 
from  the  Solent  to  beyond  Dover  and  considerably  more  speed  was  made  than 
anticipated.  The  ship  was  put  under  sail  and  so  continued  for  twelve  hours. 
The  ship  arrived  off  Yumiden  at  about  2  A.M.,  took  the  pilot  on  board  at  5.15 
A.M.,  and  entered  the  ship  canal  shortly  after  6  A.M.  The  ship  berthed  at  the 
Holland-American  pier  at  8.54  A.M. 

Amsterdam 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  to  cadets  and  a  program  of  sight-seeing 
was  arranged  for  them.  Groups  were  guided  to  the  points  of  interest  by  cadets 
from  the  Amsterdam  Nautical  School.  The  Nautical  School  was  closed  for  vaca- 
tion and  was  undergoing  repairs  so  that  it  could  not  be  visited.  The  courtesy 
of  free  tram  transportation  was  extended  to  the  cadets,  also  all  cadets  were 
taken  by  tug  to  see  the  harbor  by  courtesy  of  the  Harbor  Master.  A  baseball 
game  was  played  between  the  cadet  team,  and  a  local  team,  resulting  in  a  tie 
score  of  3  to  3.  Transportation  to  and  from  the  ball  park,  which  was  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  ship,  was  furnished  by  courtesy  of  the  Ford  Motor 
Company,  which  has  a  large  assembly  plant  in  Amsterdam.  Two  gentlemen 
constituting  a  committee  of  a  society  interested  in  starting  a  nautical  schoolship 
for  training  in  sail  for  the  Merchant  Marine,  called  on  board  the  ship. 

Amsterdam  to  Rouen,  France 

Regular  drill  and  study  schedule  was  carried  out  on  the  14th  and  15th  except 
that  the  lower  classes  were  engaged  in  cleaning  and  ship's  work.  The  weather 
throughout  was  misty  and  at  times  foggy.  Visibility  was  generally  low.  It 
was  planned  to  arrive  at  the  mouth  of  the  Seine  by  11  P.M.  on  the  16th  and 
immediately  proceed  up  the  river,  but  a  southwest  gale  came  up  in  the  evening 
making  that  impossible.  During  the  night  the  weather  moderated,  and  the  ship 
proceeded  to  the  Roads,  arriving  at  the  entrance  buoy  at  7  A.M.,  July  16.  It 
was  necessary  to  lie  to  until  the  tide  was  favorable  for  crossing  the  bar.  The 
pilot  came  on  board  at  1.56  P.M.,  and  the  ship  then  proceeded  up  the  river 
arriving  at  Rouen  at  9.30  P.M. 

Rouen 

The  cadets  were  granted  48  hours  liberty  by  watches  to  visit  Paris,  where  they 
had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  International  Exposition.  The  ship  was  berthed 
as  four  years  ago  along  the  quay,  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  city. 

Rouen  to  Funchal,  Madeira 

It  was  purposed  to  depart  from  Rouen  at  2.30  P.M.  on  the  22nd,  but  when 
trying  out  the  engine  at  2  P.M.,  the  main  engine  high  pressure  cylinder  gasket 
blew  out.  This  was  repacked  and  the  ship  departed  at  3.30  P.M.  Two  tugs  were 
required  for  undocking.  The  barometer  was  low  and  there  was  a  strong  S.W. 
wind.  Though  under  three  boilers,  it  was  midnight  before  the  pilot  was  dropped. 
Crossing  the  Channel  towards  Start  Point,  strong  S.W.  winds,  almost  attaining 
gale  strength,  were  encountered.  As  fore  and  aft  sail  could  be  carried  however, 
fair  progress  was  made.  When  the  wind  began  to  haul  to  the  northward  a 
course  down  Channel  could  be  set.  The  wind  moderated  during  the  night.  In 
the  morning  of  July  24  radio  greetings  were  exchanged  with  the  "Empire  State", 
then  off  Start  Point  and  en  route  from  St.  Thomas  to  Amsterdam.   That  evening, 
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the  wind  coming  fair,  the  ship  was  put  under  sail.  Departure  was  taken  on 
Ushant  Light  near  midnight,  which  we  passed  at  18  miles  distance.  The  wind 
only  held  until  the  following  night,  when  the  ship  went  back  to  steam.  Sailing 
was  had  again  on  the  29th,  but  only  for  a  few  hours.  Light  squalls  and  showers 
were  had  almost  daily.  A  light  wind,  too  light  for  sailing,  came  out  from  the 
northward  on  approaching  Madeira.  As  it  appeared  that  the  ship  would  arrive 
off  Funchal  at  about  midnight  on  July  31,  speed  was  reduced  with  a  view  of 
arriving  in  the  early  morning  of  August  1,  but  we  had  considerable  southerly 
set,  and  Porto  Santo  island  was  sighted  at  7.50  A.M.  of  the  31st  and  the  ship 
arrived  off  Funchal  at  12.27  A.M.  of  the  1st,  anchoring  at  6.17  A.M. 

In  the  early  afternoon  of  the  28th  the  forepart  of  the  f oretopmast  trestletrees 
carrying  the  fid  of  the  topgallant  mast  let  go.  Fortunately  the  broken  parts 
jambed  in  the  eyes  of  the  topmast  rigging,  preventing  the  topgallant  mast  from 
coming  down.  Lashings  were  soon  put  on  the  topgallant  mast,  then  the  yard 
was  sent  down,  after  which  the  mast  was  sent  down.  No  sail  was  set  at  the 
time  of  this  casualty.  The  ship  was  rolling  about  20°.  The  repairs  necessitated 
a  delay  of  a  few  days  in  Funchal. 

Funchal,  Madeira 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  to  cadets.  Swimming  was  had  over  the 
side  generally  twice  daily,  and  some  exercise  of  boats  under  sail  was  had.  It 
was  intended  to  sail  on  August  9,  but  on  that  day,  a  number  of  cases  of  gastro- 
enteritis appeared  and  departure  was  postponed  until  August  14.  The  Polish 
Naval  Training  Ship  "Iskra"  arrived  at  Funchal  on  the  11th. 

Funchal  to  St.  Georges,  Bermuda 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  and  proceeded  under  two  boilers  on  the  home- 
ward bound  voyage  from  Funchal  at  4  P.M.  on  August  14.  Upon  leaving  port, 
signals  were  exchanged  with  the  Polish  Training  Ship  "Iskra".  A  message  of 
farewell  was  received  from  the  Governor  who  was  at  the  time  on  board  the 
"Iskra".  The  homeward  pennant  was  hoisted.  In  the  early  morning  of  the  next 
day,  the  15th,  the  ship  was  put  under  sail.  The  wind  died  out  in  the  evening  of 
the  17th  and  the  ship  was  again  under  steam.  Sail  was  again  made  on  the 
morning  of  the  19th  and  continued  to  the  afternoon  of  the  25th.  From  that  time 
until  the  morning  of  the  30th,  almost  flat  calms,  with  occasional  rain  squalls, 
were  experienced.  Final  and  term  examinations  were  started  on  the  25th  and 
scheduled  for  completion  on  the  31st.  Physical  examinations  were  held.  On 
August  29  the  Surgeon  diagnosing  the  illness  of  a  cadet  in  the  second  class  as 
a  case  of  appendicitis  which  needed  hospitalization,  a  third  boiler  was  at  once 
ordered  and  the  ship  headed  for  Bermuda.  The  following  morning  no  improve- 
ment was  noted  in  the  cadet's  case,  the  fourth  boiler  was  ordered  in  order  to 
reach  Bermuda  as  soon  as  possible.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  St.  Georges 
at  4.03  P.M.  on  August  31.  The  cadet  was  immediately  taken  ashore  to  the 
King  Edward  Memorial  Hospital  where  a  successful  operation  was  performed. 

St.   Georges,   Bermuda 

The  Mayor  of  St.  Georges  on  September  1  arranged  for  a  cadet  liberty  party 
to  visit  the  aquarium,  furnishing  a  launch  to  tow  the  ship's  cutters.  Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely,  the  motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out.  Swimming 
off  the  ship  was  had  as  practicable.  It  was  verv  hot  at  St.  Georges;  the  summer 
was  said  to  be  the  hottest  in  thirty-six  years. 

St.  Georges  to  Neiv  Bedford 
The  "Nantucket"  left  St.  Georges  at  4.27  P.M.  on  September  3  under  two 
boilers  for  New  Bedford.  The  passage  was  uneventful.  A  church  service  was 
held  on  Sunday,  and  Monday,  September  6,  was  observed  as  a  holiday.  The 
"Nantucket"  arrived  at  New  Bedford  and  moored  at  the  State  Pier  at  10.49  A.M. 
on  September  7. 
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New  Bedford 

The  State  Pier  furnished  a  very  convenient  berth  for  the  "Nantucket",  the 
ship  being  permitted  to  berth  at  the  Pier  through  the  courtesy  of  Captain 
Llewellyn  Roberts,  a  graduate  of  the  school  in  the  class  of  1919.  The  ship  was 
open  to  visitors  afternoons  and  many  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity. 

Fall  River 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  5.33  A.M.  on  September  10,  and  proceeded 
under  two  boilers  to  Fall  River.  The  passage  was  without  incident.  Fire  drill 
was  held  en  route.  The  ship  anchored  off  the  city  pier,  Fall  River,  at  12.52. 
Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  the  cadets,  that  of  September  10  and  11  being 
extended  to  8  A.M.  the  following  morning.  Visitors  were  received  on  board  the 
ship  in  the  afternoons.  The  ship  left  Fall  River  on  September  13  and  arrived 
at  Mattapoisett  on  the  same  day. 

The  ship  left  Mattapoisett  on  September  20  and  arrived  in  Boston  on  Septem- 
ber 21. 

The  offer  of  Captain  Roberts,  who  courteously  offered  to  pilot  the  ship  through 
the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  was  accepted.

Objects  and  Requirements  of  the  School 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  established  forty-seven  years 
ago  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  young  men  of  the  State,  who  desired 
to  enter  upon  a  seafaring  career,  an  opportunity  to  obtain  in  a  public 
school  a  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  of  seamanship,  navigation, 
and  marine  engineering. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  residents  of  the  State, 
and  between  seventeen  years  and  their  twentieth  birthday.   Admission  is 
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by  competitive  examination,  the  examinations  being  held  twice  a  year, 
in  March  and  in  September.  Candidates  must  be  free  from  any  serious 
physical  defects,  especially  as  to  vision,  hearing  and  speech. 

The  first  year  deposits  amount  to  $300,  and  the  deposits  for  the  second 
year  total  $150.   These  amounts  cover  all  expenses. 

The  course  of  study  covers  a  period  of  two  years.  Theoretical  instruc- 
tion is  given  during  the  winter  months  while  the  ship  is  berthed  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  Boston.  Practical  and  theoretical  instruction  is  given  during 
the  five  months  practise  cruise,  usually  in  Euporean  waters.  The  cata- 
logue and  application  blanks  can  be  had  at  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, 100  Nashua  Street,  Boston. 

The  Winter  Term 

During  the  winter  term  the  Schoolship  "Nantucket"  was  berthed  as 
usual  at  Pier  1,  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown  by  courtesy  of  Rear  Admiral 
William  T.  Tarrant,  U.  S.  N.,  Commandant  of  the  First  Naval  District. 
The  ship  was  housed  over  and  the  work  was  maintained  with  classes  on 
board  the  ship  and  in  rooms  in  a  Navy  Yard  building.  The  morning  hours 
were  devoted  to  studies  and  recitations  with  practical  work  in  the  after- 
noon. 

On  February  1,  1938,  the  ship  was  moved  from  Pier  1  to  Pier  5  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  repairs.  During  the  spring  overhaul,  the 
Navy  Department  made  the  following  repairs  to  the  "Nantucket":  con- 
struction and  repair  $11,208,  engineering  department  $4,234.  These  re- 
pairs, together  with  repairs  to  the  ship's  chronometers  at  the  Naval 
Observatory,  were  made  without  cost  to  the  State.

The  Summer  Term 

The  unsettled  conditions  existing  in  Europe  early  in  the  year  made 
it  advisable,  in  planning  the  itinerary  for  the  summer  practice  cruise,  to 
make  a  radical  change,  and  omit  all  ports  in  continental  Europe.  As  will 
be  seen,  by  the  detailed  report  on  the  cruise  given  elsewhere,  the  cruise 
was  limited,  in  addition  to  the  home  ports,  to  a  port  in  the  Azores,  a 
port  in  the  Madeira  Islands,  two  ports  in  the  West  Indies,  and  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia.  Favorable  conditions  existed  during  the  summer  and  ex- 
cellent progress  was  made  with  the  routine  drills  and  studies.  Ships 
work  was  carried  on  in  a  normal  manner.  The  cruise  was  a  notable  one 
for  the  large  amount  of  mileage  made  under  sail  alone.  The  total  mileage 
was  10,601,  and  4,131  miles  were  made  under  sail. 

New  Schoolship 

The  present  schoolship,  the  U.S.S.  NANTUCKET,  is  a  staunch  and 
seaworthy  vessel,  but  the  Commissioners  and  the  Navy  Department  be- 
lieve that  a  larger  ship  of  modern  type  is  desirable.  To  that  end,  Senator 
David  I.  Walsh  has  introduced  into  Congress  legislation  providing  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  schoolship. 

Appointment  of  Commissioner 

Lieut.  Comdr.  Walter  K.  Queen,  United  States  Naval  Reserve,  was  re- 
appointed a  Commissioner  of  the  School  for  a  period  of  three  years,  from 
July  1,  1938. 

Assistant  Marine  Engineer 

Mr.  Norman  L.  Queen,  Lieutenant,  United  States  Naval  Reserve,  class 
of  1926,  Assistant  Engineer  and  Instructor  in  the  School,  resigned  on 
October  31,  1938,  after  nine  and  a  half  years  of  service.  Lieutenant 
Queen,  both  as  an  officer  and  as  an  instructor,  rendered  faithful  and 
effiicent  service,  and  the  Commissioners  accepted  his  resignation  with 
regret.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Theodore  P.  Ebsary 
of  the  class  of  1932. 

The  Graduates 

An  unusually  large  percent  of  the  graduates  of  the  school  follow  the 
vocation  for  which  they  were  trained.  During  the  last  ten  years,  409  out 
of  504  graduates,  or  more  than  80%,  are  engaged  in  the  maritime  in- 
dustry. As  far  as  known  about  75%  of  the  living  graduates  are  following 
the  sea  or  allied  occupations. 

New  Ships  for  American  Shipping 

The  United  States  Maritime  Commission  has  signed  contracts  provid- 
ing for  the  construction  of  many  modern  freight  and  passenger  ships. 
More  ships  are  being  constructed  in  American  shipyards  at  the  present 
time  than  for  many  years.  There  are  being  built  124  merchant  ships, 
totalling  519,965  tons.    The  largest  ship  on  the  ways  is  a  trans-Atlantic 
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liner  of  25,000  tons,  to  be  added  to  the  fleet  of  the  United  States  Lines. 
The  Maritime  Commission  recommends  the  construction  of  five  hundred 
ships  during  the  next  ten  years. 

The  United  States  Naval  Reserve 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Navy  Department,  a  conference  of  the  govern- 
ing bodies  and  Superintendents  of  the  State  nautical  schools  was  held 
in  Washington  on  April  12,  1938.  The  conference  was  attended  by  repre- 
sentatives from  the  four  State  schools.  Commissioner  Walter  K.  Queen 
and  Captain  Clarence  A.  Abele,  U.S.N.,  Superintendent  of  the  School, 
were  present  representing  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School.  Mr.  James 
F.  Rawdon  and  Captain  William  W.  Storey  were  present  representing  the 
Massachusetts  Nautical  School  Alumni  Association;  Mr.  Rawdon  being 
President  of  the  Association.  The  object  of  the  conference  was  to  bring 
about  a  closer  cooperation  between  the  Navy  Department  and  the  State 
nautical  schools;  also  to  coordinate  the  work  of  the  four  schoolships. 

Captain  Felix  X.  Gygax,  U.S.N.,  Director  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  in  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation,  presided  at  the  conference.  The  opening  addresses 
at  the  conference  were  made  by  Captain  C.  W.  Nimitz,  U.S.N.,  Bureau 
of  Navigation,  Navy  Departemnt,  and  Captain  Gygax.  In  referring  to 
the  State  nautical  schools,  Captain  Gygax  said:  "The  Navy  Department 
acknowledges  and  commends  the  splendid  results  that  have  been  achieved, 
as  attested  by  the  fine  record  of  the  graduates  of  these  nautical  schools 
at  sea,  and  the  success  of  many  more  in  positions  of  high  trust  and 
responsibility  in  connection  with  the  administration  and  operation  of  the 
maritime  industry  ashore." 

The  conference  resulted  in  the  following  action :  First,  the  curricula 
of  the  State  nautical  schools  have  been  extended  and  the  schools  will  defi- 
nitely prepare  young  men  not  only  for  service  in  the  American  merchant 
marine  but  also  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  The  following  nine 
naval  subjects  have  been  included  in  the  course  of  study:  Navy  Regula- 
tions, Naval  Law,  International  Law,  Types  and  Characteristics  of  Naval 
ships  and  aircraft,  Tactics  and  Manoeuvering,  Ship  Drills,  Gunnery, 
Communications,  and  Damage  Control.  The  instruction  in  these  subjects 
is  given  in  the  form  of  lectures  by  Naval  officers.  Second,  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  issued  instruc- 
tions to  the  Naval  District  Commandants  providing  for  the  admission  of 
nautical  school  students  in  the  Naval  Reserve  as  Merchant  Marine  Ca- 
dets, in  accordance  with  the  Naval  Reserve  Act,  approved  June  25,  1938. 
Third,  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  the  Chief  of  Naval  Opera- 
tions recommended  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  that  appropriate  steps 
be  taken  to  secure  from  the  Maritime  Commission  the  allocation  of  funds 
for  the  construction  of  suitable  vessels  as  replacements  for  the  present 
State  schoolships,  as  necessary;  the  ships  to  be  of  such  a  character  as 
to  be  readily  usable  as  naval  auxiliaries  in  an  emergency.  The  recom- 
mendation was  immediately  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Training  for  the  Sea 

A  century  and  more  ago  the  rugged  seamen  of  our  merchant  marine, 
whose  skill,  enterprise  and  courage  were  recognized  the  world  over,  were 
trained  on  board  the  small  American  vessels  sailing  to  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  training  thus  received  was  severe,  haphazard,  and  at  times 
most  discouraging.  A  young  man  shipped  as  seaman  or  cabin  boy  and  by 
slow  process  advanced  from  the  galley  or  forecastle  to  the  quarterdeck. 
One  of  the  noted  American  vessels  during  the  first  half  of  the  last  cen- 
tury was  the  ship  "George",  328  tons,  of  Salem.    This  little  vessel  was 
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known  as  the  "Salem  Frigate"  because  of  her  speed  and  regularity  of 
her  voyages.  She  made  twenty-one  round  trips  between  Salem  and  Cal- 
cutta between  1815  and  1837,  a  period  of  twenty-two  years.  We  are  told 
that  forty-five  men  who  served  in  the  forecastle  of  this  small  craft  became 
masters,  and  twenty-six  mates.  The  ship  "George"  and  other  American 
ships  of  her  day  and  generation,  making  long  voyages,  were  the  school- 
ships  on  which  young  men  were  trained  for  officers'  positions. 

As  our  merchant  marine  developed,  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
provide  more  specifically  for  a  supply  of  competent  officers.  Ship  owners 
arranged  to  carry  apprentices  and  give  them  special  training.  During 
the  clipper  ship  era  many  ships  carried  from  four  to  eight  ambitious 
American  boys  as  apprentices.  Special  quarters  were  provided  for  them 
and  they  were  paid  five  dollars  a  month. 

With  the  passing  of  the  square  rigged  sailing  vessel  and  the  advent 
of  the  steamship,  the  ratings  of  cadet  and  quartermaster  appeared  on  the 
ship's  payroll.  About  forty-five  years  ago,  a  law  was  passed  by  Congress 
requiring  certain  American  mail  steamers  to  carry  one  cadet  for  each 
1,000  gross  tons,  one-half  on  deck  and  one-half  in  the  engine  room.  Con- 
forming with  the  provisions  of  this  law,  cadets  were  carried  by  the 
American  Line,  the  Pacific  Mail  Line,  and  by  several  lines  running  to 
the  West  Indies.  The  cadets  were  paid  fifteen  dollars  a  month  and  were 
supposed  to  receive  training  in  seamanship  and  navigation.  In  preparing 
young  men  for  a  seafaring  life,  the  rating  of  quartermaster  has  in  the 
past  been  very  serviceable.  The  principal  duty  of  a  quartermaster  is  to 
steer  the  ship  under  the  direction  of  an  officer.  The  work  affords  a  good 
opportunity  to  learn  by  observation  the  duties  of  an  officer. 

New  Cadet  System 

The  United  States  Maritime  Commission,  Rear  Admiral  Emory  S. 
Land,  U.S.N.,  Chairman,  established  on  March  15,  1938,  a  new  system 
of  training  young  men  for  the  sea  to  supercede  the  arrangement  which 
has  been  in  operation  since  1891.  The  new  system  provides  for  training 
young  men  on  board  government  owned  or  subsidized  ships. 

The  appointees  are  divided  into  two  classes,  cadet  officers  and  cadets. 
Applicants  for  appointment  as  cadet  officers  must  be  between  the  ages 
of  nineteen  and  twenty-five,  and  qualified  graduates  of  the  State  nautical 
schools,  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  or  the  Coast 
Guard  Academy  at  New  London,  Connecticut,  holding  licenses  from  the 
Bureau  of  Marine  Inspection  and  Navigation  as  third  mates  or  third 
assistant  engineers.  Cadet  officers  are  paid  $75  a  month  and  mainten- 
ance. 

The  position  of  cadet  is  open  to  all  young  men  between  the  ages  of 
seventeen  and  twenty-five  who  have  a  predilection  and  aptitude  for  the 
sea,  and  who  are  ambitious  to  prepare  themselves  for  a  life  career  as 
an  officer  in  the  American  merchant  marine.  Cadets  are  paid  $50  a  month 
with  maintenance  and  allowances. 

Cadet  officers  and  cadets  live  on  board  ship  with  the  licensed  personnel. 
A  course  of  study  and  training  will  be  prescribed  by  the  Maritime  Com- 
mission for  both  classes.

The  "Nantucket"  left  the  United  States  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  on  May  14, 
as  scheduled.  A  large  number  of  visitors,  including  the  parents  of  cadets, 
were  present  to  see  the  ship  sail.  As  the  ship  proceeded  out  of  the  harbor, 
there  were  many  whistle  salutes  from  craft  at  the  docks.  The  passage  to 
Rockport  was  uneventful.  Upon  clearing  North  Channel,  fore  and  aft 
sails  were  set  and  carried  to  Cape  Ann  Whistling  Buoy.  The  ship  was 
anchored  in  Sandy  Bay,  off  the  harbor  breakwater  light,  at  8.34  P.  M. 

Rockport 

Regular  liberty  was  granted  by  watches  to  8  P.  M.  Monday  afternoon, 
May  18,  the  cadets'  baseball  team  played  the  Rockport  High  School  nine, 
the  latter  winning  by  the  score  of  nine  to  five.  The  regular  general  drills 
were  held,  the  sail  drills  being  held  daily.  Pulling  boats  were  used  as 
running  boats.  The  town  float  not  being  in  commission,  the  use  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Sandy  Bay  Yacht  Club  were  extended  to  the  ship.  The 
"Nantucket"  got  underway  at  10.50  A.  M.  on  May  19  and  proceeded  to 
the  northward  to  swing  for  compass  error  on  the  Thatcher's  Island  light- 
house range.  Upon  completion  of  swinging  ship,  the  course  was  set  for 
Baltimore,  via  Pollock  Rip  Channel  and  Nantucket  Shoals.  Pollock  Rip 
Channel  was  entered  at  2.52  A.M.  on  the  20th,  and  Block  Island  was 
passed  at  noon  of  the  same  day.  Considerable  fog  was  encountered  on 
the  night  of  the  20th,  and  the  morning  of  the  21st.  Otherwise  the  weather 
was  fine  v/ith  light  and  variable  winds.  The  ship  entered  Chesapeake  Bay 
at  6  P.  M.  on  the  22nd  and  continued  up  the  Bay  to  Sandy  Point,  anchor- 
ing at  12.11  A.  M.  on  the  23rd.  It  had  been  arranged  that  the  Baltimore 
city  tug  should  meet  the  ship  at  Sparrows  Point  to  escort  her  to  her 
berth  in  the  forenoon  of  the  24th.  At  anchor  off  Annapolis  were  the 
battleships  "New  York"  and  "Wyoming"  of  the  midshipmen's  training 
squadron.  During  the  passage  routine  drills  were  held.  Man  overboard 
drills  were  held  as  follows: 

May  19th — Boat  in  water  1  minute  10  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m. 
20  s. — Boat  hoisted  10  m. 

May  20th — Boat  in  water  1  minute  0  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m. 
25  s. — Boat  hoisted  10  m. 

May  23rd — Boat  in  water — 0  minutes  45  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  4  m. 
25  s. — Boat  hoisted  9  m.  35  s. 
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All  machinery  functioned  well.  Divine  services  were  held  on  Sunday, 
most  of  the  cadets  attending.  On  Sunday  afternoon,  the  ship  passed 
through  a  school  of  whales.  The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  6.45  A.  M. 
May  24  and  proceeded  up  the  Channel  being  met  at  Sparrows  Point  by 
the  City  tug  "Baltimore"  and  later  by  the  police  patrol  boat,  and  escorted 
to  berth  at  the  Municipal  Pier  at  the  Foot  of  Broadway,  docking  at  9.20 
A.  M. 

Baltimore 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  was  very  satis- 
factory except  that  the  weather  was  not  good.  It  was  rainy,  or  threaten- 
ing rain,  throughout  the  stay  at  the  port.  The  ship  was  open  to  visitors 
afternoons  and  many  came  on  board.  On  the  27th,  225  boys  from  a 
vocational  school,  and  also  a  group  of  sea  scouts,  came  on  board.  On  the 
same  day,  Captain  Abele,  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  gave  an  in- 
terview which  was  broadcasted  from  Station  W  F  B  R.  Regular  watch 
liberty  was  granted  to  cadets  to  10  P.  M.  The  "Nantucket"  cast  off  from 
the  Municipal  Pier  at  10.10  A.  M.  on  Saturday  and  proceeded  out  of  the 
port  under  three  boilers.  Upon  reaching  Sandy  Point  one  boiler  was 
secured.  The  ship  anchored  off  the  Naval  Operating  Base  at  Norfolk  at 
6.10  A.  M.  to  await  slack  water  at  9.15  A.  M.,  when  the  ship  was  gotten 
underway  and  berthed. 

Norfolk 

Divine  service  was  held  on  board  on  Sunday  as  it  was  too  late  for  a 
church  party  after  the  ship  was  secured  at  the  dock.  Memorial  Day  was 
observed  by  half-masting  colors  with  ships  present.  The  ship  was  coaled 
on  June  1,  taking  on  board  155  tons.  Several  groups  of  cadets  visited 
the  Airplane  carrier  "Enterprise".  The  "Nantucket"  departed  under  two 
boilers  at  6.10  P.  M.,  June  1,  for  Horta,  passing  Chesapeake  Lightship 
at  3  A.  M.,  June  2. 

One  of  the  cadets  showing  symptoms  of  acute  appendicitis,  on  June  3 
the  course  was  changed  for  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  the  ship  ar- 
rived on  June  5,  and  the  cadet  transferred  to  the  Newport  Hospital. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Newport  under  two  boilers  on  June  6  with  fine 
weather  and  a  westerly  breeze.  Generally  fine  weather  with  high  bar- 
ometer and  westerly  winds  prevailed  throughout  the  passage  to  Horta. 
When  they  would  draw,  topsails,  as  well  as  fore  and  aft  sails,  were  car- 
ried and  helped  considerably.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held  on  June 
7,  10,  14,  and  15  with  good  results.  It  was  expected  to  arrive  at  Horta 
at  noon  on  June  17,  but  a  strong  southwesterly  breeze  with  squally 
weather  developed  during  the  night  and  Fayal  was  sighted  a  short  time 
after  daylight.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  the  port  and  the  pilot  came 
on  board  at  8.25  A.  M.,  June  17,  the  ship  being  moored  in  the  harbor  ten 
minutes  later. 

Horta,  Azores 

During  the  stay  in  Horta,  pulling  boats  were  used  as  running  boats. 
Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  8  P.  M.  and  those  attending 
basketball  games  were  granted  an  extension  to  10  P.  M.  Two  basketball 
games  were  played  by  the  cadets  with  teams  on  shore.  Many  courtesies 
were  extended  to  the  officers  and  cadets  by  officials  and  others. 

The   "Nantucket"   got   underway  for   Funchal,   Madeira,   on   June   20. 
The  wind  being  favorable,  though  light,  the  ship  was  put  under  sail 
but  less  than  four  knots  per  hour  were  logged  and  the  engine  was  coup^r* 
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after  four  hours  of  sailing.  Light  westerly  winds  continued  until  the 
22nd  when  direction  shifted  to  northeasterly,  and  in  the  afternoon  of 
that  day,  the  ship  was  put  under  sail  and  continued  to  the  evening  of  the 
24th  when  the  wind  died  out.  The  night  of  the  23rd  it  was  necessary  to 
shorten  sail  as,  sailing  close  hauled  with  a  stiff  breeze,  the  ship  labored 
too  hard.  A  good  many  cadets  were  seasick.  Routine  drills  and  studies 
were  held  during  the  passage.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows : 
June  21st — Boat  in  water  0  minutes  55  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m. 
52  s. — Boat  hoisted — 10  m.  10  s. 

June  22nd — -Boat  in  water — 1  minute  0  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m. 
50  s. — Boat  hoisted  10  m.  15  s. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Funchal  on  June  25. 

Funchal,  Madeira 

At  Funchal,  the  usual  liberty  was  granted  to  the  cadets  by  watches. 
Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  as  running  boats.  Swimming  was  had 
alongside  twice  daily.  The  ship  was  coaled,  188  tons  being  taken  on  board. 
The  weather  during  the  stay  was  very  agreeable.  Noon  day  tempera- 
tures were  as  follows:  June  25,  70°;  26th,  71°;  27th,  71°;  28th,  73°; 
29th,  75°;  30th,  70°. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Funchal  on  June  30  under  two  boilers,  en  route 
for  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico.  The  next  day  the  wind  came  out  northeastward 
and  increased  to  a  moderate  breeze  towards  evening  when  sail  was  made 
and  the  engine  was  uncoupled.  During  the  day  a  Dutch  steamer  was 
sighted  which  was  the  only  vessel  sighted  until  approaching  the  West 
Indies. 

July  4th  was  celebrated  in  the  usual  shipboard  manner  with  a  parade, 
sports  and  music.  The  usual  divine  services  were  conducted  on  Sundays 
and  were  largely  attended.  A  moderate,  and  at  times  rather  high,  follow- 
ing sea  prevailed,  and  the  ship  was  lively  throughout  the  passage.  Under 
these  conditions,  the  helmsmen  got  particularly  good  experience. 

On  July  15,  the  Dutch  Steamship  "Phobos",  one  hundred  and  thirty 
miles  to  the  northward  and  westward,  bound  from  Curacao  to  Gibraltar, 
asked  for  medical  advice  in  the  case  of  an  apprentice  on  board.  The 
Surgeon  of  the  "Nantucket",  Dr.  Ashbel  C.  Williams,  diagnosed  the  case 
to  be  one  of  Ludwig's  angina,  an  emergency  hospital  case,  and  prescribed 
treatment.  An  offer  was  made  to  meet  the  "Phobos"  and  give  surgical 
'assistance.  The  Master  of  the  "Phobos"  expressed  his  thanks  for  the 
medical  advice  but  declined  the  surgical  assistance.  The  following  day 
a  message  was  received  stating  that  the  patient  was  better. 

On  the  evening  of  July  17  a  very  bright  meteor  was  observed  to  the 
northward  which  seemed  to  disintegrate  not  far  from  the  ship.  It  had 
the  appearance  of  a  white  Roman  candle. 

The  only  steamer  to  be  sighted  since  the  day  after  leaving  Funchal 
was  sighted  as  the  "Nantucket"  neared  Sombrero  Key.  Sombrero  Light 
was  sighted  on  the  19th  and  the  course  was  then  set  to  pass  to  the 
northward  of  Anagada  Island,  northeastern  most  of  the  Virgin  group. 
San  Juan  Head  Light  was  sighted  at  2.25  A.  M.  on  July  20.  The  ship 
continued  under  sail  until  after  passing  San  Juan  Head  when  sail  was 
furled.  The  engine  was  coupled  up.  The  ship  entered  San  Juan  Harbor 
on  Ju'y  20.  The  best  day's  run  during  the  passage  was  193  miles  on 
the  15th,  (25  hour  day),  the  lowest  day's  run  was  on  June  18,  119  miles. 
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San  Juan,  Porto  Rico 

At  this  port,  the  "Nantucket"  was  berthed  at  Pyramid  Dock  by  cour- 
tesy of  the  Bull  Line.  The  berth  was  occupied  until  early  morning  of 
July  23  when  it  had  to  be  evacuated  for  a  steamer  due  on  the  24th. 
The  "Nantucket"  was  then  anchored  800  yards  from  the  boat  landing. 

Twenty-eight  cadets  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  El  Morro  by  courtesy 
of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  troops.  During  the  day  the  trade  wind 
blew  fresh  and  the  running  boats  were  operated  under  sail.  There  were 
besides  much  pleasure  sailing,  the  cadets  handling  the  boats  under  sail 
well. 

One  afternoon,  during  the  stay,  the  Brazilian  Naval  Training  Ship 
"Almirante  Saldanha",  was  sighted  approaching  from  the  westward. 
Later  she  was  observed  to  be  heading  in  towards  the  reef  between  Cabras 
Islands  and  Fort  Ganuelo,  about  a  mile  to  the  westward  of  the  harbor 
entrance.  Finally  it  was  observed  that  she  was  on  the  reef,  and  a  signal 
to  that  effect  was  sent  to  the  "Unalga"  at  the  dock.  The  "Unalga"  had 
already  received  a  radio  report  of  the  same  tenet.  When  the  "Nantucket" 
left  port  for  Havana,  the  "Almirante  Saldanha'  was  lying  on  the  reef 
badly  listed,  and  the  "Unalga"  and  the  "Marion",  and  the  destroyer 
"Shaw"  were  standing  by  preparing  to  attempt  to  pull  her  off.  A  message 
of  sympathy  was  sent  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  "Almirante 
Saldanha".  On  the  27th  the  destroyer  "Shaw"  overhauled  and  passed  the 
"Nantucket".  In  reply  to  an  inquiry,  information  was  received  that  at- 
tempts to  float  the  "Almirante  Saldanha"  had  been  unsuccessful. 

Squally  weather  obtained  through  the  passages,  and  on  Sunday  there 
was  particularly  heavy  and  continued  rain.  Many  steamers  were  sighted. 
Routine  studies  and  drills  were  conducted  according  to  schedule,  with  the 
exception  of  lifeboat  drill.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Havana  on  Au- 
gust 1. 

Havana,  Cuba 

Hot  weather  was  experienced  at  Havana.  As  the  boat  landing  used 
was  nearly  a  mile  from  the  ship  and  the  heat  was  intense,  the  motor 
launch  was  used  as  a  running  boat  and  for  towing  liberty  parties.  The 
first  two  days  of  our  stay  a  nearer  boat  landing  was  used  and  pulling 
boats  were  used.  The  cadets  played  a  baseball  game  with  the  nine  from 
the  Cubanelo  Club.  Many  steamers  were  in  and  out  of  the  port  daily. 
The  dock  system  seems  excellent.  Airplanes  were  arriving  and  departing 
daily. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  port  on  August  6  for  Newport  News.  Fine 
weather  prevailed  throughout  the  passage.  In  making  out  the  itinerary, 
consideration  was  not  given  to  the  Gulf  Stream.  With  the  full  moon, 
the  Gulf  Stream  appeared  to  be  at  maximum  flow.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Miami,  a  current  of  5y2  knots  was  found;  and  a  current  seldom  below 
3V2  knots  was  carried  to  Cape  Hatteras.  Many  ships  were  sighted,  occa- 
sionally four  being  sighted  at  once.  Steaming  in  the  axis  of  the  Gulf 
Stream,  little  was  seen  of  the  Florida  coast.  However,  the  high  buildings 
of  Miami  and  the  hotels  at  Palm  Beach  and  Fort  Lauderdale  were 
sighted.  While  the  weather  was  fine  it  was  hot.  After  rounding  Hatteras, 
the  usual  hazy  weather  of  the  Virginia  coast  was  encountered,  and  after 
the  high  speeds  induced  by  the  Gulf  Stream,  the  reduced  speeds  due  to 
contrary  tides  were  rather  annoying.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held 
on  August  8,  9  and  10.

Norfolk,  Virginia 

At  Norfolk  133  long  tons  of  coal  were  taken  on  board.  There  were 
several  naval  vessels  at  the  Naval  Base  and  in  the  Roads.  Many  airplanes 
were  operating  from  the  Air  Base.  Eighty-eight  planes  were  counted  in 
the  air  at  one  time.  On  the  12th,  the  U.S.S.  "Boise"  was  commissioned  at 
the  Base.  The  same  day,  the  U.S.S.  "New  York"  passed  up  to  the  Navy 
Yard  not  under  control.  She  had  cracked  a  line  shaft  returning  from 
Europe  with  the  midshipmen  practise  squadron.  The  vessel  had  350 
midshipmen  on  board.  Many  West  Point  cadets  were  at  Fort  Monroe, 
a  few  visiting  the  "Nantucket." 

Newport  News,  Virginia 

The  ship  got  underway  on  August  13  and  proceeded  to  Newport  News, 
arriving  there  the  same  day,  docking  at  Pier  5  at  the  shipyard.  The 
cadets  accepted  an  invitation  to  visit  the  Mariners  Museum.  As  usual 
church  parties  left  the  ship  on  Sunday  to  attend  services  in  town.  On 
the  15th  the  cadets  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  shipyard  of  the  Newport 
News  Shipbuilding  and  Dry  Dock  Company.  In  the  afternoon  of  the 
15th  an  "At  Home"  was  held  in  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended 
by  the  shipyard  and  the  Museum.  Thirty  guests  attended,  among  them 
being  Mr.  Homer  Ferguson,  President  of  the  Shipbuilding  Company,  and 
Congressman  S.  Otis  Bland,  of  the  First  District  of  Virginia,  Chairman 
of  the  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  Committee  of  the  House.  Lieut. 
Comdr.  Walter  K.  Queen,  U.S.N.R.,  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School,  visited  the  ship  on  August  13. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  from  the  dock  at  Newport  News  on  the 
16th  under  two  boilers  en  route  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  On  leaving 
Chesapeake  Bay,  winds  were  light  and  variable  with  predictions  of  noth- 
ing better  so  it  was  decided  to  proceed  via  Vineyard  and  Nantucket 
Sounds.  Vineyard  Sound  Light  Vessel  was  passed  in  the  evening  of  the 
18th  and  Pollock  Rip  Light  Vessel  was  made  the  following  morning. 
When  passing  Stonehorse  Light  Vessel,  a  heavy  fog  shut  in  which  lifted 
after  we  had  passed  Pollock  Rip  Light  Vessel.  Fog  shut  in  on  the  evening 
of  August  20  and  continued  until  the  21st  when  the  ship  was  approach- 
ing Seal  Island.  During  the  fog  the  ship  was  stopped  for  more  than  an 
hour  for  clearing  other  vessels.  Sambro  Light  Vessel  was  made  at  8  P.  M. 
on  August  21.  Man  overboard  drills  were  held  on  August  17,  18  and  19. 
The  afternoon  of  August  21  came  out  clear  with  a  bright  glow  in  the 
northeast  giving  the  appearance  of  pending  fog,  so  it  was  decided  to 
enter  port  at  once  rather  than  delay  until  the  morning.  A  pilot  was  taken 
at  Chebucto  Head  and  the  ship  proceeded  to  Halifax  Harbor,  anchoring 
off  the  city  at  10.55  P.  M. 

Halifax,  Nova  Scotia 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Halifax  was  most  agreeable.  Regular 
watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  8  P.  M.,  and  extension  to  10  P.  M. 
was  granted  in  several  cases.  On  August  25,  twenty  cadets  went  fishing 
to  one  of  the  nearby  banks  in  a  local  fishing  vessel,  and  returned  with 
five  hundred  pounds  of  cod,  haddock,  and  pollock.  Many  visitors  came 
on  board  during  visiting  hours,  from  1.30  to  4.30  P.  M.,  among  them 
being  a  group  of  twenty  sea  scouts. 

There  were  two  Canadian  destroyers  at  the  Naval  Station,  and  shortly 
before  the  "Nantucket"  got  underway  on  August  26,  the  French  gunboat 
"D'Entrecasteau'  entered  port  and  moored  at  the  Naval  Station.  A  board- 
ing call  was  made  on  board  which  was  immediately  returned. 
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Leaving  Halifax  on  August  26,  the  passage  to  Frenchman's  Bay  was 
uneventful  except  that  visibility  during  Friday  night  was  quite  remark- 
able. A  seventeen  mile  light  was  sighted  at  a  distance  of  twenty-five 
miles,  and  Brazil  Rock  Light  buoy,  a  nine  mile  light,  was  sighted  fifteen 
miles  away.  Fog  shut  in  after  clearing  Seal  Island  Light  early  Saturday 
morning  and  persisted  until  the  afternoon.  The  New  York  Nautical 
Schoolship  "Empire  State"  was  contacted  by  radio  in  latitude  37  degrees 
39  minutes  north,  and  longitude  57  degrees  25  minutes  west  bound  from 
LeHavre  to  New  York. 

Mt.  Desert  Rock  Light  was  sighted  at  7.50  P.  M.  on  Saturday,  and  an 
hour  later  fog  closed  in.  The  ship  lay  to  ten  miles  east  of  the  Rock. 
The  fog  lifted  during  the  mid  watch  and  at  4  A.  M.  on  August  28,  the 
ship  proceeded  into  Frenchman's  Bay,  anchoring  at  East  Lamoine. 

East  Lamoine 

No  liberty  was  granted  cadets  at  East  Lamoine,  and  examinations  were 
held  according  to  schedule.  A  considerable  number  of  visitors  came  on 
board  on  Sunday  and  relatives  and  friends  of  cadets  were  received  on 
board  afternoons  after  3.30  when  examinations  for  the  day  were  com- 
pleted. A  considerable  amount  of  sailing  was  had.  Cutters  and  the  motor 
launch  were  used  as  running  boats. 

It  was  purposed  to  depart  from  East  Lamoine  at  6  A.  M.  on  Saturday, 
September  3,  but  fog  rolled  in  and  by  the  time  the  anchor  was  aweigh, 
the  fog  enveloped  the  ship.  The  anchor  was  let  go  again,  and  the  ship 
finally  got  underway  at  8  A.  M.  Fine  weather  and  a  smooth  sea  prevailed 
outside,  but  during  the  night  the  south  southwest  wind  increased  and  the 
sea  built  up  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  stop  the  ship,  remove  the  jack- 
asses, unbend  the  chains,  and  put  in  the  buckler  plates.  Upon  clearing 
Cap°  Cod,  wind  and  sea  subsided.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  Gard- 
iner's Bay  at  11  P.  M.,  September  5,  and  anchored  in  Greenport  Harbor 
the  next  morning. 

Greenport,  Long  Island 
The  usual  liberty  was  granted  the  cadets.  The  "Nantucket"  left  Green- 
port on  September  8  and  arrived  at  New  Bedford  shortly  after  daylight 
the  next  day.  During  the  night  a  strong  north  northeast  wind  came  up, 
reducing  the  speed  of  the  ship.  The  "Nantucket"  berthed  at  the  State 
Pier  in  New  Bedford  on  September  9. 

New  Bedford 
Many  persons  visited  the  "Nantucket"  in  New  Bedford  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday  afternoons,  among  them  being  the  parents  and  friends  of 
cadets.  The  ship  left  New  Bedford  on  September  12  and  anchored  in 
Cataumet  Harbor  three  hours  later.  The  ship  left  Cataumet  on  September 
18  and  proceeded  to  Boston  via  the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  arriving  on  Sep- 
tember 20. 

Commissioners'  Inspection 
The  Commissioners  of  the  school  met  the  ship  at  Cataumet  and  sailed 
with  the  "Nantucket"  en  route  to  Boston.  During  the  trip  the  Com- 
missioners had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  inspect  all  departments  of  the 
ship,  to  observe  the  work  of  the  cadets  on  deck  and  below,  and  to  inspect 
their  work  in  the  following  drills :  life  boat  drill,  fire  drill,  abandon  ship 
drill,  and  collision  drill.  On  account  of  the  thick  fog,  it  was  necessary 
to  anchor  outside  Boston  Light.  As  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  remain 
at  the  anchorage  overnight,  the  Commissioners  completed  the  trip  to 
Boston  by  motor  launch.

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  have  the  honor  to  submit 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,   1939,  the  forty-eighth  annual  report.

Establishment  and  Purpose  of  the  School 

In  1874  Congress  passed  an  Act  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  nautical  schools. 
The  Act  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  furnish  a  suitable  vessel,  with  all 
her  equipment,  to  certain  States  for  use  in  maintaining  a  nautical  school.  Massachusetts 
was  one  of  the  States  included  in  the  Act. 
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The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  established  by  the  Legislature  in  1891. 
As  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  is  educating  young  men  for  agricultural 
pursuits,  and  the  textile  schools  at  Lowell,  Fall  River,  and  New  Bedford,  are  fitting 
for  work  in  the  textile  industry,  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  providing  a 
theoretical  and  practical  education  for  young  men  who  desire  to  engage  in  the  shipping 
industry,  an  industry  which  has  had  an  important  part  in  the  work  of  the  Common- 
wealth since  the  earliest  Colonial  days. 

The  first  cadets  were  received  in  the  School  in  April  1893.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school  are  limited  to  young  men,  between  seventeen  years  and  their  twen- 
tieth birthday,  who  are  residents  of  Massachusetts.  The  entrance  examinations  held 
in  March  and  September  each  year  are  strictly  competitive.  Candidates  must  be  free 
from  physical  defects  especially  as  to  vision,  hearing  and  speech.  The  school  accomo- 
dates 118  cadets. 

The  total  cost  for  the  first  year  is  $300  and  for  the  second  year  $150.  The  course 
covers  a  period  of  two  years.  During  the  winter  term  the  schoolship  remains  in  Bos- 
ton, being  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown.  During  the  summer  term,  a  prac- 
tice cruise  is  made  lasting  about  five  months.  A  catalogue  and  application  blanks 
can  be  had  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners,  Massachusetts  Nautical  School,  100 
Nashua  St.,  Boston. 

The  Winter  Term 

With  the  winter  term  of  1938-39  was  inaugurated  a  course  in  Naval  Science.  This 
is  a  lecture  course  given  by  naval  officers  attached  to  the  First  Naval  District  and 
covering  about  eighty  hours  of  lecture  time.  The  Navy  Department  desired  to  have 
this  course  established  in  the  school  in  consideration  of  the  assistance  rendered  the 
school  by  the  Department,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  cadets  for  Naval  Reserve 
duties. 

The  course  includes  lectures  in  Gunnery,  Navy  Regulations,  Naval  Law,  Elementary 
Tactics  and  Maneuvering,  Communications,  Ship  Drills,  International  Law,  and  Types 
and  Characteristics  of  Naval  Ships  and  Aircraft. 

Cadets  passing  the  required  physical  examination  are  appointed  Merchant  Marine 
Cadets,  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  American  merchant  ships  enrolled  in  the  Naval 
Reserve  are  required  to  be  officered  by  Naval  Reserve  Officers. 

Cadets,  with  few  exceptions,  are  enrolled  in  the  Naval  Reserve ;  and  all  cadets, 
whether  or  not  enrolled,  are  required  to  take  the  course.  The  course  constitutes  part 
of  the  school  curricula  and  is  assigned  weights  in  the  same  manner  as  other  subjects. 
It  is  spread  over  the  two  school  years.  However,  as  particularly  desired  by  the  Navy 
Department,  the  classes  graduating  in  1939  were  given  the  full  course  of  instruction. 

On  April  24  the  "Nantucket"  was  moved  from  Pier  1  to  the  Marine  Railway,  Navy 
Yard,  for  the  usual  spring  overhaul.  The  necessary  repairs  were  made  in  the  sea- 
manship and  engineering  departments  by  the  Navy  Department  without  charge  to  the 
Commonwealth.  The  cost  of  repairs  was  as  follows:  construction  and  repair  $13,930; 
engineering  $2,483;  navigation  $187;  total  $16,600. 

The  Summer  Term 

A  European  cruise,  omitted  last  year,  was  made  this  year.  The  ship  visited 
Plymouth,  Antwerp,  London,  LeHavre,  and  Libson,  making  the  usual  calls  at  the 
Azores  and  Madeira  Islands.  At  Plymouth,  England,  a  special  program  was  provided 
for  the  officers  and  cadets  covering  the  five  days  the  ship  was  in  port.  The  itinerary 
included  a  stay  of  four  days  at  New  Rochelle,  New  York,  in  order  to  give  the  cadets 
an  opportunity  to  visit  the  World's  Fair.

Conferences  With  Navy  Department 

Acting  upon  a  suggestion  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  Navy  Department,  repre- 
sentatives from  the  four  State  nautical  schools  have  held  conferences  with  the  Navy 
Department  during  the  past  year. 
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The  Commissioners  believe  these  conferences  will  be  helpful  in  strengthening,  im- 
proving and  coordinating  the  work  of  the  State  nautical  schools,  and  in  providing 
suitable  and  adequate  equipment.

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  at  2  :30  P.  M.,  Saturday, 
May  13,  in  accordance  with  schedule.  Many  relatives  and  friends  of  cadets  were 
on  hand  to  see  the  ship  sail.  Stone  Horse  Channel  was  entered  at  4 :40  A.  M.  on 
May  14,  and  the  ship  was  anchored  in  Vineyard  Haven,  about  a  half  mile  from  boat 
landing,  at  9  A.  M.  the  same  day.  Fine  weather  and  a  smooth  sea  prevailed  through- 
out the  passage.  Fore  and  aft  sails  were  carried  for  more  than  six  hours.  All 
machinery  functioned  well.     The  cadets  carried  on  in  a  commendable  manner. 

The  "Nantucket"  was  scheduled  to  leave  Vineyard  Haven  for  Washington,  D.  C, 
on  May  18.  A  damaged  windlass  made  it  necessary  to  return  to  Boston  for  repairs 
where  the  ship  arrived  on  May  18. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Boston  on  May  25.  After  testing  anchor  windlass  in  Presi- 
dent's Roads,  the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  to  Boston  Lightship  and  calibrated  the  radio 
direction  finder  and  swung  ship  for  compass  deviation.  Upon  completion  of  the  cali- 
bration, the  course  was  set  for  Cape  Cod.  The  ship  anchored  in  Provincetown  at 
12  :28,  May  26. 

Provincctoivn 

The  stay  at  Provincetown  was  very  beneficial  in  affording  opportunity  for  sail  and 
general  drills.  Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  from  4  :30  P.  M.  to  8  P.  M., 
with  extension  to  12  midnight  on  the  29th  and  30th  of  May  to  those  attending  the 
dances  given  by  the  High  School  and  by  the  American  Legion  on  those  respective 
evenings.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  as  running  boats,  the  motor  launch  not 
being  hoisted  out.  As  the  ship  was  anchored  more  than  half  a  mile  from  the  boat 
landing  and  as  at  times  the  wind  blew  fresh,  and  at  other  times  there  was  a  thick 
fog,  especially  good  boating  practice  was  had.     Boats  under  sail  were  out  daily. 

Upon  arrival  the  Superintendent  of  the  school  called  on  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  On  his  request  the  Superintendent  agreed  to  enter  a  detachment  from 
the  ship  in  the  Memorial  Day  parade.  On  Monday,  the  29th,  a  cadet  baseball  team 
played  the  local  high  school  team,  but  rain  stopped  the  game  at  the  3rd  inning,  and 
the  game  was  completed  on  the  31st,  the  high  school  winning  6  to  5  in  a  closely  con- 
tested game. 

The  "Empire  State",  schoolship  of  the  New  York  Merchant  Marine  Academy, 
anchored  in  port  in  the  early  morning  of  the  29th.  The  Commanding  Officer  (ship's 
executive  officer)  called  on  the  Superintendent  of  the  School,  which  call  was  returned 
by  the  Superintendent. 

A  platoon  of  four  squads,  with  color  guard  and  music,  totalling  about  50  cadets 
was  entered  in  the  Memorial   Day  parade.     The  EMPIRE   STATE   sent  a  similar 
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detachment.  Both  contingents  made  good  showings.  Wreaths  were  laid  at  the  ceme- 
tery, the  Wharf,  and  the  memorial  monument  at  the  Town  Hall.  At  the  wharf  cere- 
monies, the  "Nantucket"  squad  fired  three  volleys  as  the  wreath  was  thrown  into  the 
water.  Memorial  observance  was  held  on  board  at  noon.  The  crew  was  mustered 
aft,  three  volleys  fired,  and  taps  sounded.  Church  service  was  held  on  board  on  Sun- 
day.    A  Catholic  church  party  attended  service  on  shore. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  Provincetown  on  June  1.  The  weather  was  fine  with  a  fresh 
N.E.  wind.  Upon  rounding  Peaked  Hill  Bar  fore  and  aft  sails  were  set  and  carried 
until  after  dark.  The  weather  continued  fine  with  light  N.E.  to  East  wind,  but  the 
barometer  began  to  fall  on  Sunday,  the  4th.  Numerous  vessels  were  sighted.  They 
were  keeping  to  the  southward  of  the  usual  steamer  track  due  to  icebergs  close  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  eastbound  steamer  lane.  A  radiogram  of  greeting  was  received 
from  a  graduate  of  the  school  in  the  class  of  September  1937,  third  officer  on  board 
the  S.  S.  "American  Merchant".  Many  whales  were  sighted.  The  steamer  "Phaeax" 
was  passed  close  aboard  and  was  advised  by  bridge  signal  that  Mackay  Radio  had 
been  calling  her  for  several  days. 

On  the  5th  the  wind  shifted  to  S.S.W.  and  freshened.  The  ship  was  put  under 
sail  and  the  engine  uncoupled  at  7  :28  A.  M.  The  wind  continued  to  freshen,  and 
at  6 :30  P.M.  topgallantsails  were  taken  in,  and  later  the  head  of  the  spanker  was 
hauled  down.  For  three  consecutive  hours  the  ship  logged  over  10  knots  per  hour. 
The  ship  rolled  up  to  25°.  The  barometer  continued  to  fall  until  10:00  A.  M.  of  the 
6th  and  the  wind  reached  force  8  from  the  S.W.  by  1  :00  P.  M.,  the  ship  rolling  up 
to  30°,  riding  easily,  but  shipping  some  water  over  the  rail.  At  2  :40  P.  M.  the  bolt 
rope  of  the  maintopsail  gave  way  at  the  port  clewiron  causing  a  ripping  of  the  sail, 
which  was  at  once  taken  in  and  unbent.  Later  in  the  afternoon  the  weather  began 
to  clear. 

A  reserve  maintopsail  was  bent  and  set  in  the  forenoon  of  the  7th.  The  wind 
continued  fresh  until  5  :00  P.  M.  when  it  began  to  diminish,  until  by  9 :00  P. AT,  it 
began  to  give  evidence  of  passing  out.  Steam  was  ordered  for  6 :00  A.  M.  of  the 
8th,  but  by  5  :00  A.M.,  the  wind  again  freshened  and  the  ship  was  continued  under 
sail.  In  the  evening  the  wind  began  to  haul  to  the  eastward  resulting  in  the  ship 
making  some  northings,  so  sail  was  furled  and  the  engine  was  coupled  up  at  7  :40  A.M. 
of  the  9th.  At  5  :00  P.  M.  of  this  day  the  "Yankee  Clipper"  was  contacted  bound 
for  New  York  on  a  course  taking  her  100  miles  south  of  us.  The  clipper  was  again 
contacted  on  the  11th  145  miles  to  the  northward  and  westward  headed  for  Horta. 
On  both  occasions  we  gave  our  position  to  the  clipper. 

Drills  and  studies  were  conducted  according  to  schedule  except  when  weather  con- 
ditions intervened,  and  when  preparing  for  entering  port.  Church  services  were  held 
on  Sundays  and  were  well  attended. 

The  Island  of  Flores  was  sighted  in  the  early  morning  of  the  12th  ;  and  Fayal  was 
sighted  in  the  early  afternoon  and  was  passed  in  the  first  part  of  the  night.  San 
Miguel  Island  was  raised  in  the  morning  of  the  13th. 

Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows  : 

June  2 — Boat  in  water   1   minute   10  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  5  m.   15  s. — Boat 

hoisted  11  m.  25  s. 
June  9— (starboard)  Boat  in  water  1  minute  0  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m.  7  s.

June  9 — (port)   Boat  in  water  0  minutes  55  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  2  m.  49  s. 

— Boat  hoisted  10  m.  35  s. 
June  12 — Boat  in  water  0  minutes  45  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m.  20  s. — Boat 

hoisted  8  m.  55  s. 

Ponta  Delgada 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Ponta  Delgada  on  June  13,  and  was  moored  bow  and 
stern.  There  were  present  in  the  port  the  Portuguese  hydrographic  survey  ship  "Car- 
valho  Araujo"  and  the  Spanish  cruiser  "Mar  Cantabrico".  The  Consul  came  on 
board  informally  before  mooring  had  been  completed  and  pratique  had  been  granted. 
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The  usual  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets,  liberty  expiring  at  8  P.  M.  A  party 
of  cadets  visited  Furnass  by  chartered  bus.  Pulling  boats  were  used  exclusively  as 
running  boats,  the  motor  sailer  not  being  hoisted  out.  Boats  were  exercised  under 
sail  daily. 

The  weather  at  Ponta  Delgada  during  our  stay  was  fine.  Noonday  temperatures 
were  as  follows:  June  14th,  69°;  15th,  69°;  16th,  71°;  17th,  12°.  It  was  decided  to 
leave  on  the  17th  as  the  18th  was  a  Sunday.  Upon  rounding  the  east  end  of  San 
Miguel  a  north  west  swell  was  encountered  causing  considerable  rolling.  Fore  and 
aft  sails,  however,  eased  the  ship  considerably.  At  midnight  of  the  20th  the  barometer 
began  to  fall,  and  in  the  early  morning  of  the  21st,  the  wind  hauled  more  ahead.  The 
wind  increased  until  after  noon  of  the  22nd  it  was  blowing  force  7  from  N.N.E.  and, 
although  fore  and  aft  sails  were  carried,  the  ship  labored  and  much  spray  came  over. 
The  wind  then  gradually  moderated,  until  midnight  of  the  23rd  it  was  blowing  force 
4.  The  barometer  continued  to  fall  until  the  morning  of  the  24th.  We  were  not  far 
from  the  storm  center  which  was  to  the  eastward  of  us.  During  the  storm  the  day's 
runs  were:  21st,  118;  22nd,  129;  23rd,  122;  24th,  133;  25th,  120. 

Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows  : 

June  19th — Boat  in  water  0  minutes  45  seconds — Buoy  Picked  up  2  m.  55  s. — Boat 

hoisted  10  m.  40  s. 

June  20th — Boat  in  water  0  minutes  35   seconds — Buoy  picked  up  2  m.  40  s. — 

Boat  hoisted  7  m.  50  s. 

June  21st — Boat  in  water  0  minutes  40   seconds — Buoy  picked  up  2  m.    15   s. — 

Boat  hoisted  6  m.  20  s. 

June  26th — Boat  in  water   1   minute  5   seconds Buoy  picked  up   3  m.   50   s. — 

Boat  hoisted  10  m.  40  s. 

The  barometer  began  to  rise  in  the  forenoon  of  the  25th ;  and  towards  noon  the 
weather  cleared  and,  as  the  swell  decreased,  the  ship  picked  up  speed.  The  Lizard 
was  sighted  in  the  early  morning  of  the  26th  and  was  passed  abeam  at  10  A.  M.  The 
"Nantucket"  arrived  at  Plymouth  and  moored  close  off  the  Hoe,  in  the  most  desirable 
Navy  berth,  at  3:45  P.  M.  Entering  the  harbor,  the  Harbor  Master  (Commander 
Royal  Navy)  came  on  board  and  offered  any  desired  assistance.  While  mooring, 
a  boarding  officer  came  on  board,  extended  the  Commander  in  Chief's  compliments, 
and  acquainted  me  with  the  program  prepared  for  our  visit.  The  Consul  came  on 
board  shortly  afterwards. 

Plymouth 

The  visit  to  Plymouth  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  cadets  and  officers.  The  Consul, 
Mr.  Henry  M.  Wolcott,  was  very  kind,  considerate,  and  helpful.  The  "Nantucket" 
was  the  first  government  vessel  to  visit  Plymouth  since  he  had  been  consul  there 
and  he  was  very  appreciative  of  our  visit. 

A  special  program  was  provided  for  the  officers  and  cadets  in  connection  with  the 
visit  of  the  ship  to  Plymouth,  including  a  reception  by  the  United  States  Consul,  a 
tour  of  Dartmoor,  a  visit  to  the  Western  Royal  Yacht  Club,  and  sailing  races.  A 
baseball  field  was  made  available  to  the  cadets  and  free  transportation  was  given  them 
on  buses  and  trams. 

The  motor  launch  was  used  principally  as  running  boat  and  for  handling  liberty 
parties.     Pulling  boats  were  also  used.    There  was  a  little  boat  sailing. 

The  ships  of  the  Home  Fleet,  based  on  Davenport,  returned  for  a  month's  shore 
leave  for  the  personnel  on  the  27th.  The  "Nantucket"  was  painted  on  the  morning 
of  the  27th  and  presented  a  good  appearance  for  the  visit.  The  weather  during  our 
stay  in  Plymouth  was  extremely  changeable,  with  intermittent  rain  and  sunshine. 
Noonday  temperatures  were  as  follows:  June  27th,  58°  28th,  59°;  29th,  61°;  and 
30th,  60°. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Plymouth  on  the  30th.  The  weather  was  fine  with 
a  gentle  westerly  breeze.  In  the  forenoon  of  July  1st  the  S.  S.  "American  Banker" 
passed  heading  to  the  westward,   when  radiogram  of  greeting  was   received  from  a 
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graduate  of  the  school  in  the  class  of  September  1938,  4th  officer  of  that  vessel.  Due 
to  the  fair  wind  a  better  speed  was  made  than  anticipated  so  that  for  the  entire  run 
to  the  Scheldt  a  favorable  current  was  held ;  so,  while  the  consul  at  Antwerp  had 
been  advised  that  the  "Nantucket"  would  arrive  at  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt  at  9  P.  M., 
the  ship  arrived  there  at  12  :30  P.  M.  At  Flushing  the  Scheldt  River  pilot  came  on 
board,  and  at  Royer  Sluice,  the  Dock  Pilot  replaced  him.  It  was  necessary  to  lower 
the  out-hanging  boats  before  passing  through  the  locks  ;  and  they  followed  the  ship 
under  oars  to  the  berth  in  Willem  Dock,  a  distance  of  about  a  half  mile.  The  berth 
was  in  one  of  the  oldest  and  smallest  docks,  occupied  mostly  by  barges,  but  it  was 
near  the  center  of  the  city  and  most  convenient. 

Antwerp 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Antwerp  was  interesting  and  enjoyable.  The  berth 
of  the  ship,  being  close  to  the  city,  the  points  of  interest  were  readily  accessible.  The 
public  museums  and  points  of  interest  were  open  gratis  to  the  cadets.  The  port  of 
Antwerp  has  the  greatest  amount  of  shipping  of  any  on  the  continent  of  Europe ;  and 
the  cadets  were  afforded  opportunity  to  observe  the  operation  of  a  great  commercial 
port. 

Fifty-seven  cadets  and  seven  officers  attended  the  Ambassador's  Fourth  of  July 
reception,  and  there  were  perhaps  one  hundred  other  guests.  Several  complimentary 
comments  were  made  on  the  good  appearance  and  manly  conduct  of  the  cadets.  The 
Ambassador  also  invited  the  cadets  to  visit  on  Friday  his  yacht,  the  "Sea  Cloud",  a 
four  masted  diesel  auxiliary  bark.  Friday  was  coaling  day ;  but  later  the  invitation 
was  extended  for  Thursday.  In  the  meantime  a  trip  to  Louvain  had  been  organized 
for  Thursday,  so  that  only  18  cadets  visited  the  "Sea  Cloud".  They  were  shown 
throughout  the  ship  and  served  tea  on  board.  The  master  of  the  "Sea  Cloud"  told 
the  Superintendent  that  he  had  served  on  board  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School- 
ship  "Enterprise"  in  1902.  A  priest  from  Westmalle  Abbey  extended  an  invitation 
for  a  group  of  cadets  to  visit  the  Abbey.  Thirty  cadets  formed  the  party  which,  after 
a  tour  of  points  of  interest,  had  tea  at  the  Abbey. 

Much  apprehension  was  felt  in  Belgium  as  to  what  the  future  would  bring  forth. 
Many  American  business  men  had  sent  home  their  wives  and  families.  The  Boatswain 
of  the  "Nantucket",  Mr.  Brenner,  was  given  leave  to  visit  his  home  in  the  Rhineland, 
and  he  stated  on  his  return  that  the  people  in  that  section  fully  believed  that  war 
would  come  after  the  crops  had  been  harvested. 

Generally  fair  weather  prevailed  during  the  visit.  Noondav  temperatures  were  as 
follows:     July  3rd.  69°;  4th,  78°;  5th,  82°;  6th,  71°;  7th,  12°. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  on  the  8th  from  the  Willem  Dock.  The  weather 
was  threatening  with  considerable  wind  and  passing  squalls,  but  improved  later  in  the 
day.  At  12 :40  P.  M.  the  River  Scheldt  was  cleared  and  course  was  set  for  Dover 
to  pick  up  the  London  pilot.  The  barometer  was  falling,  and  by  noon  the  south  west 
wind  freshened  and  finally  became  strong  so  that,  while  arrival  at  Dover  by  midnight 
had  been  anticipated,  arrival  was  delayed  until  3 :30  A.  M.,  July  9.  Fresh  breezes 
were  carried  to  Gravesend,  mostly  ahead,  and  the  ship  arrived  there  at  1  :  18  P.  M. 
to  await  a  river  pilot  until  3  :30  P.  M.  before  proceeding  to  berth  at  East  India  Im- 
port Dock  which  was  entered  with  considerable  difficulty  due  to  the  gusty  weather. 
The  berth  was  easily  accessible  from  the  center  of  the  city.  Due  to  the  IRA  activities 
extreme  watchfulness  was  maintained.  Ship  visitors  were  discouraged  and  only  guests 
of  officers  were  passed  to  the  dock. 

London 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  to  cadets,  expiring  at  10  P.  M.  As  there  was 
little  that  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  drills  and  exercises  at  the  berth  occupied  owing 
to  the  many  restrictions  at  the  dock,  and  also  the  exceptional  interest  of  the  port, 
liberty  was  granted  from  10  :30  A.  M.  instead  of   1  :30   P.  M.  as  customary. 

The  cadets  played  two  baseball  games,  one  with  the  Anglo-American  baseball 
Association,  and  the  other  with  a  nine  from  the  Ford  Motor  Company. 
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The  ship  undocked  on  the  14th  and  proceeded  under  three  boilers  for  Le  Havre. 
The  weather  had  become  threatening  with  a  southerly  wind  and  passing  rain  squalls  ; 
but  cleared  as  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  was  reached,  and  continued  fine  to  port. 
After  passing  Dover  the  Belgian  Training  Ship  "Mercator"  was  met  and  passed  close 
aboard  heading  to  the  eastward  under  sail  and  motor  power.  From  the  mouth  of  the 
Thames,  throughout  the  daylight  hours,  the  coast  of  France  was  continually  in  sight, 
the  atmosphere  being  exceptionally  clear.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  Le  Havre 
on  July  15,  and  secured  in  the  Garage  du  Sas  at  2  :28  P.  M.  Two  tugs  were  required 
for  assisting  through  the  locks.  The  United  States  European  Squadron,  comprising 
the  Cruiser  "Trenton"  and  the  destroyers  "Jacob  Jones"  and  the  "Badger"  were  in 
port. 

Le  Havre 

Upon  arriving  at  Le  Havre  on  Saturday,  July  IS,  a  boarding  officer  from  the  "Tren- 
ton" called  and  later  the  Consul  came  on  board.  The  Superintendent  of  the  school 
called  on  the  Consul  on  Monday  and  then  one  of  the  vice  consuls  accompanied  him 
on  a  round  of  calls  including  the  Sub  Prefect,  the  Mayor,  President  of  the  Auto- 
nomous Port,  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Rear  Admiral  Director  of  the 
Merchant  Marine,  Director  of  Merchant  Marine  Personnel,  Captain  Commandant  of 
the  Naval  Forces,  and  the  Captain  of  the  Port.  Calls  were  later  exchanged  with  the 
Commander  of  the  U.  S.  European  Squadron  and  the  Captain  of  the  "Trenton". 
Tuesday  was  spent  in  receiving  calls.  A  reception  for  Rear  Admiral  Lackey  was 
held  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  by  the  Mayor  to  which  the  Superintendent  was  invited 
with  fifteen  cadets. 

Usual  watch  liberty  to  10  P.  M.  was  granted  cadets,  and  also  two  days  liberty  to 
visit  Paris,  which  was  taken  advantage  of  by  most  of  them.  The  "Normandie", 
"Washington",  and  "President  Harding"  among  other  large  ships  were  in  and  out 
of  the  port  during  our  stay.  Through  the  good  offices  of  the  Consul  cadets  had  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  "Normandie"  and  many  did  so.  Some  also  visited  the  "President 
Harding".  The  berth  (very  convenient  with  a  car  line  close  at  hand)  was  in  the 
midst  of  shipping ;  and  an  excellent  opportunity  to  witness  the  operations  of  a  great 
commercial  port  was  afforded.  A  baseball  game  was  played  by  the  cadets'  team  with 
a  team  from  the  "Jacob  Jones"  and  the  "Badger",  the  opponents  winning  a  good 
game,     6-4. 

Monsieur  Dort,  Director  of  the  Nautical  School  of  Marseilles,  with  his  assistant 
called,  as  arranged  by  the  Rear  Admiral  Director  of  the  Merchant  Marine,  and 
showed  much  interest  in  the  school  and  the  courses.  He  requested  literature  and  the 
Superintendent  gave  him  copies  of  the  catalogue,  the  Regulations,  and  the  last  annual 
report.     He  and  his  assistant  looked  over  the  ship  and  were  much  interested  in  costs. 

Weather  at  Le  Havre  was  most  uncertain.  Until  the  last  day  of  our  stay  it  was 
generally  cloudy,  overcast  and  threatening,  with  numerous  showers  and  some  heavy 
rains. 

The  "Trenton"  departed  on  the  21st  and  the  "Nantucket"  left  on  the  same  day. 
Three  boilers  were  carried  until  clearing  Le  Havre  Lightship  at  4:30  P.  M.,  when  one 
boiler  was  secured  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  two  boilers  for  Lisbon.  Fore  and 
aft  sails  were  set  and  good  progress  was  made  until  after  midnight  when  the  wind 
began  to  draw  ahead.  The  wind  worked  around  to  S.W.,  with  haze,  fog,  and  rain; 
and  little  better  than  five  knots  was  averaged  until  the  Channel  was  cleared  and  course 
was  changed  to  the  southward.  On  the  24th  the  wind  freshened,  gradually  hauled  to 
the  N.W.,  and  the  weather  cleared;  and  the  ship  was  put  under  sail.  In  the  evening 
the  wind  fell  light  and  the  ship  was  again  put  under  steam.  The  ship  was  again  put 
under  sail  in  the  early  morning  of  the  26th.  Routine  drills  and  exercises  were  held. 
Man  overboard  drill  was  held  on  the  25th  as  follows :  Boat  in  water,  0  minutes,  50 
seconds — Buoy  picked  up  3  m.  35  s. — Boat  hoisted,  9  m.  30  s. 

In  the  evening  of  the  25th  high  land  of  northwest  Spain  was  sighted  and  Cape 
Finisterre  light  was  passed  at  10 :30  P.  M.,  distant  23  miles.  The  ship  continued 
under  sail  until  off  Cape  Roca  when  sail  was  furled  and  the  ship  proceeded  into  port 
under  three  boilers.     The  ship  was  anchored  off   Black  Horse   Square    (Commercial 
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Square),  Lisbon  at  11:37  A.  M.,  July  27.  On  account  of  the  very  strong  tidal  cur- 
rents it  was  not  practical  to  use  pulling  boats,  so  arrangements  were  made  for  handling 
liberty  parties  with  a  shore  launch. 

Lisbon 

Upon  arrival  at  Lisbon,  the  Superintendent  called  on  the  Acting  Consul  General 
(the  Consul  General  being  on  leave)  and,  accompanied  by  him,  called  on  the  United 
States  Minister.  The  Minister  and  the  Acting  Consul  General  returned  the  call  on 
the  following  day ;  and  a  liason  officer  ( Portuguese  naval  lieutenant )  reported  to  the 
Superintendent  from  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  accompanied  him  on  calls  on  Portu- 
guese officers  and  officials,  these  including  calls  on  the  Commander  of  the  Naval 
Forces  and  on  the  Military  Governor  of  Lisbon  and  leaving  cards  on  the  Minister 
of  Marine,  the  Civil  Governor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Premier.  All  calls  were  returned 
by  representatives  except  that  on  the  Premier.  The  Mayor's  Secretary  invited  the 
Superintendent  to  a  tour  of  points  of  interest  in  the  city  which  he  accepted  for  him- 
self and  the  executive  officer. 

The  motor  launch  was  used  for  all  running  boat  trips,  and  a  shore  launch  was  en- 
gaged for  handling  liberty  parties  and  for  guests.  The  Minister  invited  the  cadets 
to  a  party  at  the  legation  on  Friday,  the  28th  of  July,  which  was  attended  by  the 
liberty  watch.  About  one  hundred  young  ladies  were  present.  A  group  of  cadets 
took  a  bus  tour  of  points  of  interest  in  and  about  the  city  going  among  other  places 
to  Cintra  and  Estoril.  The  Superintendent  heard  numerous  favorable  remarks  on 
their  conduct  and  appearance. 

The  day  following  the  arrival  of  the  "Nantucket",  the  Portuguese  fleet  came  into 
port  and  moored  close  down  stream  from  the  ship. 

The  ship  got  underway  on  August  1  and  departed  for  Funchal.  For  more  than 
two  miles  courtesies  were  exchanged  with  Portuguese  men-of-war  on  both  sides.  The 
Tagus  was  cleared  at  1  :19  P.  M.  and  the  pilot  dropped.  At  1  :56  P.  M.  the  engine 
was  uncoupled  and  the  "Nantucket"  proceeded  under  sail,  close  hauled  with  a  fresh 
northwesterly  wind,  but  by  midnight  had  settled  down  to  N.N.E.  Routine  drills  and 
studies  were  held.  As  the  ship  had  gotten  very  dirty  during  the  coaling  at  Lisbon 
much  time  was  taken  in  cleaning  up.  At  6 :50  P.  M.  on  Thursday,  Porto  Santo 
Island  was  sighted ;  and  at  sundown  sail  was  furled  and  the  ship  put  under  steam.  The 
"Nantucket"  arrived  off  Funchal  at  4  :46  A.  M.,  August  4,  and  lay  to  preparing  for 
entering  port,  proceeding  in  and  anchoring  at  7  :07  A.  M. 

Funchal 

Upon  arrival  at  Funchal  the  Captain  of  the  Port  and  the  United  States  Consul 
called.  Later  the  Superintendent  returned  the  call  of  the  Consul  and  with  him  called 
on  the  Civil  Governor,  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  and  the  Military  Commandant.  The 
Military  Commandant  and  the  Civil  Governor  returned  the  Superintendent's  calls  on 
the  following  day. 

The  usual  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  8  P.  M.  Pulling  boats  were  used 
entirely  as  running  boats,  the  motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out.  Swimming  was 
had  from  the  ship,  and  boats  were  exercised  under  sail.  Pulling  races  of  about  one 
mile  distance  were  held  on  the  8th.  The  starboard  watch  won  over  the  port  watch, 
and  the  Deck  won  over  the  Engineers.  Groups  of  cadets  took  bus  trips,  and  one 
small  group  took  a  hike  along  the  levada  from  Ribeiro  Frio.  Other  groups  went  to 
the  Lido  pool  for  bathing. 

The  weather  at  Funchal  was  fine  except  that  the  5th  was  overcast  with  a  little 
rain.  Noonday  temperatures  were  as  follows  :  August  4,  78°  ;  5th,  79°  ;  6th,  76°  ;  7th, 
80°  ;  and  8th,  76°.  The  new  breakwater,  extending  1000  feet  to  the  eastward  from 
Loo  Rock  is  practically  completed  and  was  used  by  one  ship  during  our  stay.  There 
were  many  ships  in  and  out  of  the  port,  but  only  one  tour  ship. 

Upon  leaving  Funchal  on  the  9th  the  wind  was  light  and  variable  and  did  not  settle 
down  until  the  evening  of  the  10th,  when  topsails  were  set.  On  the  morning  of  the 
11th  the  engine  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  sail.     The  first  day  of 
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sailing,  August  12,  was  the  best — 152  miles.  The  wind  gradually  fell  off  until,  on 
the  15th,  only  105  miles  were  made;  and  that  afternoon  the  ship  became  practically 
becalmed.  The  engine  was  then  coupled  up  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  steam.  As 
the  wind  did  not  come  back  by  the  night  of  the  16th  it  was  decided  not  to  waste  time 
and  fuel  waiting  for  the  wind  but  to  head  up  on  a  more  direct  course  for  destination. 
An  unusual  feature  noted  during  this  passage  was  the  low  barometric  pressure  pre- 
vailing in  the  Trade  Wind  area. 

When  steaming  under  two  boilers  in  warm  waters  evaporating  is  a  serious  prob- 
lem; one  boiler  must  be  used  for  that  purpose  practically  half  the  time.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  chief  engineer  the  third  boiler  was  lit  off  on  the  17th  to  replenish  the 
fresh  water  supply  so  that  the  full  power  of  two  boilers  could  be  utilized  for  steaming. 
The  third  boiler  was  discontinued  on  the  20th. 

The  wind  continued  from  the  eastward,  but  light  and  fitful,  until  the  morning  of 
the  19th,  when  it  seemed  sufficiently  strong  for  sailing,  and  the  ship  was  put  under 
sail ;  but  after  an  hour  the  wind  began  to  fall  off,  and  by  noon  the  ship  was  becalmed. 
Just  as  the  stun' sails  had  been  taken  in  a  squall  from  the  north  struck,  and  the  wind 
then  settled  at  N.E.  Sail  was  continued  but  in  an  hour  the  wind  was  gone  and  the 
ship  was  put  under  steam  again 

After  the  first  day  out  from  Funchal  no  vessel  was  sighted  until  the  evening  of 
the  19th,  when  a  steamer  passed  to  the  N.E  The  following  morning  three  vessels 
were  sighted. 

Drills  and  studies  were  carried  on  in  accordance  with  schedule.  Church  service 
was  held  on  Sundays.  Physical  examinations  were  conducted  on  August  17  and  18 
and  term  examinations  were  held  during  the  week  beginning  August  21.  It  was  hot 
during  this  week,  but  the  weather  was  fine  and  it  was  practical  to  spread  the  after 
awnings  so  that  the  cadets  could  be  protected  against  the  sun. 

Man  overboard   drills  were  held   as   follows :

August  16 — Boat  in  water  1  minute  10  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  5  m.  25  s. — Boat 

hoisted  11  m.  35  s. 
August  18 — Boat  in  water  1  minute  6  seconds — Buoy  picked  up  4  m.  40  s. — Boat 
hoisted  9  m.  45  s. 
In  the  morning  of  August  25,  when  about  150  miles  eastward  of  Bermuda,  course 
was   set  for   Block   Island.     Easterly   light  breezes   continued   and   fore   and   aft   sails 
could  be  used  much  of  the  time     A  barometric   low   had  persisted  in  the   Bermuda 
region  for  many  days  and  had  caused  some  concern,  but  stormy  weather  only  began 
to  develop  towards  the  end  of  the  passage.     Strong  N.E.  winds  were  experienced  on 
the  28th.    Block  Island  was  sighted  at  5  :43  P.  M.,  about  8  miles  distant.    The  radio 
direction  finder  and  the  fathometer  proved  most  useful  in  making  the  approach.     The 
ship  was  anchored  in  Gardiner's  Bay  on  August  28. 

As  the  ship  did  not  receive  practique  until  after  arrival  at  New  London  no  com- 
munication with  shore  was  had  at  Gardiner's  Bay. 

Gardiner's  Bay 

Stormy  weather  prevailed  throughout  the  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  in  Gardiner's 
Bay,  the  wind  reaching  gale  force  in  the  forenoon  of  Wednesday,  August  30.  The 
31st,  the  day  on  which  it  was  intended  to  leave  was  unfavorable  and  departure  was 
delayed  until  6  A.  M.,  September  1.  Wednesday  steam  was  gotten  up  as  a  safeguard, 
but  in  the  protected  anchorage  it  was  not  necessary. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  New  London  and  secured  at  the  State  Pier  at  9:30 
A.  M.  on  September  1.    Upon  arrival  there  remained  on  hand  25.9  tons  of  coal. 

Nczv  London 

The  stay  at  New  London  was  devoted  to  ship's  work.  The  berth  was  very  con- 
venient and  satisfactory.     The  ship  was  coaled,  taking  70  short  tons. 
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New  Rochelle 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  New  Rochelle  was  devoted  to  liberty,  principally 
to  enable  the  cadets  to  visit  the  World's  Fair,  liberty  being  granted  by  watches  from 
10:30  A.  M.  to  11  P.  M.  A  few  cadets  who  had  relatives  in  the  vicinity  and  from 
whom  requests  had  been  received,  were  granted  over  night  liberty.  Some  very  favor- 
able comment  regarding  appearance  and  behavior  of  cadets  at  New  Rochelle  were  heard. 

The  Superintendent  made  an  appointment  to  call  on  the  Mayor ;  but  received  word 
that  the  Mayor  and  city  officials  were  coming  to  call  on  the  Superintendent.  They 
arrived  in  the  early  afternoon, — the  Mayor,  City  Manager,  Councillor  for  Public 
Safety,  and  several  others. 

On  Friday,  the  8th,  the  afternoon  was  squally.  At  4:30  P.  M.  the  anchor  dragged 
necessitatiing  dropping  the  second  anchor  and  veering  chain.  The  ship  dragged  150 
yards.     During  the  squall  hailstones  as  large  as  marbles  fell  with  much  force. 

The  ship  was  gotten  underway  under  two  boilers  on  September  11,  for  Mattapoisett. 
Fresh  northwesterly  winds  prevailed.  Very  few  vessels  were  seen  in  the  sound.  Fav- 
orable currents  generally  were  met  and  the  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  Mattapoisett 
at  5  A.  M.,  September  12,  proceeding  in  after  daylight  and  anchoring  at  6  :35  A.  M. 

Commissioners'  Inspection 

The  three  Commissioners  of  the  School  proceeded  to  Mattapoisett  on  Sunday, 
September  17,  and  boarded  the  ship  about  4  P.  M.  The  "Nantucket"  passed  through 
Cape  Cod  Canal  late  Sunday  afternoon,  leaving  the  canal  at  8  P.  M.,  and  anchoring 
in  President  Roads  at  about  8  A.  M.  on  Monday.  Strong  head  winds  with  rain  and 
a  heavy  sea  were  encountered.  While  at  anchor  in  President  Roads,  the  cadets  were 
exercised  at  collision  drill,  fire  drill,  lifeboat  drill,  and  sail  drill.  The  ship  then  pro- 
ceeded to  her  berth  at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard,   arriving  there  about  2   P.   M. 

The  usual  inspection  was  made  of  the  cadets  at  formation  and  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  ship.  The  personnel  was  found  in  good  condition  and  the  ship  and  equip- 
ment presented  an  excellent  appearance.

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  is  a  division  of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Federal 
Government.  The  United  States  government  loans  the  Schoolship  NANTUCKET  to 
the  State,  keeps  the  ship  in  good  condition,  and  reimburses  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  cost  of  maintenance  to  the  amount  of  $25,000.  The  course  of  instruction  is  three 
years,  during  which  time,  the  school  trains  and  educates  young  men  of  Massachusetts 
to  become  deck  and  engineer  officers  in  the  American  merchant  marine.  The  age 
limit  for  applicants  is  from  seventeen  years  to  the  twentieth  birthday.  During  the 
winter  months,  the  ship  is  berthed  in  Boston  and  the  school  is  conducted  on  board  the 
ship  and  in  classrooms  on  shore.  From  May  until  September  of  each  year,  the  time 
is  occupied  with  a  practice  cruise  in  home  or  foreign  waters. 
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Three  Year  Course 

Commencing  with  the  class  which  entered  the  school  in  October  1940,  the  course 
of  study  will  occupy  three  years'.  This  places  the  Massachusetts  school  in  line  with 
the  other  three  State  nautical  schools  now  on  a  three  year  basis.  A  three  year  course 
will  permit  a  more  comprehensive  treatment  of  the  subjects  now  included  in  the 
curriculum,  and  will  allow  for  the  introduction  of  two  or  three  additional  subjects. 
The  demands  upon  an  officer  in  the  merchant  marine  at  the  present  time  call  for  a 
broader  and  more  thorough  education  and  training. 

Winter  Term 

The  course  in  Naval  Science  commenced  last  year  has  been  continued.  The  course 
given  by  Commander  E.  B.  RobinSon,  U.S.N.,  and  his  associate  instructors,  was 
interesting,  and  was  of  value  not  only  in  preparing  the  cadets  for  service  in  the  Naval 
Reserve,  but  also  for  service  in  the  merchant  marine. 

The  schoolship  was  berthed  at  the  usual  pier,  Pier  1,  Navy  Yard.  The  entrance 
examinations  and  the  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  commodious  drill  hall 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  building,  Navy  Yard. 

Before  leaving  on  the  summer  cruise,  repairs  to  the  ship  were  made  by  the  Navy 
Department  at  a  cost  of  $12,596.  The  cost  of  repairs  was  divided  as  follows :  con- 
struction and  repair  $9,833 ;   engineering  department  $2,686 ;   navigation  $77. 

Summer  Term 

The  war  in  Europe  made  it  necessary  to  limit  the  practice  cruise  to  the  West 
Indies  and  the  coastal  waters  of  the  United  States.  The  itinerary  included  the  follow- 
ing ports :  Gloucester,  Washington,  Norfolk,  St.  Thomas,  San  Juan,  Guantanamo, 
Portland,  Greenport,  Boston,  Booth  Bay,  New  Bedford,  East  Lamoine,  Glen  Cove, 
Fall  River,  and  Cataumet.  While  the  ship  was  in  Glen  Cove,  Long  Island,  the  cadets 
were  given  leave  to  visit  the  World's  Fair.  A  detailed  account  of  the  cruise  is  given 
on  page  8. 

In  order  that  he  might  observe  the  work  of  the  school  at  first  hand,  Commissioner 
Walter  K.  Queen  joined  the  Schoolship  NANTUCKET  at  Norfolk  on  May  29,  and 
sailed  with  the  ship  to  the  West  Indies.    He  remained  on  board  until  June  27. 

Commissioners'  Inspection 

Commissioners  Queen  and  Wiggin  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  arrived  on  board 
the  Schoolship  NANTUCKET  in  Buzzards  Bay  (anchored  off  Cataumet)  at  4.45 
P.  M.  on  September  22  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  inspection  of  the  school  while 
the  ship  was  proceeding  from  Buzzards  Bay  to  Boston.  The  ship  passed  through  the 
Cape  Cod  Canal  during  the  early  evening  of  September  22.  Upon  reaching  a  position 
about  two  mile^  off  Boston  Light,  the  ship  laid  to  for  several  hours.  At  nine  o'clock 
on  Monday  morning,  the  ship  proceeded  to  Pier  1,  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown,  where 
it  arrived  at  11.30  A.  M. 

During  the  passage  the  cadets  were  exercised  at  lifeboat  drill,  collision  drill,  and 
fire  drill.  The  cadets  were  inspected  at  formation  and  a  thorough  inspection  was  made 
of  all  parts  of  the  NANTUCKET.  The  ship  was  found  in  good  condition,  and  the 
morale  of  the  officers,  cadets  and  crew  was  excellent. 

Transfer  of  Federal  Jurisdiction 

Since  the  school  was  established  in  1891,  the  school  has,  so  far  as  Federal  super- 
vision was  concerned,  been  under  the  wing  of  the  Navy  Department.  In  order  to 
promote  a  closer  coordination  of  the  nautical  schools  with  the  training  work  of  the 
United  States  Maritime  Commission,  the  functions  of  the  Navy  Department  relating 
to  nautical  schools  were  transferred  on  June  30  to  the  United  States  Maritime  Com- 
mission. In  addition  to  the  distinct  benefits  which  will  accrue  to  the  school  under  the 
present  organization,  the  school  will  continue  to  have  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the 
Navy  Department,  extending  to  the  school  the  privileges  of  berthing  the  ship  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  class  rooms,  and  the  purchase  of  supplies. 
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In  an  official  letter  received  from  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  Navy  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C,  the  subject  of  which  was  the  transfer  of  Federal  control  of  the 
State  nautical  schools  from  the  Navy  Department  to  the  United  States  Maritime 
Commission,  was  included  the  following  paragraph  : 

The  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  takes  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  schools 
on  their  long  and  successful  records  with  the  Navy  Department  and  extends  his 
best  wishes  for  continued  progress  under  the  Maritime  Commission. 

Cadet  Officers,  United  States  Maritime  Commission 

Most  of  the  recent  graduates  have  accepted  assignments  as  cadet  officers.  During 
the  year,  the  United  States  Maritime  Commission  has  appointed  ninety-eight  cadet 
officers  from  the  four  State  nautical  schools,  for  service  in  the  United  States  Geodetic 
Survey  and  merchant  marine  and  of  this  number,  forty-six,  or  nearly  fifty  percent, 
were  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School.  The  appointees  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Nautical  School  were  divided  as  follows :  22  deck  cadet  officers,  and  24 
engineer  cadet  officers.  The  8  engineer  graduates  who  were  assigned  to  shipyards 
for  special  training  were  from  the  Massachusetts  school. 

Conferences  in  Washington 

On  March  18,  Mr.  Clarence  E.  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Commissioner 
Walter  K.  Queen,  and  Captain  Clarence  A.  Abele,  U.  S.  N.,  represented  the  School 
at  a  hearing  held  in  the  Navy  Department,  Washington,  in  conjunction  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  three  other  State  nautical  schools.  The  conference  was  called  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  matters  of  vital  importance  to  the  nautical  schools.  The  following 
subjects  were  discussed:  legislation  providing  for  the  construction  of  new  schoolships, 
Naval  Reserve  ratings  for  the  personnel  of  the  schoolships,  instruction  in  Naval  sub- 
jects, appointment  of  cadets  in  Merchant  Marine  Reserve,  and  license  requirements. 

On  the  following  day,  March  19,  Commissioner  Queen  and  Captain  Abele  attended 
a  hearing  called  by  the  Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  on  bills  before 
Congress  providing  for  the  construction  of  new  schoolships.  Representatives'  were 
present  at  this  hearing  from  the  Navy  Department,  the  United  States  Maritime  Com- 
mission, the  ports  of  Astoria,  Norfolk,  Morehead  City,  the  Masters,  Mates  and  Pilots 
Association,  the  Boston  Port  Authority,  and  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  Alumni 
Association. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  representatives  of  the 
four  State  nautical  schools  present  at  the  hearing : 

Be  it  resolved  that  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  representatives  of  the 
respective  State  Nautical  Schools  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  that  they  are 
opposed  to  any  regulation  that  will  operate  to  require  graduates  of  State  Nautical 
Schools  to  have  at  least  six  months,  more  or  less,  of  employment  at  sea  prior  to 
being  eligible  to  take  examinations  for  licenses ;  as  it  would  be  inimical  to  the 
interest  and  jeopardize  the  further  operation  and  continuance  of  the  respective 
State  Nautical  School,  and  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  presiding  officer  of 
this  conference  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Bureau  of  Marine  In- 
spection and  Navigation,  Department  of  Commerce,  via  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  so  that  the  Department  of  Commerce  may  be  advised  of  the  position  of 
the  respective  Nautical  Schools  in  connection  with  any  consideration  of  such 
proposals. 

New  Schoolship 

Hon.  S.  O.  Bland  of  Virginia  placed  before  Congress  on  August  7,  1940  the  following 
bill  providing  for  the  construction  of  new  schoolships : 
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A  Bill 

To  authorize  the  United  States  Maritime  Commission  to  furnish  suitable  vessels 
for  the  benefit  of  certain  State  nautical  schools,  and  for  other  purposes. 

(a)  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  United  States  Maritime  Commission 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Commission)  is  authorized  and  empowered,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  prescribe,  to  furnish  suitable  vessels,  together 
with  all  their  apparel,  charts,  books,  and  instruments  of  navigation,  one  to  each  of 
the  States'  of  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  and  California,  for  the 
benefit  of  their  respective  nautical   schools. 

(b)  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized,  notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law,  to  supply  suitable  vessels  of  the  Navy,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  authorized  to  supply  suitable  vessels  of  the  Coast  Guard,  for  such 
use  by  the  Commission,  provided  the  same  can  be  spared  without  detriment  to 
the  services  to  which  such  vessels  have  been  assigned. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  The  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the  construc- 
tion of  four  suitable  vessels  to  replace  vessels  furnished  under  section  1  hereof  or  the 
Act  of  March  4,  1911,  as  amended,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  establishment  of  marine 
schools,  and  for  other  purposes." 

(b)  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  secure  bids  for  the  construction  of  such 
vessels  in  accordance  with  approved  plans  and  specifications  and  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  successful  bidder  for  the  construction,  outfitting,  and  equipment 
of  such  vessels. 

(c)  Such  vessels  shall  be  (1)  equipped  with  modern  engines  for  propulsion 
and  modern  instruments  of  navigation,  (2)  of  adequate  size  to  enable  them  to 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  nautical  science,  and  (3)  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mission and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

(d)  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  the  sum  of  $10,000,000,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  All  vessels  furnished  to  States  under  this  Act  shall  be  and  remain  the  property 
of  the  United  States  and  shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair  by  the  Commission. 

Sec.  4.  Section  2  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  establishment  of  marine 
schools,  and  for  other  purposes",  approved  March  4,  1911,  as  amended,  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  2.  A  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  annually  appropriated  by  any  State 
or  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such  a  marine  school  or  schools 
or  the  nautical  branch  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  school  or  schools  :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  one  school  in  any  port 
heretofore  named  in  the  preceding  section  and  that  the  appropriation  for  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  $50,000  for  any  one  school." 

Sec.  5.  (a)  Each  marine  school  or  nautical  branch  thereof,  as  a  condition  to  receiving 
any  portion  of  the  monetary  aid  authorized  by  section  2  of  the  Act  of  March  4,  1911, 
as  amended,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  establishment  of  marine  schools,  and  for  other 
purposes",  or  the  use  of  any  vessel  authorized  under  this  Act,  shall  agree  to  conform 
to  such  standards  in  regard  to  students'  entrance  requirements,  the  staff  of  instructors, 
and  courses  of  and  facilities  for  training,  as  the  Commission  shall,  by  rules  and  regula- 
tions, prescribe. 

(b)  Each  marine  school  or  nautical  branch  thereof,  as  a  condition  to  receiving  any 
portion  of  such  monetary  aid  in  excess  of  $25,000,  shall  agree  to  admit  to  such  school 
students  resident  in  other  States  upon  terms  and  in  such  numbers  as  the  Commission 
shall,  by  rules  and  regulations,  prescribe. 
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The  bill  had  the  support  of  the  United  States  Maritime  Commission,  the  Navy 
Department,  the  four  State  nautical  Schools,  the  Alumni  Associations,  and  many 
maritime  organizations. 

The  Act  was  passed  by  the  Senate  and  failed  to  come  to  a  vote  in  the  House. 
This  bill,  or  a  similar  one,  will  probably  be  introduced  into  Congress  next  year. 

Personnel 

Mr.  Louis  E.  Woodland,  class  of  1929,  who  served  as  Watch  Officer  for  six  years, 
resigned  on  March  31. 

James  T.  Hodgson,  Jr.,  class  of  1934,  was  appointed  Watch  Officer  on  April  1. 

On  July  23,  Commissioner  Clarence  E.  Perkins  resigned  as  Commissioner  of  the 
School  after  a  service  of  twenty-five  years.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  from 
March  1935  until  his  resignation.  The  resignation  of  Air.  Perkins  was  regretted  by 
all  connected  with  the  school,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  July  25,  it  was 
voted  to  place  the  following  statement  on  the  records  : 

The  Commissioners  sincerely  regret  the  recent  resignation  of  Mr.  Clarence  E. 
Perkins  as  a  member  of  the  Commission.  During  the  twenty-five  years  he  has 
served  as  a  Commissioner,  eight  years  of  which  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
his  work  has  been  of  the  highest  order.  During  his  long  service  he  has  never 
failed  to  take  a  deep  and  genuine  interest  in  the  school.  A  graduate  of  the  school 
in  1895,  the  year  of  the  first  graduating  class,  he  brought  to  the  work  a  genial 
personality,  sound  judgment  and  good  business  ability,  rendering  a  valuable  and 
honorable  service  to  the  State.  The  outstanding  success  which  has  attended 
nautical  education  in  Massachusetts  has  been  due  in  large  measure  to  his  un- 
tiring efforts  in  its  behalf. 

On  July  24,  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Wiggin  of  Brookline  was  appointed  a  Commissioner 
of  the  School  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.   Perkins. 

On  July  25,  Lieut.  Comdr.  Walter  K.  Queen,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  Retired,  was  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Captain  Robert  M.  Gray,  Executive  Officer  on  board  the  Schoolship  NAN- 
TUCKET, resigned  on  August  15  to  accept  an  executive  position  with  the  United 
States  Maritime  Commission.  Mr.  Gray  was  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School  in  1912.  He  was  an  officer  and  instructor  in  the  school  for  nine  years, 
four  years  as  Navigating  Officer,  and  five  years  as  Executive  Officer.  Most  out- 
standing as  an  officer  and  instructor,  the  Commissioners  accepted  his  resignation 
with   regret. 

John  W.  Thompson,  class  of  1912,  was  appointed  Executive  Officer  on  August  16. 

Richard  T.  Rounds,  class  of  1926,  was  appointed  Navigating  Officer  on  August  16. 

William  J.  Connors,  class  of  1932,  was  appointed  a  Watch  Officer  on  August  23. 

John  E.  Wright,  who  for  nine  years  was  the  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  died  on 
October  17.  He  was  a  man  of  good  ability  and  personality  and  rendered  a  valuable 
service  to  the  State. 

Samuel  A.  Stone  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Mathematics  on  October  28  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Wright.

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  the  Navy  Yard,  Boston,  on  Saturday,  May  11. 
En  route  to  Gloucester  the  radio  compass  was  calibrated  off  the  Boston  Lightvessel, 
and  the  ship  was  swung  for  compass  error. 

Gloucester 

The  ship  arrived  at  Gloucester  on  May  12.  During  the  stay  in  Gloucester  regular 
watch  liberty  was  granted  to  cadets  to  2000.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  as 
running  boats.  General  drills  were  held  daily  and  sail  drills,  twice  daily,  except  on 
the  16th  which  started  wet  and  threatening,  and  a  field  day  was  held.  Boats  were  out 
under  sail  daily.  First  year  cadets  were  vaccinated  and  administered  first  anti-typhoid 
inocculation. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  Gloucester  at  1047  on  the  17th  under  two  boilers. 
In  view  of  the  weather  conditions  it  was  decided  to  follow  the  outside  route,  around 
Nantucket  Lightvessel.  At  2025  on  the  19th  the  third  boiler  was  cut  in  so  as  to 
assure  arrival  at  Washington  by  the  evening  of  May  21.  Church  service  was  held 
as  usual  on  Sunday.  On  Saturday  there  was  considerable  seasickness  among  cadets. 
Approaching  the  Chesapeake  a  fog  bank  hung  over  the  entrance  necessitating  stopping 
and  reduced  speed  from  time  to  time.  In  vicinity  of  the  lightvessel  an  aircraft  carrier 
and  two  destroyers  were  operating.  The  ship  anchored  off  Smith's  Point,  Potomac 
River  entrance  at  2119,  and  was  underway  again  at  0550  on  the  21st,  proceeding  up 
the  Potomac.  The  prospects  were  not  good  as  there  was  considerable  fog,  but  it 
gradually  cleared  and  a  good  run  was  made  up  the  river.  The  ship  arrived  at  the 
Navy  Yard,  Washington,  at  1830,  on  May  21. 

Washington 

The  visit  to  Washington  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  cadets  and  was  very 
instructive.  Usual  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  from  1330  to  2200.  Numerous 
special  leaves  were  granted  cadets  at  the  request  of  parents  to  visit  relatives  in  and 
about  Washington.  Daily  a  member  of  the  Schoolship  Club  called  for  cadets  to  take 
them  on  auto  tours,  25  cadets  being  so  entertained.  Numerous  comments  on  the  cadets' 
fine  appearance  and  good  deportment  were  made.  The  second  anti-typhoid  inocculation 
was  given  first  year  cadets  on  May  23. 

The  ship  was  dressed  at  0800  on  the  22nd  along  with  the  "American  Seaman". 
The  "Potomac"  and  the  Yard  craft  dressed  an  hour  later.  All  the  officers  except  the 
officer  on  duty  attended  the  exercises  on  board  the  "American  Seaman".   We  inspected 
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the  vessel.  She  is  handsomely  appointed,  beautifully  painted,  and  spotlessly  clean. 
The  CCC  enrollees  were  clean,  alert,  and  seamanlike.  Exercises  were  conducted  by 
Mr.  Telfair  Knight.  Senator  Pepper  and  Congressman  Peterson,  both  of  Florida, 
were  the  principal  speakers.  Admiral  Nimitz  and  Captain  Gygax,  as  well  as  several 
other  Naval  Officers,  attended. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  0800  on  the  28th.  As  the  tug  "Choptank"  was 
pulling  our  stern  clear  our  new  S-inch  line  parted,  but  the  stern  was  sufficiently  clear 
for  us  to  maneuver  without  further  help.  The  usual  honors  were  rendered  when 
passing  Mount  Vernon.  The  run  down  the  Potomac  was  made  under  three  boilers. 
A  bridge  is  being  constructed  across  the  river  at  Dahlgren.  The  run  was  uneventful 
and  the  ship  anchored  in  the  Bay  at  2023  in  the  same  anchorage  used  in  going  to 
Washington. 

The  ship  was  gotten  underway  at  0554  on  the  29th  to  proceed  to  Norfolk.  The 
weather  was  fine  but  the  atmosphere  was  hazy.  Man  Overboard  drill  and  fire  and 
collision  drills  were  held.  The  man  overboard  drill  was  executed  as  follows :  Boat 
in  water  1  minute  10  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  4  minutes ;  boat  hoisted  9  minutes 
55  seconds.  The  ship  anchored  off  the  Naval  Operating  Base,  Norfolk,  at  1220  to 
await  slack  water  for  berthing.    The  ship  berthed  at  1515  on  May  29th. 

Norfolk 

The  visit  of  the  "Nantucket"  to  Norfolk  was  in  no  way  unusual.  The  usual  watch 
liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  2200.  May  30  was  observed  as  a  holiday.  A  quarter 
watch  attended  motion  pictures  at  the  Naval  Base  evenings.  The  ship  was  coaled  on 
May  31st,  taking  on  board  150  gross  tons  of  Pocahontas  coal  from  a  flat  lighter 
delivered  alongside. 

Pistol,  and  rifle  ammunition  were  received  on  board  from  the  Naval  Magazine  at 
St.  Julian's  Creek. 

The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  the  Naval  Operating  Base  at  1115  on  June  1, 
assisted  by  the  Yard  Tug  "Tecumseh"  from  the  dock,  and  proceeded  to  sea  under  two 
boilers.  Upon  clearing  Chesapeake  Light  Vessel  the  ship  was  swung  for  compass 
deviation,  the  binnacle  having  been  repaired  so  that  the  compensating  magnets  were 
free  for  adjustment.  On  the  6th,  before  daylight,  a  cruiser  showing  no  lights  ap- 
proached to  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  and  departed  after  identifying  our  ensign 
which  was  illuminated  at  the  peak.  We  made  our  number  to  the  stranger  but  he  did 
not  acknowledge  nor  disclose  his  identity. 

Good  sailing  was  had  to  the  forenoon  of  the  10th,  when,  although  the  wind  still 
held,  steaming  was  resumed,  as  we  were  making  too  much  to  the  eastward.  For  the 
24  hours  to  noon  of  the  8th  202  miles  were  made  good.  That  evening  it  was  necessary 
to  reduce  sail  as  the  ship  began  to  labor,  she  had  logged  9.5  knots  close  hauled  the 
preceding  hour.  Upon  getting  under  steam  on  the  10th,  course  was  set  to  the  south- 
ward and  westward.  Light  westerly  winds  continued  for  another  day,  but  on  the  13th 
shifted  to  the  eastward  and  by  the  15th  became  strong  enough  for  sailing  and  the 
ship  proceeded  under  sail  until  the  evening  of  the  16th  when  sail  was  furled  preparatory 
to  entering  port  the  following  morning,  the  ship  being  then  about  40  miles  from  St. 
Thomas.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  15th  the  motor  launch  was  hoisted  out  to  permit 
Commissioner  Queen  and  cadets  with  cameras  to  take  pictures  of  the  ship  under  sail. 
Sombrero  Cay,  in  Anagada  Passage  was  passed  abeam  at  5  miles  distance  at  0800  on 
the  16th,  and  Virgin  Gorda,  the  easterly  of  the  Virgin  Islands  was  raised  at  1020. 

Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows : 
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Studies  and  routine  drills  were  conducted  according  to  schedule.  Church  services 
were  conducted  on  Sundays. 

The  "Nantucket"  anchored  in  St.  Thomas  Harbor  at  0633  on  June  17. 

St.  Thomas 

The  visit  to  St.  Thomas  was  pleasant  and  interesting.  Regular  watch  liberty  was 
granted  cadets  to  2000.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely,  the  motor  launch  not  being 
hoisted  out.  Boats  were  out  under  sail,  and  swimming  was  had  over  the  side,  daily. 
Numerous  cadets  indulged  in  horse-back  riding.  Conduct  and  spirit  of  cadets  was 
excellent. 

St.  Thomas  is  treated  as  a  foreign  port  as  regard  customs — it  is  practically  a  free 
port,  a  6%  duty  only  prevailing.  Purchases  must  be  declared  on  entering  San  Juan 
or  a  domestic  port.  The  West  Indies  Company's  dock  is  busy,  vessels  coming  and 
going  daily.  The  port  does  a  considerable  oil  and  coal  bunkering  business ;  and 
bauxite  is  brought  from  Demerara  by  light  draft  vessels  and  stored  awaiting  re-ship- 
ment in  large  vessels  to  Montreal. 

Pointing  drill,  in  preparation  for  target  practice  at  Guantanamo  Bay,  was  started 
while  at  St.  Thomas  and  continued  during  the  passage,  Commissioner  Queen  super- 
intending the  instruction.  The  cadets  did  remarkably  well.  A  number  have  shot 
before  and  some  have  qualified. 

The  ship  went  to  the  coal  pier  early  in  the  morning  of  the  20th.  Eighty-five  gross 
tons  had  been  placed  conveniently  on  the  dock  the  day  before.  The  coal  was  put  on 
board  by  the  cadets,  and  trimmed  by  shore  labor.  Coaling  was  completed  at  1050, 
and  at  1120  the  ship  cast  off  from  the  pier  and  anchored  to  clean  up  before  departure. 
The  "Nantucket"  departed  from  St.  Thomas  at  1500  on  June  20  under  two  boilers. 

Noonday  temperatures  at  St.  Thomas  were  as  follows:  June  17th,  82°;  18th,  87°; 
19th,  81°;  20th,  83°. 

At  1830  on  the  20th,  having  cleared  the  Virgin  Passage,  the  ship  was  put  under 
sail ;  and  stood  off  and  on  until  0700  of  the  23rd,  when  course  was  set  for  San  Juan. 
The  ship  was  hove  to  this  day  15  miles  to  the  northward  and  eastward  of  San  Juan 
at  0336,  at  daylight  sail  was  furled,  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  two  boilers  to  port. 
A  pilot  was  taken  on  board  and  the  ship  anchored  at  0917  on  June  24. 

San  Juan 

The  visit  to  San  Juan  was  agreeable  and  without  incident.  Regular  watch  liberty 
was  granted  to  2000.  Pulling  boats  were  used  as  running  boats,  and  a  few  running 
trips  were  made  under  sail.  Boats  were  out  under  sail  daily.  A  large  group  of  cadets 
visited  El  Yunque  National  Park.  Many  cadets  went  bathing  at  Escabron  (here  an 
inlet  is  fenced  off  against  sharks  and  baracuda).  Spirit  and  conduct  of  cadets  were 
excellent. 

During  the  stay  at  San  Juan  the  ship's  hull  was  painted.  Small  arms  instruction 
was  continued.    Commissioner  Queen  departed  for  home  on  the  27th. 

Noonday  temperatures  were  as  follows:  June  24th,  86°;  (90°  at  1700)  ;  25th,  89°; 
26th,  88°;  27th,  86°. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  0900  on  June  28  under  two  boilers,  and  when 
clear  of  the  port,  was  put  under  sail.  The  day  was  given  over  to  cleaning,  and  small 
arms  instruction  was  continued.  The  following  forenoon  the  coast  of  Santo  Domingo 
was  sighted  and  was  skirted  at  about  10  miles  distance.  Church  service  was  held  on 
Sunday  as  usual.  The  Hatien  coast  was  lost  to  sight  in  the  forenoon  of  July  1,  and 
shortly  afterwards  the  Cuban  coast  was  picked  up. 

Routine  drills  and  studies  were  conducted  on  July  1  ;  and  small  arms  instruction 
was  continued.  At  1550,  off  Caleta  Point,  southeast  end  of  Cuba,  sail  was  furled 
and  the  ship  put  under  steam.  Man  overboard  drill  was  held  as  follows :  Boat  in 
water  1  minute  40  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  4  minutes  50  seconds ;  boat  hoisted  7 
minutes  45  seconds. 

At  0307  on  July  2  the  ship  arrived  off  Guantanamo  Bay  entrance  and  lay  to  until 
daylight;  proceeding  in  at  sunrise,  and  anchoring  at  0651. 
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Guantanamo  Bay 

The  visit  to  Guantanamo  Bay  was  advantageous  to  the  cadets  due  to  contact  with  the 
Navy  there.  On  the  rifle  range  cadets  were  supervised  and  coached  by  competent 
Marines  who  were  interested  in  their  work ;  at  the  Station  cadets  had  opportunity  to 
observe  the  attitude  and  conduct  of  service  men  in  work  and  in  recreation ;  and  much 
signal  practice  was  afforded.  The  sergeant  major  who  supervised  the  small  arms 
practice  stated  that  the  cadets'  interest  and  apitude  were  extraordinary,  and  expressed 
surprise  that  they  did  so  well  with  so  little  preliminary  instruction.  The  firing 
covered  three  days,  two  days  on  the  marksman  course  and  one  day  on  the  sharp- 
shooter course. 

The  motor  launch  was  generally  used  as  running  boat,  but  pulling  boats  were  also 
used.  Boats  were  put  under  sail  daily  and  good  sailing  experience  was  had.  Liberty 
was  granted  by  watches  to  1700.  A  moving  picture  party  of  25  was  authorized 
nightly.  The  spirit  and  conduct  of  cadets  were  excellent;  they  enjoyed  the  stay  in 
Guantanamo  Bay  in  spite  of  the  heat. 

July  4  was  duly  observed.  All  ships  present  "dressed  ship".  In  the  morning  cadets 
participated  in  a  sailing  race.  A  class  of  six  small  2-man  boats  participated,  two 
manned  by  marine  officers,  two  by  naval  officers,  and  two  by  cadets.  The  cadets 
placed  No.  2  and  No.  4.  All  four  of  the  cadets  participating  are  products  of  the 
Quincy  Yacht  Club.  In  the  afternoon  the  cadet  baseball  team  played  the  marine  team 
losing  by  the  score  of  24-4.  There  was  no  swimming  from  the  ship  as  sharks  and 
baracuda  frequented  the  bay. 

Noonday  temperatures  at  Guantanamo  Bay  were  as  follows  :  July  2nd,  86°  (93° 
at  1700)  ;  3rd,  88°;  4th,  84°;  (88°  at  1800)  ;  5th,  88°;  6th  86°  (93°  at  1800)  ;  7th, 
87° ;  and  8th,  87°. 

The  ship  left  Guantanamo  Bay  on  July  8  at  1800  under  two  boilers. 

Cape  Maysi  was  rounded  at  noon,  Great  Inagua  light  was  sighted  in  the  early 
evening,  and  Crooked  Island  Passage  was  entered  early  the  morning  of  the  10th.  San 
Salvador  Island  was  cleared  that  evening.  Many  vessels  were  sighted  in  this  portion 
of  the  passage. 

Drills  and  studies  were  conducted  according  to  schedule.  Man  overboard  drills 
were  held  as  follows :

Cape  Hatteras  Light  Vessel  was  passed  in  the  evening  of  the  14th.  Many  vessels 
were  encountered  along  the  coast.  Chesapeake  Bay  was  entered  at  1720  July  15.  The 
"Nantucket"  anchored  off  the  Naval  Operating  Base  at  1950. 

Norfolk 

As  at  Norfolk,  the  anchorage  was  1.3  miles  from  the  boat  landing  the  motor  launch 
was  used  as  running  boat.  Liberty  was  granted  cadets  by  watches  to  2000.  A  few 
cadets  were  granted  special  leave  to  visit  relatives  in  Norfolk  and  vicinity. 

Noonday  temperatures  at  Norfolk  were  as  follows:  July  16th,  80°  (85°  at  1500)  ; 
17th,  78°;  18th,  81°  (84°  at  1300);  19th,  87°.  The  warm  weather  continued  until 
the  night  of  the  21st  when  the  temperature  dropped  rapidly,  falling  9°  in  one  hour. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  under  two  boilers  at  1130  on  the  19th  for  Portland. 
The  passage  was  uneventful  except  that  fog  was  encountered  off  Nantucket  Shoals 
lightship  which  was  passed  shortly  after  midnight  on  the  21st.  Cape  Cod  light  was 
sighted  and  was  passed  the  night  of  the  22nd.  From  then  on  there  was  much  fog.  The 
ship  arrived  off  Portland  light  ship  at  1000  on  the  23rd  and  there  maintained  station, 
steaming  at  slow  speed  to  effect  arrival  as  scheduled.

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Routine  drills  and  studies  were  conducted  during  the  passage.  Man  overboard 
drills  were  held  as  follows  :

The  fog  was  very  heavy  off  Portland.  It  lifted  for  a  few  hours  during  the  night, 
but  then  closed  in  again,  and  at  0700,  when  it  was  intended  to  go  in,  visibility  was 
zero.  At  1130  conditions  improved  and  the  ship  moved  in  slowly  to  the  lightship  where 
visibility  was  \Yz  miles.  As  it  was  thought  that  conditions  inside  would  be  better  the 
ship  continued  in  and,  conditions  improving,  anchored  at  1400,  July  24.  The  anchorage 
is  about  Ys,  miles  from  the  boat  landing. 

Portland 

Groups  of  some  twenty  cadets  were  sent  to  the  factory  of  the  Loughlin  Marine 
Hardware  Company  and  the  United  States  Lighthouse  Depot  where  an  exhibit  of 
Lighthouse  Service  material  was  on  display  showing  the  evolution  of  aids  to  naviga- 
tion. 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  2000,  and  numerous  cadets  were 
granted  special  liberty  at  request  of  parents.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely. 
Visitors  were  received  on  board  in  the  afternoons,  being  transported  in  ship's  boats 
as  space  was  available. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  1102  on  July  27  for  Greenport.  Visibility  was 
low  throughout  the  passage ;  and,  as  Pollock  Rip  was  approached  early  on  the  28th,  the 
fog  shut  in.  The  ship  was  anchored  near  the  lightship  for  an  hour.  As  Stonehorse 
Lightvessel  was  passed  the  fog  shut  in  again,  but  lifted  as  Cross  Rip  was  approached. 
The  "Nantucket"  anchored  in  Gardner's  Bay  at  2351  on  July  28.  Many  yachts  were 
encountered  as  Martha's  Vineyard  was  approached  and  from  there  on.  The  ship  got 
underway  on  the  morning  of  July  29  and  proceeded  into  Greenport  Harbor,  anchoring 
at  0715. 

Greenport 

The  visit  to  Greenport  was  a  pleasant  one.  Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted 
cadets  to  2000.  A  number  of  cadets  were  granted  special  liberty  to  visit  relatives  in 
the  vicinity,  and  some  who  had  received  special  invitations  were  granted  extension 
of  liberty  to  2200.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  as  running  boats.  The  Cadet 
baseball  team  played  a  game  with  a  town  team  and  was  beaten  by  the  score  of  12 
to  4.  Studies  were  conducted  in  the  forenoons.  Several  complimentary  comments  on 
the  behavior  of  the  cadets  ashore  were  heard. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  1050  on  August  2  for  Boston.  Church  service 
was  held  on  Sunday.  Man  overboard  drill  was  held  as  follows :  Boat  in  water  0 
minutes  55  seconds ;  buoy  picked  up  3  minutes  5  seconds ;  boat  hoisted  7  minutes 
15  seconds. 

The  ship  arrived  in  Boston  on  August  4  and  remained  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charles- 
town,  until  August  9  when  departure  was  made  at  1530  for  Boothbay,  Maine,  clearing 
Boston  Lightship  at  1806.    The  weather  was  fine,  and  visibility  was  very  good. 

The  "Nantucket"  anchored  in  Boothbay  Harbor  at  1017  on  August  10. 

Boothbay 

Regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  to  2000.  Several  cadets,  whose  relations 
were  in  the  vicinity,  were  granted  special  liberty.  Cadets  of  the  first  and  second 
classes  of  liberty  watch  were  granted  extension  of  liberty  to  midnight  to  attend  a 
dance  sponsored  by  the  Junior  League.  A  baseball  party  went  ashore  for  practice 
Saturday  afternoon,  and  on  Sunday  the  team  played  the  Boothbay  team  (semi-pro- 
fessional) being  beaten  by  the  score  of  9-6.  Pulling  boats  were  used  entirely  as  run- 
ning   boats.      Catholic    and    Protestant    church    parties    were    sent    ashore.      Many 
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visitors  came  on  board.  The  harbor  was  full  of  pleasure  boats  of  all  descriptions. 
Noonday  temperatures  were  as  follows:  August  10th,  75°;  11th,  61°;  and  12th,  64°; 
the  spirit  and  conduct  of  cadets  were  excellent. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  1814  on  August  12  for  New  Bedford.  Seguin 
Island  was  cleared  at  2030,  and  course  was  set  for  Cape  Cod.  Pollock  Rip  Entrance 
Buoy  was  passed  at  0022,  on  the  14th,  but  it  was  soon  noted  that  visibility  was  low 
in  Stonehorse  Channel,  none  of  the  navigation  lights  showing,  so  the  ship  was  put 
about,  and  finally  anchored  at  0125.  The  fog  lifting  at  about  0730,  the  ship  got  under- 
way at  0752  and  proceeded  over  the  shoals.  It  had  been  intended  to  proceed  by  the 
outer  route,  around  Nantucket  South  Shoals,  but  speed  had  been  so  reduced  by  head 
winds,  that  the  shorter  route  was  taken  to  ensure  arrival  at  New  Bedford  as  scheduled. 

Routine  drills  and  studies  were  held.    Man  Overboard  drill  was  held  as  follows :

Many  yachts  were  met  in  Nantucket  and  Vineyard  Sounds  in  the  vicinity  of  Nobska 
Point.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  New  Bedford  and  berthed  at  Homer's  Pier, 
adjacent  to   State  Pier,  at  1844,  August  14. 

Nezv  Bedford 

During  the  stay  at  New  Bedford  routine  drills  and  studies  were  conducted  during 
the  forenoon  and  regular  watch  liberty  was  granted  cadets  afternoons.  Special  liberty 
was  granted  to  cadets  living  in  the  vicinity.  Church  parties  were  sent  ashore  on 
Sunday.  The  cadet  baseball  team  played  a  local  team,  being  beaten  by  the  score  of 
7  to  0  in  a  good  game. 

Homer's  Wharf,  where  the  "Nantucket"  berthed,  is  an  old  whaler  wharf,  taken 
over  by  the  city  and  restored  by  WPA.  It  affords  excellent  berthing.  Being  an  open 
pier,  many  people  came  to  see  the  ship ;  and  on  Sunday,  a  great  many  visitors  came 
on  board. 

The  ship  was  coaled  on  the  19th  taking  30  tons.  It  was  intended  to  depart  from 
New  Bedford  after  coaling ;  but  a  heavy  fog  prevailed  which  persisted  outside  through- 
out t  the  day,  so  that  departure  was  deferred  to  the  following  day.  The  ship  got 
underway  at  0600  on  the  20th. 

Crossing  the  Gulf  of  Maine  strong  head  winds  were  encountered.  After  noon  of 
the  21st  the  wind  died  down.  Martinicus  Light  was  sighted  before  midnight,  and 
Frenchman's  Bay  was  entered  at  0900  on  August  22,  the  "Nantucket"  anchoring  at 
East  Lamoine  at  1106.  Fore  and  aft  sail  was  used  to  a  considerable  extent  during 
the  passage.  Visibility  on  August  21  was  the  most  remarkable  ever  met  with,  lights 
must  have  been  miraged,  Mt.  Desert  Light  was  seen  at  almost  twice  the  normal  range. 

East  Lamoine 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  East  Lamoine  was  utilized  as  planned  for  holding 
of  term  and  final  examinations.  The  weather,  while  cool,  was  generally  fine ;  and  the 
examinations  were  carried  on  as  scheduled.  Shore  liberty  was  granted  only  at  the 
week-end  by  watches,  and  was  utilized  by  the  cadets  for  hiking  and  blueberrying. 
A  few  cadets  whose  parents  were  in  the  vicinity  were  granted  special  liberty.  Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely  as  running  boats.  Boats  were  out  under  sail  daily.  Several 
clamming  parties  went  out  and  on  one  occasion  a  small  group  of  cadets  dug  enough 
clams  for  a  meal  for  the  entire  cadet  corps.  A  few  parents  of  cadets  came  on  board 
to  see  their  sons.  Visiting  was  restricted  to  after  examination  hours.  Church  ser- 
vice was  held  on   Sunday. 

On  arrival  the  Superintendent  called  on  Professor  Murray  of  the  University  of 
Maine  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Marine  Biological  Laboratory  which  uses  the  old  Navy 
Coaling  Station.    He  very  kindly  permitted  us  use  of  the  pier  and  float. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  under  two  boilers  at  1152  on  August  30,  cleared 
Mt.  Desert  Rock  at  1800,  and  headed  for  Cape  Cod.  It  was  intended  to  proceed  via 
the  outside  route,  around  Nantucket  South  Shoals ;  but,  on  hurricane  warnings  being 
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received,  the  course  was  laid  for  Provincetown  for  refuge.  Speed  was  much  reduced 
by  the  head  winds,  and  much  fog  was  encountered.  The  ship  was  anchored  in  Cape 
Cod  Bay,  south  of  Wood  End  Light,  in  heavy  fog  at  0540  on  September  1.  After  the 
fog  lifted,  a  few  hours  later,  the  ship  was  gotten  underway  and  headed  for  the  Cape 
Cod  Canal.  At  the  Canal  entrance,  Captain  Colbeth  came  on  board  to  pilot  through. 
He  reported  heavy  sea  in  Block  Island  Sound  and  advised  anchoring  in  upper  Buz- 
zards Bay.  A*  third  boiler  was  cut  in  shortly  after  entering  the  Canal.  The  Canal 
was  cleared  at  1417,  and  the  ship  was  anchored  off  Sippian  Harbor  at  1443.  Numerous 
vessels  were  anchored  in  the  vicinity  waiting  for  moderating  weather.  Southeast 
storm  warnings  were  hoisted  as  we  emerged  from  the  Canal.  The  weather  moderated 
during  the  evening,  but  towards  morning  of  September  2  the  wind  shifted  to  the  north- 
east and  blew  hard,  easing  up  towards  0900.  The  ship  got  underway  at  1020,  under 
three  boilers,  and  proceeded  to  the  westward.  By  this  time  the  weather  had  become 
fine  with  fresh  north  westerly  winds.   This  being  Labor  day  was  observed  as  a  holiday. 

Man  Overboard  drill  was  held  as  follows :  Boat  in  water  1  minute  14  seconds ; 
buoy  picked  up  4  minutes  58  seconds;  boat  hoisted  11  minutes  18  seconds;  on  August 
30. 

The  run  to  Glencove  was  uneventful  except  that  fog  was  encountered  approaching 
the  Race  and  visibility  was  reduced  to  less  than  a  mile.  After  passing  the  Race 
visibility  improved  and  gradually  became  normal.  The  "Nantucket"  arrived  off  Hemp- 
stead Harbor  at  0440  on  September  3  and  lay  to  until  daylight,  when  the  harbor  was 
entered  and  the  ship  anchored  at  0700. 

Glen  Cove 

The  stay  of  the  "Nantucket"  at  Glen  Cove  was  devoted  chiefly  to  liberty  for  the 
cadets  to  visit  the  World's  Fair.  Extended  liberty  was  granted  from  1330  one  day 
to  0900  the  second  day  following,  by  watches ;  and  thereafter,  regular  watch  liberty 
to  2000.  A  baseball  game  was  played  on  Saturday  with  Glen  Cove  team  in  which 
our  team  was  beaten  by  the  score  of  8-0.  On  Sunday  a  one  mile  cutter  race,  in  our 
cutters  was  pulled  against  the  Glen  Cove  Sea  Scouts,  which  ended  in  a  tie.  Pulling 
boats  were  used  entirely,  the  motor  launch  not  being  hoisted  out. 

Glen  Cove  is  an  excellent  harbor,  and  it  is  a  considerable  yachting  center.  The 
anchorage  was  Y%  mile  from  the  boat  landing.  There  was  a  small  public  landing 
adjacent  to  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  landings  and  boat  house.  The  facilities  of 
the  Yacht  Club  were  placed  at  our  disposal.  As  there  was  a  custodian  present  and 
a  telephone  available  it  was  most  helpful.  Arrangements  were  made  for  signalling 
from  shore  to  ship.  Spirit  and  conduct  of  cadets  were  excellent.  Church  service  was 
held  on  board  on  Sunday.  On  Saturday  there  were  hundreds  of  yachts  in  sight  from 
the  ship.    New  Rochelle  and  Larchmont  are  opposite  Glen  Cove. 

The  "Nantucket"  got  underway  at  0620  on  September  9  under  two  boilers  for  Fall 
River.  The  passage  down  the  Sound  was  uneventful.  Block  Island  was  passed  at 
2220,  and  the  ship  lay  to  about  eight  miles  to  the  eastward  of  the  island.  Heavy 
fog  shut  in,  and  when  clear  at  about  1345  on  the  10th,  the  ship  proceeded  into 
Narragansett  Bay,  anchoring  in  Potter's  Cove,  Connanicut  Island,  at  1534.  The  ship 
was  gotten  underway  at  0630  on  September  11  and  proceeded  to  anchorage  at  Fall 
River,  anchoring  at  0916. 

Man  overboard  drills  were  held  as  follows  :

Fall  River 

During  the  stay  at  Fall  River  extended  liberty  was  granted  cadets  by  watches,  one 
watch  remaining  on  board  during  the  absence  of  the  other.  Pulling  boats  were  used 
entirely  as  running  boats.  The  ship  was  open  to  visitors  during  the  afternoons  and 
many  visitors  came  on  board  especially  on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  There  being  only 
one  watch  on  board,  church  service  was  held  on  board  on  Sunday. 
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The  "Nantucket"  left  Fall  River  at  1610  on  September  16  for  Cataumet.  On  leaving 
Narragansett  Bay  a  heavy  southeasterly  swell  was  encountered  and  the  ship  rolled 
considerably  until  reaching  Buzzards  Bay.  The  "Nantucket"  anchored  off  Megansett 
Harbor  at  2344.  At  0644  on  September  17  the  ship  got  underway  and  moved  into  the 
harbor,  anchoring  at  0708. 

The  ship  remained  at  Cataumet  until  September  22  when  she  proceeded  to  Boston 
arriving  at  the  Navy  Yard,   Charlestown,  on  September  23.
